Ik  those  parts  of  England  where  the  f  oot;stei>9  of  the  Celt  may  still 
be  traced,  and  the  Anglo-Saxon  element  has  failed,  though  oen*

roles  m  arithmetic.    No  inmate  of  the  house  whe  is  not  a  blood 


relation,  is  allowed  to  take  part  in  this  interesting  ceremony,  and  the 
servants  are  locked  up  in  the  kitchen  whilst  it  i:!  in  progress. 

In  many  country  placea  it  is  looked  upon  as  a  singular  omen  to 
have  to  play  at  cards  on  New  Year's  Eve  with  a  person  who  deals 
left-handed.  This  prejudice  has  been  handed  down  through  man}^ 
generations,  and  those  who  watch  the  cuirent  of  events  are  of 
opinion  that  it  mD  never  yield  to  the  advancing  tide  of  civilisation 
until  the  franchise  in  town  and  country  is  assimllatod. 

There  are  certain  usages  and  oustoms  connected  with  New  Year's 
Day  which  should  never  bo  neglected,  if  you  do  not  wish  to  become 
prematurely  bald,  or  to  find  your  clotnes  weariny  out  before  you  are 
ready  to  replace  them,  or  to  lose  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  who 
know  you,  during  the  ensuing  year.  Any  book  wliioh  deals  with 
Si.x)rts  and  Pastimes,  or  Popular  Antiquities,  or  the  Wisdom  of  our 
Ancestors,  wOl  give  full  detaiU  of  what  it  is  indispensable  to  do  on 
that  day.  All  we  can  say  here  is  to  give  a  hint  to  those  who  have  a 
turkey  hanging  up  in  thtir  larder,  that  if  the  oook  squints  the  bird 
must  not  be  roasted,  nor  boUcd  if  she  has  red  hair.  Should  she, 
unfurtunatoly,  diaplay  buth  these  persoaial  defects,  then  all  the 
authorities  agree  tnat  a  plain  joint  must  be  substituted*^if  you  do  not 
wish  the  dustman,  postman,  turncock,  lamplighter,  baker,  butcher, 
p^reengrocer,  and  newspaper- boy  to  forget  to  call  upon  ^'ou  on  the 
2Gth  of  December. 

In  Essex,  Cumberland,  Cornwall,  and  in  some  parts  of  Hertford-

The  pantomime  at  Drury  Lane  Theatre  is  from  the  pen  of  ItR, 
Blajtchard,  who  has  put  a  hundred  fairy  tales  into  wild  yet  grace- 
ful grotesque  for  the  delight  of  the  children,  for  whom  iMintomimes 
are  supposed  to  be  made.  We  believe  he  had  an  exceptional  diiB- 
culty  in  his  way  this  time,  but  he  has  grappled  with  it,  and  mastered 
it,  and  whether  little  ones  or  big  ones  qmte  succeed  in  following  the 
drama  is  of  the  smallest  oonseauence.  Mr.  Punch  caught  some 
capital  couplets  through  the  masKs.  The  business  keeps  goin^,** 
and  there  are  some  inordinately  beautiful  groupings,  some  oapttiil 
dancing,  and  plenteous  reoollectiona  of  certain  French  operettas 
which  are  familiar  to  everybody.  Mrt.  AnQot^a  Daughhr  is  not 
forgotten,  you  may  be  sure.    There  is  a  grand  Fancy  Fair  aoene, 

flittering  down  to  the  very  back  of  the  great  stage,  itfr,  Punch 
as  been  more  bewUdered  by  other  Tranfflormation  soenes.  There 
is  a  vivacious  ballet  of  children.  Two  vigorous  young  ladies,  one  in 
black  satin,  who  dance  under  var3dng  lights,  drive  the  house 
frantic.  Oi  the  two  we  prefer  Miss  CATHUfiiyE  Vauohak,  and  if 
you  ask  us  why,  which  you  have  no  right  to  do,  we  will  tell  you. 
Because  her  satin  is  seemlier  than  the  ordinary  ballet  garb. 

But— and  Mr,  Punch  is  not  quite  sure  that  this  is  not  the  nmon 
d^etre  of  his  notice — the  gem  oi  the  pantomime  is  a  little  song  by 
two  little  ladies — representing  boy  and  girl — who  have  a  good  deal 
to  say,  or  rather  sing,  about  *' Living  on  Buttercup  Orecn/'  It  is 
as  charming  a  tiny  pastoral  as  can  be  imagined.  The  fresh  young 
voices,  the  prettineas  of  the  idea  and  the  music,  the  lovingness  or 
the  little  people,  who  are  wrapped  up  in  their  aneotion,  and  never 
look  at  the  audience^  make  a  perfectly  dainty  and  refreshing  episode. 
It  stands  out  of  all  the  clamour  and  glitter  and  loud  fun,  as  an  old 
madrigal  comes  to  you  at  a  charity-dinner.  And  when  the  small 
lovers  slowly  and  caressingly  glided  round  together  with  looks  of 
earnest  belief  in  the  fooPs  paradise  they  had  been  singing  about, 
Mr.  Punch  declared  that  this  five  minutea  would  have  paid  him  for 
coming  to  the  theatre  in  the  ramshackliest  of  old  cabs,  with  a  horse 
that  tumbled  down  on  the  asphalte  in  Leicester  Square,  and  with  a 
cabman  whom  he  had  to  offer  to  fight  for  the  overcharge.  Of  course 
he  came  in  no  such  way,  but  in  an  air-tight  brougham,  with  furs  on 

his  knees,  and  behind  two  fiery  steed  a  that by  the  way,  he  apolo- 

mes  to  the  fat  swell  he  knocked  down  in  Thayer  Street,  and  will 
thank  the  executors  of  the  apple- woman  whom  ne  ran  over  in  Long 
Acre  to  call  at  his  office  with  probate  of  her  will|  when  he  will 
make  an  addition  to  her  residuary  estate.  This  is  all  he  has  to  say 
about  the  pantomime,  except  that  he  was  much  delighted  with  the 
way  Me.  Fuedebick  Evajis  comimrted  himself.  This  artist  is 
aomething  between  PArpft;  and  YoKXt*,  and  is  a  satisfajctory  substi- 
tute for  them.  The  mode  in  which  he  Idcked  and  sat  upon  the  King 
whenever  that  arbitrary  monarch  gave  him  a  chance,  would  have 
been  agreeable  to  republicans,  if  such  persons  had  the  sense  to 
amuse  themselves  with  other  awful  nonsense  than  their  own. 

The  great  happiness  of  going  to  the  theatre  ia  the  cigar  and  other 
arrangements  for  preventing  the  destruction  of  tiaaue  when  you  get 
home.  While  tating  these,  Mr.  Punch  remarked,  in  his  usual 
mild  and  affable  manner,  *'  Glad  I  went."  Whereat  joy  and  delight 
were  diffused  throughout  the  soula  ol  his  hearera.

Charity^  which  begins,  not  at  home,  but  at  the  Haymarket  at 
nren-thirty,  is  chieny  remarkable  for  the  excellent  acting  both  of 
Mmb.  KsimAL  (Mifej  RojKi vT-'*>-^  a^  Mrt,  Van  Bru^h^  and  Mas, 
MiLLON  as  the  tramp,  Ii  :*'M.  a  ohmnacter  which  brought 

forciblyto  my  taind  mcl    .  r  glories  of  the  past;  or,  as  my 

friend  Waqg  said,  the  Mellon- diomatic  days  of  the  5d  Adelphi, 

Chariht--'mhj  so  called  it  is,  perhaps,  a  ti'iiie  difficult  to  say ;  but, 
on  the  other  h^id,  why  not  P— is  Btyled  in  the  biUs  "a  Play,"  so 


that,  as  **Plav"  is  the  generic  word,  the  audience,  having  paid  its 
money,  may  ohoose  for  itself  whether  it  wiU  consider  it  a  comedy,  a 
melodrama^  a  serious  drama,  or  a  comic  drama.  Your  Representative 
would  be  inclined  to  style  it  a  Melodramatio  Proverbe.  At  the 
finish  of  a  Proverbe,  you  know,  the  audienoe  has  to  guess  what  the 
word  was,  what,  in  fact,  it  has  all  been  about,  Andlierein  lies  the 
main  defect  of  Charity. 

Mr*  SmaUey,  the  elder,  most  oarefoUy  played  throughout  by  Mr. 
Howe,  bears  a  strong  family  resemblance  to  the  highly  respectable 
Bimker  in  Middiemareh  i  the  resemblance  beiD|r  heighteiieGl  by  the 
existence  of  a  Sffmiley^  Jun.^  his  son,  capiwlyiuayed  by  Ma« 
Kendal* 

There  is  not  a  fault  to  be  found  with  the  acting  throughout,  and 
well  indeed  does  Mna,  JLebtdal  deserve  the  enthusiastic  applause 
which  summons  her  before  the  curtain  at  the  end  of  the  Thiidr  Act. 

Me.  CxnPTEN'nAJLB  U  the  Colonial  Bishop  elect,  and  a  much  more 
satis^tory  personage  than  the  conscientious  but  amorous  young 
ourate  in  The  New  Magdalen,  In  the  last  Act»  however,  the  author 
has  lightened  the  character  of  the  Colonial  Bishop  elect  a  little  by 
giving  him  something  of  the  Church  militant  attributes  of  the  pug- 
nacious Father  Somebody  in  the  Peep  a^  Day.  To  the  latter,  as  an 
Irishman,  it  seems  to  oomc  naturally  enough,  and  out  come  kis  fist 
well  from  the  shoulder,  and  his  man  was  floored ;  but  to  the  Anglican 
Vicar,  who  has  slumbered  in  a  pariah  for  nearly  half  a  century,  this 
sudden  awakening  is  a  little  strange^  especially  as  he  restrains  his 
own  impulse  to  kick  Stimtley^  Jumor^  first,  and  Smaihy^  Senior, 
afterwards,  but  strongly  expresses  his  wish  to  seo  his  son,  Ted 
Athelney^  perform  the  oncration  for  him,  vicariously. 

Not  a  better  man  coula  have  been  picked  out  than  Me.  Teksdalk 
for  7W  Athtlney,  Indeed,  the  oaat  is  altogether  good,  and  worthy 
of  the  Haymarket  reputation. 

For  the  writing,  tlie  First  Act  is  easy,  even,  never  brilliantly 
epigrammatic,  but  always  on  a  lively,  agreeable  level,  conveying  a 
promise  of  better  things  to  come  in  the  following  Acts ;  a  promiKc, 
which,  howeverj  save  in  the  conception  of  the  Private  Detective's 
character  fwho  is  Tricoche  and  CaeoUti  rolled  into  one,  and  oarrying 
out  two  plots  all  by  himself),  in  the  really  good  comedy  scene 
between  the  two  Smailey^  in  tne  oommencement  of  the  Third  Act, 
and  the  situation  in  the  Fourth  where  Smailey  Junior  throws  over 
£ve,  i«  not  satisfactorily  fulfilled.  From  which  remarks  it  wUl  be 
^-•^  rr-d  that  the  play  is  well  worth  senng,  not  so  much  for  its  own 
loe,  but  as  an  exhibition  of  the  excellenoe  of  those  whose 
no  art  has  carried  it  through  to  a  sueoeBsful  issue. 

That  Mk.  BcrcKSTONE  had  only  to  appear  and  announce  himself  as 
a  member  of  a  Private  Inquiry  Office  ashamed  of  his  calling,  was 
quite  enough  to  send  the  house  into  oonvulsions  of  laughter.  He  ia 
very  funny,  and  I  canH  help  fancying  how  almost  irresistible  the 
temptation  must  have  been  to  Me.  Gilbert  to  put  iuch  a  detective 
into  the  various  disguises  which  he  tells  us  in  an  amusing  speech  he 
has  at  various  times  been  foroed  to  aamme. 

The  speech  itself  suggeafci  a  groteeique  subject  for  a  **  Bab  Ballad,** 
to  be  styled  The  Detmndmg  Jjeteciive  :  or,  the  Conmentiom  dm- 
skibie.  The  multituae  ol  sins  covered  by  Charity  are  more  than 
condoned  by  the  goodness  of  much  in  the  piece  itself,  and  the  un- 
doubted excellenee  of  the  entire  performance.  And  so,  wishing 
You,  Sir,  and  everj'body  before  and  behind  the  curtain  at  the  Hay- 
market,  Manager,  Author,  and  Actors,  the  oompliments  of  the 
season  now  fast  passing  away,  for  we  are  settling  down  into  the 
work  of  *74, 1  beg  to  sign  myself  ever,  on  an  off-night,

CANONICAL  CUSTOMS, 

In  connection  with  the  approaching 
marriage  of  the  Duke  of  EDDrnuKOH, 
according  to  the  Greek  rite,  it  has  been 
stated  that,  in  the  Greek  Church,  a  monk, 
however  high  his  position,  is  not  allowed  to 
perform  the  matrimonial  service.  That 
rite  can  be  administered  only  by  a  married 
priest.  Dr.  Johnson  once  improvised  a

Our  own  Established  Church  knows  of 
no  such  canon ;  makes  a  reverend  bachelor 
as  eligible  as  a  married  clergyman  to 
solemnise  matrimony.  Yet,  when  a 
'* marriage  in  high  life**  occurs,  it  is 
commonlv  performed  hy  a  Bishop,  assisted 
by  anotner  ecclesiastic,  as  though  the 
nuptial  knot  could  not  be  tied  ti^ht  enough 
for  the  superior  classes  by  a  single  man. 
This  view  of  the  matter  may  not  be  without 
signiftoanee  to  some  minds,  with  regard  to 
the  proposal  of  union  between  the  Greek 
and  Anglican  Churches,

Applause,)  But  to  my 
tale.  The  worst  of  it  is,  and  here  I  apologise,  Eeneal^ly,  for  any 
trifling  inaccuracies  in  my  account,  that  I  have  lost  the  bill,  forgotten 
some  of  the  names,  and  in  a  general  way  trust  to  my  memory.  But 
on  that  memory  the  chief  features  of  xtamnond  and  Agnes^  or  the 
Bleeding  Nun  of  Lindenbera,  have  been  indelibly  impressed. 

Act  I.  Scene  1.  A  poorly-furnished  chamber  in  a  Castle  belong- 
ing to  Raymond^ s  Father,  ^aron  Sternhold,  That  is,  I  think  ms 
name  was  Stemhold^  because  it  reminded  me  of  Hopkiks  (Stebk-

no  scene  seems  to  be  considered  of  any  importance  in  the  piece  until 
we  get  to  the  Robbers'  Hut,  and  that  is  a  startler;  rather.  But  I 
must  not  anticipate.  Well,  in  this  meanlv-fumished  apartment,  in 
Baron  Stemkins^  Castle,  are  Don  Raymond  and  his  servant  Theodore 
engaged  in  **  packing  up."  Theodore  is  kneeling  at  a  shabby  old 
leather  portmanteau,  which,  though  it  would  be  a  tolerably  fair  size 
for  clothes  of  the  present  day,  yet  could  no  more  hold  a  second 
Spanish  suit,  such  as  Don  Raymond  wears,  than  it  could  take  in 
my  best  hat  without  considerably  injurinff  it.  Of  course  Don 
Raymond  must  have  a  change  of  clothes  ana  boots,  and,  evidently, 
as  he  is  en  voyage,  what  he  has  got  on  cannot  be  his  Sundav  best. 
But  he  can't  manaj^e  it  in  t?iat  portmanteau,  and  as  he  doesn  t  con- 
descend to  enter  into  details,  we  can  only  suppose  that  he  intends 
to  buy  some  new  things  when  he  arrives  at  his  destination,  where, 
probaoly,  the  fashion  will  be  diferent  to  what  it  is  where  Baron 
Stemkins^  Castle  is  situated. 

But  here  we  come  to  a  geographical  difficulty.  The  Bleeding 
Nun  is  a  work  of  Genius,  and  Qenius  is  above  rules.

Raymond 
is  a  Spanish  name :  Stemkins  is  my  nom  de  plume  for  his  father, 
whose  Christian  name,  I  now  remember,  is  Felix:  and  he  is  Don 
Felix,  Spanish  again :  no  mistaking  his  breed,  any  more  than 
one  can  be  wronp  about  a  handsome  black  fowl.  Therefore,  from 
information  received  from  Don  Felix,  who  f^ves  his  son.  Rat/" 
mondy  two  thousand  pistoles^  which  are  incautiously  packed  up  oy 
Theodore  among  the  linen  in  the  portmanteau,  we  may  take  it  as 
certain  that  Raymond  is  about  to  quit  the  Castle  and  journey  to 
Lindenberg.  Now  where 's  LindenbergP  Germany,  I  snould  say. 
But  from  certain  dialogue  which  subsequently  occurs,  your  Repre- 
sentative would,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  piece,  have  been  inclined 
to  describe  Lindenberg,  in  any  Gazetteer  oi  the  period,  as  a  place  in 
Germany,  somewhere  near  Madrid,  on  the  high-road  to  Strasbourg. 
But  of  course  the  map  has  been  considerably  altered  since  then. 

However,  off  goes  Don  Raymond,  aiter  listening  to  a  discourse 
from  Don  Felix,  who  is  a  regular  old  proser  recovering  apparently 
from  a  recent  severe  cold  (I  was  really  quite  glad  to  see  nim  looking 
80  well,  but  should  have  advised  him  to  leave  off  his  fur  trimmings 
in  the  house),  and  arrives  at  the  Second  Scene,  which  represents  a 
convent,  and  a  pot-house.  Where  we  were  now,  lour  Representative 
was  unable  to  learn :  but  I  fancy  we  were  not  far  from  Madiid»  but 


still  a  long  way  off  Lindenberg.  Here  Don  Raymond^  lounging  in 
the  door  of  the  pot-house,  (a  low  pot-house  and  a  low  door-way)  sees 
his  Agnes  issue  ^m  the  convent  and  join  her  Duenna,  with  whom 
she  {Agnes)  is  going  to  Lindenberg.  "  All  for  Lindenberg! "  Ray- 
mond is  much  struck  with  the  beauty  of  Agnes^  but  nothinjg  particu- 
lar seems  to  come  of  it,  as  he  hires  a  Guide  to  oonduot  hunaelf  and 
his  servant,  Theodore,  who  is  always  lugging  about  the  old  port- 
manteau, in  such  a  bumping,  thumping  way,  as  to  ensure  the  hair-oil 
being  aU  among  the  linen  before  they  get  to  the  end  of  their  journey. 
Don  Raymond,  however,  is  an  indulgent  master,  as  he  makes  no 
remark  on  his  servant's  carelessness :  but,  perhaps,  no  hdr-oil  has 
been  packed  up. 

The  Guide  is  a  villain,  and  a  traitor :  so  was  the  low  publican  at 
whose  pot-house  Raymond  had  refreshed  himself.  Any  one  could 
have  seen  that  with  naif  an  eye. 

Scene  3.  A  Wood-cutter's  Hut.  Mb.  Bsaid  (I  forget  what  his 
playbill  name  is),  here  appears  as  the  Woodcutter,  and  admits  to 
the  audience,  in  a  compact  soliloquy,  that  he  is  a  thorough-paced 
scoundrel,  but  at  the  same  time  complains  that  he  is  ill-treated  by 
the  other  thorough-paced  scoundrels,  who  neglect  him.  and  leave 
him  all  alone  in  tiie  forest  without  any  kind  of  cheerful  society. 
The  Woodcutter's  villanous  trade  is  to,  as  it  were,  play  at  being 
a  Woodcutter  while  he  is  really,  you  see,  a  Robber,  and  in  order  the 
more  completely  to  take  in  unwary  travellers,  and  the  more  effectu- 
ally to  accomplish  his  nefarious  desi^s,  he  tries  to  inspire  his  chance 
customers  with  confidence,  by  wearing  an  enormous  carving-knife 
stuck,  most  ostentatiously,  in  his  broad  belt.  It  is  strange  how  the 
cleverest  rascals  overreach  themselves  by  some  trifling  act  of  care- 
lessness, or  of  vanity. 

Your  Representative  was  inclined  to  attribute  this  oversight  about 
the  carving-knife  more  to  a  foolish  vanity,  on  the  Woodcutting 
Robber's  part,  than  to  stupidity.  Don  Raymond  and  Theodore 
(still  lug^^ag  the  portmanteau)  accept  the  Woodcutter's  hospitality 
tor  ^e  night,  in  consequence  of  their  carriage  having  been  purposely 
upset  by  the  treacherous  Guide,  and  enter  his  house. 

Scene  4.  Interior  of  the  Woodcutter's  ITm/.— From  the  exterior  in 
the  previous  Scene  no  one  could  have  imagined  it  had  so  much  ac- 
commodation. On  the  ground-floor  is  the  dining-room,  above  is  the 
bed-room,  in  which  we  see  an  uncomfortable-looking  bed  made  on 
an  incline.  The  Woodcutter  welcomes  Raymond  and  his  servant, 
and  tells  his  wife  which  rooms  to  prepare  for  them.  This  order 
makes  the  poor  woman  shudder.  She  is,  she  says,  becominff  rather 
ennuyjPd  by  these  constant  scenes  of  violence.  "  More  blood  I "  she 
exclaims,  aside,  on  first  seeing  the  travellers.  In  fact,  she  is  heartily 
sick  of  the  whole  concern,  and,  adopting,  apparently,  the  motto  of 
"Anything  for  a  chan^,"  she  determines  to  assist  Don  Raymond, 
And  nerein  her  ingenuity  is  marvellous.  She  first  says  to  herself, 
aside,  '*  How  can  I  warn  him  P "  and  is  evidently  in  a  dilemma ; 
but,  as  she  is  going  in  for  excitement^  she  soon  overcomes  the  pre- 
liminary difficulties,  and  adopts  expedients,  which  are  probably  sug- 
gested to  her  by  her  earliest  reminiscences  of  being  taken  to  a 
theatre  to  see  a  pantomime,  as  they  are  of  such  a  simple  but  effective 
nature,  as  hiding  behind  bed-curtains,  and  popping  out  suddenly, 
even  without  saying  "Bo ! "  As  a  matter  of  fact,  she  never  does 
get  beyond  these  enorts,  which,  being  repeated  two  or  three  times, 
appear  to  have  exhausted  her  fund  of  onginality.  Still,  she  has  a 
good  niffht  of  it,  and,  as  her  object  was  novelty,  she  obtains  it,  and 
enjoys  her  little  amusements  thoroughly. 

Kow  enter  a  couple  of  unhung  scoundrels,  whom  the  thorough- 
paced villain  of  a  Woodcutter  has  described  as  "  two  fine  young 
men— my  sons  by  a  former  marriage,"  which  Your  Representative 
was  iuchned  to  think  was  a  statement  no  more  to  be  believed  than 
anything  else  he  said,  for  the  eldest  and  most  abandoned,  named 
Robert  (never  once  called  Boh  by  any  of  the  family),  certainly 
seemed  to  be  his  father's  senior  by  some  years.  Crime  may  have 
effected  this  result.  The  other  Robber  was  Robert's  junior  oy  ten 
years  (brin^g  this  one  to  something  like  five  years  younger  than 
their  juvenile  father),  and  was  altogether  a  more  gentlemanly  crea- 
ture, and  intended  for  better  things  than  throat-cutting  in  a 
"  cottage  near  a  wood." 

The  two  brothers  differ  materially  in  disposition:  the  elder, 
Robert,  short,  round  as  a  tub,  sulky,  and  sullen ;  and  the  younger— 
(we  '11  call  him  Richard,  because  "  Robebt  and  Richarb  were  two 
pretty  men," — and  they  are  that,  the  pair  of  'em  I) — and  the 
younger,  RtcJiard,  is  inclined  to  be  light-hearted. 

Raymond  is  shown  to  his  room  by  the  sulky  Robert,  who  presses 
him  to  give  up  his  sword,  remarking,  sensibly  enough,  that  **  he 
can't  want  it  while  he  ^s  asleep.^^  The  guilcleEiiS  traveller  is  wide- 
awake, however^  and  without  goiug  into  details^  gives  it  to  be 
understood  that  he  oauldn't  ilaep  a  wink  without  his  sword,  having, 
perhaps,  been  aocui^tomed  to  it,  from  childhood  upwards.  The  baffl^ 
itobert  leaves  him,  trying,  up  to  the  laat,  to  mow  by  his  manner, 
how  hurt  he  has  been  by  the  traTnUer'a  relnsinf^  his  recjuest.  Then 
the  guileless  traveller  hoj  a  nice  quiet  night  ol  it.  First  the  sulky 
Robert  re-enters  stealthily,  and  is  just  poaing  himself^  in  order  to 
stick  his  dagger  into  the  tmv^ller—by  the  way,  this  u,  as  sabse-

qtiently  apx^tors,  iho  pne  mistake  with  the  iaiuily,  they  ttU  waste  6o 
muck  time  in  attitudinifiing  before  they  strike  ;  why  Itobtrt  might 
have  done  it  twice  over,  if  he  hadn't  been  bent  on  a  graceful  atti- 
tude—when the  traveller  wakes  up  and  Beizes  him.  J^obert,  who  is 
a  poor  hand  at  an  excuse.  Bays,  **  I  only  came  in  for  the  lamp,"  and 
leaves.  The  guileleBS  traveller  now  begins  to  mistruBt  h\&  hosts, 
and  lies  down  agoin  to  rest  sword  in  hand.  But  he  's  not  to  have  a 
Qiiit?t  time,  not  a  bit.  Out  comes  Mrs,  Woodcutter,  with  the  impulee 
of  her  early  pantomime  reminiscences  strong  within  her,  from 
f)«hind  the  bed-curtains,  and  excitedly  warns  him^  points  to  a  blood- 
stain on  thepUlow,  oalla  on  him  to  escape  with  her.  when enter 

Riihcri,  '*  Ha  I "  exolaims  her  sulky  etep-son,  **  wnat  are  you  here 
to  ?"  Well,  her  presence  there  isy  to  say  the  least  of  it,  odd.  The 
faanily*  however,  are  none  d  them  very  good  at  excuses,  and  she 
aBsures  Bohert  tnat  she  osdv  oame  to  give  the  stranger  a  night-cap. 
*'/^  may  he  so^^^  says  tnlky  B4}hert^  thoughtfully,  and  actually 
accept*  the  explanation  oa  satisfactory.  In  fact,  clever,  except  in 
the  matter  of  posing,  as  he  ia,  professionally,  as  a  Robber.  Rohtrt  is, 
out  of  business,  rather  a  fool  than  otherwise,  or  why  believe  his 
f.tep*mother  about  that  night- cap  ?  They  both  leave  Raymond,  who 
finding  he  ia  unable  to  escape,  goes  to  bed  again,  and  directlv  he  has 
settled  himself  oomfortably,  enters  the  sulky  Robert  for  tne  third 
time,  and  recomniMicea  with  his  carving-knife*  Being,  as  before, 
a  long  time  posing  and  taking  aim,  Mrs*  Woodcutter  seizes  the 
opportunity  to  yrod  Rat/viona  sharply  in  the  ribs  from  behind 
htT  fnvonnte  hiding-^laoe,  the  bed-Curtains  (where  she  has  again 
'  I  herself,  having  entered  unperceived  by  that  sulky  idiot 
ind  Raymond,  springing  up,  seizes  the  ruffian  for  the  third 
u  tuL .  His  excuse  ia  now,  that  he  **  only  came  up  to  say  that  supper 
Wtt*  rpody." 

Then  tney  go  to  supper^  and  Agnes,  and  the  Duenna,  ore  brought 
in,  and  Maymond  sups  with  Agnet,  and  the  Blood-Stained  Bandits 
make  a  hearty  supper  off  bread- and-milk  in  wooden  bowls.  Then 
the  Woodcutter  pivcs  his  guest  the  ixiisoned  wine,  and  Mrs.  Wood- 
cutter (still  on  tor  excitement  and  novelty)  teUs  Rftymoftd  not  to 
drink,  and  he  spills  it,  making  a  great  noise  and  mess  m  doing  so, 
which  aje  unheard  and  tmseen  by  the  Robbers,  who,  as  I  have  before 
remarked,  are  really  very  sim|)le,  stupid  people.  Agne*  is  drugged. 
Mrs.  Woodcutter  (up  to  anything  now)  tells  liaymond  to  pretend  to 
ileep.  He  does  so.  Only  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Woodcutter,  Agnvi  drugged, 
and  Maymond  are  now  in  the  room. 

The  Woodcutter  ia  gfoing  to  have  the  amusement  all  to  himself. 
He  takes  out  a  knife,  intending  to  stab  RaymomL  But  the  family 
instinct  for  attitudinising  is  too  strong  for  him,  and  ho  must  give 
op  a  minute  to  posing  himself  gracefullyj  before  striking  the  blow. 

He  lifts  his  arm :  Raymond  raises  nis  head— sees  him— fearful 
struggle — Mr.  Woodcutter  is  just  getting  six  to  four  the  best  of 
liavmand^  when  Mrs,  Woodcutter,  who  owes  him  one  for  having 
made  her  exit^tence  so  monotonous,  now  seeing  a  grand  opportunity 
for  varying  the  proeeedings  once  and  for  ever,  is  struck  by  n 
"  Happy  Tnought,"  and— to  put  it  shortly— cracks  his  crown  with 
a  hatchet. 

Everyone  who  ought  to  escane  escapes,  and  the  Robbers  re-enter, 
looking  A  little  astonished  at  the  state  of  things  in  general,  as  the 
curtain  descends  on  the  First  Act. 

How  the  Bleeding  Nun  came  out  of  a  castle,  and  wasn^t  in  any 
way  Bleeding,  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  Blooming  Phantom ;  how  she 
vanished  into  a  tree— her  disappearance  being  immediately  followed 
by  the  apporition  of  an  illuminated  advertisement  about  *^  Avenge  " 
somebody  •  how  Don  Raymond  got  to  Lindenberg  (I  believe) ;  now 
Mrs.  Woodcutter  said  she  wouldn't  go  with  him  and  he  a  bore,  but 
did  atick  to  him  like  wax,  refusing  to  explain  anytliing  except  that. 
years  ago,  she  had  once  been  on  ner  way  to  Strasbourg,  and  had 
never  ^t  there ;  how  the  Robbers  were  all  kiUed  in  a  cave,  and  the 
Blooming  Nun  re-appeared  in  a  brilliant  light — I  have  not  time|  nor 
have  you  space,  to  telL  Suffice  it  to  add,  that  this  genuine  Melo- 
Prama  of  tne  Old  School  ia  played  at  the  HajTnarket  at  about  ten 
o'clock  or  so ;  and  U  those  who  left,  after  Chuihj,  will  go  and  see 
this,  they  will  show  their  faith  in  the  evidence  of 

YouB  Representative.

It  is  an  immemonal  custom  lur  the  aeria  on  the  estate  of  the  bride's  parents  to 
Milwpribe  and  g^ive  her  a  wedding  present.

will  show,  was  1841.  Many 
tiungft,  betide*  the  establisliment  of  Punch ^  happened  in  that  year  which  had 
never  occurred  before,  and  which  have  never  come  to  pass  since.  In  that  year, 
B&MXTEL  Scott,  the  American  diver,  handed  himself  on  Waterloo  Bridge,  and 
ih/ae  wa^  an  inundation  at  Brentford,  wnich  did  noL  in  the  least,  remove  the 
dixtineas  of  that  abominable  "  town  of  mud,"  as  Thomson  called  it.  The 
£mF£BOB  of  China  issued  a  i>eremiitory  order  far  the  extermination  of  all 
foreigners,  and,  as  they  declined  to  be  exterminated,  His  Majesty  polished  off 
bis  Ptime  Minister,  and  ceded  Hong  Kong.  llATyrEU),  who  shot  at  KiKO 
Geobge  this  THifii>,  died  in  Bethlehem,  where  be  had  enjoyed  a  most  comfort- 
able asylum  since  1802 »  The  Imperial  Fbikcess  of  Gebmany  waa  christened 
TiCTOMk  Adelaide  Maet  Louisa,  and  now  has  had  eight  of  her  own  little  ones 
christened, — such  is  life!  We  were— at  least  Punch  was  not — hoaxed  by 
an  elaborate  account  of  the  destruction  of  Kia^ara  Falls.  That  amiable,  yet

The  Exchequer  gave  Manchester  its  charter,  but  omitted  to  moke  its  validity 
dependent  on  the  cleansing  of  the  Irwell,  which  has  therefore  remained 
nncleansed.  Two  houses  fell  down  in  Fleet  Street,  but  this  was  not  the  accident 
which  Bxiggested  to  Lokb  Macaulat  hia  famous  quotation  from  JoH>'so5.  By 
tbc  wayTl^fii*  Melboitrwb  was  Premier,  and  Lord  PAXiTEHsroy  was  Foreign 
Bcmtary  up  to  the  September  in  this  year,  when  Sm  Kobert  Peel  and  Lord 
AfiKKDKEN  stepped  into  those  places  respectively.  The  celebrated  No.  90  of  the 
TrttdU  for  tA«  Timeg  was  oensured  at  Oxford,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Newmax

anew  now  1  Two  Irish  scoundrels  were  hanged  for  murder 
at  Glasgow,  where  the  authorities^  anticipating  an 
attempt  oy  the  rabble  at  a  rescue,  laid  some  cannon,  so 
that  on  a  rush  at  the  scaffold,  the  discharge  would  sweep 
away  murderers  and  sympathisers  together.  However, 
the  nlnt  was  enough.  We  took  the  Canton  forts,  and 
beat  the  Afghans.  BlB  Robeet  Peel  floored  the  Govern- 
ment on  a  vote  of  oonlidence,  and  Lord  John  Rfssell 
Sromised  an  early  Dissolution.

Mr,  Moxon 
was  tried  for  blasphemy  in  publishing  Shkllet*b  works, 
and  though  the  case  was  before  DficTHAifr,  and  defended 
by  Talfourd,  a  jury  found  liim  guilty.  The  Great 
Western  Railway  waa  opened  to  Bristol,  Our  French 
friends  inaugurated  the  Kapoleon  Column  at  Boologne, 
Louis  Philitpb  having  completed  the  work  of  impertU 
nenoe»  but  be  atoned  for  other  blunders,  so  we  forget  this 
one.  The  great  Tunes  case  of  **  Bogle  v.  Lawsojt" 
was  tried,  and  the  leading  journal  received  the  thanks 
of  the  whole  mercantile  community  for  exploding  a  mar- 
vellous conspiracy.  Theodohe  Hook  this  year  *'  ceased 
Ms  funningi*'  and  Sir  David  Wilkie  laid  down  his 
bnieh,  and  Sir  Frai^cis  CHANiEEr  his  chisel,  for  ever, 
Peel  utterly  dished  the  Whigs,  and,  as  we  have  said, 
eamo  into  office.  Mr.  Gladstoke,  at  Newark,  promised 
the  British  Farmer  that  he  should  have  adequate  Pro- 
tection, and  should  have  it  by  means  of  the  Sliding 
Scale.  It  was  a  great  year  for  Brighthelmstone,  for  the 
railway  was  opened*  and  the  travelling  in  those  days 
was  splendid.  We  have  often  got  to  Brighton  in  fifty- 
five  minutes,  or  less.  Tis  not  so  now.  Lord  Palmer - 
SlOK  gave  trouble  by  calling  a  horse  **  lUona"  puxzHng 
the  erudite  Turfites  who  do  not  read  Yirgil.  We  had 
the  great  fire  at  the  Tower  of  London,  damages  £200,000, 
This  year  began  the  fearful  work  in  the  Ea«t— it  is 
enougn  to  mention  the  name  of  Cabul.  H.K,H.  the 
Prince  of  Wales  made  his  appearance  in  this  world, 
which  we  hope  has  since  been  reasonably  pleasant  to  him. 
But  of  course  the  great  incident  of  the  year  took  place  on 
Saturdav  the  17th  inly,  when  Mr.  Punch  made  nis  fir%t 
bow  to  the  world  which  he  has  since  delighted,  reproved, 
instructed,  and  amended.

HINTS  TO  CANDIDATES. 

When  you  have  made  up  your  mind  on  the  chief  political  ques- 
tions of  the  day,  telegraph  to  your  agents  and  leading  supporters  to 
meet  you  at  the  station,  and  to  arrange  with  the  ringers  to  strike  up 
a  peal  on  the  church  bells  the  moment  you  arrive  within  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  borough. 

Engage  a  saloon  carriage  for  the  ioumey,  and  exercise  a  generous 
but  unostentatious  liberality  towaras  the  servants  of  the  company. 

Make  your  way  from  the  station  to  the  principal  hotel  in  a  carriage 
and  four,  with  postilions  in  sleek  white  hats  and  jackets  of  the 
colour  which  the  constituency  you  aspire  to  rei>resent  have  from  time 
immemorial  associated  with  the  political  principles  you  prof  ess— you 
yourself  wearing  a  large  rosette,  of  the  same  tint,  on  your  left 
breast,  and  a  brilliant  satin  scarf  to  match,  and  bowing,  and  smiling, 
and  kissing  your  hand,  all  along  the  line  of  progress.  If  the  services 
of  a  stout  brass  band  are  available,  let  it  precede  you,  playing  loyal 
and  constitutional  tunes. 

Time  is  precious,  and  antagonists  are  wary :  therefore,  lose  not  a 
moment  on  your  arrival,  but  at  once  throw  up  the  centre  window 
and  address  the  crowd,  which  will  be  sure  to  have  collected  in  front 
of  your  hotel. 

Both  in  your  speeches  and  printed  addresses  take  every  opportu- 
nity of  introducing  fl:ood  round  words  and  phrases— such  as  the  law 
if  primogeniture,  the  assimilation  of  the  franchise,  intoxicating 
liquors.  Denominational  Education,  the  incidence  of  local  taxation, 
the  Imperial  Exchequer,  and  the  relations  between  Capital  ana 
Labour.  If  nature  has  not  made  jou  an  orator,  be  brief ;  and  it 
will  save  you  much  trouble  and  hesitation  if  you  at  once  avow  your- 
self a  supporter  of  the  Prime  Minister  or  the  Leader  of  the  Conser- 
vative Party  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  declare  that  your  opinions  on 
all  the  great  questions  of  the  hour  are  the  same  as  those  professed 
by  one  or  other  of  these  eminent  statesmen. 

Attend^  any  concerts,  lectures^  or  other  entertainments,  which 
may  be  given  while  the  election  is  in  progress.  Arrive  rather  late, 
accompanied  by  six  or  eight  members  of  your  Committee,  and  make 
JQOX  way  to  the  most  prominent  seat  in  the  room.  Propose  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  or  to  the  Mayor  for  his  kindness  in  taking 
the  ohair,  at  the  olose  of  the  prooc«ding8. 

Be  hearty  and  genial  with  every  person  with  whom  you  come 


in  contact.  Interest  yourself  in  the  history,  antiquities,  com- 
merce, and  society  of  the  i>lace,  visit  all  its  pubuc  institutions,  ahow 
how  agreeable  you  can  be  in  private  life,  ana  make  some  small  pur- 
chases of  the  retail  tradesmen. 

Show  your  attachment  to  the  Establishment  and  your  tenderness 
towards  Nonconformity  hy  attending  service  both  at  the  Parish 
Church  and  the  largest  Dissenting  Chapel  in  the  town ;  and  open 
your  purse  freely  should  there  be  (as  most  probably  will  be  the  case) 
a  collection  for  some  charitable  object. 

While  you  will  be  careful  to  neglect  no  opportunity  of  ingratiating 
yourself  with  that  powerful  element  in  every  constituency,  tho 
Licensed  Victuallers,  you  will  do  well  not  to  forget  that  the  advo- 
cates of  Total  Abstinence  and  the  Permissive  Bill  are  a  numerous  and 
influential  body,  whom  it  is  desirable  to  conciliate  and  win  over  to 
your  side  in  the  impending  struggle.

Be  prepared  to  answer  any  questions  that  may  be  put  to  you 
about  the  Gold  Coast,  the  Straits  of  Malacca,  the  Game  Laws,  Open 
Spaces,  the  Opening  of  Museums  on  Sunday,  Pew  B.ents,  Primo- 
geniture, the  Permissive  BilL  Auricular  Confession,  Yacoiaation. 
Co-operative  Stores,  a  Free  Breakfast  Table,  Home  Rule,  Local 
Taxation,  Female  SufEraj^e,  Disestablishment,  and  the  Deceased 
Wife's  Sister :  and  when  m  doubt,  fall  back  on  the  total  and  imme- 
diate repeal  oi  that  most  unjust,  most  iniquitous,  most  inquisitorial, 
&o.,  &c.  impost— the  Income-tax. 

Never  lose  your  temper  (especially  if  you  should  be  beaten),  be 
thankful  that  you  have  not  to  face  the  hustings,  like  your  heroic 
predecessor,  dine  at  the  market  ordinary  if  you  are  standiag  for  a 
county,  have  a  few  jokes  always  ready  (the  older  the  better),  give 
as  few  pledges  and  promises  as  possible,  remember  that  there  is 
such  a  being  as  an  Election  Jud^e,  wear  verj  good  elotbea  and  a 
new  hat,  and  always  go  about  with  a  flower  in  your  hntton-hokw

THE  BBIGHT  SIDE  AND  THE  OTHER. 

PERrsixo  the  subjoined  passage  in  the  speech  lately  delivered  by 
Mb.  Brigiit  at  Birmingham,  many  if  not  most  reaacrs  will  very- 
likely  be  disposed  simply  to  say.  Ditto  to  Mr.  Biught  : — 

"I  appeal  to  any  man  who  is  not  incurably  prejudiced  or  hopelessly 
ignorant  as  to  the  fact,  whether,  at  this  moment,  England  is  not  a  country 
incomparably  better  to  live  in  than  it  was  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  ?  Look  at 
her  commerce  and  her  industir,  look  at  her  wealth,  look  at  the  wages  of  her 
people,  look  at  the  progress  of  education,  look  at  the  greater  security  in  this 
oonntry,  look  at  the  comfort  which  is  spread  among  the  masses  of  Che  com- 
mmiitj,  with  greatly  diminished  pauperism  ;  and  then  we  must  ascribe  this, 
in  Iai;ge  measure,  to  the  course  of  policy  which  has  been  pursued  by  the  Par- 
liament, and  which  has  been  indicated  and  controlled  mainly  by  the  Liberal 
Psrty.*^ 

Look  on  one  side,  and,  certainly,  sec  all  that  Mr.  Bright  points 
oat  as  the  fruit  mainly  of  Liberal  legislation.  But  look  also  a  little 
at  the  other,  and  then  see  if  England  is  indeed  a  country  so  much 
better  to  live  in  as  to  be  preferable  to  what  it  was  thirty  or  forty 
Tears  affo,  altogether  and  incomparably.  Look  at  some  ot  the  pro- 
ancts  of  our  commerce  and  industry.  Look  at  devil' s-dust,  look  at 
shoddy,  look  at  Manchester  mildew,  look  at  failures  and  panics, 
look  at  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drink,  look  at  the  high  prices 
of  provisions,  look  at  beef  above  a  shilling  a  pound,  look  at  i>oultry 
nx  shillings  and  more  a  couple,  look  at  geese  eleven  and  twelve 
shillings  and  upwards  each,  look  at  oysters  half-a-crown  a  dozen, 
look  at  beer  as  it  comes  from  the  beer-engine  in  comparison  with 
the  beer  which  came  from  the  barrel,  look  at  our  enclosed  commons 
and  open  snaoes,  and  at  the  progressive  destruction  of  our  walks 
and  views,  look  at  the  straitened  circumstances  of  the  intellectual 
and  professional  working  classes,  whose  moderate  and  hardlv-eamed 
incomes  have  not  risen  with  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living.  England, 
on  the  whole,  is  no  doubt  a  country,  in  respect  of  luxuries  and 
accommodations,  considerably,  if  not  incomparably,  better  to  live  in 
now  than  it  was  thirty  or  foity  years  ago  for  great  capitalists,  suc- 
cessful speculators  on  a  monster  scale,  and  the  striking  classes  in 
the  receipt  of  high  wages,  of  which  they  snend  every  larthing  in 
present  enjoyment.  All  extravagant  people,  no  doubt,  find  this 
country  very  much  better  to  live  in  now,  as  long  as  their  means  of 
extravagance  last,  than  people  in  general  found  it  then.  None  led 
jollier  bves  then  than  the  grasping  and  squandering  classes  lead 
now.  whilst  they  remain  able  to  grasp  a  sufficiency  to  squander,  and 
nntii,  by-and-by,  they  br^dc  down  and  go  to  the  bad.  But,  of 
eonrte,  as  im]^royement  is  remrded  as  the  result  of  Liberal  policy, 
ao  most  detenoration  be  aaeribed  to  Conservative  obstruction.

account  banded  dowtx  to  us 
by  poflterity  is  but  meagre 
and  insutHcient*  What 
would  we  not  give*  even  in 
these  day  a  of  high  prices, 
to  know  something  of  the 
fireside  life  of  CEcolam- 
PADirs  or  Ttcho  Bbah^  ? 
With  what  interest  should 
we  look  on  Lope  de  Veoa 
in  all  the  sweet  familiarity 
of  the  domestic  circle; 
with  what  eager  avidity 
peruse  the  private  Journal 
of  Wtnktn  de  Wobde  ! 

The  remarkable  ecclesi- 
astic, who  sheds  so  much 
lustre  on  the  shortest  month 
in  the  calendar,  is  no  ex- 
ception to  a  rule  which  the  growth  of  civilisation  and  the  spread  of 
an  insatiable  curiosity  will,  before  long,  number  with  the  reveries 
of  the  Mystics  and  the  subtleties  of  the  ancient  Schoolmen. 

A  protracted  search  (and:  feea  awwrdingiy)  among  the  archives  of 
the  principal  nations,  bothjmdeiitMidinodwiUMase^ral  mornings 
spent  in  examining  the  reeords  of  a  great  Public  Establishment 
where,  if  anywhere,  some  light  might  have  been  expected  to  be 
thrown  on  the  history  of  one  of  its  oldest  patrons  and  firmest 
supporters— we  refer  to  the  General  Post-Office-^f ailwl  to  add  any- 
thing to  what  PEXxrALiyrs  had  already  communicated  to  the  world 
through  the  ordinarv  channels  of  the  Press. 

The  place  of  the  Bishop's  birth  is  not  known— the  parish  registers 
having  been  destroyed  in  the  great  Fire  of  London,7-the  Endowed 
Schools  Commission  are  not  able  to  say  where  he  received  ms  educa- 
tion ;  and  we  are  yet  in  the  dark  as  to  the  year  in  which  he  took 
Orders,  and  the  exact  locality  of  his  first  Curacy. 

That  he  was  popular,  especially  with  the  ladies  of  his  congrega- 
tion, tradition  leaves  us  no  room  to  question ;  that  he  composed 
tender  verses  far  superior  to  those  we  now  read  in  the  sta- 
tioners' windows,  a  reference  to  the  Manuscript  Department  of 
the  British  Museum— Ca//>?//a  XIV.  ^  ax  1416  (c)— will  place  beyond 
a  doubt :  that  he  could  illuminate  his  poetry  with  the  nicest  taste, 
and  the  nappiest  adaptation  to  his  nurpose  of  all  the  usual  emblems 
of  affection,  is  abundantly  proved  by  the  examples  which  are  still 
guarded  with  jealous  care  in  the  Mionasteries  of  the  Levant ;  and 
that  he,  who  of  all  men  seemed  marked  out  to  participate  in  tiie 
delights  of  domestic  intercourse  and  family  affection,  should  pass  his 
life  in  joyless  celibacv  and  solitary  isolation,  is  a  mournful  revela- 
tion which  only  too  forcibly  confirms  the  truth  of  the  adage— that 
no  man  knows  what  is  in  store  for  him  until  he  raises  the  veil  of 
experience. 

Wo  cannot  even  rescue  from  oblivion  the  name  of  the  Lady  to 
whom  Valextdje  was  hopelessly  attached,  although  a  rumour  long 

Srevalent  in  the  neighbourhood  where  he  resided,  pointed  to  the 
aughter  of  his  Churchwarden;  and  if  this  nmid  sketch  of  the 
Bishop's  life  and  times  wants  something  of  the  fulness  and  details 
of  modem  biographies,  we  are  sustained  by  the  consciousness  that  it 
contains  nothmg  whicn  can  pain  the  survivors,  or  wound  the  most 
sensitive  and  fastidious  taste.

FINANCE  AND  LOGIC.

Duties,"  "Income-tax,"  " Sunday  Trading,"  " Dissenters' Burial 
Bill,"^*  SmaU  Birds^"  and  "  Irish  Fisheries.^ 

From  whatever  side  I  might  be  attacked  it  mattered  not.  I 
hadn't  a  vulnerible  point— not  even  in  the  heel. 

My  head  was  in  the  right  place,  so  was  myheart ;  but,  alas,  I 
faftd  not  calculated  upon  the  treachery  of— the  Weather.

THE  WAY  TO  WOMEN'S  BIGHTS. 

At  a  recent  Conversazione  of  Friends  of  Progress,  a  paper  was 
r^ad  by  Paoi-xssaR  Bbambles  **  On  the  Way  to  Obtain  the  Rights 
of  Women,'*  The  learned  Professor  pointed  out  tlaat  among  the 
objections  entertained  by  legislators  to  the  concession  of  political 
eqnality  with  themselves  to  persona  of  the  softer  sex,  the  strongest  j 
one  was  founded  on  the  belief  that  women  were  really  more  soft 
than  men  in  their  intelleots  as  well  as  in  their  feelings.  This 
idea,  he  said,  waa  sujggested  hj  various  monstrosities  of  attire, 
many  of  them  mostly  oombinmg  absurdity  and  nnsighlliness  of  | 
apptsaranoe  with  expense.  It  was  not  unreaaonable  for  thinking 
creatures  to  infer  from  stupidity  and  folly  generally  manifest  in  J 
f»eculiaritie8  of  attire  and  decoration,  matters  especially  witliin 
women's  province,  the  likelihood  that  still  greater  foDy  and  stu- 
pidity would  be  displayed  by  them  if  they  were  entrusted  with ' 
affairs  hitherto  regaidea  as  above  or  beyond  them ;  particularlv 
the  elective  franchise.  To  refute  this  natural,  but,  he  hopco, 
erroneous  notion,  would  be  a  necessary  step  to  the  attainment 
of  tho«e  dues  which  were  now  demanded  for  women  at  large  by 
certain  of  their  number  commonly  called  strong-minded.  These, 
thtrefore,  he  would  recommend  to  initiate,  and  try  and  establish,  a 
Society  for  the  Reformation  of  Female  Costume.  This  reform  shoiild 
include  no  eccentricity ;  not  so  much  even  aa  any  affectation  of 
'  '  it  should  simply  contemplate  the  abolition  of  unbecoming 
Ions  fashions  and  excels  of  apparel;  for  example,  chig- 
it^e  hair,  long  trailing  drapery  bdow,  dresses  preposter- 
r  above,  and  high-heeled  boots  and  shoes.  When  men 
n<>rfility  of  women  dressing  themselves  in  a  manner  in- 
m  and  understanding,  and  not  of  tasteless  and 
V  would  then  give  them  credit  for  some  capa* 
,.A,A\\r.,.„^^  in  the  sphere  nf  politics,  Tney 
•  even  to  tnoKe  who  were  unable  to 
^  liomands  for  it  by  force.    But  they 


never  would  give  a  pftrt  in  the  government  of  the  country  to  crea- 
tures evincing  a  dencienoy  of  mind  in  even  their  own  clothing, 

M&8,  Ge£TMail£  had  listened  with  attention  to  the  discourse  of 
the  learned  Professor,  and,  in  the  main  purport  of  it,  agreed  with 
him.  But,  as  to  the  reformation  of  female  costume,  she  was  fully 
prepared  to  go  very  much  ftirther  than  the  limited  extent  which  he 
had  pointed  out.  As  to  female  costume,  she  scorned  being  content 
with  any  partial  reformation.  9he,  for  her  part,  would  say  reform 
it  altogether*  In  dress,  as  well  as  in  political  and  social  position, 
let  women  who  would  be  truly  free  place  themselves,  with  regard  to 
men,  on  terms  of  absolute  equality.  She  was  ready  to  join  any 
society  of  women  who  would  make  it  a  condition  of  membership  to 
adopt  all  the  verv  most  particular  specialities  of  male  attire,  and  that 
not  only  in  the  aomestic  circle  and  coniugal  life,  but  likewise  every- 
where, abroad  as  wc41  as  at  home,  ana  whether  they  were  married 
or  single,  la  short,  their  cry  should  be,  *'  No  more  Petticoats,  and 
Knickerbockers  for  Ever !  '^

A  YEBT  ftnaient,  and  it  ia  fearlessly  asserted,  invalTiable  re<ieipt  for  pancakes,  ia  known  to 
exist  amongst  the  arcliives  of  a  Monastery  in  Greece,  but  the  etitire  diplomatic  body  at 
Athens  haTB  failed*  up  to  the  present  time — their  latest  tele^am  is  now  lying  before  us — to 
persuade  the  Hooka  to  allow  a  tao-aimile  to  be  taken  of  thia  precious  MS.  by  means  of  photo- 
graphy, 

SuETOirrrs  is  the  only  classic  author  who  mentions  pancakes.  He  describea  them  in  hia 
well-known  unctuous  style,  but,  strantre  to  say»  wthout  settling  the  |xjint  which  has  bo  long 
been  hotly  oonteated,  as  to  the  material  in  which  they  were  originally  fried.  The  treatise 
in  which  he  leaves  this  question  as  ho  found  it  is  oiro  of  the  scarcest  of  his  works,  but  a 
nuncmr  has  just  roaohed  na  that  there  is  a  copy  in  the  Public  Library  at  Fribourg.

They  were  a  short 
time  ago  at  war  with  their  neiffhbours  of  Calabar,  whose  habits 
doubtlefifl  resemble  their  own,  Ii  the  Bonnr  laddies,  as  let  us  hope 
they  may  be  caUed  without  offence  to  Sootenmen,  are  cannibaU,  to 
likewise,  doubtlcBs,  are  the  Calabarians.  It  will  perhaps  be  reool- 
lected  that  the  Bonnv  commandeT  was  a  Chief  named  Ja-Ja^  and 
that  the  blacks  of  Calabar  were  led  by  a  General  whoee  defUBnina- 
tion  was  Oko-Jumbo.  Sujrpose  Oko-Jumbo  had  been  defeated  and 
slain  by  Ja- Ja»  would  Ja- Ja  have  also  eaten  him  ?  If  Ja- Ja,  on  the 
contrary,  had  faUen,  would  J  A- J  a  have  been  eaten  by  Oko-Jxthbo  ? 

Civilised  and  Christian  nations  conlino  themselves  to  merely  kill- 
ing  one  another.  But  it  has  been  argued  that  our  remote  progeni- 
tors belonged  to  races  accustomed  to  follow  killing  with  eating.

Not  even  the  GoriUa  is  so  much 
as  carnivorouSj  although— see  the  gaping  and  grinning  specimens  of 
him  in  the  Bntish  Museum— his  teeth  look  like  a  tiger's.  Still  less 
does  Gorilla  eat  Gorilla,  as  there  is  too  much  reason  to  believe  that 
Nigger  eats  Nigger.  It  is  needless  to  refute  the  notion,  originated, 
perhaps,  by  some  ignorant  showman  of  an  itinerant  menagerie,  that 
the  innocent  Orang-outang  ever  does  anything  of  the  kind.

His  memory  will  be  cherished 
by  all  who  knew  him,  and  by  those  most  who  knew  him  best.  Few  men  have  ever  brought  to  the  hard  service  of  the 
Periodical  Press  more  natural  intelligence,  a  mind  better  equipped  for  its  work,  a  more  self-sustaining  purpose  to  do  his 
best  in  all  he  attempted,  and  a  more  loyal  determination  to  render  true  and  due  service  in  all  he  took  in  hand.

Of  his  achievements,  beyond  the  pale  of  Punch,  and  in  very  various  fields  of  Literature,  of  his  acquirements  as  a 
scholar,  his  brilliancy  as  a  wit,  and  his  genial  and  gentle  qualities  as  a  man,  this  is  not  the  place  to  speak. 

But  it  is  not  unbecoming,  even  in  these  pages,  to  say  that  these  graces  were  so  blended  in  him,  that,  large  as  is 
the  public  loss  in  his  death,  it  is  little  compared  to  the  blank  that  death  must  leave  in  his  famUy  and  among  his 
friends. 

Nor  can  any  better  wish  be  offered  to  his  successor  in  the  Editorship  of  this  Journal  than  that  he  may  be  guided 
by  as  fine  a  taste,  as  clear  a  judgment,  and  as  well  directed  a  sjrmpathy,  as  was  SniaLEr  Bbooes.

BEstDHs  the  election  of  a  StJeoker,  the  Bwearing»in  of  the  Mem- 
bers, Btid  the  thorough  cleaning  of  both  Houses,  there  arc  many 
interesting  ceremonies  and  customs  connected  with  the  inauguration 
of  a  new  Parliamcntj  which  demand  o\ir  unprejudiced  attention.

a  bouquet  of  the  choicest  garden  herbs*  He  then,  retreating  back- 
wards, visits  the  House  of  Commons,  and  deposits  on  the  Si'Eakee's 
ohair  a  copy  of  Jl/fl^wa  Char  hi  and  a  piece  of  red  tape.  The  Heralds 
whose  duty  it  is  to  pass  the  night  preceding  the  opening  of  a  new 
Parliament  in  the  House  of  Lords  and  Commons  alternately,  each 
with  a  lii'awn  sword  at  his  side,  and  a  detachment  of  the  A  division 
of  Police  in  the  lobby,  take  their  dej)arturc  the  moment  the  Great 
Chamberlain  has  said  in  a  loud  voice  (in  Norman- French)  *'  Six 
o*clook,'*  being  conveyed  in  their  tabards,  through  bye -streets, 
to  their  ijrivate  residences  in  n  waggonette. 

The  custom  r>f  searching  the  vaults  beneath  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment for  conspirators  and  combustible  materials,  is  familiar  to  all  of 
us;  but  it  may  not  be  equally  well  known  that  any  one  can  procure

this  Palladium  of  our  liberties  in  the  dead  of  night  i^y  the  Bank  of 
England,  where  the  Master  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Ojmpany,  attired  in 
full  Court  dress,  is  waiting  to  execute  the  necessary  repairs.  Two 
sentries  are  posted  at  the  door  of  the  chamber  in  which  the  Maee  is 
lodged,  until  it  ia  ready  to  be  taken  back  to  the  House,  when  the 
same  formalities  are  again  observed*  The  Lord  Mayor  la  required  to 
be  in  attendance.

He  is  as  near  sixty  as  it  is  possible  for  any  one  to  be  without 
seeing  fifty-seven  again.  Ana  so  for  the  matter  of  that  is 
Doddbidoe. 

"  You  can  manage  him,  Mueole  F  "  I  sav  to  him,  doubtfully.  I 
fancy  that  though  he  puts  on  a  bold  front,  Mueole  ia  really  afraid 
of  the  oob. 

MuBGLE  smiles  more  to  himself  than  me,  as  if  it  were  absurd  on  my 
part  to  ask  him  such  a  question  as  that. 

The  crowd  in  the  road  has  now  dwindled  down  to  only  five  or  six 
loafers  with  pipes.  I  think  I  catch  them  nudging  one  another  and 
grinning.  They  've  known  old  Mubgle  for  years.  They  're  either 
sneering  at  his  pretending  to  be  a  groom,  or  at  me  for  having  gone 
so  for  towards  purchasing  the  horse. 

Jabvis  says,  carelessly,  "  I  'U  call  in  on  you  to-morrow  evening  or 
the  day  after.'*  and,  Jabvis's  hand  having  touched  Jabvis'b  straw-hat 
by  way  of  salutinflr  my  Aunt,  Jabvis's  legs  take  him  off,  at  an  easy, 
sauntering  pace,  down  the  lane. 

Mubgle  retires  with  the  cob  into  the  stable,  and  I  hear  a  great 
deal  of  "  way,"  "  woa,"  "  stand  still  then.  wUi  yer  F  "  "  Get  up ! " 
and  so  forth,  given  in  a  tone  sufficiently  loud  to  reach  me  in  the 
garden.  Mubgle  evidently  is  implying,  "  There !  I  know  how  to 
talk  to  a  horse,  vou  see.  (Way  I  woa !)  What,  mo  not  know  how 
to  get  on  with  a  norse !  (Get  up,  can't  yer  F)  I  'm  something  more 
than  a  gardener,  I  am !    (Come  over,  wulyer !) " 

We  re-enter  the  house,  thoughtfully.  The  crowd  lingers  on  for  a 
while.  Nothing  more  hai)pens.  Crowd  disperses.  "  To-morrow,"  I 
say  to  my  Aunt,  "  I  '11  tate  you  out  for  a  drive,  and  try  the  horse." 

Happy  Thoupht—To  telegraph  for  Gloppin  who  knows  all  about 
a  horse,  and  ask  him  to  come  with  me.    Do  it. 


LEGISLATION  AND  LADIES. 


The  present  Government  are  commonly  said  to  have  been  raised 
to  power  by  Tory  reaction,  but  the  subjoined  extract  from  a  well- 
informed  contomporary  seems  to  show  that  their  supportors  in  the 
House  of  Commons  include  not  a  few  gentlemen  whom  ladies  at 
least  will  regard  as  the  truest  of  Liberals : — 

**  Woman  Suffrage.— The  number  of  Hcmbon  returned  to  the  new 
Parliament  who  have  voted  or  declared  in  favour  of  woman  sufihige  is  217* 
The  gain  by  the  removal  of  opponents  is  102.  The  hostile  majority  is  oonie- 
quently  reauced  from  107  to  five.  The  list  of  those  who  have  voted  for  the 
Bill  includes  the  Pbime  Hinistbb  and  several  members  of  the  new  Cabinet." 

It  thus  aj^pears  that  Feminine  Emancipation  is  now  no  longer  a 
party  question,  at  least  in  the  Legidature.  It  may  be  a  question 
which  will  divide  parties  out  of  doors ;  that  is  to  say,  not  garden 
parties,  but  dinner  parties,  of  the  kind  sometimes  called  bear-parties, 
consistmff  of  men  only,  who  dine  together  as  Mb.  SpuBOEOir  onoe 
suggested  that  they  should  dance.  At  evening  parties,  where  men 
dance  otherwise,  there  can  be  no  difference  anyhow  between  them 
and  those  they  dance  with,  which  they  will  confess  to  their  partners. 

There  are,  however,  politicians  in  whose  estimation  women's 
Suffra^  ranks  with  the  orotohetsof  the  Nonconformists'  Committee, 
the  Umted  Kingdom  Alliance,  the  Liberation  Society,  and  the  Anti- 
Vaccination  Leaane.  Thev  think  its  discussion  m  the  House  of 
Commons  should  be  confin^  to  Wednesdays,  when  Honourable  Gen- 
tlemen at  large,  and  for  the  time  bcin^  out  of  confinement,  are 
allowed  to  discuss  insane  ideas.  But  is  Agricultural  Labourers' 
Suffrage  an  absurdity?  and  has  not  Female  Suffrage  the  advan- 
tage in  all  reason  compared  to  that  ?  Are  the  njinpns  less  intolli- 
gent  and  worthy  of  political  rights  than  the  swains,  the  milkmaids 
than  the  shepherds,  ploughmen,  and  carters  ?  Is  a  washerwoman 
less  capable  ox  giving  a  proper  veto  than  a  man  who  lives  by  turning 
a  mangle  P  Is  not  Household  Suffrage  at  present  incomplete  ?— f or 
what  is  a  household  without  a  woman  in  it  r  Would  not  consistent 
legislation  concede  the  suffrage  to  women  ?  and  what  worse  oould 
come  of  female  representation  than  an  inconsistent  ^^cnslature  P

dramAt  nor  a  ffood  poem. 

Yet,  had  the  leading  parts  heen 
in  the  hands  of  powerful  artiiits. 
the  minor  oharaoters  oarefally  cast 
and  carefnlly  played,  had  the  pieoe 
been  produced  with  such  care  as  i« 
now  tne  rule  and  not  the  exception 
at  most  of  our  chief  Thcatresi  and 
had  the  Btaro  Management  been 
thoroughly  efficient,  Marie  Sitmrt^ 
despite  its  faults  as  a  dramas  deepite 
its  weakness  as  a  poem,  might  have 
achieved  a  temporarj'  suceeBs,  though 
it  oould  never  nave  attained  a  last- 
ing popularity.  The  Author  began 
by  not  doing  lustioe  to  himself;  and 
the  ActorSf  following  suit,  have  not 
done  justice  to  the  Author. 

The  bills  announce  *'the  whole 

produced  under  the  direction  of  Mr, 

Alfred  Nelson   and  the  personal 

supervision  of  the  Author,  Mr.  W. 

a*  WiLia."     Well.  I*m  aorry  for  it:-tberefore  as  to  the  sUge 

amngementa,  one  must  not  be   too  hard  on  Me.  Nel&on,  but 

divide  the  blame  between  him  and  hia  talented  supervisor. 

Your  Eepresejitative  would  here  observe  thut  any  English  Author 
who  treats  of  Martt  Stuaut  without  the  flight  from  Fotheringay, 
without  the  imprisonment,  without  showing  Elizabeth,  and  without 
the  scaffold  and  death  of  thf  CathoEo  Queen,  knows  very  little  of 
the  way  to  get  at  the  popular  mind. 

Your  Eepresentative  plaved  the  eaves-dropper  on  this  occasion, 
and  was  not  Burprised  at  what  he  heard— a  conversational  aunimary 
whereof  he  now  proceeds  to  give  for  the  benefit  of  those  concerned 
in  the  Education  of  the  People,  and  of  Mb.  Wills  in  particular^  to 
whom  such  hints  may  be  useful  in  f utuxe*

lumtiring  Person  {with  vafj[ne  memory).  Wasn't  he  choked  by  a 
crumb  after  writing  something ?  {Considers*)  Yes— there  was  a 
picture  of  him  some  years  ago  in  the  Academy. 

Wtii-read  Friend  {puzzied).  No— that  was- at  least— (</o«iJ/u//y) 
*-  was  that  the  name — Chastetard  f  { Wishes  he  \i  read  up  all  about 
ILlme  SxrAUT  hefure  coming  to  the  Theatre.)  At  this  point  enter 
Mb.  CnAjiLiis  nABcouBT  as  Chastelard. 

Regular  Playaoer  {in  Pii^  to  Companion),  That's  'Aecocbt.  Was 
ftt  Brtiry.    Lor  I  reeoUeet  him  ever  so  long. 

Companion,    0,  he 's  Chastelard,    Who  *s  he  ?   Mary*s  father  ? 

Peguktr  Phii^gocr  {who  soon  gets  at  the  thread  of  th^  plot).  No. 
He 's  in  love  with  Mary,    I  suppose  he 's  the  villain  afterwards. 

Companion  {surprised).  They  call  him  **  Young  Chastelard,** 
Why's  that? 

Me^dar  PUtygoer  (puzzUdS,  I  don't  know.  Perhaps  he's  in 
disguise.    You 'n  see  {posiiivtly),  he  '11  be  the  villain. 

Cotnpanion  {aU  attention),  I  can't  hear  what  they  Ve  saying. 

The  Act  goes  on,  and  nothing  particular  happens,  except  that 
•*  Young  Chastelard  ^^  is  sent  up  the  stage  in  disgrace,  brought 
down  the  stage,  and  restored  to  favour,  petted,  snuDbed,  made  to 
hand  things  to  Marie,  has  roses  given  him  which  he  pinches  with- 
imt  making  any  wit  faoee  over  the  thorns  (on  the  principle  of 
•*  grasp  your  nettle,'*^  I  suppose),  is  called  '*  Chastelard,**  and  **  poor 
r:  v//"  is  told  that  he  might  be  fitted  for  some  *' light  and 

y  l^ost"— which  seems  to  suggest  a  fancy  lamp-post  in  the 

i  .Mii  t  f^^aiden— is  suddenly,  and  much  to  his  surprise  bamshed,  when 
he  Miys  that  he  will  '*8Gt''  the  ftueen  **  in  the  shrine  of  his  memory  "^ 
—the  use  of  which  &imile,  by  the  way,  twice  in  the  course  oi  a 
short  conversation,  rather  detracts  from  one^s  notion  of  him  as  a 
Icftile  poet*    He  has  just  before  observed — 

**  a  young  child's  snule^ 

A  prire,  mj  fiegc, 

Bet  like  a  jewel  in  njy  memory/' 


Presently  with  much  emotion*  evinced  by  blinking,  gasping,  and 
hanging  nis  head,  e^it  Young  Chastelard.  He  *8  back  again,  though, 
in  less  than  five  minutes,  and  aocepts  Mary^s  offer  to  take  him  with 
her  to  Scotland.    End  of  Act  I. 

Act  JL  A  Front  Scene  played  in  the  broadest  Scotch  dialect 
Local  coloiu*ing  this,  and,  no  doubt,  the  humour  of  this  soene  would 
be  highly  appreciated,  wherever  the  dialect  should  happen  to  ba 
intelligible.  As  it  was— except  wbcn  the  Provost  uttered  tbe  word 
'*  b reeks.'*  whereat  there  was  a  laugh  or  two— the  soene  was  a  some- 
what dull. 

Then  came  Scene  i,  **  Edinburgh  Gates."  Arrangements  supposed 
to  have  been  made  for  the  arrivn!  ^^  *^  ^'''--rr,,  ^  :f,  apparently,  for 
■om©  long-expected  visit  of  Hli  e.    In  the  book 

the  stage-direction  says,  **!>** ^  ,  ^  and  gun  f  red.** 

Yes,  there  was  the  cheering,  as  heartil^f  as  it  over  t»  done  on  the 
Stage ;  but  as  for  the  gun— all  that  we,  in  front,  heard,  was  a  series 
of  what  resembled  the  sound  of  blows  from  some  li  i  let  on 

some  wooden  block.    Whether  anybody's  head  was  b  r  ed  by 

the  operation  Your  Representative  cannot  say,  but  sL^u^id  Ui^iiik  not. 

Quiet  Person ,  in  Stalls,  I  say,  what *8  that  row? 

Mr,  Wagg,  Why,  don't  you  see  P  Circus  just  arriving,  Clown 
behind  wishes  to  give  a  hint  that  John  Kirox  is  coming  on*  Bo  he 
gets  a  hammer,  and 

Quiet  Per  mm.  Ah,  I  see,    Yes— knocks. 

Tlten  enter  JoH?r  Knox,  xciik  such  a  brogue  U 
Quiet  Person,  in  Stalls,  I  say,  is  he  really  speaking  Scotch? 
Mr,  Wagg,  Well,  I  think  so ;  because  iE*8  very  much  as  spoken 
in  some  parts  of  Yorkshire. 

It  turns  out  that  John  Knox  is  not  only  a  Low  Churchman,  but 
a  Low  Comedian.  I  do  not  know  what  reamng  Mn.  RorsBT  intended 
of  the  character  atjirst,  and  am  inclined  to  think  tiat  he  meant  to 
be  serious  and  impressive  throughout,  but,  after  a  few  minr^  *^  it, 
linding  that  the  audience  were  inclined  to  laugh  at  the  chi 

kindly  surrendered  Ms  own  private  view  of  A'rtojr  as  a  tra^- _. , ..  li 

brought  him  out  more  Uke  JSox  or  Cox  than  Mr,  Knox,  Tbitt 
gracious  condescension  on  the  port  of  the  intelligent  artist  tended 
to  lighten  the  piece  oonsiderabljr. 

Tbe  one  event  of  importance  in  this  Act  is  that  **  Young  Cha»t€ 
lard**  appears  to  have  been  brought  over  to  Scotland  merely  to  be 
horridly  snubbed  in  public  on  his  first  appearance  in  Edinburgh, 

Here  is  a  Gallery  episode,  to  be  taken  for  what  it  is  worth  :— 

£ill  {unread  in  Scottish  history),  I  say,  who 's  JonK  Knox  ? 

Tom  {superciliously),  Knox?  You  just  get  brought  up  at  the 
P'lioe  Court,  and  you  '11  see. 

I  forgot  to  say  tiiat  the  Circus  notion  is  kept  up  by  the  entrance 
of  a  procession,  and  of  3I(try  Qtieen  of  Scots  on  a  white  horse. 
When  she  had  dismounted,  the  horse  didn't  do  anything — no  firing 
a  pistol,  or  breakfasting  with  the  Clown  (John  Knox  might  have 
gone  in  for  this),  and  so  the  Circus  part  was  a  tride  flat. 

The  Third  Act  commences  with  "  Young  Chastelard  **  playing  a 
game  of  *'  La  Grace  ^'  with  a  Lady.  Two  sticks  and  a  hoop.  **  Aa 
the  scene  ouens,"  say  the  stage- directions,  '*  a  few  last  bars  on  the 
lute  from  Marie," 

What  tliie  means  is  not  c^uite  clear :  perhaps  it  is  i>oetry.  Your 
Representative  did  not  notice  the  few  last  barSj  or  the  lute. 

*  Young  Chasiilard,**  who  (wonderful  for  his  time  of  life),  finishes 
his  game  sweetly  and  gracefully ,^he  is  **La  Grace"  itself— and  then 
insmts  Lord  James  Murray,  who  is  a  very  unsympathetic  person  in 
maroon -coloured  boots. 

Me.  Wills  makes  Zord  James  call  the  Queen,  **  an  instrument 
of  litramontane  schemes,"— meaning,  I  suppose,  Papistical  plots. 
An  anoiihronism.  The  word  **  Ultramontane  had  no  such  signifi* 
cance  in  the  time  of  Elizabeth  as  it  has  recently  acquired*  Lord 
James  Murray ^  it  is  true,  charges  Knttx  with  having  used  the  phrase. 
A'rtfijr  might  have  been  literally  **  over  the  heads"  of  his  congrega- 
tion m  the  pulpit,  and  beyond  them  in  hia  teaching,  but  he  never  got 
as  for  as  anticipating  the  political  slang  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

Then  comes  a  Scene  between  the  Great  Calvinist — the  Protestant 
Performer — and  the  Catholic  Queen,  in  which  John  Knox  ia  funnier 
than  ever. 

To  pass  over  saoh  an  interesting  event  as  the  appearance  of 
*'  Young  Chastelard**  with  a  lute,  on  which,  thank  goodness,  he 
only  made  one  meaningless  noise  and  lintshed^  we  oomc  to  the  soene 
in  *'  The  Small  Private  Chapel  of  Marie,"  as  the  book  of  the  play 
calls,  it,  meaning  the  Queen's  Private  Chapel* 

The  book  goes  on,  and  describes  the  Scene  according  to  Mb.  Wills* 
mind's  eye,  or  as  he  would  probablv  have  written  in  the  stage-direc* 
tion,  to  the  **  small  private  eye  of  tne  mind  of  Wills,"—**  lieautifut 
Nonnan  stained-glass  window  ;  altar,  tdth  large  crucijix:  candles  at 
cither  side,** 

Poor  Mb.  Wells!  The  book  was  in  nrint,  I  '11  be  sworn,  ere  he 
hod  cost  hia  eagle  glance— that  is,  his  WiLLs's  birda'-eye— o*er  the 
soene  as  **  his  friends  in  front "  saw  it 

The  Beautiful  Norman  Window  was  so  remarkably  like  the 
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''HOIST    WITH    HIS    OWN    VPOMAOE'I" 

CmioTmr  (worrud  ifUo  it),  **  Well,  I  don't  mind  Takihq  a  Buaix  Bottls ** 

Barber,  *'  BjtTTBB  *AVE  A  Two  Seillin'  onje,  Sir;  it  'olds  Foue  Tim«s  as  kuch  as  tkb  othbb "

EAleidoscopio  Chromatrope,  wliioh  waa  one  of  our  ohildiali  delights 
&t  the  Polytecbiuc,  that  everyone's  gaije  waa  at  odco  died  on  it^ 
©xi»ecting  it  would  revolvei  or  evolve,  or  involve,  or  in-and-oat- 
volvey  or  perhapa  break  out  into  illuminated  advortiBementa.  It 
didn*t :  and  disappointed  evervhody.  I  don*t  wonder  that  thu 
Soottiali  people  (bijfoted^  ne  donot)  were  furious  about  this  stained- 
gkM  window.     The  staige-direotioiis  go  on  to  deacribe  the  scene  : — 

**  Altar  f  and  large  crucifix,**  In  visible.  In  n  aide-cbapel  I  caught 
aglimnse  of  two  professional  Ritualists  performing  some  Bemoe^ 
bnt  w%nt  it  would  be  diflSoult  to  say.  Perhap-s  one  was  saying 
*' Mafia"  and  the  other  **Yospcr9,'*  both  being  mentioned  in  the 
book  08  occurring  at  the  same  time.  Mass,  however,  as  a  matter  of 
laoti  is  only  saia  in  the  momingi  and  Vespers  in  the  afternoon  or 
evening  i  however,  perhaps  the  professional  ecclesiastics  were  a  tri£e 
nervous  about  this  time,  or  their  watchei  were  wrong;  or,  for  some 
other  oause  or  another,  they  got  the  services  muddled  up, 

**  Candles  at  either  side  " — Mb.  Wnxa^  perhapAt  means  on  each 
side*  However,  if  he  left  it  to  the  choice  ol  the  Btage  Manager,  I 
can  answer  for  there  having  beeu  candles  on  one  side  at  all  events. 

*' JFacA,'*  continues  the  direction  in  the  book,  **om  entering^  dtps 

ihejlnger  m  holy  waUr  and  croaa^s  the  forehead  with  it  *' Tnis 

being  just  auoh  a  direotion  as  would  be  written  by  a  person  who 
knew  nothing  whatever  about  the  action  he  pretends  to  describe. 
TheM  are  details.  But,  as  Me.  Wills  has  shown  so  niuoh  attention 
to  details,  he  might  have  bestowed  a  little  more  care  on  them — or 
left  them  to  the  gentleman  whom  he  waa  aupervising;  ie,,  Nelson, 
hla  Stage  Manager. 

So  the  nninterestlng  work  proceeds.  John  Knox  gets  his  laughs, 
and,  out  of  all  character,  is  made  to  address  8L  Anthony,  a  Papist 
Saint.  He  finishes  with  a  risky  soliloquy,  whieh  is  quite  long 
enough,  and  then  wo  get  to  The  Fifth  Act^  in  which  there  is  just 
one  sparV  of  life  and  interest « 

Her©  I  must  stop  to  quote  :— 

Mari4f  {romantically),  **  0,  Cjiabi:£Labi»,  I  would  we  never  met.*' 


Chastelard  lorosaicallyfor  him).  **  Then'*  (•>•  *  *  if  we  hadnH  met  **) 
**  had  I  never  heard  those  blessed  words.*' 

True,  but  remarkably  commonplace.  **  The  British  fleet  yon 
cannot  see,  because  it  is  not  yet  in  sight  **  is  something  of  a  paral- 
lelism. 

John  Knox  became  a  little  more  serious  towards  the  end  of  the 
play,  and  with  good  reason.  We  aU  gut  more  serious.  But  at  hiat 
it  ended,  and  so,  my  Readers,  ends  the  full,  true,  and  partieular 
aooouat  given  by  Yoije  REPEEaENTAtlvE. 


A  GOOD  JUDGE. 

To  confer  a  distinction  of  the  nature  of  knighthood  aa  the  reward

Quamr 
the  Grand  Ctoaa  of  the  Buth,  in  recognition  of  bit  labouii  in  the  WaahiDetoia 
Claimc  Cofiimissioii,  but  Ma.  Qubnby  did  not  desire  a  distinction  vnich 
seemed  i&compatiblo  witb  bis  profesaion.*' 

Here  is  evidence  of  the  judicious  and  judicial  mind.  The  Eeoorder 
of  London  has  shown  himself  a  good  Judge.  Has  he  not  thereby 
clearly  indicated  the  kind  of  honourable  (^vancement  which  woold 
suit  las  deserts  r*

**  I  thank  yoti  mncerely  for  this  conimunieatioii»  and  for  the  accompanying 
exprosaioDS  of  your  pcraonal  good  vdU,  It  is  incumbent  on  tnc  to  bo  the 
Imider  of  my  people  in  u  stniggle  mfiiutjilncd  through  oonturici  pmi  by 
Ocnaan  Empi*ror»  of  earlier  days,  ttgamst  a  power  tho  dominion  of  which  ha« 
in  no  country  of  the  world  been  found  compatible  with  the  frnedom  and 
welfare  of  nntionn — a  powpr  whirh^  if  victorious  in  our  dayi,  would  imperil, 
not  in  Germany  alone,  the  ble«singB  of  tho  He  formation,  liberty  of  conBcience, 
tind  the  authority  of  the  law." 

Of  course  the  ahallownesBj  the  historical  ignorance,  and  practical 
iini.)olioy  of  all  this  will  be  duly  shown  up  and  ridiculed,  by  criticism 
which  will  not  fail  to  treat  the  foregoing  passage  as  an  extract  from 
a  speech  at  St.  James*s  or  Eieter  Hall* 

The  foUowing  declaration,  doubtless,  wiU  be  unanswerable,  if  not 
conclusively  refuted  :— 

"  The  latest  meafurea  of  my  Goveniment  do  not  infrm^  upon  thu  Romisli

Undoubtedly  Typhoid  Fever  is  allowed  to  he  caused  mainly  by 
impure  water.  It  is  allowed,  and  more,  ordained,  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  natural  laws,  it  is  also  allowed  by  people  who,  without 
doing  all  they  can  to  obtain  pure  water,  use  impure.  But  thia  last 
is  not  entirely  obviated  by  using  any  filter  of  any  kind.  Filters 
onlv  serve  to  strain  off  the  feculent  matter  which  thickens  water 
ana  discolours  it.  No  filter  will  avail  to  purge  water  of  soluble  lilth. 
**  Your  water,"  says  the  frracidigfjtr^  in  Hamlet ^  **  is  a  sore  decay er 
of  your  dead  body  ; "  and,  when  a  churchyard  adjoins  a  well,  the 
drainage  which  percolates  the  intervening  soil  gets  filtered  already 
in  its  passage  into  the  well  from  the  churchyard,  andean  be  but 
tittle  improved  by  further  filtration.  The  best  way  not  to  allow 
tyi>hoid  fever  to  be  caused  by  impure  water  is  not  allowinff  Corpo- 
rations and  Vestries  to  constitute  tho  sewers,  over  which  they  pre- 
side, tributaries  to  rivers,  whence  people  derive  their  drinking- 
water.  Tyx)hoid  fever  is,  indeed,  caused  mainly  by  impure  water, 
which  flows  in  the  mains  laid  down  from  waterworka  supplied  froai 
contaminated  streams.

These  were  the  fools.  The  rest  were  persona  many  of  whom  believed 
that  he  was  Tichborhb  IxKMinae  the  wish  that  a  low  ruffian  should 
turn  out  to  be  the  inheritor  of  one  of  the  oldest  names  and  largest 
estates  in  England  was  father  to  the  thought  that  he  would.

OUR    REPRESENTATIVE    MAN. 

At  a  Gounod  Concert^  St,  James*s  HalL 

Ohlt  to  hear  the  **  Funeral  March  of  a  Marionette,"  introduced 
into  the  drama  of  Jeanne  D^Arc,  is  well  worth  the  price  of  two  stalls 
at  St.  Jameses  Hall»  even  though  the  seats  are  perhaps  the  moat 
uaoomfortahle  in  London.  What  are  called  **  stalls,"  and  what, 
therefore,  one  has  a  right,  from  experience  in  theatres,  to  eipeot, 
are.  in  St.  James's  Hall,  simply  long  oenches,  with  the  numbers  tied 
on  to  the  backs  of  the  scats.  There  are  no  divisions,  no  arms,  no 
Boftnees,  no  comfort — nothing.  Hardlv  room  to  pass  in  or  out, 
without  putting  your  neighbours  to  much  inconvenience.  Of  course 
there  are  draughts,  but  there  are,  more  or  less,  draughts  everywhere, 
This  legitimate  grumble  being  over,  let  us  give  ourselves  to  the 
music. 

Well— this  *'  Funeral  March  of  a  Marionette  "  is  admirable,  and 
the  little  piff  of  a  squeak,  with  which  it  Unishes,  is  quite  a  touoh  of 
genius. 

Otherwise^  the  music  of  Jeanne  D^Arc  is  not  particularlv  striking, 
and  probably  suffers  by  being  performed  apart  from  tne  drama, 
which  it  waj  composed  to  illustrate.  It  *s  a  pity,  too,  that  for  the 
solos  some  first-rate  voices  have  not  been  engaged. 

Hut  to  whose  brilliant  genius  is  due  the  authorship  or  translator- 
ship  of  the  English  words  F  Why  is  the  name  not  given  ?  Alas  I 
'twas  ever  thus :  true  genius  and  true  modesty  go  hand  in  hand. 

la&^t  this  a  terrido  chorus  of  ''  Fugitive  Peasants  "  F— 

'*  Id  their  fury  and  their  power 
Hell  flamos  did  sU  deroar, 
And  our  Homes  wore  made  desolate  in  one  short  hour." 

4nd  **  Ri  fol  de  riddle  lol  de  ray  "  should  have  been  the  finishing 
stroke  of  this  master^piece.

Why,  even  the  effect  of  the  truly  admirable  **  Marionette  March  " 
runs  a  fair  ohonoe  of  being  utterly  spoilt  by  the  Librettist's  expla- 
nation of  what  it  all  means.  As  if  M.  Gounou  had  not  made  the 
'*  Marionette  March"  speak  for  itself.  There  is  not  a  bar  of  it,  not 
a  note  of  it,  but  tells  its  own  part  of  the  theme  distinctly.  Have  a 
new  edition  of  the  Book  sold  m  the  Hall,  with  these  stupid  expla- 
nations omitted*    They  only  bother  and  distract  an  audience. 

Here  is  part  of  a  '^Patriotia  Chorus,"  which  terminates  the 
Second  Act : — 

•*  Be  •  Bieu  le  veut  *  our  Shibboleth ; 
Let  the  foe  now  prepare  for  death.

M.  GoiTjiOD  has  not  been  well  treated  by  **  Britiaih  Poachers  *'  and 
has  publif^hed  in  this  very  book  a  long  list  of  Soogs  and  Pieces 
of  which  he  himself  states,  that.  **  he  neither  produced  them,  nor

A  POE  TO  IRISH  WALL-FRUIT. 

That  vigorous  writer  of  strong  common-Bense,  mingled  with  headstrong 
noBBenfl©,  old  Cobbett,  does  not  appciir  to  have  numbered  entomoloey  amon^  hia 
knowledges.  He  certainly  wonld  not  have  hailed  the  discovery  of  a  new  msect 
At  astronomers  welcome  that  of  a  new  planet.  There  can  he  no  donht  that  he 
had  not  any  the  least  resijeot  for  a  oockroaoh«  or  anything  of  the  kind^  and  that 
he  would  have  rejoiced  not  at  all  in  any  addition  to  oiir  catalogue  of  beetles. 
Yet  there  is  one  beetle  of  which,  on  grounds  other  than  soientifio,  it  i*  oonoeiv- 
able  that  he  would  have  glorilied  the  advent  in  the  choicest  of  his  i>lain  English. 
Thif  new  thing  in  Vole<fptera  is  the  Colorado  Potato  Beetle^  which,  spreading  of 
late  from  the  Eookj  Mountaina,  where  it  fed  on  wild  potatoes,  has  now  overrun 
much  of  the  adjoining  territory,  in  whioh  it  devours  the  cultivated  potato-crops. 
It  behftvw  itself  to  the  potatoei  as  a  locust  \  o&Iy  ihsX  looustt  are  a  p&ssmg 
devaftatum,  whereas  Potato  Beetles  settle  themselTei  and  extend,  Cobbett. 
thefefofftt,  who  was  hostile  to  potatoes,  and  abused  thom  as  violecntly  as  he  did 
his  politioal  enemies,  would  now,  no  doubt,  if  still  flourishing,  be  elated  with 
hopo  that  the  Potato  Beetle  would  shortly  come  by  some  means  to  be  imported 
from  the  United  States  into  the  United  kingdom,  Now,  however,  who  is  there 
Bo^odd  and  perverse  as  not  to  consider  that  such  an  arrival  wtmld  be  an  immense

Then  he,  GLOFPUf,  I  mean—/  know  him— wiU  oome  to  me  weeks 
afterwards,  and  say,  *'My  dear  fellow,  I  am  so  sorry  I  couldn't 
oome  over  to  you  on  that  day.  I  *d  ha'  given  something  to  ha' 
seen  that  mare  you  bought*  I  could  ha"  told  you  at  once  she 
wouldn't  suit  you*"    And  so  on. 

He  will— anyone  will— volunteer  information  as  to  what  I  do  want. 
But  what  I  d<m*t  want,  and  what  I  oughtn*t  to  buy  on  any  aooount, 
not  t  word  about  that. 

When  1  see  Qlopfxit  again  I  '11  be  bitter  with  him.  I  *U  have 
sooMthing  outtiuff  to  say  to  him.  The  worst  of  it  it  that,  if  I  don*t 
oome  aoroic  him  ior  two  montha,  I  shall,  perhaps,  have  forgotten  all 
about  it— shall  embra^  him  heartily,  and  say,  '*  HaUo,  Glopput!  I 
am  so  pleased  to  see  you  ?  "—when  I  really  ought  to  take  his  hand 
quietly  I  and  ear,  waervedly  and  sadly,  **  GLOPpnf,  you  should  have 
oome  to  me  in  tne  hour  of  need.     Never  more,  Gloppi^,  be  officer 

Then  Glopfdt  would  expLun.  He  alwaya  eitplains^  and  invari- 
ably smkee  it  appear  that,  whatever  the  fault  was,  it  was  all  on 
ffimr  side,  never  on  his.  Qui  g^excute  t*  accuse  ia  what  he  acts 
upon,  and  so  he  never  has  an  exouse,  but  an  explanation.  Hia  ex- 
planations, too,  are  overwhelming  and  unanswerable.

Qicmtt  does  not  there  and  tnen  express  his  sorrow,  but  imme- 
tetelft  ^  en  injured  tone,  and  looking  horribly  hurt  (more  than 
■TftUv  wk>  am  hurt  all  over),  replies^— 

^Mly  diw  fellow,  how  oould  I?  When  vour  telegram  eame  I 
bid  heiai  up  from  eight  in  the  evening  tiUUve  the  next  monung 


attending  to  my  poor  Grandmother,  who,  I  thought,  couldn't  have 
lived  out  the  night." 

I  am  done— at  onoe,  I  feel  I  Ve  been  brutal*  To  have  asked  him 
to  tear  himself  away  from  his  diring  GraDdmother's  bedside,  in  order 
to  give  hii  opinion  m  a  friend's  horse— yes,  it  was  too  much. 

^  I  am  Borry,"  I  reply*  sinking  my  sutiject  of  grief  in  hie,  "  to  hear 
such  bad  news  of  your  Grandmother.    Iloa  she— I  mean  is  she r " 

"Yes,**  says  Gloppif,  cheerfully,  *' she's  all  right  now.  Out, 
and  about*    She  *s  a  wonderful  woman  tor  her  age.'* 

**But,"  I  ask,  partially  recovering  from  the  first  shock,  "why 
didn*t  you  drop  me  a  line  of  explanation  r  " 

**  My  dear  fAlow,"  he  replies,  **  how  could  I  ?  I  oouldn't  leave 
her  for  a  moment.  Your  telegram  arrived  all  right,  but  they  didn't 
like  to  disturb  me,  and  of  course  they  were  right;  and  when  I 
opened  it,  it  was  too  late  to  explain.

Concussion:  more  anxiety  to 
Gloppik.  She  visits  her  Solicitor*s,  and  is  summoned  by  a  cabman, 
and  Gloppik  has  to  go  with  her  to  a  police-court.  And,  above 
everythingj  she  has  one  great  dread  in  life,  one  horror  which  she  is 
alwaya  anticipating,  and  Gloppdt  tells  me  what  it  is. 

*•  You  'd  hardly  Delieve  it,"  savs  GLOPPDf,  knowing  that  I  have 
taken  a  good  deal  on  trust  about  nis  Grandmother,  **  you'd  hardly 
believe  it,  but  she  has  never  had  the  measles."

Spring  has  returned  with  scrupulous  punctuality.  The  first 
flowers  are  emerging  from  the  bosom  of  the  earth  in  our  front  and 
back  gardens,  the  first  leayes  are  tinting  landscape  and  lawn  with 
their  emeraldine  hues.  There  is,  in  the  absence  of  a  searching  wind, 
and  when  it  does  not  freeze  or  snow,  a  balmy  breath  in  the  air,  which 
fltin  the  sap  and  the  blood  of  the  younjc*  quickens  the  languid  circu- 
lation of  those  who  are  adyanced  in  life,  and  affects  cyen  middle- 
aged  persons  with  an  undefinable  feeling  of  satisfaction. 

The  dark  days  of  Winter  are  gone  with  the  pantomime  and  the 
pudding  of  Yule-tide,  the  sun  rises  at  5*43  a.m.,  the  gates  of 
Kensington  Gardens  remain  open  until  half -past  six  in  the  gradually 
lengthening  eyenings. 

Many  notable  anniyersaries  recur  with  sunshine,  and  the~song'*of 
birds,  and  the  sweet  breath  of  yiolets,  and  delicate  portionsJIof 
roasted  lamb.  There  is  the  day  which  law  and  lon^-established 
nsaffe  haye  for  ages  appropriated  to  pecuniary  transactions  between 
landlord  and  tenant ;  there  is  the  day,  the  initiatory  one  of  the 
ooming  month,  from  which  the  spread  of  refinement  and  the  exer- 
tions oi  the  London  School  Board  naye  not  yet  succeeded  in  banish- 
ing the  ^nerally  harmless,  but  always  irrational,  practice  of 
stnltifioation :  and  there  is  that  great  annual  festiytd.  which  the 
Caleiidar  of  the  Church,  the  fiat  of  the  Legislation,  and  tne  adaman- 


tine traditions  of  countless  generations^  haye  all  alike  conspired  to 
recognise  as  a  welcome  pause  from  toil  and  labour,  industry  and 
commerce,  and  all  scholastic  and  official  employments  and  duties. 

But.  perhaps,  no  anniyersary  of  all  those  which  ait  this  season  we 
look  for  with  the  certainty  of  the  morning  post  and  the  eyening 
papMsr,  is  marked  with  a  stone  of  more  alban  whiteness,  than  the 
periodical  eyent  which  the  sure  footfall  of  time  once  more  brings 
round  to  us,  on  the  last  day  of  this  Uie  last  whole  week  in  March ; 
the  eyent  which  is  eagerly  discussed  on  the  snow-capped  summits 
of  the  frowning  Himalayas,  forms  the  subject  of  pecuniary  wagers 
in  the  remote  isolation  oi  the  Falkland  Islands,  ana  brinffs  Putney 
and  ICortlake  yiyidly  before  the  eye  of  the  lonely  wanderer  amid 
the  blue  lagoons  of  the  far  Pacdfio— the  Uniyersity  Boat-Race. 

The  Boat-Race  I  It  is  difficult  to  restrain  within  proper  bounds 
the  desire  that  instinctiyely  arises  when  ve  are  under  the  influence 
of  the  spell  which  these  magic  words  awakens,  to  treat  the  subject 
in  all  its  branching  ramifications  ;  it  is  wellni^  impossible  eyen  to 
glance  at  the  many  and  diversified  topics  which  the  mere  mention 
of  this  great  annual  aquatic  struggle  calls  up  in  the  breast  of  the 
most  thoughtless  and  unreflecting  person. 

We  might  transport  o\ir  readers  in  imagination  to  the  days  when 
galley  and  trireme  stoutly  contended  on  the  proud  waters  of  the 
classic  ^gean,  and  the  pocan  was  sung,  ana  the  ode  of  yiotory 
swelled  up  to  the  topmost  Acroccraunian  peaks,  in  praise  and  honour 
of  the  parsley-crowned  victors.  Wemight  trace  back  the  history 
of  our  twin  venerable  Universities  to  the  dawn  of  learning  which 
broke  on  the  night  of  the  dark  ages,  and  to  the  grand  old  scholars 
whose  figures  loom  dimly  amid  the  revival  of  letters.  We  might 
follow  the  course  of  the  sinuous  Thames,  with  all  its  memories  and 


associations  and  locks,  from  its  first  sedgy  cradle  among  the  springs 
^d  spires  of  Gloucestershire,  past  peopled  towns  and  walled  cities, 
pleasant  lawns  and  terraccd_gardens,  past  Hammersmith  Bridge  and 


Chiswick  £yot,  the  Soap  Works  and  the  Oil  Mills,  Comey  Keach 
and  Craven  Cottage,  tiU  it  loses  its  bright  entity  in  the  embrace 
of  the  immeasurable  sea.  We  might  depict  the  crowded  highway, 
and  describe  the  still  more  crowded^railway ;  contrast  the  coroneted 
teer,  with  his  shield  of  many  quarterings,  whose  ancestors  fought 
at  Cressy,  whose  progenitors  fell  at  roictiers,  with  the  eager 
mechanic  from  Clerkenwell,  or  the  sturdy  bricklayer's  assistant  from 
the  neighbourhood  of  Mile  End;  and  compare  the  grey-headed 
Incumbent,  who  has  never  failed,  through  twenty-two  chequered 
years,  to  come  up  from  his  secluded  parish  in  North  WDts,  to  gaze 
on  tho  tumultuous  scene,  and  touch  once  more  the  hands  of  old 
college  companions,  with  the  buoyant  and  boisterous  youth  still  in 
the  golden  glow  of  a  Freshman's  happy  inexperience.

have  the  temerity  to  win ;  and,  lastly,  but  certainly  not  leastly, 
that  Her  Royal  Ilighness  the  Duchess  of  Edoburqh— who,  we  are 
certain,  will  impartially  wear  both  colours — may  on  Saturday  be 
induced  to  pay  ttie  first  of  a  long  series  of  pleasant  visits  to  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Boat-Race.

Mt  LoBns  AXD  Gextlkm>:x, 

The  assembling  of  a  new  Parliament,  the  three  hundred 
and  thirty-fifth  since  the  Wittenagemot  was  first  established  by  our 
Saxon  prng-enitors,  resuscitates  many  recollect iims  of  the  eventful 
pant,  awakens  more  speculations  as  to  the  interesting^  present,  and 
project?!  piercing  glances  into  the  dark  and  uncertain  tuture. 

Perhaps,  however,  no  question,  not  even  that  of  the  disposal  of 
the  Sur[ilus  Uevenue,  is  of  more  absorbing  interest  ft»r  you,  who 
meet  timther  to-day  six  weeks  later  than  the  time  usually 
appointed  for  the  initiation  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Xationa'l 
legislature,  than  the  inquiry—which  I  have  been  in  daily  expecta- 
tion of  Rc<>ing  a  numerous  and  influential  deputation  waiting  on  the 
Psi^K  Misj!iTEn  to  proiwund,  whether  a  Session  only  commencing  in 
the  middle  of  March  will  not  be  pndonged  into  »September.  Such 
distressing  apiirehensions  are  not  altogether  unnatural ;  but  I  am 
oonHdent  that  in  your  calmer  moments  you  will  feel  with  me  that  a 
Conserrativc  Government  could  not  commit  such  a  fatal  error  as  to 
abridge  by  a  single  dav  the  time  which,  by  the  wisdom  of  your 
anceatorSj  has  been  rigidly  set  apart  for  the  pursuit  and  destruction 
of  feathert'd  game.  Your  mind  set  at  rest  on  this  important  i)oint, 
Tou  will  be  able  to  give  your  serious  and  undivided  attention  to  the 
DuainesB  of  legislation. 

Gkktlemen  of  thk  House  of  Commons, 

A  large  proportion  of  your  number  tind  yourselves  within 
thete  historic  precincts  for  the  lirst  time  in  your  lives.  Most  of 
you  will  nt^ver  seek  to  catch  the  Si'Eakeu's  eye;  some  will  become 
liresome  bares;  and  many  will  give  complete  dissatisfaction  to 
deluded  and  angry  constituencies. 

The  Kbtimates  which  will  be  laid  before  you  must,  I  imagine,  in 
the  main  be  those  which  the  late  Administration  had  the  satisfaction 
of  preparing  for  their  successors. 

_  itiLny  sanguine  and  silly  persons  seem  to  e.\i)ect  that  the  good  old 
tjni6K  of  waste  and  extravagance,  pnifusion  and  prodigality,  are 
about  to  return ;  and  that  coals  and  butchers'  meat  ^ill  be  lower, 
WW14  rmd  aalaricB  higher,  because  a  Conservative  Ministry  has  buc- 
oemd  to  power.    1  rathur  suspect  they  will  be  disappointed. 

I  cannnt  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  manner  in  whiok  the  Govem- 
ment  intend  to  dispose  of  the  handsome  legacy,  amounting  to 
aeveral  millions,  bequeathed  to  Uiem  by  their  predecessors.  Envy, 
nerer  at  any  time  a  dominant  passion  in  my  oreast  when  I  think 
id  the  wnmXt  is  certainly  not  now  the  fueling  1  entertain  towards 
tibe  CBM^OKixoB  OF  THi:  KscuKgiEK,  expcctod,  as  he  is,  to  please 
w  cIebm*,  and  eapecialLy  that  large  and  important  section  of  the 
•upfKirters  of  the  Ministry  who  are  hwking  for  the  abolition  of  the 
Dnty  on  Malt ;   to  Bay  nothing  of  the  Deer  interest,  the  Railway 


interest,  the  Advocates  of  a  Free  Breakfast  table,  the  Oj^ponents  of 
the  Income  Tax,  and  all  the  other  interests  which  consider  them- 
selves entitled  to  the  lion's  share  of  any  surplus  there  may  be. 

My  Lords  and  Gestlemj»', 

You  are  anxious  to  know  what  is  likely  to  be  the  course  of 
this  Session's  legislation.  Smooth,  I  imagine,  but  beyond  hazarding 
that  conjecture  I  am  imable  to  assist  you  with  a  surmise.  The 
Prime  Minister  since  he  kissed  hands,  has  wisely  given  us  no 
inkling,  or  i>en  and  inkliufi",  of  his  policy ;  and  the  time  that  has 
elapsed  since  he  was  cheered  by  the  far-seeing  crowd  on  the  railway 
platform  at  Windsor  has  been  insuflicient  for  the  nrapaiationof  any 
important  measures— unless  with  a  sure  foresi^^'ox  recent  events, 
he  has  employed  his  leisure,  in  the  recess,  in  devising  such  sohemes  as 
shall  satisf  ynhe  nation,  delight  the  Party  of  which  he  is  the  leader, 
and  confirm  the  allegiance  of  the  Licensed  Yiotuallers,  the  rural 
C-ler^y,  and  the  Retail  Tradesmen.  Fortunately,  the  prospect  of  a 
Session  of  trantiuil  reiMjse  cannot  be  repugnant  to  a  House  of 
Commons,  the  majority  of  whose  Members  owe  their  Parliamentary 
being  to  constituencies  which  appear  to  be  weary  of  the  ferment  of 
legislative  activity,  and  to  desire  a  season  of  political  hibernation. 

Looking,  however,  a  little  into  the  future,  it  is  not  impossible 
that  great  surprises  may  be  in  store  for  us  all.  Her  Majesty's 
Ministers  may  before  lon^  resolve  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
Established  Church  of  England  and  Wales  must  submit  to  some 
diminution  of  her  ixiwers,  privileges,  and  emoluments ;  tliat  the 
Game  Laws  are  a  barbarous  relic  of  feudal  times  calling  for 
instant  abolition  ;  that  a  bold  and  comprehensive  measure  for  the 
Municipal  Government  of  the  entire  Metropolis  has  been  too  long 
neglected  and  delayed ;  that  Education,  to  be  of  any  real  sernce, 
should  bo  compulsi)ry,  undenominational,  and  universal ;  that  the 
Agricultural  Labourer  in  the  counties  has  an  equal  claim  to  the 
Franchise  with  the  Hrieklayer*s  Labourer  in  the  towns;  that 
Economy  and  Retrenchment  are  the  onlv  mottoes  a  Conservative 
bann«T  should  unfold ;  that  the  laws  regulating  the  inheritance  and 
settlement  of  will  prnperty  demand  a  toorough  revision;  and  that 
the  most  stringent  aetionmust  be  taken,  no  matter  what  powerful 
antagonism  is  an)used,  to  control  the  vice  of  inebriety  and  all  its 
accompanying  evils.  Should  a  Conservative  ^linistry  bring  forward 
measures  framed  to  accomplish  these  or  similar  ends,  there  can  be 
little  doubt  that  its  Parliamentary  supporters  will  siKjedily  sec  their 
way  to  acquiescing  in  the  propriety  of  their  proposals. 

It  does  not  appear  likely  that  your  attention  will  be  invited  to  any 
legislation  affecting  the  trade  and  manufactures  of  this  great  com- 
mercial country,  seeing  that  the  Minister  on  whom  the  care  of  these 
vast  and  momentous  interests  devolves  is  not  allowed  a  seat  in  the 
Cabinet. 

If  the  Government  tliink  it  their  policy  and  their  duty  to  direct 
your  attention  to  Sanitary  IjCgislation,  the  commonhealth  of  England 
cannot  fail  to  be  largely  benefited.  The  Minister  whose  province  it 
would  be  to  prepare  plans  of  such  serious  importance  to  the  national 
welfare  has  also  the  disadvantage  of  not  being  a  member  of  the 
Cabinet ;  but  as  the  duties  of  the  Ix)rd  Privy  Seal  are  neither  exten- 
sive nor  onerous,  that  ornamental  functionary  will,  I  hope,  be  utilised 
for  the  introduction  of  Bills  of  Health  into  the  House  of  Lords. 

It  now  only  remains  for  me  to  express  my  earnest  hoi)e  that  you 
will  generally  l)e  diligent  in  tlie  discharge  of  your  important 
functions,  ana  that  those  of  you  who  have  never  as  yet  paid  the 
slightest  attention  to  politics,  will  at  once  commence  that  interesting 
study ;  that  none  of  you  will  attempt  to  speak  imless  you  have 
something  really  worth  hearing  to  say ;  that  you  will  all  be  as 
satisfied  with  yourselves  at  the  close  of  your  labours  as  you  arc  now, 
before  you  have  heard  the  sound  of  a  Division  bell,  or  listened  to 
the  Siren  voice  of  the  **  Whip ; "  and  that,  whilst  invested  with 
legislative  responsibilities,  you  wiU  bo  always  on  the  watch  to 
resist  the  first  insidious  approaches  of  unseemly  and  undignified 
slumber.

GUN-CLUB  REFORM, 

Teb  Gun  Club  is  annouiieed  to  meet,  for  its  openiiig  day,  oe 
Saturday  the  twenty -eighth  instant— the  aay  of  tie  Oifordand  Cam- 
bridge Boat  Race.  Mr*  Ohton',  of  course,  will  be  unable  to  aasiBt. 
The  Oun  Ciub^  everj^one  knows,  ia  an  association  for  ehooting  tame 
pigeons.  Ia  not  tbis  sport  itself  rather  tame  in  oompBtrison,  not, 
mJeed,  with  hattue- shooting,  which  in  even  tamer  than  pigeon- 
shooting,  but  with  shooting  which  may  be  classed  among  the  wild 
sports  of  the  Soi^th-West,  and  whereof  an  instance  is  presented  by 
a  local  Hammhire  paper,  in  part  of  a  column  of  news  under  the 
heading  of  **Kom»ey?^'  Ia  not  Broadiands  near  Eomsey  ;  stands 
there  not  in  Romsey  a  statue  of  Loed  Palmebston,  beaides  the  old 
Abbey  Church:  and  is  there  not,  therefore,  mora  to  be  said  of 
Romsey  than  that  it  is  called  by  the  older  inhabitants  of  the  neigh- 
bouring distrieta  *'Romsey  on  the  Mud?^*  Note,  further,  that, 
in  the  language  of  those  parts,  **  TTave  you  been  to  liomsey  ?**  is  a 

i' ocular,  and  sometimes  an  irritating  question.  There  is  beer  at 
lomsey  ;  the  beer  is  good  and  strong ;  at  least,  it  used  to  be  :  the 
Romsey  road  might  be  straight,  but  the  homeward  walk  thereon 
was  often  devious »  At,  or  connected  with  liomaey,  there  appears  to 
be  a  sort  of  minor  and  rustical  Gun  Club,  and,  in  the  paragraph 
ftbore  referred  to,  the  exploits  of  some,  perhaps,  of  its  members  are 
recorded  as  below*  It  is  not  oertain  tnat  the  gentlemen  described 
aa  **  a  few  friends  "  are  (Quakers  :— 

"SPAJUiow  Shootiico,— Oa  Wednesday  allemoon  a  few  Mends  met  to 
■boot  oflTtwo  or  three  matchea  at  sparrowi,  ai  well  as  leTeral  ive^pttakea,  at 
Loekerlev*  The  day  wa»  bitterly  cold^  and  the  betting  ranged  very  much  in 
fuTOur  of  the  bird«^  as  many  got  away. 

At  any  rat©  the  betters  in  fayoor  of  the  birds  were,  as  many  birds 
^  away,  by  bo  many  birds  the  winners.  But  the  fact  to  be  noted 
IB,  that  many  of  the  birds  did  get  away.  In  the  case  of  pigeon- 
shooing  oomparatiYoly  few  birds  get  away.  Herein  lies  Uie  dis- 
tinetiYe  ditferenoe  between  the  Gun  Club  which  shot  ipanows  at 
Loekerley  and  that  whioh  shoots  pigeons  at  Wormwood  ScruDbs.  8par- 


rowB  are  smaller  than  pigeons ;  and  being,  moreover,  wild  sparrows, 
they  afford  all  the  wilder  sport— as  many  of  them  get  away.  60, 
therefore,  would  not  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  of  the  Gun  Club  (now 
minm  Orton)  do  a  comparatively  spt>rtsmanlike  thing  if  they  would, 
for  the  future,  take  to  shooting  at  sparrows  instead  of  pigeons  ?  Ii 
many  of  the  sparrows  got  away,  they  would  have  tested  tne  shooter^s 
skill ;  as  for  tnose  which  did  not  get  away,  so  much  higher  would  be 
the  sport  of  shooting  them. 


JURY  INSURANCE. 


It  appears  that,  for  the  disastrous  service  imposed  on  the  Special 
Jury  in  the  mouBter  Orton  trial,  who,  consisting  of  oommeroial 
men,  were  forced  ruinously  to  neglect  their  business,  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury  have  decided  on  allowing  those  unfortunate  gentlemen 
a  compensation,  to  use  a  word  ironically,  of  not  more  tn^i  three 
hundred  ^lineas  each.  We  congratulate  Sm  Stapfokd  Northcote 
on  following  the  Lowe  example  set  by  his  predecessor  of  cheese- 
paring memory.  It  is  all  very  weU  for  the  Jury,  at  news  of  such 
inadequate  payment  for  their  unparalleled  expenditure  of  time  and 
pains,  to  exclaim^  through  their  Foreman —  What  the  Dickins !  '* 
AM  persons  liable  t«  serve  on  juries  are  liable  to  be  sacrificed  in 
respect  of  their  incomes,  if  mereantQe  or  professional,  for  their 
ooimtrv*B  good.  Of  course  the  poor  Public  cannot  afford  the  inlini- 
tesimal  contribution  requisite  to  pay  individuals  for  their  loss  oi 
time.  Individuals  must  make  up  their  minds  for  niin.  as  for 
death,  when  the  lot  falls  on  them  to  suffer  for  the  oomm unity  at 
large,  without  bx)king  for  amends  which  would  cost  its  membets 
severally  a  fraction  of  a  fraction  of  a  farthing.  He  that  objects  to 
thus  becoming  a  victim  to  Society  would  likewise  be  as  selnth  asd 
unpatriotic  as  to  complain  of  being  selected  to  be  eaten  by  his  oottntry- 
men  in  a  community  of  cannibals.  Nevertheless,  it  would  be  a 
convenienoe  if  there  were  instituted  a  Jury  Insurance  Company,  in 
which  people  in  danger  of  being  summoned  to  serve  on  Juries 
might  insure  their  means  of  living  against  that  calamity.

FENLiN  DOVES  IN  CAGES. 

The  weather  on  Sunday  last  week  was  quite  mild.  So,  comparatively,  was  a 
Fenian  Amnesty  Demonstration »  held  in  Hyde  Park*  Government  was  told 
that,  if  the  Fenian  prisoncT^  were  pardoned,,  they  would  emigrate^  and  give 
no  more  trouble.  Nothing  stronger  appears  to  have  come  of  the  meeting  than  a 
Resolution  representing  *  *  That  the  continued  detention  of  forty  tioUtical  prisoners, 
who  were  only  subordinatea  in  the  Fenian  movement,  the  leaaerB  of  wnioh  have 
been  let  free,  is  inconsistent  and  unstJit4?8manlike,  and  that  this  meeting 
WfpcOtfuUy  requests  the  Right  Hon,  Bekjamin  Dishakli,  First  Ix)rd  of  the 
Tteworyf  to  use  his  inilaenoe  with  Hee  Majesty  to  extend  the  lioyal  preroga- 
tiv©  in  favmu'  of  an  amnesty  to  these  suifering  men,"  Now,  reallv  this  is  a 
requeatf  almost  a  aupplioation,  oouehed  in  language  very  much  like  tliat  which 
infant  xietitioners  are  rt  commended  to  use  when  they  are  told  to  **  speak  pretty.** 
But  is  this  uncommonly  modeat  petition  founded  on  fact  f  Is  it  true  that  the 
Fenitiu  ravens  have  heen  let  go,  and  that  only  the  Fenian  Doves  remain  caged, 
and  in  penal  servitude?

It  ifl  remarkable  that,  in  the  march  of  the  Fenian  Amnesty  procession  to 
ITvde  Park,  it  was  joined  by  the  members  of  several  Temperance  Societies, 
wno,  with  their  bands  and  banners,  fell  into  it  in  Trafalgar  Square.  This 
Temperance  infusion,  unlike  tea,  as  it  operates  at  moat  tea-meetLugs,  seems  to 
have  had  the  very  unusual  effect  of  inducing  temperate  lan^age.  Perhaps  the 
Fenian  Amnesty  question  had  alread  v  been  discussed  once  by  its  promoters,  taking 
counsel  twice,  according  to  the  riue  referred  to  in  Tristram  ahandv,  eiter  the 
manner  of  the  ancient  Seythians.  Having,  previously  to  Sunday,  deliberated 
on  it  in  a  state  of  potheen,  perhaps  they  met  to  consider  it  again  on  Sunday  in  a 
condition  of  sobriety.

We  have  now  nearly  survived  Lent.  Another  year  almost  will  have 
to  elapse  before  the  return  of  Ash  Wednesday  can  enable  any  of  the 
Ritualist  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  to  imitate,  if  so  disposed, 
the  observance  of  that  day  as  practised  bv  certain  Roman -Catholic 
priests  this  year  in  Austria.  These  worthy  eccLcaiastioSj  according 
to  the  New  Free  Press,  took  the  opportunity  of  the  firat  day  of

bottom,  and  wasn't  so  mnch  slower  than  her  comrades,  and  isn't  so  very  rotten,  after  all— at  least,  has  a  right  to  the  benefit  of  the  donbt 
on  that  point,  till  she  is  surreyed  and  condemned.

Pleasant,  as  Samxtel  Pepys  would  have  said,  to  note  how  now-a-dajrs  every  fault  found  with  the  late  Administration  is  certain  of 
being  fairly  weighed,  every  blot  hit  in  their  record  at  once  put  in  train  of  searching  inquiry,  every  reason  against  anything  of  their 
doing  sure  of  the  most  impartial  consideration. 

New  brooms  never  sweep  anything  so  clean  as  the  dirt  left  behind  by  the  last  tenants. 

Of  course  it  is  not  Ma.  Waki)  Hunt  who  need  wince  under  my  Lord  Laudekdat.e's  searching  Monday  review  of  our  sea-going 
iron-clads.  It  is  not  for  nothing  that  his  Lordship  lives  near  a  Dockyard,  and  keeps  his  weather-eye  .open.  According  to  the  counts 
in  my  Lord's  indictment,  out  of  our  33  sea- going  iron-clada,  13  want  new  boilers,  while  7  are  shaky,  leaving  us  only  10  efficient  armoured 
ships  out  of  our  33  on  paper.

When  he  was  in  Office,  he  was 
called  extravagant— (never  by  3/r.  Punch,  he  will  take  his  davy)— because  ne  employed  18,000  workmen.  After  '70,  the  number  was 
out  down  to  11,200,  but  only  to  rise  to  12,800  (in  '71  and  '72)  and  13,500  (in  '72  and  '73).

Clerkships  are  the  prizes  of  the  Service  already, 
with  their  chances  of  a  diplomatic  d4hxUy  and  their  social  cachet) ;  Sandhurst— (the  War  Office,  we  are  glad  to  see,  means  to  discon- 
tinue the  stupid  blunder  of  sending  young  Officers  back  to  school  after  doing  duty  with  their  regiments) ;  Cavalry  Inspection,  and 
Registration  of  Letters.    A  pretty  good  range  I 

Then  we  came  to  Income-tax,  Mb.  Sandfobd  moving  to  exempt  £500  incomes— by  way  of  raising  the  question  how  the  Inoome- 
tax  might  best  be  modified.

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governor,  and  lubricating-box  of  our  financial  engine."  What  fools 
we  should  be  to  sacrifice  such  a  blessing  I  Dear,  dear !  one  never 
knows,  till  one  is  told  by  a  clever  man  Bke  Mb.  Laino,  how  much 
one  has  to  be  thankful  for  I  "  Unpopular !  Well,  what  tax  is  not 
unpopular  P  Suppose  exemption  oould  be  extended  to  £200,  with 
£100  deduction  between,  say  £200  and  £400,  the  mode  of  assessment 
might  be  improved.  At  any  rate,  better  wait  till  we  see  what  the 
surplus  would  be.  Then  what  ddightful  things  the  CnAifCELLOR 
OP  THE  ExcHEQXTEB  might  do  I  Why,  he  might  oven  take  off  the 
Railway  Passengers'  Duty  I " 

Ah-ha!  Samivel,  SamivelI  Are  you  there,  old  fox?  Tu  cs 
orfivre.Mmtre  Josse. 

Mb.  Hebuon  hoped  the  tax  would  bo  made  less  inquisitorial ;  Mr. 
C.  Lewis  did  not  want  to  see  it  improved— except  off  the  face  of  the 
earth ;  Mb.  Hobshak  thought  the  House  had  better  cease  talking 
about  it,  till  they  oould  talk  business ;  and  Lobd  R.  MoNXAGrE 
(not  at  all  wanted)  lugged  in  our  ancient  friend — the  Old  Man  of 
the  Sea. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequeb  facetiously  reminded  the 
House  that  though  there  might  be  no  indiscretion  'in  asking  any 
number  of  questions,  there  might  be  much  in  one  little  answer,  and 
thanked  Honourable  Members  for  their  contributions  to  the  Budget. 

Then  Army  and  Navy  were  voted  £2,000,000;  Civil  Service, 
£1,816,000;  and  Revenue  Department,  £1,856,000  in  advance- 
financial  year  drawing  to  an  end,  and  young  ravens  in  these 
Services  having  to  be  fed. 

The  East  India  Loan  Bill  was  read  a  Second  Time,  after  an  in- 
effectual plea  for  delay.  Bis  dat  qui  cito  c?a<— particularly  to  hungry 
bellies. 

And  then,  when  Mb.  Butt  and  Mb.  Bryan  had  moved  to  bring  in 
Irish  Municipal  and  Franchise  Bills— assimilating  Erin  to  England 
in  both— the  House,  after  this  lively  canter,  adjourned  at  twenty 
minutes  to  seven.  The  whole  night's  performance  may  be  described 
as  a  series  of  rapid  acts,  if  not  leading  to  anything  in  particular. 

On  Tuesday  the  House  of  Lords  was  on  Railway  Accidents, 
with  a  general  feeling  (shared  out  of  doors)  that  the  Companies 
want  looking  after,  and  their  Servants,  as  well  as  Passengers,  pro- 
tecting. 

The  House  of  Commons  was  two  hours  debating  Mr.  TIeygate's 
Sessional  Rule  (it  has  stood  the  test  of  two  Sessions  with  general 
acceptance)  that  no  opjwsed  Bill  be  taken  after  half -past  twelve. 
When  the  clock  strikes  the  magic  half -hour— the  House  allows  its 
Members  half  an  hour  more  than  the  fairy  godmother  allowed 
Cinderelia^thQ  senatorial  splendour  is  to  drop  from  the  Member  in 
charge  of  Bill,  who  will  at  once  sink  into  his  natural  nothinj^ness. 

And  here  the  House  had  the  first  sensation  of  the  Session.  A 
hundred  and  ten  of  Actieon's  pack  turned  on  their  master,  so 
many  from  the  Government  side  going  into  one  lobby  with  Mr. 
Heygate,  while  Mr.  Disraeli  went  into  the  other  w^ith  Mr.  Dill- 
WYN.  The  two  had  agreed  to  exempt  from  the  Rule  Bills  that  had 
passed  Committee.  The  split  might  have  been  accident.  It  looked 
like  a  spark  of  mutiny. 

To  work  off  its  excitement  the  House  had  some  of  the  hardy 
ftunnftla  brought  out — Mr.  P.'Taylor's  Abolition  of  Game  Laws,  and 
Mb.  Newdeoate's  Visitation  of  Monk-and-Nunneries — 

"  Spring  after  spring,  they  flourish  but  to  fade." 

The  first  Wednesday  was  a  short  one — three  hours  with  Dilke, 
over  his  BiU  (defeated  by  201  to  126)  to  keep  Parliamentary  polls 
open  from  8  to  8.  There  was  a  ^eat  deal  of  pi'o  and  con,  with  cross- 
ourrents  of  experience  and  opinion.  Mr.  Cave  did  not  know  why 
Working-men  alone  should  not  put  up  with  a  little  inconvenience. 
(Even  3fr.  Punch  had  to  breakfast  at  the  inconveniently  early  hour  of 
eight  at  his  last  coimty  election,  and  had  to  go  without  toast  in 
oonsequenoe,  as  tlie  kitchen-fire  had  not  burnt  clear.)  Mr.  Roebuck 
had  heard  of  no  inconvenience  in  Sheffield.  Mr.  Mundella  had 
heard  of  a  great  deal.  Mr.  Cross  deprecated  patch- work  legislation 
(how  Ministers  should  bless  the  inventor  of  that  useful  phrase !), 
and  oould  not  see  that  a  fpievance  had  been  made  out.  At  any  rate, 
there  was  only  one  petition— from  Lambeth.  At  Oldham  about 
17,000  contrived  to  vote,  out  of  18,000  on  the  re^ster.  That  didn't 
look  much  like  difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  Working-man  who  really 
cared  about  his  vote. 

Mb.  Fobsteb  thought  there  teas  a  grievance  in  the  large  towns. 
Sir  Charles's  Bill,  however,  made  no  distinction.  The  stem 
Baronet  said  he  would  be  glad  to  accept  a  Select  Committee :  but 
the  House  prefeired  to  throw  out  the  Bill.  Mb.  Gladstone  voted 
in  the  minority.  Mb.  Disbaeli  did  not  vote.  (Chief  Justice 
Punch :  '*  grievance  not  proved  as  opened.  As  to  remedy,  it  must 
foUow  the  grievance  (c.  a.  r.).'') 

On  Thursday  Lobd  Chancellob  Caibns  brought  in  his  Bill  for 
establiahing  a  Register  of  Titles— not  of  deeds,  remember.  That 
was  Lobd  Wesibttbt's  mistake  in  1862.  He  required  all  deeds— 
or,  more  puzzling  still,  their  efitect  in  re^sterin^  party's  opinion 
—to  be  Tegistered.    So  nobody  would  register  their  land-dealings— 


registration  not  being  compulsory ;  and  the  office  established  under 
the  dead  letter  of  1862  remains  to  be  vivified  by  the  touch  of  Cairns 
in  1874. 

The  measure  now  brought  in  is  a  reproduction  of  Lobb  Caibns' 
Bill  of  1859 ;  and  a  remodelling,  with  the  aid  of  Yioe-ChanoeUor 
Sib  Chables  Hall,  of  Lord  Selborne's  Bill  of  last  Session.  So  the 
two  greatest  real  property  lawyers  of  the  time — ominous  ooinunc- 
tion !— are,  for  once,  of  a  mind ;  and  Chancellob  and  Ex— witn  the 
double  X*s,  Hatherley  and  Chelmsfobd,  will,  no  doubt,  contri- 
bute their  best  lights  to  the  new  Bill.    Prosit, 

Let  Punch  note  this  first  redemption  of  a  promise  of  the  Queen's

and   the   13th  of  April.    Mr.  Cross  is  the  hero  of  the  situation,  out  of  the 
House,  at  all  erents,  thanks  to  his  daily  and  all-day  dealings  with  the  deputa- 
tions whose  spokesmen  save  him  the  trouble  of  answering  them  by  answering 
each  other.    As  Portia  of  her  courtiers,  Mb.  Cross  may  say  of  hts — 
•*  Whiles  wo  shut  the  gate  upon  one  wooer. 
Another  knocks  at  the  door," 

And  they  come  attracted  by  **  Ics  beaux  yeux  de  $a  cassetie,^^  too,  like  those 
who  sought  the  caskets  of  Belmont. 

Friday f  Inarch  27.— On  the  last  sitting  before  the  recess,  Mb.  Cross  made  an 
emphatic  declaration,  echoed  by  cheers  which  proclaimed  the  House  at  his  back, 
that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  interfere  with  the  course  of  law 
in  the  case  of  the  Fenian  prisoners  still  under  sentence.  As  these  are  all  either 
accessories  to  murder^  or  soldiers  who  have  broken  the  bonds  of  military  fidelity 
as  well  as  civil  allegiance,  the  sound  sense  of  the  country  agrees  with  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Executive,  that  remission  of  punishment  would  be  unpardonable 
weakness. 

Mb.  Disbaeli  had  declined  to  give  any  answer  on  the  subject  to  a  Deputa*- 
tion  composed  mainly  of  Irish  Members,  but  with  two  English  ones  among 
them  (Sib  Chables  ]3ilke  and  Mr.  Mundella).  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the 
Liberal  voters  of  Chelsea  and  Sheffield  include  an  appreciable  proportion  of  Irish 
roughs  who  must  be  conciliated— a  small  but  suggestive  instalment  of  the  price 
payable  for  the  Irish  vote  which  falls  so  heavy  on  our  American  cousins. 

The  same  night  Sib  Chables  Dilke  wanted  the  Ballot-box  taken  to  pieces 
and  set  to-rignts,  pointing  out  a  number  of  hitches  in  its  machinery.  The 
House  prudently  preferred  to  await  the  report  of  the  Election  Judges. 

Monday,  March  30.— Imagine  a  Pickford  van  blocking  the  way  of  the  Lobd 
Mayob's  coach !  Even  so  a  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works*  Bill  for  two  hours 
delayed  the  vote  of  thanks  to  our  gallant  redcoats  and  blue  jackets  of  the  Gold 
Coast  campaign,  from  Genebal  Sib  Gabnet  Wolselet  downwards.  Soldiers, 
cailors,  marines,  black  troops  and  white,  fighting  men,  medical  officers,  commis- 
Fariat,  control,  and  transport  services— all  were  included  in  the  thanks  of 
England,  given  bv  the  Leaders  of  Government  and  Opposition  in  Lords  and 
(Emmons,  and  echoed  by  the  country.  And  as  Lords  and  Commons  spoke  on 
Monday  night,  the  Queek  had  spoken  on  Monday  afternoon,  in  the  Great  Park 
of  Windsor,  at  the  Review  of  the  troops  of  the  Expedition  (all  but  the  Kaval 


Brigade,  who  will  have  a  review  of  their  own  when  they 
are  all  nome  a^ain) :  and  the  City  has  sinoe  spoken,  c^ 
the  Banquet  given  by  the  Lobd  Matob  to  Sib  Gabvei 
and  his  officers  on  Tuesday. 

The  triple  tongue  of  Queen,  Legialatnre,  and  City  is 
not  too  much  to  utter  the  fulness  oi  Bbixaknia's  heart, 
in  weloome  and  thanks  t^  her  brave  sons.  They  have 
fought  not  with  Kikcj  Coffee  only,  but  with  those 
mientier  confederate  sovereigns,  Time  and  Tide,  Plague 
ana  Pestilence ;  and  they  have  had  to  do  all  this  on 
<Mdoulations,  as  Mr.  Dj.'^baeli  well  reminded  the  House, 
nqt^  of  months,  or  weeks,  or  days,  but  of  hours  I  The 
critics  oomplain  that  the  rhetoric  of  Monday  night  was 
below  the  occasion^  Punch  declines  to  endorse  that  com- 
plaint. The  facts  were  bej^ond  rhetorio  and  they  were 
impressively  stated,  Sin.  DisitAELi'i^  pcronitit^n  was 
qumtessential  and  will  not  bear  abridgmrait : — 

<<  It  has  always,"  he  said,  <<  heen  a  vulgar  error  to  asMoiate  mili- 
tary glory  only  with  armies  of  great  magnitude.  But  some  of  the 
greatest  military  feats  have  been  performed  by  very  small  armies. 
In  modem  history,  nothing,  perhaps,  is  more  iUustntive  of 
this  truth  than  the  conquest  of  Mezioo  by  Cknrtes.  So  crsat  a 
result  effected  by  such  slight  means  is  not  easily  matohea  in  the 
history  of  men.  Even  in  our  own  times,  in  that  great  Conti- 
nental war  which  occupied  a  great  part  and  the  early  portton  of 
this  century,  when  hons  counted,  not  only  by  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands, but  by  millions,  were  arrayed  aflunrt  each  other,  it  was 
a  small  army,  admirably  disciplined— which,  to  uae  the  weeds  of 
tbeir  illustrious  commander,  would  go  anywhere— it  was  a  small 
army  like  that,  under  our  matchless  Wblukoton,  which  really 
decided  the  fate  of  Europe.  I  am  not  wishing  to  exaggerate  the 
pillant  deeds,  of  which  we  are  naturally  proud,  of  Sik  Gabnbt 
Wolselet.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  tliat  they  are  to  be  counted 
amount  the  decisiye  battles  of  the  world,  but  I  think  we  may 
say  of  them  truly,  that  they  are  such  deeds  as  thriU  the  hearts  of 
households,  and,  by  the  examples  they  offer  of  energy  and 
endurance,  sustain  and  strengthen  the  tone  of  the  «*^'«"  "

"Desertion" — Very  bad.  Rises  to  35  per  cent,  of 
recruits  in  all  arms :  in  the  Army  Sendee  Corns,  to  14G 
per  cent.

Of  129  Commissions,  offered  to  Militia  Officers  (on 
examination),  only  35  nave  been  taken  up;  but  there 
is  to  be  anotner  examination  in  April.

Bancboft  was  CAPXAm  Hawtbee  in  Caster  so 
ninety -&eve  a  years  ago,  Mb.  Palmeb— Plausible  Jacx  Palmeb— uhm 
Josj^FB  SuEFACE  to  the  life.  The  sreat  merit  of  bis  perlormanoe  was 
that  artidcial  as  is  the  character.  Mb.  Bancboft  never  forgets,  even 
in  the  scene  with  Ladi/  TeazU^  which  most  near^  approaches 
passion^  that  JosepKs  assumed  strait-lacedneas  of  oemeanor^  has 
becuTue  part  and  parcel  of  himself,  and  cannot  be  thrown  entirely 
Bsjd' ,  V  1 1 : 1  he  is  well  assured  that  the  cloak  is  no  longer  neoessary 
to  his  designs.

Their  arrangement  of  scenes  (exoept  in  the  First  Act 
where  Lady  Teazle  and  Sir  Peter  fall  out  in  Lady  SneerweWs 
drawing-room),  was  an  improvement— yes,  really  an  improvement — 
on  my  own  plan.    What  say  you  ? 

Your  Representative.  Sir,  I  would  not  venture  to  differ  from  so 
excellent  an  authority.  The  stage  management  throuirhout  was. 
even  for  the  Prince  of  Wales's,  exceptionally  good.  The  natural 
arrangement  of  Charles  Surface's  guests  aronnahis  table,  the  ease

King  at  Old  Drury,  whose  wardrobe  was  limited,  was 
tted  to  a  nicety.  Mathews  inutated  him,  and  did  not  satisfy  me. 

Your  Representative,  Mb.  Habe  looked  a  perfect  picture. 

Sheridan,  There  I  grant  you.  But  he  was  more  like  the  i>ortrait 
of  Uncle  Oliver  in  Charles's  room,  than  of  my  Sir  Peter;  as.  to  my 
thinking,  he  had  a  damned  disinneriting  countenance,  and.  like  the 
ladies  and  gentlemen  on  the  walls,  he  never  moved  a  muscle. 

Your  Representative.  But,  Sir,  under  favour^  Sir,  when,  after 
the  discovery  in  the  Screen  Scene,  he  closed  his  eyes,  as,  for  the 
moment,  he  shut  the  door  of  his  heart  against  Lady  Teazle,  and  re- 
fused to  allow  her  to  take  his  hand,  was  not  his  action  excellent 
then  ?

In  Act  11.  the  Author  deals  with  the  efforts  of  varions  rival 
p<»wtrH~Indian  Famine  and  English  Fatneas,  lieer,  Malt,  Railwavs^ 
iVc,  &e.— to  get  possession  of  Young  Surplus,  or  to  divide  his  wealth 
among  them. 

In  Act  111.  we  have  the  division  of  the  BpoU.  Debt  gets  half  a 
million  ;  I^jcal  Taxation,  for  his  children,  Lttnatics,  Police,  and 
Oovermnent  Buildings*  Rating,  a  million  and  a  quarter ;  Income- 
tax,  close  on  two  millions  (hy  remission  of  one  of^  the  four  pennies 
now  levied) ;  Sugar,  two  millions  full ;  and  Horse  Dutv  half  a  million* 

The  rieoe  oondndes  with  a  general  dance  of  the  Relieved  Indus- 
tries, while  the  Disapiwiinted  Claimants— Beer.  Malt,  *S:  Co.— scowl. 
dissatiaiied  and  dincom tiled .  in  the  backgrounds  Though  th«re  were,  of 
comae,  some  dissentient  voices,  we  are  Dound  to  state  that  on  Thurs- 
day night  the  concluding  tableau  of  SiE  Staffoed'b  neat  and  inof- 
fensive production  brougnt  down  the  Curtain  to  general  applause. 

^ViV/fly,— After  notices  and  questions  oitaoellaneouB,  tlie  answers 


to  which  ehowed  what  a  vast  deal  the  Government  must  have 
under  consideration ,  Me*  Baillie  Cochhank  called  attention 
to  the  Widows  and  Servants  of  Civil  Servants,  for  whom  the  State 
makes  no  provision  by  way  of  t^ension.

make  out,  on  the  one  hand,  where  English  newspapers  get  their 
French  politics  from,  and,  on  the  other^  why  every  successive 
Government  takes,  after  a  time,  to  **  warning  "  these  gentlemen 
for  their  innocent  produotions— with  a  whole  ^mament  of  stara, 
as  thus- 


thrown  in  at  everjr  third  line  to  fill  out  the  column.  IfThen  a 
French  iournolist  is,  as  Mosalind  says,  **  gravelled  for  lack  of 
matter*  his  cleanliest  shift  is  to"  star.  And,  finally,  with  your 
name  in  full  signed  ostentatiouslj  at  the  end — it  is  difiicult  to 
imagine  a  pleasanter  line  in  life.  And  what  is  the  result  ? 
Journalism  in  France  is  the  road  to  everything*  It  has  the  same 
mysterious  oyster-opening  qualitication  which  tradition  as&i^s  with 
u«  to  the  fascinating  and  elevating  profession  of  the  Bar.  If  everv 
British  barrister  is  expected  to  attain  to  the  Woolsack,  every  French 
journalist  sees  himaelt  a  possible  Thiers  or  an  embryo  GlEARoiz^. 
Then  the  pay!  Do  you  know  (no  reproach  to  you.  Sir),  that,  for 
one  of  those  brilliant  fireworks  in  toe  GauloU.  which  leave  his 
reader  (and  him)  no  wiser  than  he  started,  M.  Albert  Wolff 
receives  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  francs — ten  pounds  sterling, 
money  down  ?  Meanwhile,  he  is  making  to  himself  a  name  and  a 
style  of  his  own. 


Now,  in  England  journalism  means  (in  nine  cases  out  of  ten)  a 
living  grave.  We  are  always  being  told  that  our  wits  are  a  sad 
f alling-off  from  our  fathers',  and  that  there  is  no  voung  talent  now^a- 
days.  Nonsense  [  there  is  as  much  of  it  as  ever.  But  that  same  young 
wit,  fresh  from  College  triumph,  and  full  of  working  power,  but 
unacquainted  with  attorneys,  and  craving  small  profits  and  quick 
returns,  drifts  straight  into  anonymity,  and  writes  flashy  articles 
bajsed  upon  a  certain  knowledge  of  Greek  and  Latin,  and  an  uncer- 
tain smattering  of  general  information,  and  what  becomes  of  him  in 
ten  years  ?  Luce  the  chameleon,  he  has  taken  the  colour  of  his  soil. 
Has  he  Saturdajr-Reviowed  ?— he  is  chronically  epigrammatiot  ill- 
natured,  BuperficiaL  Has  he  Telegraphed  ?^he  la  gushing,  senti- 
mental, spasmodic.  Does  he  belong  (I  write  with  bated  ink)  to  the

A  EATHEB  unoommon  event  occurred  the  other  day  in  the  Lower 
House  of  Convocation.  A  moderate  and  reasonable  speech  was  de* 
livered  there.  The  subject  of  it  was  the  Archbifihop^a  Message,  and 
the  speaker  Caitok  Geegoet.    According  to  report : —

Lord  Bath  thoug^ht 
dolav  was  only  decent  in  the  ease  of  "  a  Bill  that  binds  the  Clerg^y 
hand  and  foot ;  "—a  Bill  (saya  Punch)  that  lessens  cost  and  delay 
in  enforoing  the  law  against  Kitualising  Inoombents.  Strange,  how 
different  a  thing  looks  from  opposite  sides. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  was  all  for  delay,  as  the  Bill  "  stirred  the 
minds  of  great  masses  of  people  ''—and  masses,  we  suppose,  should 
be  stirred  slowly.  We  should  have  thought  "the  masses"  stirred 
thepeople  more  than  the  Bill. 

The  real  objection  to  the  Measure  in  certain  quarters  is,  precisely, 
that  it  does  stir  "  ma88es,''-~eends  them  further  from  us.  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  and  us  from  them.  But  we  doubt  if  the  Bill's  clerical 
opponents  would  like  this  public  identification  with  "  masses."  It 
is  what  they  may  expect  at  the  hands  of  their  enemies,  the  idtra- 
Protestants,  but  not  of  Lord  CnAXCELLOR  Cairns. 

Haying  shunted  the  Church  Bill,  their  Lordships  got  on,  and  of!, 
the  Rail,  Lord  Drlawarr  moving  for  a  Koyal  Commission  to 
inquire  into  Railway  management,  accidents,  and  means  at  prc- 
Tttiting  them— legialatiTC  aind  meohanioal.  Neglect  of  proper  ap- 
plianots  and  oyerworking  of  servants  hia  Lordship  thought  the  chief 
souroet  of  smash. 

Lord  Houonroir  (as  leader  for  the  DireotorB),  spoke  boldly  up  to 
his  brief  and  instruotiont,  contending  all  waa  for  the  beat  in  this  1 


best  of  possible  railway  worlds.  Directors,  he  thought,  behayed  with 
'*  quite  affecting  disinterestedness."  [If  disinterestedness  means 
not  paying  enough  interest,  we  agree  with  Lord  Houortok — 
and  shareholders  generally— that  the  disinterestedneai  of  DirectorB 
is  affecting^  painfully  affecting.]  Besides,  the  interest  of  Directors 
is  that  their  lines  should  be  well  managed.  True,  my  dear  Lord, 
were  there  no  "capital  account"  to  counsel,  "'jSsm'  bene  «t 
possis,  si  fioHt  quocunque  tnodo^  ^aavef"  till  a  imaah  oomei  and 
swallows  up  four  times  the  vmt's  saying  in  oompaiBationa.  But 
Directors  are  so  disinterested^  Bless  you,  they  She  paying  oom- 
pensations. 

The  Duke  of  Richmond  was  ready  to  grant  a  Select  Committee — 
for  the  Government  did  not  see  their  way  to  legislation.  So  the  blind 
shall  lead  the  blind,  that  both  may  not  fall  into  a  railway  cutting. 

The  Duke  of  Soherset— who,  like  a  certain  other  old  gentleman, 
is  always  finding  work  for  idle  hands  to  do— suggested  that  the  new 
Commission,  which  is  over-paid  and  under- worked,  riiould  undertake 
the  job.  Lord  Carlihoford— epeakinff  with  full  official  knowledge 
of  Captain  Ttler'h  big  Report,  and  all  the  little  Reports  bred  by 
all  the  railway  accidents,  printed  at  the  public  expense,  and  neatly 
docketted,  and  put  away  at  Uie  Board  of  Trade  and  all  the  railway 
oiEoes— pointed  out  that  nine  accidents  out  of  ten  were  canted  by 
overj^own  traffic.  Traffic,  in  fact,  has  grown  into  a  giant,  with  feet 
80  big  he  can't  put  'em  down  without  smashing  something,  like  a 
hen  with  too  many  chicks.  Still  he  liked  the  idea  of  a  Comiaiasion 
and  an  inquiry.  Officials,  and  ex-officials  always  do.  They  staye 
off  legislation,  which  means  infinite  trouble  and  vexation,  (ttten  to 
no  end,  to  already  overtaxed  office-staffs,  and  their  heads. 

Lord  Salisbury  had  no  faith  in  legislation,  none  in  inquiry, 
none — yes,  a  little,  in  Time-tables  punctually  kept.  Would  he  sug- 
gest a  Bill  for  enacting  the  montlrs  Bradsnato,  en  MoCf  as  a  law  of 
the  Modes  uid  Persians,  which  no  traffic-manager  shall  alter  on 

Sain  of  being  torn  to  pieces  by  wild  engines,  and  so  giya  histrnj  its 
hadnhaw  the  managericide  to  balance  Bradshaw  tbe  regioida  r 

In  the  Commons.  Saxo-Graioiaticus  in  his  None  HutaiT  hm  a 
chapter  "  On  Owls  in  Iceland."  "There  are  no  owls  in  loelmd.''  6o 
Mr.  Disraeli,  in  answer  to  a  question  about  the  aunRmriatuaaffOe 
balance  arising  from  the  Disestablishment  of  tab  Iziah.  Gfanh, 
explained  that  there  was  no  balance— at  least,  in  the  EnriiA  muB. 
The  Irish  balance  is  a  debt  of  £9,700,000,  which  will  oe  paid  in 
seventeen  years^  and  then  there  will  be  five  miUions*  yrorth  of 
terminable  annuities  to  divide.  So,  about  1893,  Irish  Pathriots  look 
out  for  a  scramble.  But  Lord  save  us,  where  may  Irish  Patriots 
and  Irish  property  be  by  that  time?  "  Who  fears  to  speak  of 
ninety-eight  P ''       Who  cares  to  hope  from  ninety-three  ?  " 

Mr.  Bourke  informed  dm  G.  Jeneinson  that  M.  Lessefs  had 
shown  his  good  sense  by  knocking  under  to  the  Porte,  and  not  put- 
ting the  canal  lights  out.  The  commercial  world  generally,  the  Mnal 
shareholders  in  particular,  will  say  ditto  to  Mr.  Bourke.  Better 
half  a  loaf  than  no  bread,  and  ten  nancs  a  ton  than  no  francs  at  alL 

In  Report  on  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  Mr.  Peel  hoped, 
and  Mr.  Backhouse  regretted,  and  Mr.  Hubbard  recoiniBeiiaed, 
and  Sir  L.  Palk  was  sorry,  and  Sir  G.  Balfour  and  Mr.  EimrAiKD 
advocated,  and  Lord  Eslinoton  and  Mr.  Hstgazb  urged,  and  Ml. 
Orr-Ewino  complained,  to  various  effects  about  the  Budgat;  but 
as  nothing  came  of  hopes,  regrets,  recommendations,  niau,  advi^ 
oaoy,  urgings,  or :  complaints,  suffice  it  to  say  the  Budget  Baiain» 
tions  were  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  embodied  in  a.BiU. 

On  Motion  for  goine  into  Committee  of  Supply,  Mr.  Hajibubi 
moved  that  it  is  not  ofesirable  we  should  withdraw  frcmi  the  Odd 
Coast.  True,  a  Select  Committee  in  1868  had  adviaed  retmafc,  but 
imports,  exports,  and  revenue  are  growing.  Did  not  GanAnr 
Glovkr  tell  them  at  Liverpool  the  other  dis^  there  is  gold  to  be 
picked  up  "like  potatoes,"  within  twenty  milcB  of  AoeraP  Th«e 
can't  be  trade  without  protection,  and  nothing  governs  like  a 
governor— ri'e/e  Jamaica  under  Sir  J.  G.  Grant.  Withoot  a 
Government  there  would  be  nothing  imported  to  the  Gold  Coast  but 
rum  and  guns.  We  owe  a  duty  to  the  natives,  and  the  kaat  thflj 
can  do  is  to  pay  their  duties  to  us.    What  if  goyemora  cib  die  P

There  are  always  good  Governors  to  be  had,  if  youll  pay  for  'em. 

Mr.  Holms,  by  way  of  seconding  the  Motion,  argued  that  our 
Gold  Coast  Settlements  cost  more  than  they  were  worth,  and  that 
our  late  war  promised  a  legacy  of  anything  but  peace.  The  wir 
was  due  to  Colonial  Office  meddling  ana  muddling.  The  ABhantaw 
were  the  best  of  the  black  bunch,  and  we  had  denied  them  ^occbb  to 
trade-ports,  and  ^ven  Kino  Coffee  strong  grounds  to  bo^  ovar. 
As  to  our  duty  in  the  future,  it  was  to  pave  the  way  to  dear 
out,  and  leave  the  natives  and  the  traders  to  settle  mattara  tkv 
own  way.  And  thus  was  Mr.  Hanburx  aeoonded.  '*  Gall  yon  <M 
backing  of  your  friends,"  Mr.  Holms  P 

The  Motion  was  adjourned  till  this  day  week,  on  the  motioa  d 
Mr.  Mills,  who  is  welcome  to  the  additioh  of  "  Cqrib  "  Mniib  if 
lie  likes. 
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And  then  we  came  to  '*  the  toast  of  tho  eveninff."  Mr.  Cross 
propowd  the  health  of  his  friend,  ^Ir.  Bung,  and  tho  Fuhlio.  He 
began  by  sketohing  his  friend's  career,  pave  some  lively  statistics  of 
the  growth  in  drink,  and  the  improvement  in  drinking-nlaces. 
DuNO  was  a  benefactor  of  his  species.  It  was  not  public-houses 
that  enoouraged  drinking— (true,  but  sub-mi}do  Mr.  Cross) — but 
higher  wages  and  more  Saint-Mondays.  More  inviting  homes, 
and  better  education — these  are  the  true  checks  on  tippling.  (True, 
O  Mr.  Cross  !  but  please  let  us  have  as  few  publics,  and  as  well 
managed,  as  may  be ;  and  do  what  you  can  to  sccun^  that  honest 
liq[aor  shall  be  sold  in  them.  We  are  all  against  *'  robbing  a  poor 
man  of  his  beer,*'  but  would  rather  he  were  robbed  of,  than  by,  the 
drugged  decoction  of  grains  of  Paradise,  CocnUus  indt'nts,  and  salt 
and  water,  which  too  often  usurps  the  honoured  name  of  malt-and- 
hoi^juice.)  So  Mr.  Cross  proposes  to  abolish  exempted  houses,  and 
to  lix  certain  closing  hours  for  all— 12'30  a.m.  for  I^ndon,  llNJOr.M. 
for  towns  of  over  10,000  inhabitants,  and  11  p.m.  for  tho  rest  of  the 
country.  Night-houses  will  be  under  these  rules.  Beer-houses  will 
remain  as  they  are.  Any  eccentric  publican  with  a  taste  for  being 
healthy,  wealthy,  and  wise,  may  take  out  an  early-closing  licence, 
and  shut  up  and  go  to  bed  an  hour  before  his  neiffhbours.  (Wo 
don't  envy  that  early  pearl  his  life  among  his  neighoourin^  night- 
owls.)  Then  Mr.  Cross  clips  the  Magistrate's  claws.  He  is  not  to 
be  bound  to  endorse  the  licence  on  a  lirst  conviction,  nor  to  put  the 
house  under  Bobby.  And  muxzles  our  friend  Robertulus.  The 
Police  powers  of  entry  under  the  present  Act  are  suspended,  and  the 
Force  may  only  enter  to  keep  order.  The  Adulteration  Clauses  are 
repealed,  and  Publicans  wul  be  left  to  the  ordinary^  law  on  tho 
BUDject.  Mr,  Cross  wound  up  by  professing  his  desire  to  supply 
the  real  wants  of  his  friends  the  Publio,  and  to  induce  resi>ectaDle 
I)ersons  to  follow  the  calling  of  his  friend— he  hoped  he  might  be 
allowed  to  oall  him  his  valuMl  and  valuable  friend  BcNO. 

When  Mr.  Cross  gracefully  subsided,  there  rose  a  buxz  of  contra- 
diotoiT  comment  Messrs.  Mellt  and  Pease  wouldn't  give  Bung 
even  bnlf-an-hour's  law.  Mr.  IIathbone  and  Sir  H.  JonNsroNK 
regaided  the  Bill  as  a  step  in  the  wrong  direction.  Sir  W.  John- 
BTOlTE  didn't  see  why  the  nouse  of  Bkke  should  be  worse  treated 
than  the  house  of  Gur ;  and  Mr.  Talbot  and  Mr.  Gk)Li)NET,  gene- 
rally approving,  were  for  closing  at  ten  in  towns  under^20()0. 

Sir  W.  Lawsox  gave  the  House  a  bit  of  his  teetotal  mind— hot. 
So  Conservative  reaction  means  half-an-hour's  more  boozing! 
What  Mr,  Punch  thinks  Bung  will  think,  and,  indeed,  what  he 
thinks  himself,  will  be  seen  in  his  Cartoon.  If  Grandmother 
Bruce  upset  the  coach,  is  GKANDMOTnER  Cuoss  doing  so  very  much 
to  keep  it  on  its  wheels  ?  And  for  the  life  of  him  Punch  can't  see 
why  Bung  should  have  half-an-hour  more  night-life  allowed  him  in 
London,  than  in  Leeds  and  Birmingham,  Manchester  and  Liverpool. 

Tuesday,— hi.  the  Lords  we  learnt  with  pleasure  that  the 
Ashantee  lioot  is  to  be  treated  as  prize.  A  little  bit  of  butter  on 
the  common  men's  bread  will  make  the  handsome  spread  on  Sir 
Garnet's  big  slice  taste  all  the  sweeter  to  his  soldierly  lips. 

The  Gold  Coast  Funds  are  to  be  drawn  on  for  some  compensation 
to  Captain  Glover  and  his  Of&oers.  Britannia  would  not  have 
minded  putting  her  hand  in  her  pocket  for  them  too,  as  well  as  Sir 
Garnet. 

The  Government  has  no  intention  (the  Duie  of  Richmond  told 
Lord  Sidmouth)  of  altering  the  Education  Act,  "with  a  view  to 
facilitate  a  return  to  the  voluntary  system  in  rural  districts 
where  the  School  Board  system  had  failed."  ...  in  other  words,  to 
set  the  National  School  Committee  up  again,  and  put  the  School 
Board  Committee  down.  Mr.  Disraeli  is  too  wise  a  man  to  believe 
that  the  clock  can  be  stopped  by  putting  back  the  hands  of  the  dial. 

In  the  Commons,  Mr.  Blennerhasset  moved,  and  moved  very 
cleverly,  the  Purchase  of  Irish  Railways  by  the  State.  Unfortunately 
his  argument  in  favour  of  the  purchase  of  Railways  generally  is  all 
against  the  purchase  of  Irish  Railways  in  imrticular.  They  don*t 
pay  because  there  is  not  trade  and  traffic  enough,  and  State  pur- 
chase can't  make  that.  But  their  transfer  to  the  State  would  create 
a  delightful  batch  of  berths  for  gentlemen  of  limited  income,  with 
* '  frinoB  "  at  head-quarters.  Of  course  Mr.  Blennerhasset  scorned 
the  idea  of  suinf^  **  in  forni4  pauperis,**  Whenever  did  an  Irishman 
so  sue?  Bedad,  if  he  hadn't  a  rap  in  his  pocket,  he*  d  talk  as  if  he'd 
the  Bank  at  his  back.  Is  it  "pay  ?  "  Sure  we  don't  want  England's 
dirty  money.  Ould  Ireland  'if  be  ready  to  stand  all  tho  risk,  and 
every  shilling  of  the  cost. — How  ?— Why,  out  of  her  own  resoorces. 
Is  it  *'loss"'r'  Divil  a  loss  in  it  at  all,  at  all.  Look  at  Belgium. 
Sure,  State  Railways  pay  there ;  and  why  not  in  Ould  Ireland  ? 

Mr.  Goldsmtd— ah,  bad  cess  to  him  for  a  Jew !— moved  an  amend- 
ment, that  the  purchase  wouldn't  pay,  tcould  breed  jobs,  and  bother 
Parliament.  Of  course  if  the  State  oought  the  Irish  lines,  it  must 
bny^  the  English  and  Scotch.  That  would  add  a  thousand 
millions— stop ;  let  Punch  try  if  he  can  put  it  down  in  cypher— 
£1,000,000,000.  Therol  cyphered  in  an  instant!  Doesn't  it  look 
impoHnff?— add  a  thousand  millions  (vide  figures  above)  to  the 
National  Debt,  and  bring  us  in  annually  four  milliona— on  tho  I 


wrong  side.  Fancy  Grovemment  working  all  the  Railways! 
Clapham  Junction  would  be  clearness  and  order  compared  with  it ! 
Think  of  Bradshaw  in  the  shape  of  a  monthly  blue-book !  That 
u?ould  be  confusion  worse  confounded.  Then  the  250,000  Railway 
Servants,  chosen  by  competitive  examination,  to  be  cut  down  from 
time  to  time,  under  Treasury  Minute,  by  some  Bob  Lowe  of  the 
period,  and  the  collieries,  and  steamers,  and  canals,  and  hotels 
Government  would  have  to  buy!  Even  Punches  mighty  mind 
staggers  under  the  idea ! 

The  Collective  Wisdom  of  England  followed  Goldsmip,  but  the 
voice  of  Ireland  was  for  Blennerhasset. 

Sir  Michael  Beach,  on  behalf  of  Government,  repudiated  a 
purchase,  which  would  mean  ten  or  iifteen  per  cent,  rise  in  the 
market  price  of  shares.

Poor  Sib  Michael,  no  doubt,  saw  in  spirit  all  the  genteel 
inpeouniosity  of  Erin,  patiiUe  recubam  suh  teamine  Fagiy  and  felt  that 
no  conceivable  patulousness  would  be  broad  enough.  He  wondered 
Home-Rulers  should  suggest 'a  giorantic  measure  of  centraUsation 
to  take  Irish  Railways  out  of  Irish  nands.  O,  bother!  sure  wouldn't 
it  rise  the  price  o'  shares,  and  be  an  illtp^ant  thing  for  the  countfarv 
entirely!  Wouldn't  it  be  Ireland  for  the  Irish,  and  Englian 
salaries  into  the  bargain  ? 

But  two  Irish  voices  were  uplifted  in  a  nobler  strain.  Why  is 
there  no  Ossian  to  sing  the  lament  of  Conollt,  the  tme  son  of 
Erin,  '*  blushing  for  a  gigantic  Job."  and  the  war-song  of  the 
O'GoRMAN,  descendant  of  a  hundred  chieftains,  as  he  railed  the 
shout  of  "  H . . .  or  Connanght,"  and  was  reproved  by  the  Spkaksr, 
and  told  the  House,  in  trumpet-tones,  how  we  Irish  Railways  that 
paid  were  Railways  held  by  Irish  shareholders,  and  managed  by 
Irish  Directors,  and  how  the  dirtv,  shabby,  bankrupt  conoemi  were 
those  in  which  the  base  Saxon  neld  the  ihaiea,  and  plimdthered 
and  blundthered  in  the  direction  I  ^ 

There  was  a  hitch  about  the  division ;  shoold  it  be  on  Amendment 
or  Resolution  ?  Ultimately  a  division  was  taken  on  both ;  the 
Resolution  was  negatived  by  241  to  50 ;  then  the  Amendment  carried 
by  2.35  to  59.   Apparently  the  House  wished  to  emphasise  its  **  No." 

Wednesday, — Colonel  Hogo  set  a  hornet's  nest  buzzing  and 
sting-sharpening,  by  moving  the  Second  Reading  of  his  Metropoli- 
tan Buildings  Bill,  empowering  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works 
to  regulate  street-plans,  buildings,  noxious  trades,  &c. :  t.^.,  to  tread 
on  the  toes  of  Vested  Right,  whenever  they  are  found  trespassing 
on  the  public  convenience.  Vested  Right  won't  have  its  toes  trodden 
on  bv  Hoao  or  Bull  either,  and  showed  its  teeth  through  the 
moutns  of  Messrs.  A.  B.  Hope,  Samuda,  Baillik-Cochrane,  Nor- 
wood, Watney,  Kay-Shuttlewortu,  Stevenson,  and  KuTNaird. 
But  that  was  all  bark.  Vested  Right  keeps  its  bite  for  the  Select 
Committee  which  Mr.  Cross  promises.  It  Vested  Riffht  doesn't 
gnaw  the  heart  out  of  Colonel  Hogg's  Bill,  Punch  wul  own  that 
the  gallant  soldier  can  light  to  some  purpose.  But  what  a  Hogg- 
bait  we  shall  have ! 

Then  foUowed  debate  on  the  Second  Reading  of  Mr.  M'Laoan's 
Game  Bill  for  Scotland.  Another  cose  of  **  questio  t&rato,"  between 
manv  men  and  many  minds :  no  agreement  as  to  principles,  and 
much  contradiction  of  interests.  The  Bill  would  take  hares  and 
rabbits  out  of  the  Game-pale,  give  the  property  in  game  to  tenants, 
barring  contract  to  the  contrary,  and  transfer  Game  Law  cases  from 
the  Magistrate  to  the  Sheriff. 

Government,  per  Cross,  objected  to  the  Bill  that  it  would  settle 
nothing,  and  unsettle  everything.  As  nobody  seemed  much  to  like 
it,  the  Bill  was  burked  by  192  to  127.  May  Punch  remind  Scotch 
tenant  (and  other)  farmers,  of  the  old  story  of  the  B-flats  in  the  inn- 
bed  that  would  have  lifted  the  sleeping  traveller  bodily  on  to  the 
door,  had  they  but  been  of  a  mind  ? 

Thursday. ^The  Lords  took  up  (by  Lord  Carltngfori)),  and  then 
dropped,  the  County  Rate  Guarantee  to  Irish  Railways.  Apparently 
the  subject  is,  more  HibemicOy  of  the  hot-potato  kind. 

In  the  Commons,  in  Committee  of  Supply  on  the  Naval  Estimates, 
CniLDERS— no  longer  "flying,"  but  "lighting"  Childers— had  it 
out  with  Ward  Hunt.

Pacific;  that  in  six  months  we  should  have  swept  the  seas  of  our  en 
mies'  commerce— in  twelve  should  have  sole  command  of  the  ocean- 
with  not  a  war-flag  flying  all  the  world  over  but  the  Union  Jack,

Every  Railway  Servant,  whan  he  enters  upon  hia  employment, 
signs  an  agreement  that  he  will— provided  that  he  arrives  al  sixty 
years  of  age — allow  himself  to  be  converted,  by  some  prooass  or 
other,  the  sooret  of  which  is  in  the  Manager^s  hanas,  into  BuW^rs ! 

When  he  told  me,  my  blood  curdled  in  my  veins,  and  1  ccjuld  only 
atara  my  informant  in  the  faoe.  Upon  the  whole,  he  took  it  quietl  v, 
and,  being  a  bit  of  a  wag,  sti^giated  that  this  was  the  origin  of  tbe 
expression  *^  Old  Buffer,  ilnt  applied  to  some  one,  who  had  not 
duly  administered  a  tij),  bv  a  railway  ofBciaL  This  led  him  further 
to  remark,  that  it  was  in  aeath  as  in  life— you  have  to  lubricate  the 
Qomage  buffers  to  ensure  easy  motion,  and  you  have  to  grease  the 
palms  of  the  buffew  in  prospeetivo  to  secure  ready  service — and  f he 
added  after  a  pause)  infonnatum.

had  all  the  advantage  of  a  deep  baas  instead  cl  trusting  to  its  and 
your  own  xwroB.

Scotland  and  Ireland  (see  above  for  the  Irish  Judges'  wish  on  the 
matter) ;  but  of  this  High  Court  there  ia  to  be  a  First  Division » in- 
cluding the  Lord  Chancellor*  the  Chief  JuBtioe  of  the  Queen's  Bench, 
and  the  Master  of  the  KoUs,  ejr  qfftciOf  with,  two  other  Judj^es  namea 
hy  the  Crown.  The  other  Judges  of  Appeal  will  bit  in  Divisions  of 
not  less  than  three.  If  the  three  differ,  then  there  may  be  rehearing 
before  First  Division-  Lord  Cairns  hopes  thai  this  reduction 
(with  the  balance  of  gain  between  the  reduction  of  four  Irish  Judges, 
and  the  appointment  of  a  new  Irish  Lord  Justice)  will  save  £14,000 
a-year.  Lord  iSELnoRiJB  doubts  it.  The  big-wiga  of  the  Peers,  on  the 
wholcj  approve  with  qualificationfl  j  but,  oif  course,  Lord  Redisdale 
and  Lord  Denmak  objected  to  be  deprived  of  their  jurisdiction  as 
Lords  of  Appeal.    They  exercise  it  so  re^arlv  and  so  well !

The 
nignt  wound  np  with  a  considerable  Irish  row,  led  by  Sir  Colhah

RITUALIST  AND  REREDOS. 

What  is  the  difference  between  a  Reredoa  and  a  Ritualist  ?  This 
is  not  a  fooPs  question  ;  for  the  difference  is  as  important  as  it  is 
obvious.  That  difference  must  strike  anyone  on  reading  the  sub- 
joined statement  in  the  Builder : — 

"  In  oonsequenc*  of  tho  Biibop'a  judpuent  in  rwrpect  to  the  Exeter  Cathe* 
drtl  Hcmdos,  the  Dean  and  ChApter  bav(^  stopped  tbe  whole  of  tbo  other  worku 
of  r^etoratioa  at  this  Cathedral,  All  the  men  employed  there  were  paid  otl" 
on  Sitiirdij,  and  mutters  are  now  at  a  itondatiLL  The  Dean  and  Chapttir 
hare  unanimouily  resolved  to  appeal  againat  the  Bishop's  order  for  the  demo- 
lition of  their  costly  Beredot." 


The  important  difference  between  the  Ritualist  and  the  Reredos 
is  that  the  latter,  if  illegal,  is  enpable  of  being  legally  demollBhed^ 
and  the  former  is  not»  Should  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  op 
Eyeter  and  JirrKJB  Keatinq  upon  the  Reredos  in  Exeter  Cathedral 
be  confirmed  by  the  Privy  Council,  it  will  be  lawful  for  a  Bishop  to 


cause  any  similar  Reredos,  reared  against  his  will,  to  be  knocked 
down.  But  there  is  no  dealing  thus  with  a  Ritualist  who  performs 
illegal  rites  in  contempt  both  of  bis  Bishop  and  the  law  declared 
by  the  Courts  above.  Yet  a  Reredos  may  oe  a  structure  no  more 
onensive  than  a  memorial  window  ;  as  there  is  reason  to  suppose  the 
Privy  Council  will  pronounce  that  which  has  been  put  up  in  Exeter 
Cathedral  to  be*  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  legislation  will  shortly  place 
the  Ritualist  and  the  Reredos  thus  far  on  the  same  footing,  that  the 
former,  if  he  persist  in  performing  illicit  rites  in  his  Church,  shall 
be  liable  to  be,  if  not  straigblway  demolished,  at  least  Bummarily 
removed.

It  is  relati-d  in  their  sacred  traditions  of  that  renowned  demigod 
that  his  two  legs  were  exactly  equal  in  length,  which  is  not  the  case 
with  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  Darwinia.  They  limp,  and  their  gait

NOXIOUS  CORPORATE  BODIES. 

Another  argument  for  "Cremation"  has  appeared  in  the  ahapfi 
of  an  advertiEjement  of  a  Joint  Stock  Cemetery  Company  {Limited}, 
which  has  bought  forty-eight  acres  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  a  new 
burial-ground,  to  be  opened  near  the  Crystal  Palace.  The  Cemetery 
18  to  be  select  *  the  deeeased  labouring  classes  are  to  be  kept  out  of 
it  by  the  prohibition  of  Sunday  funerals ;  exclusiveuesa  which, 
perhaps,  will  not  prevent  injurious  drainage  into  adjoining  walk.

Ix>En  SnAFTESBUEY  Iiates  the  Bill, 
and  LoRl>  BAXisBtTEY  does  not  like 
it ;  Lord  MAXiLBOiiOTJon  wishes  it 
dropped,  and  Lord  Nelson  would 
have  it  stopped;  the  Mabuuis  of 
Bath  does  not  think  it  will  do 
what's  wanted;  and  Lobs  LniE- 
BICK  does  not  see  that  anything 
wants  doing.  But  the  Bishops,  who 
know  best  where  the  shoe  pinches,  and  what  it  costs  in  time  and  money  to  ease  it,  declare 
things  can't  go  on  as  they  are :  that  the  Episcopal  Shepherds  must  have  a  cheaper  and  stronger 
orook  to  pull  up  the  wild  Ritualistic  sheep,  who  have  a  trick  of  leaping  the  Anglican  fences 
into  the  old  Roman  Road  that  runs  on  the  other  side  of  them  (see  Punch's  Cartoon).  His 
Gbac£  of  Petebbobougit,  successor  to  Wilbebi-'obce's  gift  of  ejeech,  sees,  with  his  keen 
Irish  eye,  that  it  all  comes  of  trying  to  govern  a  Live  Church  by  Dead  Law.  The  Bill  is  an 
attempt  to  put  life  into  the  Law.  The  Lawyers  naturally  think  the  best  of  it.  It  had  no 
friends  so  hopeful  as  Ex-Chancellobs  Hatuerley  and  Lobd  Selbobne.  The  Low  and 
Broad  Church  lay-peers  (Richmond  and  SnAFTEsnuBY,  Habbowby  and  Gbay)  insist  that 
Bomethine  must  be  done.  Even  the  High  Church— except  its  Intransigentes — can't  deny  it. 
So,  though  nobody  liked  the  Bill,  nobody  divided  against  the  Second  Reading. 

So,  till  the  old  Law  can  be  overhauled  (which  is  likely  to  come  first.  Disestablishment  or 
the  Greek  Kalends  ?)  its  enforcement  is  to  be  left  to  a  resultant  of  the  forces  of  Episcopal 
discretion  and  Protestant  aggravation.  A  nice  life  the  poor  Bishops  are  likely  to  have  of  it 
between  their  Purchases  and  their  Westertons ! 

While  the  Peers  were  handling  their  Ritualistic  hot  potatoe,  the  Commons  had  in  hand 
their  hot-potato-Publican, 

On  Mb.  Cboss  moving  the  Second  Reading  of  his  Half -hour  Bill  (a  cross  used,  in  fancy 
language,  when  the  fancy  had  its  organs,  to  mean  squaring  a  fight  for  corrupt  consideration), 
Messbs.  Melly  and  Pease  {Fease  et  Melle  reads  like  an  Arcadian  dish  out  of  Athenjeus) 
moved  an  Amendment,  that  no  Public-house  Bill  can  be  satisfactory  which  increases 
facilities  for  drinking  and  deals  unequally  with  the.  Liquor  trade. 

SiB  Selwyn  Ibbetson  spoke  well  up  to  his  Home  Office  brief.  The  principle  of  the  Bill 
is  to  do  away  with  Local  discretion— to  let  Public  opinion,  per  Parliament,  fix  the  hour  for 
shutting  up  the  Public.  There  was  confused  talking  on  this,  much  as  in  the  Lords ;  and  the 
end  was  the  same,  nobody  satisfied  quite  with  what  was  being  done,  everybody  satisfied 
something  must  be  done,  and  nobody  seeing  his  way  to  anything  better  that  could  be  done ; 
and  so  the  Cboss  Bill  was  read  a  Second  Time,  to  the  cry  of  Watchman-PM7toA,  **  Half -after 
twelve,  and  a  hazy  night ! " 

Tuesday,— ^xi  the  Lords,  a  very  sensible  sj^eech  from  Lobd  Caebnabvon,  setting  forth  a 
very  sensible  scheme  for  dealing  with  our  White  Elephant.    Sierra  Leone  is  to  have  one  headj 


La^os  and  Gold  Coast  (800  miles  away),  another,  who  is  not  to  live  in  that  sewage-si 
white-man's  ^ve,  called  Cape  Coast  Castle,  but  in  some  place  where  oqws,  horses,  and 


asses  can  survive  the  fever  (that  seems  the  measure  of  salubrity  for  Colonial  Governors)  ^ 

at  Acorah,  with  a  road  to  the  hills  for  breathable  air  in  the  deadly  season.    Officers  are  to 


be  paid  living  wages  for  taking  their  lives 
in  tneir  hands :  the  Military  Foroe  is  to  be 
a  native  one ;  of  Houssas  and  other  tribes 
that  will  fight :  and  we  are  to  make  a 
&iend,  if  possible,  instead  of  a  f  oe»  of  Enre 
Coffee.  But  Government,  it  is  feared, 
must  have  control  over  the  trade  in  guns, 
though  how,  is  not  so  clear.  (Comdn't 
Mb.  WnnwoBTH  contrive  a  revolver  that 
would  turn  round  and  shoot  nanfhty 
Nigger,  when  naughty  Nigger  go  for  snoot 
White-man?) 

LoBD  Grey  approved,  on  the  whole, 
though  he  didn't  see  his  way  to  stopping 
rum  and  muskets,  and  didn't  like  the 
notion  of  Cbvemment  monopolising  the 
trade  in  these  African  luxuries.  Lobd 
KiMBEBLEY  was  graciously  pleased  to  lean 
towards  approval,  on  the  whole,— of  course, 
couldn't  commit  himself— it  wasn't  to  bo 
expected— but  really  thought,  all  things 
considered,  poor  dear  Lobd  CAEBirABVOir 
deserved  to  oe  patted  on  the  back,  and 
begged  him  to  consider  himself  patted 
accordingly. 

In  the  Commons— YoBKB  found  he  was 
not  wanted,  when  he  purposed  to  exempt 
the  Law-Omcers  ("  travelUM  politicians,^ 
he  called  them,  with  considerable  impei* 
tinence,  on  their  way^  we  presume,  to  tneir 
own  ends  as  contra-distinguished  from  the 
country's)  from  going  back  to  their  Con- 
stituents on  appointment.  Mb.  Habdy 
thought  that,  considering  how  little  ex- 
ercise your  hard-working  Barrister  gets,  it 
would  be  cruel  to  stand  in  the  way  of  his 
going  down  to  the  country  whenever  he 
has  the  chance.  The  House  agreed  with 
him,  and  put  out  the  sun  of  Tobke  without 
a  division. 

Then  Mb.  Dillwyn  wanted  the  Commons 
to  make  impertinent  inquiries  into  House 
of  Lords'  Salaries,  and  odious  comparisons 
wit^  tiiose  of  the  House  of  Commons.  (Ask 
what  ice  pay  our  servants!  Hang  the 
fellow  I— was  ever  such  impudence  I)  The 
Chancellob  of  the  Excheqxjeb  was  quite 
against  anything  so  indelicate :  so  was  the 
House  by  226  to  59— the  dirty  half-hundred, 
says  my  Lobd  Cababas,  who  always  smell 
something  nasty  when  ever  **  salaries  "  are 
in  the  wind,  and  insist  on  stirring  it. 

Mb.  Butt  moved  for  papers  in  the  case  of 
Patbioe  Casey,  Mabtyb  and  Rmsoir-XAir, 
who  has  been  shut  up  for  three  years  under 
the  Lrish  Life  and  Property  Protection  Act. 
Mb.  Roebttce  was  homfied  to  hear  of  such 
a  thing  I — 

''Obstupuit,  Bteteruntquo  comsD,  ot  vox  iauoibus 
heesitl" 

But,  after  all,  the  Act  was  passed  to 
enable  the  Executive  to  do  suoh  things, 
when  necessary.  Was  it  necessary  here  r 
That  is  the  only  question.  Lobd  Habt- 
INGTON  thought  there  could  be  no  harm  in 
looking  into  the  case;  and  Mb.  Disbaeu, 
like  a  sensible  man,  agreed  the  papers 
should  be  produced. 

After  which,  the  irrepressible  Whaixxt 
began  moving  for  a  Select  Committee  on 
himself  and  nis  grievances,  and  that  so 
movingly  he  set  everybody  going,  and  the 
House  was  straightway  tJounted  Out.

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Mb.  G.  Treyeltan  moyed  the  Second  Reading  of  his  Counties 
HoiiBehold  Franchise  Bill.  Mb.  Disraeli  had  said  that  the  only  way 
to  end  heart-bominffs  between  town  and  countrv,  was  to  identify 
town  and  country  sunrage.  There  were  three  millions  called  rural, 
but  really  urbaiu  without  votes.  The  country  labourers  were  just 
as  fit  to  Yote  as  the  town  labourers.  Abch  was  an  excellent  man : 
but  a  labourers'yote  was  the  keystone  of  the  Arch«  Equal  electoral 
rights  was  a  bait  to  draw  our  country  mice  over-sea.  Why  not 
bait  our  own  trap  with  our  own  cheese,  and  catch,  and  keep  'em, 
at  home  ? 

Mb.  Salt  thought  it  was  too  soon  to  go  tinkering  the  Constitution. 
The  last  election  had  returned  a  majority  pledged  (like  Trappists) 
only  to  *'  silence  and  consideration." 

Messrs.  Burt  and  Macdonald,  as  in  delegate-duty  bound,  sup- 
ported the  Bill.  So  ^d  Messrs.  Campbell-Bannerman,  ^OLAN, 
and  Noel.  Messrs.  Newdegate,  Neville  Grenville,  and  Sir  E. 
WiLMOT  opposed  it  (common-place  men,  nro  and  con,) ;  but  only  two 
Tritons  rose  among  all  the  Minnows  that  Wednesday,  Mr.  Forster 
for  the  Bill,  and  Mr.  Disraeli  against  it.  Mr.  Forster 
drew  a  distinction  between  rural  labourers  identical  in  crafts. 
intellifi^ence  and  habits  of  thought.  &c.,  with  town  artisans,  ana 
agrioultural  labourers  proper.  Exclusion  could  not  bo  maintained 
in  the  case  of  the  one.  In  the  case  of  the  other  it  was  a  question  of 
practical  politics.  The  agricultural  labourers  were  a  new  force,  and 
there  were  special  reasons  why  they  should  now  be  admitted  to  the 
franchise— (or  why  they  should  not— all  depends  on  how  you  look  at 
it,  and,  for  the  present,  the  country  evidently  prefers  to  look  at  it 
from  the  "not"  side). 

Mb.  Disraeli,  in  reply  to  the  sturdy  Member  for  Bradford,  spoke 
from  the  same  side  as  the  country.  Here  is  no  question  of  abstract 
Eight,  but  of  expediency  and  sound  sense.  It  may  well  be  that 
the  country  labourer  is  as  fitted  for  the  Franchise  as  the  town 
artisan— or  as  unfitted  iaside)— hut  that  is  not  the  point.  This  is 
not  the  moment  to  awaken  an  electoral  buzz  in  Hodge's  wide- 
awake. He  has  bees  enough  in  his  billy-cock  already,  thanks  to 
Arch  &  Co.  But  the  real  reason  against  the  Bill  is.  that  you  can't 
give  a  vote  to  the  country  householder  without  redistributing  the 
franchise  on  the  equal  electoral- district  principle — which,  on  the 
basis  of  a  Member  to  48,000  electors,  wouldT  extinguish  149  boroughs 
in  England  and  Wales,  13  in  Scotland,  and  27  in  Ireland.  Is  the 
House  prepared  for  that  change?  No,  said  the  House  (with  the 
country  bemnd  it)  by  287  to  173.  And  so  Hodge's  claim  was 
shelvea  in  one  Wcdnesdav  sitting.  Punch  ventures  to  think,  less 
for  the  Premier's  very  rarliamentary  reasons  than,  as  the  Pall 
Mall  Gazette f  pithily,  if  pitilessly,  puts  it,  *'  because  Conservatives  . 
have  not  the  courage  of  those  convictions  of  which  the  Reform  Act 
of  1867  professes  to  be  aif  embodiment ;  and  because  having  already 
enfranchised  a  vast  mass  of  ignorance  and  incapacity,  the  proposal 
to  add  to  it  another  vast  mass,  of  far  more  profound  ignorance,  and 
far  moro  desperate  incapacity,  is  a  proposal  at  which  both  parties 
simply  stand  aghast." 

Thursday, — The  Bill  to  enforce  Compulsory  Registration  of 
Births  and  Deaths  was  read  a  Second  Tmie ;  and  the  Juries  Bill 
was  forwarded  in  Committee  ;  but  the  Palladium  is  to  stand  as  it 
is.  No  less  a  number  than  the  mystic  twelve  is  to  pass  between 
Her  Sovereign  Majesty  the  Q,ueen  and  the  Prisoner  at  the  Bar,  or 
the  parties  to  a  suit  and  the  issue  raised  on  the  pleadings. 

JFVkfay.— A  mad  Colonel  in  Guatemala  has  flogged  an  English 
Vice-Consul.  Guatemala  has  offered  an  indemnity,  and  every  pos- 
sible reparation.  Guatemala  being  a  small  power,  with  Lnglish 
men-of-war  in  her  waters,  knows  what  to  expect  if  she  didn't. 
If  J.  B.  toould  now  and  then  hit  one  of  his  own  size,  when  the  big 
Inrute  is  clearly  in  the  wrong  I 

Complaints  are  often  made  that  Parliament  won't  furnish  a  grant 
for  rare  windfalls  of  Art.  In  the  case  of  Landseer's  most  interest- 
ing portrait  of  Sir  Walter  Scott  (just  sold  at  Christie's),  Parlia- 
ment has  furnished  such  a  Grant— Baron  Albert  Grant,  M.P.  for 
Kidderminster,  who,  having  bought  the  portrait,  has  presented  it  to 
the  National  Portrait  Gallery.  Another  proof,  besides  the  present  of  a 
renovated  Leicester  Square  to  London,  that  the  Member  for  Kidder- 
minster is  anything  but  a  barren  Grant,  as  far  as  gifts  to  the  public 
are  concerned. 

There  was  much  talk  of  Irish  matters  in  Committee  of  Supply 
and  before  it ;  first,  pro  and  con.  Guarantees  given  to  Railways  out 
of  local  rates ;  then  about  Irish  Queen's  Plates,  the  allowance  for 
which  Mr.  A2n)ERS0ir  (Glasgow)  had  the  assurance  to  object  to,  and 
was  smartly  snubbed,  beinga  mere  puir  Glasgow  body,  for  inter- 
fering with  an  Irish  vote.  The  fine  ould  Irish  sporting  blood  was 
soon  up ;  and  that  bit  of  the  ni^ht  had  a  Charles-Leverish  tone 
about  ft  that  was  moighty  refreshm*. 

In  discussing  one  of  the  votes  for  the  Medical  service  of  the  Irish 
Prisons,  there  was  a  flinging  about  among  the  Irish  Members  of 
such  dirty  words  as  **  animal"  and  "  creature,"  more  in  the  key  of 
the  Rotunda  than  the  House  of  Commons.  It  seems  odd,  but 
Punch  never  remembers  Irish  Votes,  and  Irish  Rows  taking  up  so 


much  of  the  House's  time  as  thus  far  in  this  Home-Rule  Session,— 
except,  of  course,  in  Mr.  Gladstone's  Upas-tree  years. 

Durinsr  the  night  there  was  a  stupid  attempt  to  interfere  with 
an  excellent  Government  servant's  employment  of  his  holidays. 
The  Erie  Directors  having  asked  the  Hon.  T.  Bruce  (about  the 
best  man  they  could  have  asked)  to  recommend  them  a  fit  and 
proper  person  to  report  on  their  line,  he  recommended  Captain 
Tyler,  one  of  the  Railway  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  (about 
the  best  man  he  could  have  recommended,)  who  was  about  to  take 
his  holidays,  in  which  he  could  do  the^ob.  The  President  of  his 
Board  raised  no  objection ;  and  Mr.  Goldsuxd,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
understands  by  this  time  that  nobody  else  had  any  business  to  raise 
any. 

The  evening's  entertainment  concluded  with  a  talk  about  Kasghar, 
on  whose  throne  is  a  clever  Ameer,  whose  dominions  Lord  Claude 
Hamilton  assures  Sir  C.  Dilke,  Russia  has  no  intention  of 
absorbing,  and  couldn't,  if  she  had,  they  being  defended  on  all  sides 
by  mountains  18,000  feet  high.

Coming  down  the  course  of  time  to  modem  days  and  our  own  free  countrVi  wo 
find  races  established  under  the  reign  of  some  of  our  earlier  monarons  at 
(amongst  other  places)  Ambleside,  Canterbury,  Cobham,  Galloway,  Hackney, 
Horsham,  Horsleydown,  Punohestown  (under  our  own  especial  patronage), 
Runnymede,  and  in  the  Yorkshire  Eidingi ;  but,  perhaps,  there  is  no  place 
which  has  known  more  of  the  ups  and  Downs  inseparably  connected  with  the 
turf  than  Epsom,  in  Surrey. 

Beyond  its  race-course  and  its  salts,  there  is  nothing  Tcry  remorkahle  about 
Epsom. 

The  Derby  was  founded  towards  the  end  of  last  century ;  the  Oaks  (the  trees 
have  long  since  been  cut  down)  a  year  earlier. 

The  number  of  entries — ^which  must  be  made  on  a  Spring  morning  in  one  of 
the  Equity  Courts— varies  with  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  the  price  of 
horse  com,  the  imports  and  exports,  the  weather  and  the  crops,  and  the 
condition  of  the  course. 

There  is  but  one  limit  to  the  number  of  horses  which  may  compete  for  the 
stakes— the  size  of  the  course.  The  time,  too,  is  left  entirely  to  the  discretion 
of  the  jockeys  and  the  horses ;  Parliament,  at  present,  not  naving  interfered 
either  to  lengthen  or  shorten  it. 

The  running  horses  must  be  three  years  old  last  birthday,  and  thoroughbred — 
their  age  duly  certified  by  the  Royal  Veterinary  0>llege.  and  their  pedigrees 
formally  registered  in  the  College  of  Arms.  They  may  oe  of  any  colour,  but 
there  is  no  instance  on  record  of  a  piebald  winner.  A  dark  horse  has  frequently 
carried  ofE  the  prize. 

With  regard!^  to  weight,  fillies  running  in  the  Derby,  like  young  ladies 
starting  in  life,  have  an  allowanoe  made  them,  which,  but  in  this  respect  they 
do  not  resemble  young  ladies,  they  never  exceed. 

The  history  of  the  Derhy  in  its  earliest  years  is  somewhat  meagre.  So  that 
we  have  failed  to  find  the  name  of  the  famous  jockey  who  was  yiotorious  on 
Aldiborontipho9cophornw.  although  he  rode  the  last  naif  mile  with  only  one 
stirrup ;  the  amount  of  the  stakes  when  that  unrivalled  mare,  PolytpUMe^  won 
both  the  Derby  and  the  Oaks  in  a  canter ;  and  the  exact  time  in  which  the  race 
was  ran  when  Damon  and  Pythias  nassed  the  Judge's  ohair  nose  and  nose,  and 
the  issue  was  declared  to  be  a  dead  neat. 

The  ootmtry  neople  round  Epsom  have  a  tradition  that  a  deed  keat  for  the 
Derhy  is  inyariably  followed  by  remarkably  hot  summer.  School  boards  have 
onlybeen  recently  established  in  the  neighooarhood.

Early  hoars  at^  both 
ends  of  the  day,  voluminous  dothinpr  and,  violent 
exercise  to  reduce  his  frame  to  the  weight  laid  down 
by  law,  and  a  diet  of  which  tiie  main  ingredients  are 
reported  to  be  pickles,  porridge,  hard-boiled  Mgs,  green 
salads,  captain's  biscuits,  soda  water,  rice  pudaing,  and 
cold  tea.

Horses  standing  (in  their  shoes)  over  twenty  bands  high,  must 
be  shown  as  extra  stock. 

Every  Horae  ib  liable  to  be  called  on  (by  an  eminent  veterinary 
surgeon,  who  will  first  leave  bis  card)  to  furnish  satisfactory  proofs 
of  nis  age  at  a  minute  and  a  half's  notice.  Owners  are  therefore 
requested  to  see  that  the  teeth  are  properly  cleaned  each  morning  of 
the  Show.    No  particular  dentifrice  is  recommended. 

The  utmost  delicacy  and  forbearance  will  be  shown  in  inveiti- 
gating  the  age  of  Mares.    If  desired,  the  details  will  not  be  published. 

Horse-chestnuts,  and  every  other  description  of  provender,  will  be 
provided  in  abundance. 

Any  groom  detected  mixing  ^  with  the  water,  in  order  to  make 
his  horse  more  spirited,  will  be  instantly  ejected  from  the  Hall. 

Horses  that  have  been  in  India  will  be  allowed  an  extra  ourry 
each  day  of  the  Show, 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  clipping  and  singeing  by  some  of 
the  first  artuUs  of  the  day  ;  and,  in  consideration  of  the  heat  of  the 
weather,  any  Horse  may  oe  shampooed,  on  expressing  a  wish  to  that 
effect  beforenand. 

By  the  kind  pCT mission  of  the  Commanding  Officers,  detachmentB 
from  the  different  Regiments  of  Horse  Guards  will  be  on  duty  to 
protect  the  Prii^e  Animals.  A  troop  of  Coldstreams  will  be  told  off 
to  look  after  the  Watering. 

In  the  event  of  the  DtnfE  AifD  BtrciTKSs  op  Edwbuhoh  visiting 
the  Show,  a  Guard  of  Honour  will  be  supplied  by  the  Horse 
lfam«fl.

LoBB  Sakdhubst  midfl  that  Short  Service  means  not  only  short,  but  weak, 
service^that  it  gives  us,  in  fact,  children  in  arms,  instead  of  men-at-arms, 
till  the  Line  threatens  to  become  a  mathematical  line,  length  without  breadth 
—of  shoulder — or  depth — of  chest,  for  soldiers'  work.  By  way  of  remedy,  he 
proposed  to  feed  the  Line  from  the  Militia,  recruiting  for  the  latter  only,  and 
lettmg  the  Militiamen  volunteer  for  the  Line. 

Lord  Pembroks  (Under-Secretary-at-War,  recalling  the  Sidney  Herbert 
of  other  days)  asked  for  time.  The  Government  were  looking  into  the 
Eeomiting  question,  but  couldn't  be  expected  to  have  seen  to  the  bottom  of  it 
in  three  months. 

Lord  Cardweix  doubted  if  Lord  Saitdhurst's  plan  might  not  spoil  the 
Militia  without  improving  the  Army. 

The  Duke  of  Cahbridoe  spoke  some  plain  sense.  Eecruiting  is  a  question 
of  the  Labour  market.  The  recruiting- sergeant  cannot  bid  sgainst  the  em- 
^byer.  Change  is  the  worst  thing  tor  the  soldier— it  worries  hun.  The 
Keoruit  likes  to  know  what  he  is  to  expect.  Officers  don't  like  short  service, 
because  it  gives  them  one  hundred  and  fifty  raw  recruits  in  a  regiment  at  once, 
instead  of  twenty  or  thirty— makes  their  machine  harder  to  keep  in  perfect 
workingorder. 

The  Duke  of  Btjccleuch  said  Scotch  recruits  liked  looking  forward  to  a 
pension.  Whereat  the  House  laughed.  But  how  much  good  is  not  thrift  at 
the  bottom  of,  and  what  gives  Sawitet  his  pull  over  Pat  and  John  so  much  as 
his  eye  to  the  main  chance  P 

In  the  Commons,  after  Mr.  O'Donnell^  the  unseated  for  Galway,  had 
appeared,  and  disappeared  on  being  politely  mf  ormed  by  the  Speaker  that  he 
had  no  business  there,  we  had  an  awful  soene :  France  at  the  Bar  of  the 
House— France  pulled  up— France  solemidy  admonished— France  saying 
somethixijg  awfully  like  ''^Admonition  be  bothered ! "  and  doing  something 
awfully  eke  taking  a  sight  at  the  Spsaixb. 

France  is  an  mventor  of  explosives*  It  can  hardly  be  neeessary  to  tell 
readers  of  history  thai.  In  a  letter  to  Sir  John  Hat,  Chairman  of  a  late 
explosive  Committee,  France  exploded,  blew  up  Sir  John,  and  charged 
Government  officials  en  masse  with  turning  their  own  explosives  to  profit,  and 
patting  the  extinguisher  on  all  besides. 

France  apologiied  by  the  mild  moath  of  Mb.  Forstth,  Q.C,  but,  as 


France  often  does,  made  matters  worse  by  the  explana- 
tion. So  the  bar  was  pulled  out  for  France,  and  France 
was  pulled  up  to  the  bar;  had  to  '*  toe  the  line"  (as 
sailors  call  it) ;  was  solemnly  told  by  the  Speaker  to 
consider  himself  admonished;  oonsidered  himself 
admonished  aooordingly,  and  did  not  appear  to  be  a  bit 
the  worse  for  it. 

Honourable  Memben  seemed  wnbh  amused^  and 
France  did  not'ieem  at  all  imptewod.  Probably  he 
will  say,  as  the  navvy  said  whoa  his  wife  pitched  into 
him,  '*  It  amuses  them,  and  it  don't  hurt  me.^' 

Punch,  for  his  part,  would  suggest  that  there  is  one 
explosive  which  tbe  House  of  Cobubbuxis  ought  never  to 
play  with,  and  that  is  brutum  fulmm.  Faroes  are  oat 
of  plaoe  on  the  fioor  of  the  House ;  and  the  Speaker 
and  Mr.  Disraeli  deoidedly  out  of  pUoe  in  faioe-parts. 

Mr.  Torrens  MoCuixagh  moved  an  Address  praying 
the  Queen  that  no  Begimentsl  Officer  of  three  years' 
standing  may  be  removed  from  aotive  servioe,  in  peaoe, 
without  the  option  of  a  Court-Martial.

Sir  n.  Havelock,  from  exnerienoe  of  eighteen  years' 
stafi  servioe,  supported  the  Motion. 

A  ffood  stroke  of  business  was  done  in  Comaiittee  of 
Supmy  (all  but  the  Eduoation  Estimates  are  nowToted) ; 
the  BiU  repealing  the  Statates  that  prohibit  Kevenue 
Offioers  from  voting  at  Sleodoas  was  passed  through 
Committee,  and  progress  was  made  with  the  Juries  BilL 

Tuesdai/.—JjOBS)  Selkirk  moved  my  Lords  aMinst 
Second  Reading  of  the  Sootoh  Eirk  Patronage  BiU.  To 
throw  it  out  would  be  selling  the  Kirk  with  a 
vengeance  (argued  the  Duke  of  Argyll).  EstabUshed 
Churches  are  more  liberal  than  dis- Established— so 
true  liberality  should  strengthen  Establishmenta,  and 
this  Bill  will  give  new  life  to  the  Kirk.  Peiliaps  the 
**  Con|Tegation"  would  have  been  a  better  constituency 
than  the  "communicants."  The  Bill  was  confiseation  and 
dis-establishment  in  the  eyes  of  Lord  Seafield  and  Lord 
Lauderdale  (not  a  name  of  pleasant  historical  assooia- 
tion  to  Scotch  Kirk  men ;  they  will  be  apt  to  remember 
the  Lauderdale  who  put  the  boots  on  the  wrong  legs, 
under  Charles  the  Second).  Lords  Airlie  ana  Cam- 
PERDOWN  were  for  widening  the  constituency  to  all 
Ratepayers.  Lord  Napier  and  Ettrick  was  for  giving 
Lairds  at  least  a  vote.  {Puwh  agrees,  when  they  are 
Kirk-goers.  A  man  should  have  some  voice  in  deter- 
mining the  doctrinal  douche  he  will  sit  under.) 

Lord  High  Commissioner  Rossltn,  hot  from  the 
General  Assembly,  reported  the  Kirk  in  favour  of  the 
Bill,  whieh  was  read  a  Second  Time.

So,  after  getting  some  genuine  laughs,  he  took 
his  facer  of  243  to  69  like  a  man,  and  sat  down  snuling  be- 
fore a  smiling  House,  which,  however,  soon  smiled  on  the 
wrong  side  of  its  mouth,  when  Mr.  Anderson  broug^  up 
a  large  dish  of  cold  Humble  Pie,  and  proposed  that  as  the 
Government  had  admitted  its  own  wrong  in  the  escape  of 
the  Alabamay  and  compensated  American  citizens  who 
had  suffered  thereby,  it  was  bound  to  compensate  its 
own  subjects  who  had  suffered  from  the  same  pest.

Monte-Carlo,  Monaco,  June  Sth, 

A  FEW  days  ago,  I  found  myself  with  a  little  pionio-partv  on 
Bazaine's  island  of  St*  Marruente*  A  charming  retreat  enough,  if 
one  hud  the  run  of  it ;  with  its  breezy  woods  wooing  every  breath

greatest  of  hii  adherents,  fio^re  ghrieux  Bazaine  !  That  little  a&ir 
of  the  Court  Martial  ?  Pooh !  quite  forgotten.  It  waa  all  a  ffot-up 
thing  in  the  interests  of  the  Due  d'Aumale.  The  MarshaT-that- 
was-and- will-be  must  speculate  anxiously  on  the  ebb  and  How  of 
events  in  France — (I  wonder  if  he  is  allowed  newspapers  i*)— while 
looking  out  over  yonder  at  the  Grand  Hotel  of  Cannes,  sprawling 
over  the  large  plot  of  land  which  the  father  of  the  present  proprietor 
bought,  some  forty  years  ago,  for  a  bottle  of  wine  and  a  couple  of 
worthless  assignats.

south  of  the  Tient,  7 '15  a.m.  and  12':iO  p.m. 

In  towDs,  eitiea,  and  other  populous  places,  where  the  population^  according  to  the  lajit 
Census,  exceeded  one  miilionf  tno  hour  of  closing  to  be  12*20;  whet'e  it  was  between  2 pOO 
and  ft  million,  11'15-  where  it  waa  under  2»500,  lO'lO  p.m. 

On  Sundays,  publicans  who  are  members  of  the  Establiahment,  to  keep  their  houBes  closed 
during  the  church  aervices ;  publicans  who  are  Nonconiormists  to  regulate  theii'  houra  of 
opening  and  olosing  by  the  Diaaenting  chapels.  On  line  summer  evenings,  an  additional 
half -hour  may  be  granted  by  jjermisBion  of  the  nearest  Magiatrate,  Notice  to  be  given 
beforehand,  that  the  neftrest  Magistrate  mny  he  at  home. 

A  Licensed  Tictualler  to  have  the  privilege  of  entertaining  liis  own  and  Ida  wife** 
relationn,  after  the  legal  hour  of  closing,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdayfli  and  Fridays  ;  and  also 
on  Tuesday  Si  and  Thuradays,  if  either  of  theae  last  two  mentioiLed  dayti  happens  to  be  hia 
birthday,  or  his  wife*8,  or  that  of  any  of  hia  ohildren  (if  resident  on  the  premises),  or  his 
wedding-day.  The  Head  of  the  Police  or  a  resident  Magistrate  always  to  be  of  the  party 
on  these  oocasions.  This  privileg-e  not  to  be  extended  to  beerhouse  keep<«rs,  except  at  the 
urgent  request  (in  writing)  of  four-iifths  of  the  rateable  inhabitaati. 

Licensed  Victuallers  to  b«  allowed  to  soil  tobacco,  but  not  pipes ;  beerhouse  keepers  to  keep 
pipes,  but  no  tobaoeo.  In  places  where  there  are  less  than  2,500  inhabitants,  no  smoking 
to  be  permitted  before  8*30  a.m,  or  after  9  p.m. 

FftCilitiea  to  be  ^ven  to  j^otboya  and  barmaids  for  self -culture. 

All  signs  and  signboards  to  he  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Works  in  London,  and  to  the 
Town  Council  in  the  country. 

Dusty  boots  to  be  accepted  as  the  teat  of  a  hondjide  traveller. 

To  insure  punctuality  in  the  hours  of  opening  and  closing,  every  toublioan  will  be  required, 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  to  provide  himself  with  a  chronometer  by  one  of  the 
best  makers.

OuB  usual  sSance  was  held  yesterday  after  dinner.  Proceedings 
commenced  with  passing  the  claret,  whereupon  cigars  were  lighted, 
and  a  succession  of  raps  spelt  out  through  the  alphabet  a  request  for 
pen,  ink  and  paper,  which  were  put  under  the  table.

To 
medisBvalise  St.  Paul's  would  be  as  great  a  mistake  as  it  would  to 
Italianise  Westminster  Abbey.  That  was  a  mistake  which  the  spirit 
himself  had  unfortunately"made  during  earth-life,  and  had  never 
ceased  to  regret  it  ever  since.  It  pained  him  whenever  he  thought 
of  the  hrbrid  Western  towers,  which,  in  ignorance  and  misconcep- 
tion of  Gothic  architecture,  he  had  been  mistaken  enough  to  superin- 
duce on  pure  Early  English.  If  the  work  which  he  had  so  done 
could  possibly  be  undone,  he  should  be  at  peace ;  and  he  wished  to 
hATe  published  the  suggestion  that  Mb.  Bimexs.  instead  of  being  set 
to  misapply  his  abilities  in  disfiguring  St  Paul's  interior,  shouM  be 
commissioned  to  turn  his  skill  and  knowledge  to  goodpuzpoM  by 
the  alteration  and  reform  of  the  two  Western  tow«rs  of  Westminster 
Abbty,  BO  as  to  brin^  those  aaomaloui  stfaotufw  into  hAnwmy  with 
the  rest  of  the  building.

TnouoH  the  Citakceij-or  op  tkb  ExdreorER  has  withdrawn  from 
his  Friendly  Societies  Bill  (to  be  reintroduced  next  Sesiion)  the 
intended  pruhibition  of  the  Life  Insurance  of  Infants  under  three 
years  old^  he  proposes  to  subject  that  practice  to  re«trictionN  which 
will  render  it  unobjectionable.  The  obiection  to  its  unconditional 
allowance  ai)pear8  to  be  that,  for  little  Children,  what  is  termed 
Life  Insurance  is,  on  the  contrary,  not  scldum  the  insurance  of  an 
untimely  end.  Perhaps  this  does  not  happen  quite  so  often  as  to 
justify  the  suspicion  of  a  real  Massacre  of  the  Innocents,  but  the 
idea  of  it  is  quite  euflicient  to  necessitate  every  precaution  that 
members  oif  tno  inatitutions  named  Benefit  Clubs  shall  not  be 
suffered  to  insure  their  infants*  lives  to  on  amount  which  would 
exceed  the  sum- total  of  a  reasonable  undertaker's  biU  in  the  eyent 
of  their  deaths.  Benefit  Clubs  ore  vulgarly  called  Coffin  Clubs,  not 
without  reason.  It  seems  that,  in  some  cases,  they  facilitate  the 
insurance  not  only  of  coffins  for  ohildren  but  also  of  children  for 
coffins.

3*  An  Annual  Budg-et  shall  b«  i^resanted  to  the  House  ouee  a  (quarter. 

d,  Shilcla^ba,  reyoiverfi,  and  pikes,  shall  not  be  introduced  into  the  House, 
except  when  accompanied  by  a  Member. 

5,  A  Member  shall  be  bound  to  attend  every  debate.  A  Member,  however, 
ahall  be  excused  if  bo  pets  up  in  his  place  in  the  House  and  announces  that  he 
would  be  present  were  he  not  ill  at  home  in  bed. 

G.  A  Quorum  shall  consist  of  forty  Members,  Should  a  count-out  be 
demandr:^,  Member.^  who  have  been  engagCHl  iu  personal  altercation,  shall  not 
be  included  unleas  they  are  sufficiently  conscious  to  utter  "  Erin  |^  Dra^b !  ** 
thrice  distinctly. 

7.  Duels  will  be  strictly  forbidden.  Should  any  Memberj  however,  think 
proper  to  break  this  rule,  it  will  be  considered  a  breach  of  pnvUege  if  he  does 
not  invite  the  Speaker  and  the  whole  House  to  see  the  fnn.

This  rule  does  not  apply  to  whiskey,  gin,  brandy, 
and  the  French  liqueurs. 

12.  As  only  the  most  elegant  Dublin  Engliah  will  be  fti)oken  in  the  House, 
no  Provincial  brogue  can  be  tolera1>ed.

The  King  of  the  SAimwiCH  Islands  having  sent  an  official 
notice  of  his  intention  to  viait  the  principal  countries  of  Europe  this 
year,  the  following  arrangements  will  probably  be  made  to  give 
His  Majesty  the  usual  welcome  on  his  appearance  in  England. 

L  A  week  before  His  Majesty's  arrival  articles  will  appear  in  the 
newspapers  tracing  the  King's  pedigree  to  the  heroes  in  the  Ara£mn 
Nights^  and  giving  glowing  and  fanciful  word-pictures  of  the 
scene rv  of  the  SaDQwich  Islands. 

2,  llie  British  Fleet  will  be  concentrated  at  Portsmouth  to  offer 
His  Majesty  a  Royal  Salute^  Should  the  King  arrive,  however,  at 
some  other  port,  the  iron-clads  will  not  be  allowed  to  proceed 
thither,  so  aa  to  avoid  any  chance  of  ronniag  a^und. 

3»  On  hia  arrival  His  Majesty  will  be  received  by  a  Mayor  and 
Corporation,  who  will  read  to  him  an  address  eoDgratulatin^  him 
upon  his  wisdom  in  coming'  to  Enpland  to  learn  a  leRson  in  Liberty 
(Civil  and  Rdifrioua)  and  Free  Trade.  Should  the  King  disembark 
at  Gravesend,  the  unused  address  recently  prepared  for  the  Emperos 
OF  RxTssTA,  when  that  Sovereign  proposed  landing  on  the  shores  of 
the  Thames,  will  once  more  be  called  into  requisition. 

4.  His  Majesty,  on  his  arrival  in  London,  will  immediately  attend 
in  State  a  concert  given  by  the  Christy  Minstrels,  The  National 
Anthem  of  the  Sandwich  Islands  f composed  expressly  for  this  occa- 
sion by  Mn,  Smith,  and  publiahea,  with  a  portrait  oi  His  Majesty, 
bv  MsasBS.  BiiowNj  Joirss,  and  Robinson)  will  be  plaved  upon  the 
King's  appearanoe  in  the  Eoval  Box,  His  Majesty  will  be  escorted 
to  and  from  St.  James's  Hall  by  two  regiments  of  life  Guards,  The 
line  of  route  wOl  be  deoorated  with  an  assortment  of  flags,  all 
imagined,  more  or  less,  to  be  the  national  standard  of  the  Sandwich 
Islands. 

5.  On  the  morning  after  His  M^eaty's  arriva),  the  King  will  he 
presented  with  the  freedom  of  the  City  of  ^  London,  and  thus  obtain 
the  right  to  open  a  shop  in  the  K.C.  division  of  the  Metropolis.  In 
the  course  of  the  afternoon  he  wiU  be  present  at  a  review  at  Alder- 


shot,  wHl  pay  a  visit  to  Windaor  Castle,  and  will  be  shown  over 
Woolwioh  Arsenal,  In  the  evening  His  Miyetty  will  be  the  guest 
ol  a  noble  Doke,  and  will  deep  in  Bootland. 

6,  On  the  morning  of  the  following  day  His  Majesty,  before 
returning  to  London,,  will  visit  a  ooal-mme,  and  will  inspect  a  model 
farm.  Ci  the  afternoon  he  will  visit  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  the 
Tower  of  London^  the  Mint,  the  Printing  Establishment  of  the 
Tinier  newspaper ,  the  British  Museum,  Kew  Gardens,  and  Newgate. 
In  the  evenmg  he  wiU  he  present  at  a  Grand  F^te  held  in  his  honour 
at  the  Crystal  Palaoe,  Sydenham,  The  Royal  Arms  of  the  Sandwich 
Islands  (a  alioe  of  ham,  rampant^  between  two  pieces  of  bread  and

drivers.  The  debate  won't  do  any  harm ;  but  domestic 
slavery,  like  drunkenness,  is  not  to  be  most  hopefully 
assailed  by  direct  legislation.  The  stronger  the  enemy, 
the  more  advisable  is  flank  attack.

But  the  Licenser  has  refused  to  sanction 
their  production,  and  we  are  forced  to  break  our  contracts,  and 
bear  the  con8equenet*a,"  One  consequence  of  importance  to  the 
London  play-guing  Public  will  be  the  collapse  of  this  enteriJrise, 
after  two  years  of  iiard  struggling  up-hill  work,  in  order  to  establish 
one  First- class  French  Theatre  in  London. 

To  Uu5  it  has  been  replied,  **  Well,  but  you  knew  the  sort  of 
piece  for  the  entertainment  of  the  British  Public  before  you  started." 
The  answer  of  Hbssiis,  Valniy  and  Pitron  8h<mld  be  this  :—**  Lr 
E^veilion,  Tricoche  tt  Cacolett  and  Gavaui  Mimtrd  H  Cir,  have 
all  been  licensed  by  the  Ix)aD  Chambrhla.in.  If  these  can  be  pro- 
dnoed,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Censor  Morum,  surely  the  permission 
will  not  be  refuied  to  playa  far  leaa  objectionable. 

^  Without  expressing  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  above-named 
pieoea  ought  or  ought  not  to  have  been  allowed,  it  is  clear  that 
the  If anagers  were  logical  in  their  deduction,  and  it  seems  very  hard 


that  they,  and  their  hard-working  and  excellent  company,  should 
have  to  snffer  for  the  want  of  proper  prevision  in  official  quarters. 

And  now  to  express  our  o^jinion. 

Surely  judicious  expurgation  of  dialogue  is  all  that  in  necessary  in 
such  farces  as  Trtcoehe  and  Le  RSretUon^  while  the  third  piece 
above-mentioned  should  have  been  "  reformed  altogether.*' 

A  pxir el y  French  audience  can  listen  to  these  things  with  impu- 
nity. They  laugh  at  the  wit  of  a  douhie  entendre^  and  are  amused 
fur  the  moment  by  the  absurd  complications  represented  as  arising 
out  of  an  immoral  intrigue.  They  cannot  take  seriously  what  was 
never  meant  to  be  seriousl}''  taken.  The  light  drama  is  pour  passer 
le  letixpn  :  and  as  you  must  either  mourn  over,  or  laugh  at,  the  errors 
and  follies  of  mankind,  the  French  choose  the  latter  course  in  their 
amusements,  and  leave  the  former  for  their  devotions.  That  we  are 
not  inclined  to  be  so  striutlj  mural  in  our  theatrical  tastes  may  be 
gathered  from  the  popularity'  of  wild,  brutal  dancing,  which  would 
not  be  permitted  in  Paris,  of  scant  drapery,  and  of  stupidly  grosa 
imitations  of  oil  that  is  worst  on  the  French  stage. 

Messus.  Valnat  and  Piteon  would  have  a  right  to  point  to  these 
Exhibitions,  and  favourably  compare  their  own  representations  with 
such  coarse  Extravagances.  Theirs  is  certainly  a  hard  case ;  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  attempt  to  establish  a  French  Theatre  will 
not  be  alluwed  to  drop ;  but  that  from  small  beginnings  we  may^ 
with  high  aims,  arrive  at  the  best  form  of  French  Dramatic  Art, 
and  that  Messhs,  Valnay  and  Pitron  may,  by  the  timely  aid  of  their 
Patrons,  be  enobled  to  tide  over  present  aiftieulties,  and  for  the 
future  to  come  to  a  clear  understanding  with  the  Lord  CaAKBER- 
LAiN  as  to  the  exact  point  where  the  line  is  to  be  drawn.  We 
thank  them  for  the  past,  and  wish  them  success  in  the  future.

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THE    COMET. 

CE  Comet  is  the  greatest 
star  of  the  season. 

The  €!omet  wiU  apjpear 
every  evening  (the  Clerk 
of  the  Weather  permit- 
ting), but  only  for  a  limited 
number  of  nights,  in  con- 
sequence of  pressing  en- 
gagements elsewhere. 

The  Comet  has  no  con- 
nection with  Home-Rule, 
the  Lock-out  of  the 
Labourers,  the  French 
situation,  the  abolition  of 
Scotch  Patronage,  the  dis- 
appearance of  the  Lion 
from  Northumberland 
House,  the  high  price  of 
provisions,  or  the  Bank 
rate  d  discount.  We  are 
wiser  than  our  forefathers. 
The  rise  of  the  Comet  is 
not  poritivcSy  known,  but 
it  fills  up  a  pause  in  the 
donversation  at  dinner 
parties,  dances,  garden 
entertaiinments,  &c. 
The  pace  at  which  the  Comet  travels  is  uncertain,  but  the  Comet 
Galop  will  shortly  appear. 

The  Comet  can  be  seen  to  the  best  advantage  (through  a  piece  of 
smoked  glass)  from  the  centre  of  Salisbury  Plain,  the  middle  of  the 
Channel,  the  summit  of  the  great  Pyramid,  the  brow  of  Primrose 
Hill,  and  the  top  of  St.  Paul's  (apply  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  any 
time  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve,  p.m.). 

The  Comet  is  specially  interesting  to  astronomers,  contributors  of 
scientific  articles,  night  policemen,  persons  at  a  loss  for  conversation, 
port  wine  drinkers,  children  who  are  allowed  to  sit  up  to  see  the 
Comet,  and  young  people  of  both  sexes  gazing  at  it  from  gardens 
and  balconies  while  under  an  engagement  to  marry. 

No  one  knows  exactly  what  comets  are— they  are  not  liable  to 
Income-tax,  and  dissensions  amongst  the  clergy  are  unknown 
there— and  rumours  have  been  prevalent  of  the  intention  of  Govern- 
ment to  refer  the  present  one  to  a  Royal  Commisrion. 

It  is  a  painful  disclosure  to  have  to  make,  but  some  people  hold 
the  opinion  that  C!omets  may  be  **  dissipated." 

As  the  Comet  is  a  good  deal  talked  about,  it  is  advisable  to  get  up 
a  little  information  on  the  subject.  Such  terms  as  orbit,  ellipse, 
nucleus,  nebulosity,  and  perihelion  are  not  to  be  used  lightly  and  at 
random  at  every  dinner-table  and  dancing  party.  If  you  have  any 
theory  of  your  own  about  Comets— that  they  are  enormous  fireworks 
or  gasworks,  or  merely  nebulous  masses  of  imponderable  vapour — 
advance  it  with  feelings  in  which  pride  and  modesty  struggle  for 
the  mastery,  in  the  intervcd  between  the  Eton  and  Harrow  Match 
and  Gk>odwood.    (N.B.  Spectrum  analysis  ip.  a  good  card.) 

Astronomer  Bojal  Punch  predicts  that  the  Comet  will  reappear 
when  Education  is  useful,uiiiversal,  and  compulsory ;  when  there  is 
some  proper  system  of  government  for  the  whole  of  London ;  when 
we  have  decent  cabs :  when  the  Law  Courts  are  completed ;  when 
cremation  is  thoroughly  established ;  and  when  Ladies  have  seats  in 
the  House  of  Lords. 

Of  course  there  is  a  dose  intimacy  between  the  Comet  and  the 
weather.

POLITICAL  INTELLIGENCE. 

AssuiLEDLT  the  French  are  a  most  inventive  people,  and  in  few 
ways  is  their  talent  more  surprisingly  made  manifest  than  in  the 
tales  which  they  invtnt  respecting  things  which  are  not  French.

The  thoroughbred  employed  is  the  Winner  of  the  Derby,  which  it 
invoriaMy  purchased  by  the  Government  at  the  finish  of  the  race. 
The  animal  is  then  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Master  of  the  Horse, 
and,  after  a  month^s  training  in  the  Circus  known  as  **  AsrLinr's^'*

A  MEETma  of  the  London  Statues  was  held  at  midnight,  a  few 
evenings  since,  to  consider  the  recent  improvements  that  have  been 
made  in  Leicester  Square.  Mr.  Peabodt  was  in  the  ohairt  and 
amongst  those  present  we  observed  their  Maje^^ties  Kxsg  Chaeles 
THE  FmsT,  Jamks  ttte  Secojtd,  Geoeoe  thk  8econt>  and  Tiimn, 
Geobge  and  William  the  Fotjuth,  the  Ditkes  of  Cu^mjjehland, 
WftLUNGTOET^  and  BKDroEn,  Viscorwr  NsLsoif,  QeitebaIiS  Kapiek 
and  HAVEioctt,  and  Me.  Prrr,  and  Mb,  Fos, 

The  Chairman  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  that  the  recent 
alterations  in  Leicester  Square  had  suggested  to  many  of  those  pre- 
sent the  posHibility  of  bettering  their  position*  He  would  suggest 
an  agitation  in  favour  of  reform.  He  (the  Chairman)  would  have 
to  sit,  **  it  might  be  for  years  and  it  might  be  for  ever"  (to  quote  the 
old  song),  at  the  corner  of  the  Royal  Exchange^  unless  something 
was  done  soon*  He  felt  more  like  a  naughty  child  than  a  great 
Fhilanthropiat  in  his  new  attitude.    Kow  in  days  of  yore,  Leicester

The  Chairman  declared  that  he  had  no  intention  of  doing  anything 
of  the  sort*  The  lamented  Statue  had  been  broken  up,  and  he  would 
say  peace  ^  its  ashes,  or  rather^  to  its  dust.

The  bust  of  Me*  Hgqakti]  here  put  in  an  appearance  as  a  deputa- 
tion from  Leicester  Square. 

Ktng  George  the  Second,  who  spoke  with  much  excitement,  oh* 
jeated  to  Me*  HouAETH'a  taking  any  part  in  the  Meeting*  They 
had  only  a  head  before  them.  If  this  reason  for  refusing  to  bear 
him  was  insufficient,  he  begged  to  state  further  that  Mh.  HoGAnTH 
had  proved  hitnself  to  he  unworthy  of  cradenoe  by  caricaturing  the 
British  Grenadiers. 

King  Chahles  the  First,  amidst  some  laughter,  desorihed  Me* 
HooARTtt  as  a  man  *^all  head*"  On  which  Mr.  Hogabth  retorted 
"  better  all  head  than  no  head,  like  some  folk.** 

The  DuxE  'of  WiiLtLNGTOX,  with  the  greatest  possible  respect, 
would  suggest  that  His  Majesty  would  be  scarcely  called  a  good  judge 
of  heads  as  he  had  lost  Ids  own»  His  Grace  believed  that  Mb. 
Hoqarte  would  not  have  laughed  at  the  British  Grenadiers  had  he 
(lla*  Hooaeth)  had  the  advantage  of  being  present  at  Waterloo. 
He  would  be  most  happy  to  hear  what  Mr.  Hogarth  had  to  say,  but 
as  he  was  now  on  his  legs,  or  rather  his  horse,  he  could  not  sufficiently

him  of  late  years,  in  fact  he  might  say  his  onlv  comfort  since  iron 
had  su^jtirsedod  hi*arts  of  oak  in  the  aides  of  anips,  but,  unfortu- 
nately, not  in  the  hearts  of  public  men,  in  whom  as  far  as  he  could 
judge,  there  was  deuced  little  of  the  metal  or  of  the  wood  either. 
He  wished  to  know  how  much  longer  he  was  to  be  kept  mast- 
headed*  His  lofty  position  had  its  advantages  when  the  boys 
used  to  contend  on  tue  River,  bat  now-a-days  even  with  the  best 
telescope,  he  oould  fkd  no  trace  of  the  Eton  and  Westminster  Boat 
Kacoi     His  Lordship  wished  to  be  put  up  at  Margate. 

Kino  George  the  Foubto  complained  bitterly  of  the  fountains 
of  Trafalgar  Square*  Ou  a  windy  day  His  Majesty  was  covered 
with  spray.  He  was  a  child  of  Nature,  and  w'ished  to  go  back  to 
Brighton.  He  preferred  salt  water  to  Artesian  well  water,  and  the 
Pavilion  to  the  National  Gallery.  StiU,  if  he  must  stay  in  town^ 
from  what  he  bad  heard,  Leicester  Square  seemed  to  be  the  very 
^lace  for  him,  as  it  contained  a  building  with  a  frontage  in  his 
favourite  school  of  architecture.  His  Majesty  begged  to  ask  Me* 
HoGAETU  if  there  was  room  for  him* 

Mk,  HoRAaTH  replied,  not  at  present.  The  fact  of  the  matter 
was  that  although  tbe  Square  was  excessively  nice  and  airy,  the 
place  was  disfigured  by  a  statue  in  tbe  centre*  Hia  fellow-lodgers 
had  all  local  claims*  NEWtoir  was  on  able  man  of  Science, 
HimTEE  a  good  Anatomist,  and  his  friend  EETivoLns  knew  some- 
thing of  Painting,— at  least,  so  the  critics  and  people  of  fashion 
fancied— and  they  all  of  them  had  been  at  some  time  or  another 
connected  with  Leicester  Square.  Now  the  Statue  in  the  centre 
had  never  (so  far  as  History  teUs)  set  ste^  in  the  place,  and,  there- 
fore, had  no  right  to  monopoliso  a  fountain  and  the  best  site  in  the 
garden*  The  choice  of  so  strange  a  centre-piece  was  all  the  more

**Thc  p«r9e{:iitor!  of  the  Martyrs  in  the  soeond  cpntury  burned  their 
bodies  and  cast  their  a«hcs  into  the  Tiber ;  but  thia  tbey  did  to  ri^fute  tho 
dootriae?  of  the  re^urr€CtioD|  and  to  prsvoDt  it  §proadin^  through  tbti  world." 

Upon,  if  not  in  conaequenoe  of  whioh,  it  did  incontinently  spread 
tbroQgh  tha  world*  Nur  does  it  appear  to  have  been  at  all  atTiiete<i 
by  the  fact  that  Wvcljfi'e's  bones  were  disposed  of  by  the  Church 
of  Ms  period,  just  tkn  the  Pagans  treated  those  of  the  earlier  mar- 
tyrs, and  that  later  martyrs^  bones  wore  calemed  in  certain  **  acts  of 
faith,''  which  faith,  as  far  as  it  regarded  that  doctrine,  was  to  the 
fall  as  orthodox  as  the  Bishop  of  LiNCOtN's  own. 

One  ehief  ground^  however,  whereon  men  of  science  recommend 
cremation  is  the  demonstrable  reality  of  a  f^aseous  and  nuxious 
resnrreetion  of  the  material  body.  But  on  thi$  subject,  aeeording 
to  Biauop  WoEnswQRTHj  they  are  ill-informed  i— 

*' These  men  defended  their  theory  with  reference  to  the  sunpoaed  Injury 
which  was  inflicted  on  the  living  by  the  noxious  and  deadly  gaaes  unJ 
vapourt  omitted  from  the  dead  body  dnrlng  the  process  of  corruption ;  but 
they  ovifrlooki^  the  foot  that  all  these  ga«e4  were  absorbed  hy  the  trees  and 
ahrubi  whieh  wer^,  and  ought  lo  be,  planted  in  our  e^jmcterleu  and  grave- 
yards." 

Is  this  indeed  a  fact  in  conneotion  with  sanitary  science  whioh  our 
Dootors  and  Professors  of  Physio,  Surgery,  and  Natural  Philosophy 
have  overlooked,  and  require  to  have  pointed  out  to  them  by  a 
clergyman  F  And  did  not  the  Right  Reyerend  Divine  who  preached 
u  above  concerning  '*  these  men "  lunuself  overlook  the  fact  that 
they  allege  not  only  that  gases  are  exhaled  from  burial-grounds 
into  the  atmosphere,  but  also  that  drainage  exudes  into  the  rivers 
and  the  wells  Y  Even  if  cemeteries  and  churchyards  are  not  pesti- 
lent, how  otherwiao  than  by  cremation  does  the*  BisnoP  of  Lincol>* 
propose  to  arrest  tha  nuisance  of  necropolis  extension  OTor  valuable 
kud,  or  beautiful  and  salubrious  waste  ? 

No  doubt,  as  the  Bishop  sa^s,  the  produets  of  the  decomposition 
of  thecorpiw  humamtm  aro  in  part  absorbed  hy  trees  and  shrubs 
planted  in  churchyards.  What  is  this  but  the  resurrection  of  it  in 
vegetable  forms  f  He  does  not  consider  the  fact  ojf  this  resurrection 
inconsistent  with  the  belief  in  another.  How  much  more  so  is 
cremation  'f

■uch  bears  and  bora*  You  may  go  in  as  polite  as  li  you  were  pay* 
ii^  your  £rst  visit  to  some  Duchesa  with  whom  yon  had  recently 


become  acquainted,  hut  before  you  've  been  in  the  room  half  an  hour, 
you  *11  be  ready  to  attack  anybody  and  be  rude  to  everybody. 

At  the  Academy,  good  manners  and  good  temper  appear  to  he  left 
at  the  doors  with  tne  sticks  and  umbrellaa.  A  humane  provision 
this :  were  umbrellas  and  sticks  admitted,  what  frightf at  scenes 
would  ensue,  A  **  roll  call "  of  visitora,  after  two  hours  of  it  at 
Burlington  House,  would  be  a  more  touching  sight  than  even  Mi8S 
TnoMPSON*s  now  celebrated  picture.  By  tne  way,  this  season  at 
the  Academy  should  be  recorded  aa  cue  of  TnOHPf^H^s  Seasons, 
Hope  the  young  lady  will  have  many  others*    Here>  her  health  I 

I(h  sincerely  wish  the  portraits  of  distinguished  nobodies  and 
their  charming  children  (I  can  mention  one  painter  who  doesn^t 
seem  to  have  ilattored  a  very  plain  pair)  were  relegated  to  some 
room  by  themselves*  There  are  just  a  few  exceptional  people  whom 
it  is  interesting  to  sec  ;  but  as  a  rule  I  would  they  mignt  all  be  in  a 
Portrait  Oallery  by  themselves.  And  let  the  Portrait  Gallery  be 
divided,  thus:  No,  1.  Somebodies*  No.  2,  Nobodies,  The  latter, 
numbering  about  a  hundred,  out  of  a  hundred  and  twenty-nine  por- 
traits, wotild  Eitill  be  delighted  at  their  existence  having  been  thus 
advertised  for  one  short  season.

Tut'^dtuj.—h<-im\  San  DON  announced  that  Government  intended  to  give  the  coup-de-ffn^cc  to  the  Endowed  Schtx)ls  Commission*  to  hand 
over  their  work  to  the  Charity  Commisaionors,  reinforcing  that  body  so  that  they  might  get  through  their  work  of  olcansing  the  Andean 
(we  beg  pardon— we  should  say  the  Endowed  School)  stable  in  five  years,  and  laying  down  new  rules,  calculated  to  seeure  more  weight 
to  fonnders*  wishes— especially  when  they  tended  to  give  the  lion's  share  of  endowments  to  the  Establisned  Church. 

The  move  is  a  mistake— the  most  serious  mistake  Government  have  yet  committed— a  move  backwards,  as  Mb*  Oladotokk  and 
Mr.  FoEisTER  very  clearlv  showed.

True,  the  Commission  has  become  iinixipular.  People  armed  with  besoms  and  set  to  sweeping  out  dark  and  dirty  places  seldom  art 
popular  with  the  bata  and  black-beetles.  But  suppose  the  Commission  has  been  tm  mcirumtrc  or  too  drastic^  the  Gcnremmenl 
might  have  infused  a  soothing,  aof  tuning,  and  sobering  element  into  it.  To  da  away  with  it  ia  a  sin  and  a  shame.  To  hark  book  to 
*'  founders*  wills  *'— that  great  bugbear  and  barrier  of  all  real  Educational  improvement — is  worse  than  a  sin  and  a  shame,  it  ia  a 
gross  blunder.  It  is  hanging  round  the  neck  of  mid  die- class  Jouw  Bctll,  on  his  way  to  tho  Educational  waters  he  stands  m  much  in 
need  ol,  the  clog  which  he  had  reason  to  think  himself  rid  of  for  good  and  all.  It  ia  a  violation  of  the  sound  principle  which— a» 
Mk.  GiAPSTOXE  truly  said,  distinguishes  our  Parliamentary  Oovernment  from  all  others,  **  Vestigia  nuUit  retri^rsHm,^  It  is  saying, 
in  effect,  that  the  wills  and  prejudices  of  the  ancient  dead  shall  override  the  wisdom  and  needs  of  the  actual  living.  It  is  thrusting  nock 
tho  hands  of  the  dial,  and  advancing  by  retrogression. 

Fight  it,  FoRSTER— fight  it  t^D  tho  last  man  in  town,  the  laat  hour  of  the  Session^  the  last  breath  inyour  political  body.  Now  is 
tho  moment  for  a  long  pull,  a  strong  puU,  and  a  pull  altogether  from  Her  Majesty^s  Opposition,  if  there  be  such  a  thing  1

FEOM  OUR  OWN  '^  OCCASIONiVL/' 

Jtdj^  13. 

On  the  2Tth  day  of  Juno,  1832,  Db»  W*  E.  GLAnsTONE,  on  his  road 
to  Innsbruck,  wrote  under  his  name  in  the  traveller's  book  of  the 
Hotel  de  rEuro|>e,  at  the  little  town  of  Trent,  in  the  Austrian  Tyrol, 
tliis  Sibylline  warning—*'  Beware  of  the  post-master  at  Yolurgno." 
I  felt  a  thrill  as  I  read  it  the  other  day,  for,  though  i^tiorant  why 
he  was  a  doctor,  or  of  what,  I  was  at  once  oonvinted  that  this  cha- 
racteristic pieco  of  mystery  foreshadowed  the  People's  William, 
That  travellers'  book  ia  ojien  for  all  men  to  read  who  chance  on  the 
Hotel  de  r Europe  at  Trent— a  thing  of  historical  interest,  though 
unconnected  with  the  Council  and  unsung  by  Muriut  the  pontic, 
or  B<KnEKEB  the  concise,  for  it  is  the  oldest  of  these  quaint  records 
ITT  '^^'-t^T^ce,  I  believe.  That  little  autograph  of  the  immortal 
Ts  stands  on  the  flnt  page  ol  the  Tolam«,  in  whioh  the  last 

€1  .  ,  '  uty  yeara  hence,  wilTbe  pointed  out  aa  the  aign-manual  of 
him  liuLt  was  once  Your  Own  Occasional^  For  at  the  present  rate  of 
inaoriptionst  it  will  bo  f  nUy  that  number  of  years  before  the  book  ia 
filled*  Sojourners  in  Trent,  like  angela'  visits  in  these  utilitarian 
times,  grow  fewer  and  farther  between  every  day — and  the  habits  of 
travellers  have  ourioiiBly  changed  in  the  forty  years  that  have  passed 
since  that  book  was  first  opened.  The  majority  of  these,  now-a-days, 
wiU  not  write  their  names  at  all,  having  an  impression  that  there  is 
something  foolish  in  the  proceeding ;  and  those  who  do  write  leave 
but  the  barest  record  behind  them.  The  dear  old  habit  of  making 
"remarks"  b  a  thing  of  the  pafit,  and  through  the  pages  of  the 
travellers*  book  at  the  Hotel  de  I' Europe,  Trent,  one  may  sadly  and 
aurelv  trace  its  decline  and  fall. 

Wnat  memoriea  those  candid  outpottrings  bring  back  of  the  qniet 


pre-Cookian  era,  when  the^f  afforded  genuine  pleasore  and  enter- 
talnraent,  and  very  useful  information  too,  to  toe  leisurely  Tourist, 
who  profited  by  his  predecessor's  opinions  before  recording  his  own. 
How  many  pockets  may  not  that  laconic  warning  have  preserved 
from  the  rapacities  of  the  Volurgno  Postmaster  r  The  "  old  tra- 
veller,"- who  '*  warns  his  countrymen  against  the  faithlesa  rasoality 
of  the  Eomans,"  may  perhaps  have  been  a  thought  too  general  in 
his  monitions ;  but  the  impefleot  epeller,  who  objects  to  beinir 
charged  "  five  lire  for  a  beaf -stake  upon  the  Largo  di  Gnarda,'' 
pointed  a  moral  more  worth  having.  Who  would  think  of  inditing 
such  complaints  now  ?  Who  would  make  use  of  the  pages  of  the 
TraTsller's  book  at  Trent  to  be  eloquent  over  the  comforts  of  the 
"Leone  Bianco,"  at  Venice,  the  **Gran  Parigi,'*  at  Verona— the 
Yery  names  have  vanished  away— or  to  rise  to  pathos,  like  T.  E.  W., 
about  the  kind-hearted  landlord  of  the  Btella  d'Oro  at  Padua  ?  "  Bo 
only  try  it,"  he  adds  fervently.  There  are  no  kind-hearted  land- 
lords now,  and  no  Stella  d'Oroa,  and  probably  no  T,  E.  W.  Nor 
would  Lauy  Be»kelet,  if  she  revisited  Trent,  gush  over  an  entire 
page  in  commendation  of  its  hotel,  landlord,  waiters,  food,  every- 
body and  evervthing,  eliciting  from  some  anonymous  libeller,  m 
pencil,  the  brief,  but  touching,  P.  S.  "  Did  you  trv  the  mustard  P" 
And  I  think  that  a  brother  aristporat,  in  tnese  day  a  of  publicity, 
would  hesitate  before  bestowing  hia  mognifioent  approval  on  creation 
thus :— '*  LoBD  Alv.u^let— Content."  0,  when  my  Lord  wrote 
that,  how  gratified  everybody  must  have  been  t 

It  was,  I  suppose,  an  understood  thing,  that  nobod]^  was  to  take 
offence  at  any  comments  upon  his  own  remarks  whioh  might  be 
appended  to  tnem.  At  least,  I  never  heard  of  anybody  objecting, 
except  the  Commandant  in  Af.  Perrichon*  There  are  many  such 
conventionalities  in  the  world.  There  are  the  gloves  in  peau  ih 
Suede  J  of  which  **  il  ett  contcftn  de  let  pttrter  *«/<?«»*' — there  is  tlie 
suspension  of  the  laws  of  morality  in  reference  to  umbrellas  and 
college-caps;  and,  so  no  doubt,  j^rsonalities  in  travellers'  books 
were  offered  and  taken  in  a  Pickwickian  sense.  Otherwise,  blood 
alone  could  have  followed  on  such  a  dialogue  aa  tltis, —  Mb.  Tbjencii 
(IH43]  simply  expreaees  approval  of  the  **LTma"  at  Bassano. 
Whereupon  '^*An  Old  Hand  "—unsigned,  you  observe,— remarks 
that  Mr.  T.  must  have  an  interest  in  that  establishment,  which  is 
the  worst  ho  knows.  Then  follows  this  pithy  sentence.  **  *  An  Ulrl 
Hand*  is  an  old  fool,  CAPTAtN  Randall  confirtM  Mr,  Tresvh's 
Mtftfemeut  to  be  *o."  Frank,  concise,  doubtful  in  grammar,  but 
manly  and  military.  What  happened  ?  Did  the  "  Old  Hand " 
reveal  himself,  and  call  out  Captaik  Randall,  or  did  Mr.  Trk^icii 
call  out  the  ''Old  Hand";  or  did  the  "Old  Hand"  skulk  away 
undiscovered,  and  Captain  Randall  and  Mr.  Trexch  embrace  Y 
Or  was  there  a  three-cornered  duel  ?  Or,  should  this  meet  the  eye 
of  the  *'  Old  Hand,"  will  it  be  the  first  ho  ever  heard  of  Captain 
Ranuall  ;  and,  if  they  meet  in  the  happy  hunting-grounds,  will 
there  be  a  fight  ?

Nicootsox," 
to  which,  twenty-nine  years  later,  a  friendly  hand  has  appended  this 
note,—"  Afterwards  the  celcbrat^Hl  Gexebal  Nicholson,  who  fell 
so  nobly  at  the  siege  of  Delhi,  in  Sept.,  1><57."  I  could  connect

Thb  Phesipent  of  the  Board  of  Trade  having  sent  a  Circular 
t^)  tbe  Kftihyay  Com  panics  with  reference  to  making  pmvisiona  for 
the  pn?veijtion  of  accidents  and  Iho  cnt'orcement  tif  iHiactiiiiltty, 
CBpeciidly  in  connection  with  the  run  nine  of  cxcurBion  trains  at  this 
period  iii  Uie  year,  the  following  regiilationa  will  probably  come 
imdef  oonBidoration. 

L  In  future  oiio  lino  will  be  kept  (when  feasiMe)  for  up- trains* 
whilst  the  Mher  is  reBcrved  for  tho  iim  of  dowii'trains.  This  role 
will  not  apply  to  luggage  and  mineral  trains,  and  trains  inaccuratoly 
shunted  an  to  lines*  on  which  they  (the  trains)  have  no  right  to  travel, 

U.  Station -mofttera  should  nevor  permit  a  train  to  start  more  than 
forty  miautca  lat©»  except  whoa  very  busy  witli  the  Company's 
accounta* 

3.  That  greater  punotuality  may  be  secared  in  the  atarting  and 
arrival  of  trains,  BnnUhaw'B  Itatlumt/  Guide  will  he  published  in 
future  a  month  after  date,  so  that  all  inaccuracies  may  he  corrected 
before  imblication. 

4.  As  complaints  have  been  made  that  signalmen  are  overworked, 
these  officors  in  future  will  occupy  their  hoxea  during  the  morniuf? 
only.  During  the  rest  of  the  day  tho  buxes  will  be  eloaed*  That 
the  Public  may  suffer  no  inconvemenee  by  this  arrangement,  the 
trains  will  continue  runnin^r  hy  dav  and  by  night  as  heretofore.

Ak  attempt  will  probably  be  made  by  many  distinguished  Mem- 
bers of  the  Woman*a  Rights  Association  to  add  the  following  Clauses 
to  the  Roting  Bill  :— 

Any  Married  Man  toking  advantage  of  his  posaesaion  of  a  latch- 
key by  returning  home  at  two  in  the  morning  from  p,  dinner  with  a 
friend  at  his  Club,  will  be  rated  by  his  wife  as  "  an  unfeeling  mon- 
ster," and  will  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  a  new  bonnet. 

Anj-  Unmarried  Man,  king  at  the  time  engaged  to  be  married, 
waltzing  with  any  female  other  than  his  future  wife  or  his  sister, 
will  be  rated  by  said  future  wife  as  **  a  cold-hearted  flirt,"  and  will 
be  liable  to  a  i^alty  of  a  letter  of  not  less  than  ten  sides  of  note- 
paper,  the  writing  on  which  has  been  crossed  and  re-crossed. 

Any  Married  Man,  failing  to  remember  the  anniversary  of  Ms 
marriage  or  the  birthday  of  his  wife,  will  be  rated  by  his  wife  as 
*'  false  and  cruel,"  and  will  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  a  dinner  at 
home  not  exceedtQg  cold  mutton. 

Any  Unmarried  Man,  having  unmarried  sisters,  ref  osin^  to  aooom- 
pany  slaters  (when  desired)  to  the  Park  or  the  Opera,  will  be  rated 
Dy  tnem  **  a  selfish  creature,"  and  wiU  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  all  the  new  waltzes  played  on  the  piano  in  the  room 
adjoining  his  «tady  during  the  busiest  hour  of  the  day» 

Any  Married  Man  refusing  at  the  proper  seoaon  to  teke  his  family 
to  the  sea-side,  will  be  rated  by  his  wile  as  "  a  brute,"  and  will  be 
subject  to  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  a  month's  discomfort,  caused 
by  an  invasion  of  white-washers  and  carpet -cleaners. 

Anv  Unraarried  Man,  taking  down  an  intellectual  Unmarried 
Female  to  dinner,  failing  to  pay  proper  attention  to  that  intellectual 


Unmarried  Female^s  oritical  conversation,  in  order  that  he  may 
flirt  with  his  other  neighbour  at  the  table,  will  be  rated  b^  said 
intellectual  Unmarried  Female  as  *' empty-headed^**  and  will  be 
liable  to  the  heaviest  peiidty  of  which  the  laws  of  the  land  may 
hereafter  admit.  (See  proposed  Compulsory  Marriage  Bill  annexed 
to  this  paper  of  Glauses.)

Butt,  Sullivan  &  Co.  com- 
plain that  the  expiring  Irish  Coercion  Acts  are  not  allowed  to 
expire.  Isn't  it  notorious  that  Ireland  is  a  model  country,  where 
the  Circuit  Judges  keep  themselves  in  white  gloves  out  of  the  Grand 
Jury  presentments  at  Maiden  Assizes,  while  the  blameless  Milesians 
mi^nt  stand  for  examples  of  all  the  virtues,  domestic  and  social^ 

e)litical  and  religious,  to  the  base,  brutal,  and  bloody-minded  Saxon  r' 
id  anybody  ever  hear  tell  of  such  things  as  Kibbon-men  and 
their  lodge- trials,  and  executions  by  lot  P  Or  of  such  little  bits  of 
playfulness  as  occasionally  knocking  out  a  bailiffa  brains,  or  potting 
a  landlord  from  behind  a  dyke  P  Or  if  such  storiea  hate  been  cir- 
culated by  the  hireling  organs  of  the  Saxon  oppressor,  what  are  they 
but  fiction—the  original,  **  tales  of  Miletus,''  from  which  Bulweb 
Lttton  took  the  idea  of  his  collection  under  that  title  P 

Ifondlay.— "  Who  killed  the  Judicature  Bill  ?"  A  question  not  to 
be  asked  apparently^-at  least,  one  to  which  Snt  H.  James  finds  it 
impossible  to  get  an  answer.  The  general  impression  seems  to  bo,  that 
LoBD  Cairns  has  been  **got  at;"  but  by  whom«  or  for  what  mo- 
tive, remains  a  mystery.  All  was  ready. The  New  Rules  framed, 

and  on  the  table.  The  Attobnet-General  primed  to  go  into  Com- 
mittee.  The  legal  M.P.'s  on  both  sides  the  House  read^  and 

wilUng  to  help  him. In  short,  the  ^od  ship  Judicature  Bill  was 

just  about  to  be  launched  for  a  triumphant  start  on  her  trial 
yoyage,  when  lol  a  sudden  countermand,  and  she  is  detained,  docked, 
and  dismantled—laid  up  in  ordinary  till  next  year  1 

Among  the  many  disenchantments  of  the  Session  this  is  about  the 
omeUest,  the  least  expected — and,  as  far  as  Punch  can  find  out,  the 
least  excusable.  A  day  in  Committee  would  have  done  the  business. 
Was  it  that  one  well-cprown,  and  well-dressed  fish  would  have  dis- 
credited the  noor  shaboy  little  trio  destined  to  figure  as  the  solitary 
plat  in  the  Ministerial  menu  at  the  revived  Qreenwich  dinner  P 
(See  Punches  Cartoon.) 

Well,  Mb.  Disraeli  has  shown,  at  least,  one  flash  of  pluck  in  these 
weak  and  wavering  last  hours  of  the  Session.  He  stands  gallantly  by 
Mr.  Burton's  purchase  of  the  Piero  delta  Francesoa  at  the  Barker 
sale,  for  all  the  Barkers  against  it — ^who  protest  it  was  John  Bull 
that  was  sold  on  the  occasion  of  that  purchase,  and  not  a  Piero  della 
Franoesca,  but,  at  best,  the  coarsely  repaired  ruins  of  one.  Punch 
can  only  say  that  he  would  be  thankful  for  more  such  ruins.  To 
be  sure,  he  is  no  expert.  All  he  can  say  is,  that  he  wouldn't  for 
twice  his  salary  be  Burton.  For  as  Boxall  had  his  Moore,  has 
not  Burton  his  J.  C.  Robinson  ?

Tuesday, — The  two  tongues  of  Marylebone  wagged  loud  and  long 
against  the  Civil  Service  Co-operative  Societies.  It 's  no  use,  my 
worthy  Mary-bones.  **BjtaAy  money,  honest  goods,  and  reason- 
able prices."  There  is  the  simple  spell  of  co-ojperative  success. 
Sunpose  Marylebone  imitated  instead  of  attacking  itP 

Public  Worship  Regulation  went  through  Committee.  An  Apx)eal 
to  the  Archbishop  was  yoted— Discretion  is  good,  but  Arch-discretion 
is  better.  University  and  school  chapels  are  not  to  be  exempt.  Why 
should  they  ?  **  Even  as  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree 's  incUned.''  Who 
can  say  how  much  Ritual  tares  may  be  sown  with  school  and  college 
wheat?  Mr.  A.  B.  Hope  facetiously^  sugprested  hoisting  the 
en8[ineer  with  his  own  petard,  i.e.  bringing  Bishoi>s  within  test  of 
their  own  discretion  under  the  Act ;  and  Mr.  Hardy  really  couldn't 
leewhynotl 

Wednesday.— Bui  where  is  the  Judge's  salary  te  oome  fromP 
That's  the  question— gravelv  discussed  through  most  of  Wednesday's 
sitting— and  finally  only  allowed  to  be  shunted  off  on  Consolidated 
Fund  as  a  temporary  arrangement.  Bill  for  making  an  Indian 
Councillor  for  Public  Works,  well  introduced  by  Lord  Claude 
HAXiLTOir;  opposed  by  Mr.  Fawceit— at  least  till  we  can  hear  what 
Lord  Nosthbrookb  thinks  of  it;  torn  in  pieces  by  Mr.  Sxol- 
LRT,  tooth  an4  luuli  or  rather  tusk  and  claw,  for  that  Honourable 


Member,  (in  his  weapons  of  offence  at  least,)  belongs  to  the 
camivora  —  and  stoutly  supported  by  Messrs.  Grant  Duff, 
Seymour  Fitzgerald,  and  Sir  George  Balfour.  The  Ayes  have 
it— decidedly.  Mr.  Disraeli  told  the  House  that  Lord  Mato[s 
last  letter  to  him  pressed  the  need  of  such  a  Minister.  And  if 
the  Marquis  of  SALisBxraT  is  permitted  to  work  his'vigorous  will 
in  Indian  administration,  such  a  Minister  will  be  more  necessary 
than  ever.  For  the  Marc^uis  means  Public  Works;  and  Public 
Works,  if  waste  and  failure  are  to  be  prevented,  will  want  a 
master  s  eye  to  look  after  thom. 

Thursday,— Names  of  New  Charity  Commissioners  announced. 
The  first  is  Mr.  Lonoley.  son  of  the  late  Archbishop  op  Canter- 
bury, and  a  late  Poor  Law  Inspector,  who — to  the  scandal  of  those  who 
have  appointed  him— ousts  Mr.  Hare,  Inspector  to  the  Commission 
for  twenty  years,  who  has  been  doing  the  work  of  a  Commissioner 
without  pay  for  two  years  past— more  shame  to  the  late  Govern- 
ment who  allowed  it— and  who  ought,  by  all  rules  of  fairness  and 
deserts  of  service,  to  have  had  the  appointment  when  he  was 
saddled  with  its  duties.  If  it  wore  not  so  lato  in  the  Session,  here 
would  be  substantial  matter  for  a  nice  little  administrative  scandal. 
The  others  are  Canon  Robinson— one  of  the  late  Endowed  Schools* 
Commission— and  Lord  Cltnton,  formerly  known  to  the  Commons  as 
Mr.  TREFtrsis,  a  Peer,  and  late  Under  Secretary  of  State  for  India. 

Revival  of  the  Irish  row  over  the  Continuance  Bill  and  the 
Coercion  Acts.  Much— if  it  were  not  Irish,  we  should  have  said— 
impudent  nonsense  was  talked  by  Home-Rulers  about  the  cruelty 
of  putting  Ireland  under  coercion.  Mr.  Sullivan  contrasted  his 
countrymen's  virtues  with  the  ruffianism  of  Lancashire  kickers  and 
the  lawlessness  of  Sheffield  ratteners.  As  if  Coercion  Acts  were 
directed  against  these  kinds  of  offenders. 

The  O'DoNOGHUE  spoke  some  plain  truths  about  Ireland,  and  was 
called  a  "political  bawd"  for  it.  The  Home- Rulers  persisted  in 
dividing  the  House  till  even  Mr.  Butt  was  ashamed  of  them.  They 
kept  up  this  little  game  till  a  quarter  to  four— Cap  fain  Nolan  and 
Major  O'Gorhan  being  particularly  lively. 

Friday,— In  morning  sitting  of  the  Commons  Mr.  Disraeli  made 
the  startling  announcement  that  he  had  found  a  Judge  to  do  the  work 
under  the  Public  Worship  Regulation  Act  without  a  salary.  Lord 
Penzance  is  understood  to  be  the  author  of  this  innovation,  of  detest- 
able example,  against  which  Sir  W.  Harcourt  very  properly  pro- 
tested. Mr.  Dillwyn  tried  to  ensure  work  for  this  dismterested 
Judge  by  getting  all  Parishioners  admitted  to  make  complaints 
undertheAct,  whether  Churchgoers  or  not.  Surely  this  is  hardly 
reasonable.  Sir  W.  Harcourt  lashed  the  unnatural  Law  dignitary, 
who  had  yolunteered  to  do  work  without  salary,  and  boldly  proposed 
to  restore  the  pay  of  the  office  to  the  £4,000  originally  proposed  by 
Lord  Shaftesbury.  Punch  admires  Sir  Wiluak's  courage,  all 
the  more,  because  he  himself  believes  that  Sir  W.  is  right— that 
the  best  course  and  the  cheapest  in  the  long  run  for  John  Bull,  is 
to  decline  gratuitous  service,  and  to  pay  his  Judges  handsomely 
—above  all,  the  Judge  whose  learning  is  to  overawe  Ritualism,  and 
whose  discretion  is  to  throw  oil  upon  the  waters  of  Sacerdotal 
strife.    Who  can  say  that  such  a  man  would  not  be  cheap  at  £4,000 

The  Home-Rulers,  after  a  last  division  on  the  Continuance  Bill, 
consented  to  let  the  business  of  the  House  proceed— Mil  Disraeli 
complimenting  Mr.  Butt  on  the  example  ne  had  set  his  unruly 
young  followers,  who  desire  apparently  to  give  England  some  illus- 
tration, by  anticipation,  of  the  taste  and  tactics,  the  style  and  spirit 
of  Home  Rule.  It  is  wonderful  how  thankful  people  may  be  made 
for  small  mercies  sometimes. 

Achilles  again  in  the  field  I 

Mr.  Gladstone,  who  had  hurried  back  for  the  purpose,  moved  on 
the  report  of  the  Public  Worship  Regulation  Bill  to  strike  out  the 
appeal  to  the  Archbishop,  and  brought  up  a  whole  battery  of  Canons 
against  such  an  innovation  in  the  relations  of  Metropolitan  and 
Suffragan.  He  fired  round  after  round  till  seven,  and  then  sat 
down  with  his  Ecclesiastical  ammunition  stiU  unexhausted. 

In  the  evening  sitting  ho  a^ain  opened  his  battery,  and  drew  a 
heavy  counter  fire  from  Ser  W.  Harcourt,  who  opened  the  griaat 
gun  of  Common  Law  against  Mr.  Gladstone's  Canons.  The  arraying 
of  this  antiquated  Church  artillery.  Sir  W.  said,  was  enough  to  make 
Core's  bones  stir  in  their  coffin  to  move  for  a  quo  warranto  against 
him  who  dared  to  bring  up  such  weapons  in  an  English  House  of 
Commons.  Mr.  Gladstone,  it  must  be  owned,  even  by  those  on  the 
other  side,  brought  up  his  Canons  with  a  courage  worthy  of  a  better 
cause.  He  even  found  backers  in  Mr.  Hardt,  Mr.  Cross,  and  Dr. 
Ball  ;  but  the  House  was  against  them,  118  to  95.

It  was  iiuclkill^ii  that  ibis  Resolution  would  be  f^trongly  opposed 
by  the  French  HairdreeaorB,  bat  to  the  snrprise  of  the  meeting  they 
were  too  busily  engaged  in  quarrelling  among  themEelves  to  pay 
it  any  attentiouj  further  than  to  remark  that  whatever  the  hair  Of 
the  inhabitants  of  Algace  and  Lorraine  might  be,  at  least  their  heartB 
were  French. 

The  next  Resolution  was  moved  (with  some  levity)  by  a  Spanish 
Haipdresser.  It  ran  oa  follows :— **  That  on  account  of  tne  difficulty 
Biperienced  by  Spaniards  in  dealing  with  the  Crown  of  Spain,  the 
Congreas  bo  inrited  to  inwat  upon  the  compulsory  uae  of  wigft  in 
the  Peninsula.

TmB  question  was  once  asked.  What  is  an  Archdeaoon  F  and  the 
reply  is  historioal.

In  many  respects  Bishops  are  out  as  other  men ;  and  it  would 
have  been  positively  cruel  if  a  Rural  Dean  (perhaps  two  Rural  Deans 
holding  conJhcting  opinions)  hod  appeared  at  the  episcopal  residenoe 
on  a  very  warm  day — it  might  be  lust  after  dinner — with  a  delibe- 
rate intention  to  set  the  Bishop,  a  divine  advancing  in  life  and  with 
a  possible  tendency  to  obesity,  in  motion— to  run  him  down,  run 
him  up,  or  run  him  out^  as  the  case  might  be.  one  of  High,  Low,  or 
Broad  Church  institution.  If  this  oppressive  clause  had  been  allowed 
to  ri^main  in  the  Bill,  which  comes  mto  operation  in  Julyi  no  one — 
not  even  the  most  indexible  Nonconformist — oould  have  blamed  a 
Bishop  for  declining  to  see  so  disturbing  a  yiiitor  oa  a  Rural  Dean 
until  the  return  of  cooler  weather.

GHOSTS  AND  GEESE. 

Ths  *'  Second  National  Annual  Conference  of  Spiritnalists  "  was 
opened  last  week  on  Tuesday  evening  by  a  soirit^  at  the  Beethoven 
iLooms,  Harley  Street.  The  mirSe  did  not  include  a  $ianee<f 
although  *'  two  Mediums  of  considerable  power,  3if£88RS.  Bastian 
and  Taylor,  who  have  just  arrived  from  America,  were  introduced 
to  the  company. '*  Music,  instrumental  and  vocal,  formed  part  of 
the  proceedings  at  the  Beethoven  Booms,  but  no  influence  of  the 
spirit  that  may  be  supposed  to  be  the  genim  km  appe^^^s  to  have 
inspired  any  one  of  the  performers  with  a  sonata,  or  a  waltz,  even 
a  song.  Thofle  who  assiated  at  this  assemblv  of  Spiritualists,  under 
auspices  associated  with  Beethoven,  might  reasonably  have  ex- 
pected that  some  muaioal  Medium  would  at  least  strike  up  *'  Kennst 
au  das  ian<i  f  "  or  *'  Adelaida.^^  Thought  if  we  may  jud^  from  the 
analogy  of  alleged  spiritual  communications  from  deceased  men  fif 
literary  genius,  a  musical  Medium  "controlled"  by  Beethoven 
would  be  much  more  likely  to  sing  **  My  Pretty  Jane,^^  or  to  play 
''  Drops  of  Brandy:* 

At  a  second  mating  of  Spiritnalifits,  held  the  next  evening,  in 
Law»on*s  Eooms,  Gower  Street,  however,  some  manifestations  were 
related,  wonderful  if  true.    According  to  the  Post : — 

'^  Mjt.  MoiiSB  said  he  Imd  been  informed  that  miners  had  manifestations  in 
their  pit-workingt,  and  that  a  little  boy  employed  ia  a  coal-mine  near 
Glasgow  was  in  the  habit,  when  tired^  of  callings  upon  a  spirit  to  help  him 
push  his  truck,  which  it  generally  did.  On  one  oncaaion  the  spirit,  it  was 
said,  used  such  violence  as  to  damage  the  truck  considerably." 

The  story  of  thia  rather  capricious  *'Kobold**  was  capped  by 
something  still  more  marvellous,  of  the  drudging  goblin  kind : — 

"To  the  Choiniian  (Be.  Skxton)  the  subject  of  conditions  was  somewhat 
perplexing.  In  his  house  it  was  no  uncommon  thing  for  spirits  to  appear  to 
the  members  of  his  familv,  to  remove  articles  from  one  room  to  another  while 
all  the  doors  were  loekea,  to  mjike  the  beds  at  night,  and  to  walk  up  and 
down  the  stairs  with  tread  as  heavy  as  that  of  an  om^ary  man."

Perhaps  he  is  in  the  habit  of  mixing  hyo$cyamu$  with  his  salad.

IP  FIJI  FEKL  FIDGETY* 

Until  the  arrangements  for  the  annexation  of  the  Fiji  Islands  by 
the  British  Government  have  been  completed,  the  following  list  of 
Suggestions  will  be  circulated  for  thi  guidance  and  information 
of  the  Fiji  public  :-^ 

1.  To  avoid  interrnption  of  the  street  traffic  of  the  metropolis, 
auctions  of  the  wives  and  gTandfathers  of  the  inhabitants  of  Fiji 
should  only  be  held  between  the  hours  of  six  in  the  evening  and 
four  in  the  morning, 

2.  At  pic-nicB  held  in  the  public  parka,  youn^  married  men  should 
be  cautioned  not  to  eat  their  mothers-in>law  without  proper  ofiidal 
authorisation. 

3.  Cannibal  mountain'  v  '^  l.e  politLdy  requested  not  to

influent ial  Fiji  parishioners.

a  most  refreshing  beverage,  which  may  be  imported  in  bulk  from 
the  mother  country,  where  it  can  be  obtained  of  every  respectable 
chemist  and  pastry-cook  in  town  and  oountrv. 

5.  Members  of  the  Fiji  Government  should  be  urged  to  refrain 
from  unnecessary  asfiassination  during  the  ahooting-season.

The  world  is  ru»bing  into  grota  tnatcmHtm  and  unbelief— a 
materialism  which,  if  not  checked,  will  ciid  in  the  extini'tion  of  the  htimiui  race.  The 
fault  of  all  thii  ii  in  the  modern  irodlesa  system  of  education,  the  mcdem  methods  of 
Inreitigration.  The  so-called  tavans  of  the  day,  who  will  be  called  fools  by  ilie  savanM 
of  twenty  years  hence,  wish  us  to  discard  the  tiuth  which  has  home  the  test  of  ages,  and 
to  accept  their  whimidcal  theories  instead,  Spain  shall  never  do  thii  if  I  ^an  help  it. 
Beh^on  and  education  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  each  other;  for  icience  without 
religion  ia  bliod."

It  is  not  aurprisingr,  after  the  success  tliat  haa  attended  BadnuE- 
toD^  Lawn  Tecmid,  and  uther  oat-of-d(X»r  fames,  that  the  Direotors 
of  many  iniuential  Railway  Comfjaniea  snould  have  in¥ented  the 
following  rules  for  the  proper  plajring  of  Uie  above-named  popular 
di version.  It  is  only  just^  howeyer,  to  state  that,  in  framings  theae 
re^nlationSf  the  DirectorB  do  not  accept  any  responsibiLity  for  any- 
thinr  beyond  that  impo&ed  by  the  Bye-laws  oi  the  Companies  to 
whion  they  respeotivelj  belong. 

The  game  of  Excursions  shall  be  played  in  a  Train«  with  a  limited 
number  of  Carriages,  with  an  nnlimitod  numl>er  of  Passengers* 

The  players  shall  consist  of  the  Directors  and  their  officers 
f  Station-masters  and  Guards]  on  the  one  side,  and  of  the  Passengers 
(representing  the  Public)  on  the  other. 

The  game  eonsists  in  the  Directors  and  their  oncers  obtaining  the 
maximum  of  protit  out  of  the  Puhlic,  for  the  minimum  of  eomfort. 

The  Train  aaTing  started,  the  PaaaeDgera  will  Und  themselrea 
sorted  into  three  clMsea,  The  first  move  (which  will  be  played  by 
the  Directors  and  their  otticers)  is  called  **  shunting  the  Train  on  to 
a  aiding.^'  When  this  is  done,  the  Passengers  lose  a  couple  of  hours. 

When  a  Train  arrives  at  a  station,  the  Directors  and  their  officers 
will  attempt  to  force  a  number  of  noisy  third  ^elasi  tioket-holders 
into  i^st-olasA  carriages.  Should  they  succeed  in  this,  the  first-olasa 
Passengers  lose  their  patience* 

Should  the  Passengers  take  the  laws  bto  their  own  hands  and 
break  any  ruh^  of  the  Directors  and  their  officers,  they  pay  into  the 
pool  forty  shillings.    {S00  Bye-laws.) 

A  Passenger  may  attempt  to  take  a  Guard  into  his  oonEdenee. 
when  it  wiJl  be  the  duty  of  the  Station-master  to  give  the  signal 
for  the  starting  of  the  train,  so  that  the  Passenger  may  gain  no 
advantage  by  this  move. 

If  a  Paaies^er  complains  violently  to  a  Guard,  that  officer  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  lau^h  in  the  Passenger*  s  face^  and  shall  immediately 
whistle  for  the  Train  to  move  on. 

Should  A  caUJMon  occurs  those  of  the  Passengers  whs  survive  shaU 


appeal  to  a  Judge  for  oompensation^  when  it  will  be  the  game  of  the 

Directors  and  tneir  officers  to  oppose  the  application  to  the  full  | 

extent  of  their  strength  and  wealth.  \

Standing  on  the  beach,  I  meet  Gahsleswadr,  who*8  been  here 
before,  and  knows  ail  about  it.  ;He  »*y«>  **  Hallo  \  ytm  here  I  "  as  if 
I  were  intruding.  Then  he  aaka  me,  **  Hav>?  you  been  up  Penmaen- 
mawr  F  Have  yon  seen  the  Dmidioal  Cirek  Y  Have  you  seen  Mr. 
GMiwroirs  P    He  *b  here." 

Maeting  several  peo^e,  one  after  the  other,  they  ask  rae,  invari- 
ably, theae  three  questions.  No%o^  when  I  come  aaross  an  aoqnaint* 
anoe»  I  sav  to  him  at  once,  *  I  've  n&i  been  up  Penmaenmawr.  I  've 
not  seen  the  Druidioal  Cirele.  Mr«  Gladstqnr  i$  here,  I  'ye  seen 
him." 

If  I  were  an  AmerieaiL  journalist  I  ahould  interview  him.  or 
write  an  aoootmt  of  how  I  interviewed  him.  J  oan  imagine  it — 
thus  :— 

**  I  was  admitted  into  the  back-kitchen  of  the  small  but  mar- 
yellously  clean  farm-oottage  where  the  great  ex-Premier  ustidly 
puta  up  during  his  holidays.  The  tniokle  bed  was  wheeled  on  one 
side  into  a  corner,  and  covered  with  a  rare  piece  of  genuine  old 
mtch^work.  The  Right  Honourable  Oentleman^B  traveUing-ba^ 
(called  after  himself  *  the  Gladstone  ^)  lay  in  a  corner ;  while  bis

I  admitted  thts^  but  observed  that  unless  the  aaoent 
had  been  previously  made,  the  descent  was  almost  impossible.    He 


souled  thongrhtfoUy,  and  then  remarked :  *  This  acute  objection  of 
youra  has  often  oocumd  to  me.  Yet  were  I  at  the  summit  of  the 
mountain,  there  would  be  still  three  oourses  open  to  me — either  to 
walk  down  on  my  legs,  or  to  slide  down  not  on  mv  legs,  or  to  remain 
on  the  top.*  Alter  discussing  many  topics  of  local  interest,  and 
oonvermng  in  the  Welsh  language,  in  which  I  found  he  waa  almost 
my  equal,  1  inquired — alluding  to  the  instrument  over  the  cliininev- 
piece— whether  he  played  the  ilute  ?

OUTBAGE  ON  THE  ARCHDEACON  OP  TAUNTON. 

A'S  outrage  of  studied  atrocity  has  been  practised  on  the  sensi- 
bilitie*  of  our  dewr  A&chdeacon  Deihson,  The  Venerable  Arch- 
deacon has  described  it  as  **  Church- Breaking  at  East  Brent."  It 
was  nut  the  fault  of  our  doughty  champion  of  the  Church  militant 
if  it  did  not  result  in  **  Head- Breaking  at  East  Brent,"  also*  Its 
particularB  are  related  in  a  letter  to  the  Bristol  Ti'me^  and  Mirror t 
signed  **C.  B.  CmiBCRiLL,  Churchwarden.'*  When  it  became 
known  at  East  Brent  that  the  Publio  Worship  Regulation  BiE  had 
passed  the  House  of  Commons,  certain  "  most  infiuential "  inhabi- 
tants of  the  parish  actually  desired  Mh.  CnFRCintL  to  set  the  church 
bells  ringing ;  and  Mb.  Chubchill  is  not  ashamed  to  say  that  he 
did  set  the  church  bells  rin^^  accordingly.  Everybody  who  knows 
ABCHDEACoy  DENifiOK's  pnnoiples  must  see  that  to  cause  his  own 
church  bells  to  be  rung  iot  the  passing  a  measure  designed  **  to  |)ut 
down  Ritualism."  was  at  once  aa  grasa  and  aa  refined  an  indignity 
as  could  have  been  offered  him.  Suppose  any  Frenchman,  but 
particularly  the  Abohbishop  of  Pabis,  heard  the  bells  of  Ndtre 
Dame  rung  in  honour  of  the  anniversary  of  Sedan ! 

The  ringing  directed  hv  this  unfaithful  Churchwarden  aroxised  the 
indignant  Archdeacon,  The  Churchwarden  hod  gone  to  get  a  key  to 
open  the  bell-chamber  door,  that  he  might  inspect  the  bells,  when 
the  Archdeacon  appeared  in  the  belfry,  and  the  former,  on  his 
return,  found  that  the  latter  "  had  frightened  the  ringers  away,*' 
He  had  alao  locked  the  belfry-door,  and  taken  away  the  key.  Let 
Me.  CinrBCHiLL  continue : — 

♦*  Whftrenpou,  thinking  mvsalf  Tory  improperly  treated,  I  proceeded  with 
about  one  huidred  of  my  feUow-p&nthioDerm  to  the  churoh,  and  initructtd 
the  viUnge  blKckimith  to  open  the  beirr>'-door,  which  be  did,  whtio,  to  o  :r 
Bitonithioent,  we  discovered  the  Arrhdeacon,  in  conjunction  with  four  or  five 
othen,  t«»eroted  b)»bind  it,  armed  with  very  formidttbte  snd  dangerous  wea- 
poiia.  At  this  juQcturo  the  Archdeacon  ipr&ng  to  the  doorway,  brandijhing  a 
Dtg  iitick,  with  which  he  made  the  moat  itrenuous  cflfortt  at  miitance.  How* 
tvtfr,  aa  you  are  awar«,  an  entraaoe  was  made,  although  in  doing  to  one  was 


severely  injured  by  an  iron  bar,  used  by  one  of  those  who  reaisted  our 
entrance," 

It  thus  appears  that  the  valiant  Archdeacon  was  overpowered  by 
numbers,  and  that  the  anti-Kitualistic  ringing  proceeded*  Fancy 
its  effect  on  the  feelings  of  an  Archdeacon  who  regards  triumphant 
peals  from  Church  towers  as  the  music  of  a  better  day : — 

^'  Wben  the  Maia  was  tung  and  the  bolls  were  rung 
And  the  feast  eat  mernly,'* 

The  unblushing  Mr*  Churckill  thus  concludes  his  narrative  :— 

*'  It  will,  I  think,  be  meet  obTtoua  that  the  above  tonduct  h  highly  blitm- 
able,  mkaciallv  when  we  remetnbor  that  it  proceeds  firom  a  person  boloiDg  lUe 
offi  ce  of  Arohaeaoon, ' ' 

**  Partly  proceeds  "—Me.  Chttechill.  It  will,  perhaps,  be  urged 
on  the  other  side,  partly,  or  even  mainly,  proceeds  also  from  a  person 
holding  the  oflice  of  Churchwarden.  Many  people  will  doubt  which 
side  was  the  more  to  blame,  I^t  us  not  attempt  to  compose  such 
great  strifes.  But  it  mav  he  allowable  to  Cdngraiulate  Archdeacon' 
Denison  on  the  redoubtable  attitude  he  assumed  with  the  big  stick, 
confronting  the  audacious  Chfeceill  (whose  name  we  have  no 
doubt  the  Archdeacon  spells  without  the  h).  Mr.  Puitrh  would 
suggest  that  the  stout  Archdeacon  might  well  sit  for  the  likeness  of 
St.  Dunstan  in  a  picturep  to  be  painted  by  a  com^tent  artist,  of  the 
famous  exploit  performed  by  that  intrepid  ecclesiastic  with  the  red- 
hot  tongs  on  the  nose  of  a  certain  antagonist.  What  a  subject  for  a

HXR  Majesty's  OoTemment  having  decided  (as  onnonnoad  in  the 
Houae  of  Commons  on  the  last  day  of  the  Session)  to  refn&e  the 
onstomary  grant  for  the  Jersey  Militia,  unless  that  toree  is  pnt  in  a 
proper  state  of  efficiency,  the  following  rejfulations  are  to  he  ob- 
BifTved  by  Offieera  commandiag  the  Jersey  Militia.  It  must,  how- 
erer,  be  understood  that  these  regnlationSj  havinsf  been  drawn  up 
to  meet  the  present  exigencies  of  the  caae,  will  be  Uablc  to  altoraiiuu 
and  modiliGatien  as  the  force  increases  in  numbers  and  ethciency. 

1*  The  proportionate  numbers  of  Officers  and  Men  should  be  so 
regnlaied  that  tho  number  of  OfEcers  ^ould  in  no  ease  exceed  that 
of  Privates, 

2.  Strong  Regiments  should  ho  equalised  so  tbat  there  should  he 
only  thrt^e  Privates  to  each  Officer  retained  on  tb©  regimental  books« 
The  remainder  should  be  draughted  to  weaker  regiments^  so  that 
their  establishments  may  be  oompleted. 

3.  It  having  been  considered  deiirahle  for  the  jvresent  to  appoint 
no  MUitia  Omoer  to  a  grade  senior  to  that  of  Lieutenant-Oofonel, 
appLicationa  for  the  baton  of  f'ield-Msrshal  can  no  longer  be  received 
by  this  Department. 

4.  Regiments  having  Regimental  Bands  ahould  (when  feasible) 
maintain  an  establishment  of  two  muaiciana,  of  whivh  the  Drum  or 
Bugle  Major  may  be  one. 

5.  A  gergeant^Major  (when  hameesed  to  the  regimental  water- 
oart)  should  never  b*?  required  to  carry  more  than  one  of  the  Colours, 

6.  Annexed  to  this  Circular  are  fyrms  of  requisition  for  Arms, 
whieh  ahould  ho  propcriy  filled  and  returned  to  this  Department  as 
quiokly  as  possible.  Until  further  orders,  twelve  ritles  and  eijR^hteen 
hayoneU  will  be  allowed  to  every  Private,  so  that  the  Estimates 
may  be  adjusted  t^>  \h^  HEiliKffi'^tvon  of  the  Pablic*

exhaustively  by  n  long  range  of  writers,  beginning  with  the  elder 

Pliny  and  ending  with  old  Doctor  Jacob  Towhsexd,  there  may 

yet  perhaps  be  found  some  characteristics  of  the  subject  still  un- 

[  developed,   upon  which  the  student  of  to-day  mav  dUate  with 

1  pleasure  to  himself  and  profit  to  hia  readers.    In  the  few  words 

which  I  proijose  to  devote  to  this  interesting  investigation,  I  shall 

treat  the  topic  in  no  spirit  of  sedentary  aentimentaUsm,  but  in  its 

largest  and  most  oleaginoua  entirety.

Ltenderest  thesis  that  can  occupy  the  most  calculating  cosmopolite. 

But  the  careless  and  superHoial  theorist  may  ask  ua  what  we 

eonidder  to  be  the  true  meaning  of  the  verb  **  to  smool.'*    To  answer 

rihis  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner » it  is,  perhaps,  better  to  say 

what  it  is  not,  rather  than  what  it  is.     Snoohng  is  not  a  method  of 

I  bleaching  lin^n,  nor  is  it  a  scheme  of  logical  induction.    It  is  no 

I  plan  for  fixing  hat-pegs  in  a  passage^  nor  is  it  a  mode  of  treating 

neuralgia  with  treacle*    It  C4m  hardly  be  called  a  modification  of 

the  railway  block  svstem,  and  t«  state  that  it  is  a  substitute  for  the 

I  cxiBtiDg  mode  of  collecting  the  Income-tax  would  be  to  bring  down 

iun  our  heads  a  shower  ot  indignant  denial.    It  is  none  of  these 


things.  To  snool  fairly  and  honourably,  and  in  such  a  way  that 
while  purely  positive  its  inHuenoe  shall  be  spread  over  the  largest 
area,  is  certainly  a  very  precious  talent,  ana  the  man  who  snools 
with  no  other  thought  than  self  ^  ia  a  contemptible  and  procrastinat- 
ing iconoclast. 

Cases  of  abnormal  snooling  sometimes  occur,  and  are  particularly 
interesting.  I  know  of  an  evangelical  clergyman  in  Hampshire 
who  regularly  snools  twice  a  day  while  Convocation  is  sitting ;  and 
there  is  an  elderly  maiden  ladjr  who  resides  in  a  remote  village  in 
one  of  the  most  secluded  districts  in  the  West  Riding,  who  very 
rarely  snools  at  all,  but  when  she  does  so,  it  is  invariably  the  reverse 
way.  The  tanner  of  Walton-on-the-Naze,  who  snooled  With  double 
beats  whenever  his  mother-in-law  was  staying  with  him,  ia  scarcely 
a  case  of  legitimate  snooling;  but  the  well-known  case  of  the 
hatter  and  vestryman  at  Tadcaster,  who  could  only  snool  with  the 
asiiiHtanoe  of  a  little  boy,  who  heliied  to  hasten  the  reaction,  and 
restore  those  balances  which  had  been  so  seriously  disturbed  by  the 
paroxysm,  is  a  representative  example  of  this  neglected  but  beauti- 
ful art. 

I  would  beg  to  submit  to  the  Association  one  word  of  advice 
before  I  conclude.  Avoid  all  collusive  and  saponaceous  snooling. 
Do  not  be  led  away  by  those  who  tell  you  that  so  did  the  grand  old 
Snoolers  of  the  Middle  Ages.  It  is  not  so  ;  the  conscientious  Snooler 
is  as  careful  of  his  antecedents  in  the  past  as  he  is  of  his  more 
obtrusive  relatives  in  the  present. 

How  fair  a  sight  is  the  steadfast  snool  of  a  venerable  and  respected 
old  a^e.  Granulated,  perhaps,  and  it  may  be  partially  palpable, 
but  rich  with  its  peculiar  positivism,  and  redolent  of  on  elevated 
antagonism.  This  is  indera  the  snool  of  the  poet  and  the  painter, 
the  walrus  and  the  carpenter,  and  to  attain  to  it  should  be  the  aim 
of  us  all,  especiaUy  of  members  of  that  British  Associatiua icA  ^ki&.

Alone  I  did  it ;  at 
Jeaitt  with  another  fellow,  who  was  peally  more  nuisance  than  aaalst- 
anoe,  being  very  nearly  a  perfect  fool,  and  almost  stone  deaf  on  one 
tide,  wMoh  innrmity,  howeverj  eaua#d  him  to  be  ua^ul  aa  a  mere 

My  h-iendahipr  the  Harshal'a  and  mme,  hegani  years  ago,  at  tbo 
dny-sohool  where  I  fj'at  met  Did  BiUzT,  or,  as  the  bo^rs  nsed  to  caU 
him,  Don  Cjibab  sr  Ba^c^ing.  When  1  heard  of  his  imprisonmeat 
(you  know  I  lead  a  rover's  life^  ever  read^  for  adYenturei  being  here 
to-day  and  gone  to-morrow,  whoneyer  it  'a  at  all  inconvenient  to 
atay  any  longer.

In  five  minutes  my  determmation  and  pasnage  were  taken.  Oppo- 
Bit«  the  fortress  Is  a  small  island  formed  by  the  ocean-birds^  entirely 
i^Tered  with  sea-weed  and  a  peculiar  sort  of  marine  mushroom, 
much  prized  by  the  natives  of  the  southern  coast.

From  this  moment  the  MarJihai  went  to  work  l&e  a  trutnp.  Bob, 
disguised  as  a  mufln-boy,  with  a  beil,  was  sant  on  ^ore  with  a  roiM 
of  onions  for  the  Governor^ s  dinner.

3.  A  Labourer  Bhall  in  future  be  permitted  to  beat  his  wife  with* 
out  hindrance,  if  he  is  able  t<j  apostropbiao  her  in  French,  Ger- 
man, or  some  other  modem  language. 

4.  In  oases  of  Rbt,  attended  by  the  sacrifioe  of  human  life,  the 
ring- leaders  shall  be  apprehended  and  removed  to  the  station-house, 
where  they  shall  undergo  as  soon  as  po^iblc  an  examination  to  test 
their  knowledge  of  English  History  and  geometry*  The  examina- 
tion will  be  conducted  oy  a  Sergeant  of  Police*  Any  prisoner,  not 
ebtaining  the  minimum  number  of  marka,  will  be  brought  before 
the  Magistrates  on  the  morning  following  the  examination.  In

Puttch  heps  respectfully  to  submit  the  foDowing  **  case"— 
for  the  authenticity  of  which  he  is,  in  every  particular,  prepared  to 
vouch— to  the  consideration  of  Pbopessob  Huxi.ey  :~ 

Mfi.  Jomr  SmTH  EoBcrsoir  (British  paterfamilias)  having  tome 
years  ago  met  with  some  marked  success  in  business,  has  ever  since 
been,  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  oertain  morbid  haOucinations  as 
to  the  obligations  of  his  social  position.

here's  nothing  much  to 
detain  you  in  Bangor.

Then  there  *s  Beaumaris  Castle  on  the  other  side,  Penrhyn 
Castle  on  Bangor  side  and  the  Penrhyn  model  village,  which  looks  as 
prim  as  that  Enmbitg  ol  a  vlaoej  Brook  in  Holland,  where  you  take 
your  shoes  off  lor  fear  of  airtymg  the  roads,  or  something  equally 
absurd*  There  are  veryferw  "  modbal  **  anythings  that  are  « of  hum- 
bugs.   Thoy  protest  too  much. 

ffo  tourist  who  ones  for  Welsh  scenery,  for  lakes,  waterfalls, 
sea^  and  momsiaBlv  ivcmld  miike  his  head-quarters  at  Llandudno, 
which  ia  a  jiretentious,  haU-linished,  Welsh- Liverpool -Cockney  sort 
of  place,  with  Uttie  to  recommend  it  except  that  there  are  frequent 
trams  to  take  you  away  a^in.  Llandudno  hasn't  made  up  its  mind 
(and  it  ^s  been  long  enough  about  it)  what  sort  of  existence  it 's 
poing  to  settle  dawn  to.  It  oscillates  between  Scajborongh  (without 
Its  attractions  and  natural  advantages),  Margate  Cocknejism,  and 
Weymouth  gentility.  Many  of  the  Bhoi>8,  as  yet,  haven*t  precisely 
arrived  at  what  their  spicialiii^  if  any,  ia  to  lie.  A  watering-place 
must  be  in  a  very  infantine  stage  of  existence  when  you  've  get  to 

fo  to  a  toy-shop  to  get  your  hair  out.  Yet  so  it  is  at  Llandudno, 
'here  is  a  rival  establishment  to  this,  where  **  Hair- Brushing  by 
Machinery  *'  ia  advertised.    It  made  me  tremble  to  think  of  it* 

If  two  heads  are  better  than  one,  Llandtidno,  with  the  Great 
Oniie*s  Head  and  tke  Little  Orme^s  Head,  oup^ht  to  be  well  otf* 
Perhaps  these  two  brainless  heads  rule  the  destinies  of  Llandudno. 
The  ptaoeis  between  two  seas,  which  is  as  had,  in  its  way,  as  being 
between  two  fires.  Wind  and  rain,  wind  and  dust,  lind  quite  a 
little  holiday-ground  at  Llandudno, 

As  everyone  staying  at  Penmaenmawr  is  safe  to  go  to  Conway  and 
see  Conway  Castle,  description  is  thrown  away,  A  guide-book 
should  tell  us  what  to  avoid.  There  'a  something  the  tourist  cunH 
avoid,  and  that  is  the  Welsh  gnmins. 

Warnings. — The  Welsh  children,  I  mean  the  dirty  little  girls  and 
boys  up  to  six  years  old,  know  this  much  of  English,  "  Gie  me 
y'ape'ny  1  "  And  for  this  half-penny  they  *11  pester  every  visitor, 
afoot  or  in  a  car.

As  to 
seeing  the  sun  rise— bah  \ — smoke  your  cigar,  and  take  your  oqAm^ 
on  the  terrace  of  Penmaenmawr  Hotel,  and  see  the  moon  riao.  li  *% 
twice  as  pretty,  and  not  a  quarter  the  trouble. 

Note*  — rBring  your  own  Waa h er woman.  The  W^h  hJ^i nchiumm 
are  angelic  in  their  visits  :  few  and  far  between. 

Conveuanee^  and  Morses, — Of  all  the  miseraWe  moving  creatctnt 
on  fonr  legs  I  'vo  ever  seen,  the  horses  whiohfialosaet  laTariably, 
dr£^  the  fiys,  cars,  and  ramshackle-any-bow  traps,  mre  the  most 
pitiful.  There  are  honourable  exceptions,  and  some  people  can  give 
you  good  horses,  comfortable  traps,  and  decent  drivers.  JBui — see 
them  first,  see  the  whole  tum-ont  ^th  yonr  own  dear  eyes  befors 
you  liire  it :  insist  on  this. 

The  Br  iter  8, — More  often  than  not  a  stupid,  pig-beaded,  dift|'. 
apparently  unintelligent,  and  certainly  unintelligible  boy,  who,  \i 
may  be,  is  learning  his  future  business,  and  picking  up  Emliah  tJL 
the  tourist^B  expense.  These  boys,  whom  the  tourist  will  come 
across,  and  from  whom  he  will  suHer  much,  seem  to  be  out  for  i 
holiday  from  some  local  idiot  asylum. 

Advice, — Never  travel  without  a  Welsh  conversation-book  andt 
dictionary.  If  the  bo^  can  read  (long  odds  against  this),  you  con 
show  hira  what  yon  ttonk  of  him  in  print ;  if  he  can^t  read,  you 
must  depend  upon  the  excellence  of  your  pantomime  for  the  expres- 
sion of  your  feelings.  My  only  complaint  of  the  conversation- booki 
is,  that  there  is  no  langna^,  or,  at  all  events,  no  tma  sentence  m^- 
eivnfly  strong  for  the  occasions  which  are  constantly  arising^. 

More  than  once  I  have  been  ont  with  what  his  proprietor  called 
**  an  intelligent  boy,*^  He  knew  enousrh  EnsrlisK  to  render  him 
suspicious.  He  was  totally  unacquainted  rest 

on  the  route,  and  it  ended  by  my  ptu  .  jmd

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Again  :  **  To  the  tourist  who  likes  to  settle  for  his  month  where 
he  can  Md,  though  not  the  exoitements  of  artificial  exiBtenoe.  yet  a 
little  social  comfort  ** — not  maoh,  you  'U  observe — **  combinea  with 
averf  facility  for  sea- ba thin (f.  •  ♦  •  Liverpool  beckons  him  (the 
tounst)  to  its  iocial  wonders  *^'— (who,  or  what,  is  a  social  wonder  ? 
However,  there  aeem  to  be  a  lot  of  them  in  Liverpool,  according  to 
this  guide-hook)—**  Snowdon  beckons  him  (the  tourist  again)  to  its 
awful  solitudes  ** — crowd b  are  making  the  ascent  every  day  aurintj 
the  season,  and  dirty  little  boys  otforing  to  **  take  y'up  top  o'  Snow- 
dan,  8ir,  for  ono-and-eightpenoe '* — by  the  way,  a  good  service 
would  be  done  by  taking  a  few  of  these  young  rascals  up  to  one  of 
thefsB  **  awful  solitudes,*-  and  then  and  there  punching  their  heads— 
**  the  sea  beckons  him  to  its  glad  voyaging  **— which  depends  upon 
what  sort  of  a  sailor  the  tourist  maybe;  but,  after  all,  it^  "»'iy 
**  beckons  him,**  sq  he  ueedn*t  go  unless  he  likes.  .^! 
talented  writer  oorreot  a  new  edition,  I  would  suggest  that 
be  **  the  sea  **  whioh  **  beckon»  to  its  awful  solitudes''— fur  '*  awful 
solitudes*^  would  be  a  beautiful  description  of  the  bathing- 
machines. 

Talking  of  the  cliifa  of  Penmaenmawr,  the  guide-book  s&ys: 
**  The  sea-eagle  till  lately  made  them  its  favourite  abode."  The 
sea-eagle  has  probably  by  thia  time  found  it  more  profitable  to  let  it 
out  in  lodgings.    Perhaps  Mb,  GnADSToifB  has  taken  it. 

Of  one  mode  of  ascenoing  to  the  Ponmienmawr  quarries — **  The 
empty  trucks  mtuming  up  the  mountain  may  afford  the  tourist,  if 
he  imreagood  head,  a  swinging;  and  giddy  seat  **— but  he  doesn^t 
go  up  sitting  on  his  head--'*  which  may  serve,  on  this  or  some  later 
occasion)  to  save  him  the  fatigue  of  the  climb,  and  to  produce  a  novel 
sensation  ^^— rather  ! 

Describing  with  jjoetic  fervour  the  \i^w  from  the  summit  of  Pen- 
maenmawr,  the  guide  tells  us  what  is  to  be  seen :  **  Bridges,  tubes, 
towns,  plains,  and  valleys— right  around  to  the  moors  and  moun-

KIMATEB  and  enoonrag- 
ed    by   the    applause

^ss  at  Brusseb  by  an 
intelligent     European 
Public,  the  Memoers 
of    the    Intornational 
Eobbers'  Defence  As- 
sociation have  recently 
sent  Delegates  to  a 
gathering  of  their 
Society^    held    at 
midnight,  near   a 
fashionable     Lon- 
don thoroughfare. 
The  following  is  a 
"^*  brief  report  of  the 

meeting   in  ques- 
tion : — 
On  a  resolution  moved  by  Mr.  William  Sitcks  (Dele^to  for 
England),  seconded  by  Herb  Plundkb  (Germany),  and  spoken  to 
by  M.  Cabtoucki,  of  france,  M.  Poporr  (Eosaia]  waa  nnanimously 
I  Totod  to  the  Chair. 

The  CHAiaMAJf  said  that  the  holdbg  of  the  Meeting  was  a  oon- 
ecKbiun  to  Civilisation.

Me«  Siees  wished  it  to  be  clearly  imdicitDod  ih&t  lie'Oimld  not 
discuss  any  question  affecting  tke  st«mltet  tMBc.  He  oontended 
that  he  had  a  perfect  right  to  eearoh  tli»  psdceti  of  every  pnasengcr 
he  might  find  abaft  or  before  the  f unneL 

The  CHAiiutAK  explained  that  nsvnl  MtbjeQts  would  be  rigidly 
excluded  i^m  discussion.  He  had  snv^ial  suggestions  to  make. 
The  tirat  matter  they  had  to  ooniiderwas  the  right  of  the  Attacked 
to  call  in  the  aid  of  the  Polioe*  For  his  piot^  he  had  no  objection 
to  making  this  concession.  In  BsKtand  tne  rrfrhts  of  the  Attacker 
would  scarcely  be  even  tlireatoned,  as  the  Polioe  in  that  country 
were  generally  obllginprly  invisible  in  cases  of  emn^encj.

H£EB  PlCkdeh  thought  the  attaoked  should  bb  gnrotted  if  he 
made  anv  sort  of  defence.  H  was  for  the  good  of  society  that  a 
robbery  should  be  accomplished  with  as  little  confusion  as  possible. 
He  contended  that  the  Attacked  shonld  be  forced  to  give  plans  of 
the  houses  of  all  Ms  r«latives»  showing  how  they  (the  houses)  might 
he  most  easUy  entered,  and  their  contents  put  under  **  requisition.*' 

Mb.  Van  itonBEEKAK  (Holland]  could  not  agree  with  the  last 
speaker  in  every  particular.

M.  VoLEUB  (Bel^um)  complained  that  it  would  be  very  hard 
indeed  if  the  drawing-room  windows  of  the  house  of  the  Attacked 
were  removed  by  sn  Attacker  wishing  to  gain  admittance. 

HsKB  Pli'kdee  did  not  see  how  me  proceedings  complained  of 
could  be  avoided  if  the  Attacked  refused  to  open  the  doors  of  his 
mansion  to  the  Attacker. 

After  some  further  discussion,  the  provisional  sanction  of  most  of 
the  Delegates  present  was  obtained  to  a  cod©  of  rules  said  to  be  very

M.  PoFOFP  for  his  conciliatory  and  courtoous  conduct  in  the  Chair,

Yet  rurther  to  excite 
your  enyy  by  oontrasting 
oar  pontions,  1  may  add 
that  1  haye  been  a  month 
here  by  the  beaoh*  and 
have  neither  seen  a  flea^ 
nor  heard  a  banjo  or  a 
barrel-orgam 

Where  is  this  Earthly 
ParadiaeP  jron  will  he 
tempted  to  inquire;  but 
its  whereabouts  wild  dro- 
medaries never  shall  drag 
out  of  me.  No,  thank 
you:  there  is  now  no  verdure  in  my  eye.  I  am  not  o 
of  those  foolish,  feeble-minded  folk*  who,  when  they  dnd  a  pleasant 
plaoe.  ait  down  to  advertise  its  merits*  I  remember  once  diseownius 
a  nook  upon  a  river,  where  I  was  feasted  Hke  a  fighting*oook  for  half- 
a*crown  a  day,  and  where  big  fish  could  be  oaught  as  readily  as 
blne-hottleB.  In  a  weak  moment  I  took  thither  a  garrulous  com- 
panion, and  he,  like  a  great  gander,  wrote  a  letter  to  a  newapaper, 
and  told  where  in  the  world  lay  this  paradise  for  fishers,    ^ext 


season,  when  I  went,  the  banks  were  bristling  with  rods,  and, 
instead  of  living  grandlr  upon  half-a-orown  a  day,  I  could  sosne 
get  bread  and  cheese  for  lees  than  half-a-sovereien. 

Be  content  then  if  T  say  that  I  am  somewhere  by  the  sea,  andaot 
on  your  side  of  the  Channel.  I  love  my  country  like  a  Briton  for 
ten  months  in  the  vear,  but  for  the  other  two  I  am  rejoiced  to  j^et 
away  from  it.  Ana  here,  where  I  am  now,  I  see  nothing  to  remind 
me  of  the  home  1  left  behind  me.  1  doubt  if  there  be  even  a  door- 
mat in  the  place,  and  I  have  staved  here  a  whole  month  without 
seeing  a  salt-spoon*  If  an  Englishman  could  grumble,  it  might  be 
at  the  absence  cf  such  luxuries  as  these :  but  n  he  lives  abroad^  he 
very  soon  discovers  that  they  are  not  vital  necessaries.  Even  with- 
out a  Bidt-spoon,  I  manage  somehow  to  exist  on  two  f[ood  meals  a 
da^,  and  1  pay  four  shillings  daily  for  about  a  dozen  diahes.  1  find 
this  far  more  pleasant  tn  my  palate  and  my  purse,  than  staying  in 
some  Btutfy  sea -side  lodgings  nearer  home,  where  one  has  to  waste 
one' 9  appetite  on  banquets  of  cold  mutton  wellnigh  every  other  day, 
with  the  addition  of  a  pudding,  excepting  upon  Sundays. 

Though  I  am  not  by  any  means  a  Bentimental  Journeyman,  I 
mnjEft  echo  the  opinion  that  some  things  in  the  world  are  better 
managed  out  of  England.  1  readily  admit  that  Britanxul  rules 
the  waves,  bnt  I  do  not  admire  the  rules  she  makes  for  men  who 
venture  into  them.  The  young  lady  who  blushed  to  hear  the  naked 
truth,  might  see  the  bathing  here  without  a  change  of  colour. 
The  Tritons  and  sea-nymphs  are  all  decently  apparelled,  and  their 
gambols  in  the  water  are  certainly  amusing.  ^  instead  of  simply 
standing  in  a  ring,  and  bobbiDg  up  and  down  like  the  sea-nymphs 
on  our  ahores,  here  the  fair  aquatic  acrobats  can  generally  swim, 
and  one  might  call  them  little  ducks,  for  their  prowess  in  the  water. 

But  there  are  other  things  to  do  here  besides  watching  the  bathers, 
though  this  is,  after  all,  the  most  popular  of  pastimes.  There  is  the 
never-ending  pleasure  of  looking  at  the  sea,  and  seeing  its  clear 
green  change  into  deep  piirple  under  every  passing  oloud  *  and, 
when  the  wind  begins  to  rise,  of  hearing  the  big  breakers  thunder 
foaming  on  the  beach.  Then  there  are  delightful  bracing  climbs 
upon  the  cliffs,  where  the  sea-mews  whirl  and  B43ream,  and  tlie  larks 
are  still  in  song,  and  wheie  the  sportsman  pricks  his  ears  up  at  the 
whirring  of  the  partrid^,  or  the  twit- twit  of  the  quail.  Or,  for 
those  who  like  it,  there  is  the  excitement  of  standing  in  wet  sea- 
weed at  low  tide  among  the  rocks,  and  holding  a  long  rod  out  in  the 
hope  of  a  bite.  Moreover,  those  who  wish  to  taste  a  slice  of 
Paris  by  the  sea,  may  sip  their  mazagran  or  absinthe,  and  play  their 
dominoes  or  trio-trac,  and  their  billiards  or  ecarte,  close  beside  the 
beach.  Once  a  week  too  here,  a  little  after  midday,  the  ohUdren 
have  a  ball,  and  belles  of  seven  tlirt  coquettiBhly  with  cavaliers  of 
six.  Partners  more  mature  enjoy  a  **  dancing  evening"  wellnigh 
every  other  night ;  and  yet  further  to  amuse  us,  the  baU-room  is 
betweenwhiles  turned  into  a  theatre,  where  the  acting  is  far  better 
than  on  many  a  larger  stage. 

1  ery  then  **««  revoir^*  as  I  pack  up  my  portmanteau,  and  pre- 


pare myself  regretfully  to  quit  this  pleasant  plaoe.  It  is  not  often 
m  his  life  that  an  Kri^liainnftn  can  hope  to  come  home  from  his 
holiday  without  some  grmranoe  on  his  mmd  to  grumble  and  to  growl 
about :  and,  having  passed^  a  month  abroad  u'ee  from  this  mental 
raw,  I  feel  impelled  by  gratitude  to  advertise  the  fact ;  but  nothing 
more— not  a  particular  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  this  marine  j>ara- 
dise,  from  your  own  VAoABtTNinrs.

In  these  days  of  mechanism  it  seems  not  too  much  to  suggest  that  a 
steam-trumpeter  might  be  constmeted  aa  well,  and  made  to  play  a 
variety  of  tunes  for  signals,  so  as  to  delight  the  ears  of  passengers 
ID  stead  of  torturing  them.  This  would  be  a  triumph  of  steam, 
which,  if  possible  in  itself,  would  doubtless  tax  not  at  all  too  highly 
either  the  reeouroes  or  the  liberality  of  Railway  Companies,  to  whom

For  the  benefit  of  foreign  readers  we 
should,  therefore,  like  to  add  Bome  few  detaOs  like  Uie  foUowingi  which  may

By  the  command  of  Bishop  Ma^'NOg,  not  merely  did  Dean  Staih^et  act  as

The  Prince^  attended  by  his  suite,  was  then  con- 
veyed in  a  State  cab  to  the  Palace  of  Dea»  STAjfLEY,  where  a  siimptuoui 
English  breakfast  of  rosbif  and  plumb-pudding  was  provided  for  His  High- 
ness;  the  Churchwardens  of  the  Abbey  assisting  at  the  banquet,  and  emptying 
to  his  health  eleven  casks  of  portare-beer.

OUR  REPBESENTATI7E  MAN. 

Report  of  a  Visit  to  thii  Olympic  Orphan  Af^m^  and  af  a  Mevival 
at  the  Princea^^s, 

The  two  unhappy  French  orphan  girls,  the  offspring  of 
MM.  DENiifEBY  and  Co  EM  ON.  have  at  length— at  great  length— found 
an  Asj^lum  at  the  Olympic  Theatre.  Mit,  Xevillk,  the  manager  of 
this  interesting  establishment,  has  taken  the  two  amiable  sunerers 
under  his  care.  They  have  a  nice  time  of  it,  these  two  French 
orphans,  in  their  English  dress :  they  play  from  ei^ht  to  midnight ; 
at  least,  they  did  so  on  the  first  occasion  of  their  appearance  in 
Town.  Poor  deais  I  I  sincerely  trust  thoy  *ve  been  compressed  and 
brought  closer  together  since  that  eventful  evening.  You  see, 
when  one  hears  a  pitiful  taJe,  even  about  two  orphans,  over  and  over 
again  in  the  course  of  four  hours,  it  does  become  a  trine  wearisome. 

The  story  is  this ;  Th  '  ■<  may  he  imagined  &om  the  title) 

two  orphans.    The  two  •  —**  so  called  "—as  my  friend  the 

Babon^  Charles  Mouton  j>t:  jmnni  oh  served  j  **  because  as  neither  of 
them  art*  inclined  to  cmlHmmnnt^  they  are  evidently  the  Two  Awful 
Leans.'* — tbat*s  one  of  the  Barons  side-splittera- well,  of  the 
Two  Orphelines  one  is  abducted  by  a  nobleman ;  the  other  is  blind* 
and  ia  abducted  by  cadgers.  The  latter  goes  about  trying  to  find 
the  former  ;  the  unbeknown  mother  of  the  blind  girl  (who  isn't  really 
an  orphan)  goes  about  trying  to  find  her  daughter ;  her  husband 
goes  about  trying  to  find  out  nis  wife's  secret ;  the  police  go  about 
trying  to  lind  out  everything  in  general ;  and  everybody  is  trying  to 
find  out  everybody  elsej  while  the  audience  is  trying  to  find  out  wnat 
it  *s  all  about.     And  this  occupies  six  Acts  and  eight  Tableaux  I 

It  puzzled  Your  Kepresentative,  also*  to  find  out  what  on  earth 
could  have  induced  Mjl.  Neville  and  Miss  Fowles  to  choose  such 
wretched  parts  as  those  of  Pierre^  the  cripple,  and  ZotiMi?,  the  blind 
orphan.  True  that  Pierre,  the  weak,  comes  out  uncommon! , 
in  the  last  Act,  but  you  have  to  wait  ^7/  the  last  Act  lor  thi 
display  of  energy.  The  motto  for  the  last  Act  being  clearU  j,\.  i., 
you  cripple!"  what  does  the  cripple  do!r  Ho  gives  his  bullying 
brother  **a  nasty  one"  below  the  waistcoat  I  Now  there  was  no 
sort  of  necessity  that  these  two  should  have  been  brothers,  and  the 
English  proprietor  of  the  piece  ou^ht  to  liave  allowed  his  eminent 
translator  to  dissolve  the  relationship. 

As  for  Miss  Fowuee,  ahe  oould  have  been  blind  only  to  her  own 
iaterests  to  choose  such  a  miserable,  squalid,  and,  as  it  seemed  tome, 
di'amatically  uninteresting  part  as  that  of  Loiiihtu  She  has  to  sing 
whining  songs  to  most  trying  tunes ;  she  has  to  be  dragged  about, 
to  sit  on  cold  stops  sayin|r  an«l  doing  nothing,  and  is  comparatively  a 
nobody.  The  only  solution  to  the  mystery  of  this  selection  is  that, 
in  these  days  when  Provincial  Touring  Companies  are  the  fashion. 


Me.  Netq^le  can  start  with  one  touring  company  under  his  own 
personal  auperintendenoe  (like  a  theatrical  Cook'b  agent),  going 
northwards,  while  Miss  Fowlke,  with  another  troupe ^  can  proceed 
southwards,  and  the  two  parts  at  the  Olympic  can  be  eaairy  fiU&d 
without  endangering  the  auooess  of  the  dr&ma« 

The  Two  (Jrphanfi  is  a  thoroughgoing  Porte  St.  Martin  piece  of 
the  oldest  school  of  melodrama.  There  are  tolling  situations  of  the 
Penny  Illmtrated  school ;  there  ^s  the  wicked  Marquis  and  the  good 
young  Nobleman  of  republican  proclivities  ;  there  a  a  duel  between 
these  two  (an  eioeilent  bit  of  fence  between  Mb.  Suobept  and  Mb. 
Rowland)  ;  there  are  Secret  Police  and  a  Minister  of  Police  with 
"archives J **  there  are  abductions,  a  kniving,  threatenings,  buUy- 
ings,  fainting,  wailings,  and  long  explanations. 

Of  course,  just  to  lighten  it  up  a  bit,  there  is  the  Comio  Servant, 
who  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  plot,  just  as  there  is  in  that  old- 
fashioned  melodrama  Ruf/mond  and  Atjtieif  revived  j^cmr  rire^  last 
season  at  the  Haymarket. 

Miss  Ebnstonk,  as  the  orphan  UmrieUe^  is  specially  clever  in 
(giving  her  long  speeches  under  most  trying  circumstances*  So  also 
13  Mb8.  Charles  Vdteb,  who  is  perpetually  dissembling  to  her 
husband,  gTiahiDg  in  her  nephew's  arms,  and  fainting  away  when- 
ever there  is  a  convenient  chair  or  sofa.  Seeing  what  tliis  distracted 
lady  had  to  do,  let  alone  the  difiiculties  of  grawfully  managing  a 
cumbersome  train,  it  was  a  moat  meritorl  ;  oimance. 

Mb.  Habcoubt  made  an  excellent  of    Police »  much 

troubled  by  domestic  doubts,  because  L-  ^^..i.  ^uuld  dissemble  so 
openly  that  he  ooiildn^t  choose  but  suspect  something ;  and  his 
nephew's  conduct,  in  tearing  a  page  right  out  of  volume  thirty  of 
the  official  Police  News,  which  had  been  carefully  bound  at  tho 
Government's  exx>en8e,  was  really  most  exa8i)erating.  What  dread 
secret  was  in  that  Police  Sheet  (Night  Charges,  vol.  xxi.)  Your 
Eepresentative  was  unable  to  learn,  I  asked  a  friend  who  pretended 
to  tmow,  but  found  he  didn't. 

Ere  Your  Ke  pre  sent  ative's  report  of  The  Orphan  $  con  appear,  it 
will  no  doubt  have  been  pruned  and  tiimmed  considerably,  if  not, 
then  i>erhap3  the  following  suggestions  might  be  useful : — 

Act  /,— Omit  it  altogether^  because  in  Act  IL  Henriette  can  tell 
the  action  of  Act  I.  in  three  lines.  Cut  out  the  Comic  Character,  alsd 
the  Lady  with  a  Song,  entirely.  Cut  short  the  interview  of  the 
Police  Minister  with  the  dull  Detective  in  Act  III.  Omit  the  dis- 
sembling Countess  d€  Limien^y  or  let  her  just  faint  and  dissemble 
once  and  have  done  with  it.  As  to  the  Police  archives,  out  with 
them  and  the  included  mystery.  Change  the  Blind  Girl's  tunes. 
Dissolve  the  relationship  between  Pierre  and  Jacques,  As  to  the 
remarkably  unpleasant  Salpetri^rc  seeue,  out  with  it ;  but  as  it  I  . 
would  be  a  pity  to  lose  Mbs.  Habcourt*s  Kumsit'csvx%  -^^si^w^issTOsst^  "^x  I

the  Church  Scene  of  Act  III.,  where  she  would  be  quite  in  charao- 
teff  and,  as  it  ia  snowiniTf  there  might  be  some  amusement  got  out 
of  that  goMipin^  old  flirt  the  nameleas  Doctor  (Ma.  Vollaire) 
otferinif  his  umbrella  to  the  diffident  Mother  Superior,  or  seeing  her 
into  a  sedan-chair,  and  then  pretending  (merely  pretending)  that 
he  waa  going  to  get  in  after  her.  The  brutality  of  the  Last  Act 
might  be  toned  down  with  advantage,  and  though  I  would  not 
compress  The  Two  Orphans  much  within  the  limits  of  Cojt  and 
Bojr^  yet  I  feel  sure  that  were  it  brought  comfortably  within  the 
hours  of  eight  and  a  quarter  past  ten»  Mr.  Neville's  **  kind  friends 
in  front  would  6mUe  for  many  a  night  on  their  endeavours  to  please, 
and  there  would  not  sit  down  a  happier  sup]>er-pai-ty  every  evening 
after  the  play  than  JA«  ru»<j  Or;jAart**'*     {CitrUttn.) 

After  all,  this  compressure  is  not  an  impossibility — far  from  it. 
Look  at  Lost  in  L*tnmn  at  the  Princesses,  It  commences  at  7*45, 
and  is  over  at  10' 15^  and  if  a  crow^ded  house  is  any  criterion,  if 
cheers,  tears,  and  laughter  have  any  meaning  whatever,  Lost  in 
Ltimlon^  as  a  revival,  is  a  success.  8ueh  things  will  hnpT>en  even 
in  the  best- regulated  theatres  :  the  fact  may  be  ineiplicaole^  but, 
no  matter,  there  is  the  fact«  L^'St  in  London^  however,  is  peculiarly 
adapted  to  a  large  theatre  like  the  Princess's,  or  the  Adelphi.  where 
it  was  originally  produced.  Me*  Watts  Phillips  is  as  clever  a 
melodmmatiiit  as  M.  Dewnebt,  and  if  his  Act  IlL  were  only  equal 
to  Act  IL,  L<}U  in  L*mditn  would  be  a  masterpiece  of  this  particu- 
lar line  of  dramatic  art.  Unfortunately  the  £nish  is  depressing. 
But  bless  Your  Representative's  dear  e^^es,  it 's  worth  all  the  money 
to  see  Mrs.  Alfred  IIellok's  Tiddy  Dragglethorpe,  as  fresh  and 
as  sympathetic  as  ever,  carrying  tlie  audience  with  her  just  as 
iwwerfmly  as  when  she  played  NtUy  in  the  Green  Bmhes,  or  when, 
as  the  devoted  country  wench,  in  the  Hop-PicMrs^  she  sat  on  the 
mUkpails  and  gave  Mr.  W&irrHT  a  hunch  of  bread ;  and  as  when, 
in  any  other  favourite  old  **  Adelphi  Hits,"  ahe  withstood  that  atro- 
cious stage-viHain  Mit.  0.  Smith  to  tlie  face,  defended  yirtue  with 
a  dish-clout,  cried  over  and  hugged  the  suffering  heroine,  setting 
the  andienoe  snivelling  one  minute  with  her  homely  patnos,  and 
the  next  making  them  roar  by  boxing  the  ears  of  the  funny  man 
who  had  come  to  steal  a  kisa,  or  driving  out  the  melodramatic 
mi&creant  with  a  broonwtick.    May  her  shadow  never  be  less ! 


Your  Representative  lias  not  space  left  to  say  more  than  that  th« 
piece  is  fairly  played  all  round,  and  that  there  could  not  be  a  better 
impersonator  of  the  heroine  than  Miss  Li'dli  Foote.  _^  Also,  it  is 
most  effectively  put  on  the  stage. 

To  those  whom  the  attraction  of  Lost  in  Lond*m  ma^lindnoe  to 
visit  the  Princesses  I  would  say,  Please  do  stop  and  see  Two  Headk 
are  BetttT  than  One,  And,  if  they  do  not  find  it  a  genuine  Hide- 
splitter— not  on  account  of  anything  that  is  done  or  aaid  in  it,  but 
through  the  idea  that  it  should  ever  have  been  produced  at  all 
and  then  reproduced  in  this  enlightened  age— they  have  not  thai 
keen  sense  of  maDagerial  humour  which  contributes  so  omch  at  a 
theatre  to  the  personal  enjoyment  of

Well,  I  leaned  out  over  the  front  gate  and  saw  a  waggon  and 
horses  coming  along  the  road,  and  I  couldn't  think  what  the  horses 
had  eot  over  their  noses.

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'*  to  live  with  a  family  as  will  take  furnished  lodgings  at  Margate 
for  two  Bumtbs,  and  leave  me  to  keep  house  in  an  empty  street  with 
all  the  hiinds  down.  I  like  to  be  able  to  say,  *  When  1  was  at 
Scarborough  the  year  the  Prince  took  the  fever' ;  or  *  When  I  was 
at  Brighton  last  November':  or  *  When  we  had  Lokd  Bueleigh's 
plaoe  in  Hertfordshire  I ' "  This  sounds  well,  and  lets  people  know 
what  kind  of  plaoe  a  girl  expects  when  she  is  thinking  of  bettering 
herself.

Sir,  I 
regret  to  My  that  flinoe 
the  evening  of  our  Tisit 
to  the  Alhambra  my  noble 
friend  has  neyer  been 
the  same  man,  at  least, 
towards  me^  that  he  was 
before.  How  oould  I  tell 
that  the  Demands  Bride 
wai  so  depressingly  dull  P 
It  wasn't  my  faulL  '*  / 
didn't  write  it,'*  I  «x- 
pJained  to  my  dear  and 
noble  Mend,  who  simply 
ezolaimed  "Thank 
Heayen  I "  tad,  Mxm  afterwaxdi,  about  the  middle  of  Act  IL,  dropped 
off  to  sleep. 

He  oompUdned.  snd  with  reason,  that  there  were  no  airs  he  oonld 
carry  away  with  him,  and  rsproducelon  his  fayoorite  instrument  the 
Hungarian  Bolophone. 

The  music,  to^the  thinking  of  Your  BepresentatiTe.  was  rather 
too  good  for  this  sort  of  piece,  and  perhaps  a.  Jacobi  the  composer 
is  not  himself,  quite  satimed  with  toe  peiiommooa  of  his  own  work. 
Except  McLL.  HosB  Bell,  who  is  a  true  artiste^  there  was  really 
no  one  to  command  the  attention  of  an  audience.  But,  then,  can 
the  attention  of  an  Alhambra  audience  be  commanded  except  by 
spectacle,  ballet,  and  practical  fun  P  Ajb  to  witticisms,  brilliant 
dialogue,  neat  sonff-yerses,  they  are,  on  tlie  whole,  utterly  thrown 
away,  wheneyer  Me.  Paulton  sp^iks  he  can  inyariablj;  be  heard, 
but,  on  this  occasbn,  there  was  really  hardly  anything  worth 
hearing ;  ancL  as  far  as  the  **  action"  went,  yery  little  worth  seeing. 
Yet  it  is  splendidly  put  on  the  stage,  botii  as  to  scenery  and 
costumes,  and  eyeryone  from  first  to  last  seemed  to  be  doing  their 
best  to  make  the  piece  go. 

The  niffht  of  our  yisit  may  haye  been  an  exceptionally  unfortunate 
one,  as  Mxle.  Bell  appeared  to  play  without  her  usual  yigour,  and 
to  go  through  her  peztormance  mechanically :  but  the  part  is  not  a 
good  one  tor  her^  and,  as  my  noble  Bolophonist  obseryed,  "  tlie 
music  doesn't  seem  to  suit  her.^'  My  dear  mend  only  woke  up  to 
say  this,  and  then  went,  at  once,  to  sleep  again,  so  that  perhaps  his 
opmion  would  not  be  of  yery  much  yalue. 

An  apology  was  put  out  for  that  elegant  dancer  Mademoiselle 
Saea,  and  so  '*  the  oells  went  a  ringing  for  Saea  "  in  yain.  Your 
Bepresentatiye  sincerely  hopes  the  young  lady  is  better.  Her 
unobtrusiye  troupe  was  there,  and  how  any  audience  can  approye  of 
such  unoTacefuII  unwomanly,  inartistic  kioking  up  b^amd  and 
before  (uke  Ole  Joe  in  the  once  celebrated  nigger  song)  is  a  puzzle 
to  Your  Bepresentatiye.  Late  diners  and  later  supperers  of  both 
sexes  may  reyel  in  this  sort  of  entertainment,  whi^  as  my  dear 
discreet  D— ke  (who  did  wake  up  for  this)  obseryed,  "  is,  decidedly, 
not  for  Joseph.''  Were  the  dancmg  artistic,  that,  to  speAk  coUoqui- 
ally,  would  DC  another  pair  of  shoes  altogether.  Art,  like  Chanty, 
coyers  a  multitude  of  sins. 

As  far  as  Your  Bepre'sentatiye  could  judge,  the  Alhambra  has  not 
played  a  trump  in  the  production  of  the  Ijemon^e  Bride. 

The  little  Charing  Cross  Theatre  has  been  re-opened  by  Ms.  Hen- 
DEBSON,  of  Liyerpool  and  American  theatrical  fame,  with  Miss 
Lydia  Thompson  as  the  Queen  of  the  celebrated  '*  Blonde  Troupe," 
which  l.has  been  delighting  American  play-goers  for  the  last  four 
years.  ^*m^  --^ 

Their  piece  de  rSsietance  is  an  original  Opira  Bouffe^  or  rather 
burlesqueof  the  oldrpattem,  with  ready-made  music  fitted  to  it  by 
its  Author.  Me.  Faeitxe,  who  seems  to  be  weU  up  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  sort  of  entertainment.  The  first  Sorae  of  Blue  Beard 
sparkles  from'beginninp  to  end ;  eye^one  is  new,  eyerything  is 
new,  eyerybody  is  brilliantly  costnmed,  the  dialogue  is  crammed 
with  allusions  to  the  topics  of  the  day,  all  more  or  less  telling,  the 
puis  are  bad  enough  to  be  groanea  at;  and  when  Miss  Ltdia 
Taoimos  bounds  on  as  pretty  and  as  graceful  as  eyer,  the  audience 
gxYe.her  and  her  neat  little  speech  so  warm  a  xeeeptum  as  to  send 


the  thermometer  up  seyeral  degrees,  and  remind  us  that  a  little 
more  yentilation  would  bo  highly  acceptable. 

Miss  Thompsok  has  not  been  spoiled  by  America :  the  only  ap- 
pearance of  her  being  at  all  un-Englished  is  her  eyident  enjoyment 
of  what  is  purely  American  fan,  and  her  eyidenoing  her  own  appre- 
ciation of  it  by  haying  allowed  so  much  of  it  to  remain  in  the  piece. 

Probably,  before  this  report  appears  in  print,  the  American  Pan- 
tomimist,  who  now  plays  Corporal  Zingzong,  will  only  remain  in 
the  bill  as  the  impersonator  of  **the  heathen  Chinee"  for  fiye 
minutes  or  so,  not  more,  just  time  enough  for  him  to  show  his  dress, 
make  one  grimace  once,  play  a  short  game  of  cards  with  Me.  Beough^ 
as  Blue  Beard,  and  then  yanish,  and  that  most  cleyer  and  ingenious 
Protean  entertainer  will  haye  obtained  seyeral  engagements  nightly 
at  our  numerous  Music-halls. 

Mr.  Alfred  Bishop  was  unrecognisable  as  Ibrahim,  the  father 
of  Fatima,  so  fearfully  and  wonderfully  was  he  made  up;  while 
Mb.  Beouoh  was  immensely  funny  in  his  quaint  rendering  of  the 
immortal  Blue  Beard,  whose  catch  phrase,  "That 's  the  sort  of  man 
I  am/'  might,  but  for  the  actor's  skill,  haye  become  a  nuisance. 

The  concerted  piece,  "  You  Ve  a  Fraud,"  is  in  itself  almost  enough 
to  make  the  fortune  of  any  burlesque,  and  the  encores  which 
followed  were  genuine  and  hearty.  Tnere  is  no  mistake  about  this 
at  all  eyents.  American  in  idea,  it  is  just  that  utterly  absurd 
nonsense  which,  admirably  giyen  by  a  eestette,  but  mainly  depend- 
ing upon  the  yiyacity  of  Miis  Thompson  and  the  quaintness  of  Mb. 
Beough,  in  the  deliyery  of  the  words,  is  safe  to  appeal  irresistibly 
to  the  sense  of  humour  of  any  English-speaking  auoience  whereyer 
it  may  be.  The  first  scene  is  almost  too  much  for  the  rest  of  the 
piece ;  and,  on  reflection,  if  such  amusing  trifles  will  bear  reflection, 
two  such  scenes  would  be  quite  enough. 

By  the  way,  it  will  be  as  well  to  remind  the  gentleman  who  is 
styled  in  the  nrogramme  '*  Chef  ^Orchestra  "  (nc)  that  the  tiieatre 
is  a  yery  small  one,  and  that  the  audienoe  haye  drams  in  their  ears 
as  wen  as  he  has  in  his  orchestra.  Such  a  oommon  fault,  and  such 
an  uncommon  nuisance  I 

Before  quitting  Charing  Cross  Your  Bepresentatiye  noticed  on 
the  bilL  announced  after  the  name  of  the  "  Chrf  d^  Oreheetra," 
those  of  the  Machinist,  the  Property  Master,  the  Uaaman  (I)*  and 
the  Prompter.  Indeed,  the  Property-men  and  Machinist  are  men- 
tioned tince  in  the  programme ;  t.«.,  at  the  head  and  at  the  tail. 
Why  ?  I  do  not  remember  this  anywhere  else.  I  like  it :  it 's  yery 
kind  and  nice,  and  shows  a  commendable  absence  of  j>ride  in  a 
management  ready  to  acknowledge  publicly  the  seryices  :of  .its 
subordinates. 

But  why  stop  here  ?  Why  not  go  on  ?  After  Property  Master ^ 
Me.  Scabbobow  ;  Gasman,  Mb.  W.  Blacswell  (the  iKst  looks  like

A  BLUE-BOOK  WITH  A  ROSE  TINGE. 

Read  the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  1873-74*  In  the  midat  of  that  vast  blue-book  of  seven  hundred 
pa^es  there  is  a  bit  of  motherly  writing  by  Mrs.  Nassau  Senioe, 
wmch  is  delightful  to  read,  and  cannot  fail  to  be  of  immense  use. 
Mbs.  Senioe  has  visited  pauper  schools,  and  has  traced  about  seven 
hundred  girls  who  had  been  educated  at  ^uper  schools ;  and  her 
brief  biographies  of  these  poor  little  wufs  are  perfect  in  their 
simplicity.

Mendicity 
is  eternal.  But  the  pauper  may  be  gradually  raised  to  a  higher 
level :  and  such  an  inquiry  as  IIbs.  oenior- s  is  likely  to  do  great 
good  in  tilts  way.

Mit*  Seb/eant  Cox,  in  giving  Bai*l  a  year's  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour,  has  tahtn  a  step— perhaps  as  far  as  he  could — in  the  right 
direction*  The  law  may  not  have  empowered  him  to  requite  Mr, 
Ball  with  penal  servitude  for  life ;  and,  unfortunately,  be  could 
not  order  him  a  tloegin;?,  as  he  might  have  done  if  the  convict  had, 
in  addition  to  blinding  his  victim,  robbed  him  of  a  halfpenny.  Still, 
it  may  be  possible  to  stamp  out  the  epidemic  of  ferocious  barbarity 
now  spreading  amongst  the  **  Roughs."  The  attempt,  at  leaist,  could 
be  ntade. 

Suppose,  that,  in  future,  Magistrates  made  a  point  of  sending  all

It  may  De 
aaid  that  faith  is  one  thing,  heresy  another,  and  that  Protestants 
eannot  possibly  be  persecuted  though  they  may  be  executed  \  and 
serve  them  right  t  Therefore,  it  may  he  argued,  the  Ultramontanes 
are  the  only  people  who  have  ever  undergone  any  persecntion  at 
alL  either  since  the  Ehfeboe  Jctlia^'s  time  or  before  it. 

Another  Times'  Correspondent,  the  Ebv.  W,  F,  Wiliokbok, 
quotes  a  declaration  prefixed  in  1742  by  two  Jesuit  Fathers  to  an 
edition  of  the  Third  Book  of  Newtoh^  Pnncipia,  It  expresses 
*^  assent  to  the  Decrees  passed  by  the  Sovereign  Pontiff  which 
deny  the  motion  of  the  earth."

Arguing  the  same  point  with  Mr.  WrLKnreoH^  in  the  same  jour> 
nal,  a  "Cantab"  tries  to  prove  that  a  certain  **  unlucky  ViBonjTTS," 
an  Irishman,  who,  in  the  eighth  century,  taught  that  the  earth  was 

|k»be,  and  that  perhaps  there  were  antipoaes^  had  those  theories 


oondenmed,  and  himself  sentenced  to  recant  them  by  Popk  Zachary, 
ex  ctithedrS.  A**Cantab''  quotes  HABDOirrN  to  prove  that  In- 
fallibility thus  made  a  mistake. 

But,  it  may  be  replied,  perhaT>s  Habdottdt  does  not  giTO  Pope 
Zachaey's  exact  wonla.  However,  suppose  he  does.  Infallibility 
cannot  deny  any  truth.  If  any  scientific  truth  was  in  fact  ever 
denied  by  a  Pope,, that  Pope,  by  denying  it^  in  so  far  proved  himself 
fallible.  Therefore  he  proved  himself,  for  the  nonce,  not  to  kave 
spoken  ex  cathedra.  You  cannot  be  sure  that  a  past  Pope  lifts 
decided  any  question  ex  cathedra  except  in  the  sense  defined  bj  tlie 
Pope  for  the  time  being,  speaking,  and  declaring  that  he  speaka, 
mind  you,  ex  cathedra  himself*  So  donH  say  that  any  Pope  eVer 
authoritatively  denied  the  motion  of  the  earth.

TiTE  following:  sujrgestinns  have  been  made  with  a  view  tx)  carry- 
ing out  the  proposed  scheme  for  giving  to  the  Ixindon  District  a 
Municij>ality  worthy  of  the  interests  it  will  be  retinired  to  reijre- 
sent.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  this  list  the  arrangomenta  for  the 
proper  manBgement  of  the  Show  and  Banquet  on  Lord  Mayor^a  Day 
nave  (as  might  have  been  expected)  not  been  altogether  overlooked 
and  forgotten. 

1»  That  the  Lord  Mayor  under  the  new  remim  m^j  have  incTeaBed 
dignity,  it  is  proposed  that  the  idea  of  the  French,  that  his  Lord- 
ship "  has  the  power  of  life  and  death"  shall  be  actually  realised. 
This  may  he  easily  done  by  making  the  Lord  Mayor,  ei  o^cio,  a 
Director  of  all  the  Railway  Companies. 

2.  So  that  the  new  Citizens  of  London  may  see  the  Lord  Mayor's 
Show,  the  Procession  in  future  will  be  required  after  leaving  Guild- 
hall to  pass  through  Hamp^tead,  Highgate,  Bays  water,  I  mc  worth, 
and  Kew  on  its  way  to  Weatminsteri  returning  to  the  Mansion- 
Houjie  viti  Woolwioh,  Greenwich,  Hackney,  and  Dalston. 

3.  That  plenty  of  time  may  ht  allowed  for  the  aooomplishment  of 
this  progress,  Lord  Mayor' a  Day  shall  be  changed  from  the  9th  to 
the  5th  of  November, 

L  That  the  ground  maybe  travened  over  with  sufficient  rapidity, 
the  following  regnlations  ihall  be  put  in  force :— A  Steam  Engine 
thall  be  attached  to  the  Loid  Mayor's  Coach*  The  Aldermen  shall 
be  aupplied  with  Velocipedes— -thoee  who  have  notpaBsed  the  Cbair 
nshig  Bii^ycles,  and  the  remainder  veMolet  of  four  or  more  wheels. 
The  Recorder  shall  divide  the  two  claaaeB  of  Aldermen  seated  in  on 
American  Trotting  Cart.  The  City  Companies  shall  ride  in  Tram- 
way Cars,  and  the  way  shall  be  cleared  by  Policemen  mounted  on 
Bteam- Rollers, 

5.  To  afford  suBieient  space  for  the  new  Aldermen,  Cheapstde  shall 

I  be  hoarded  over  and  covered  with  canvas  on  Lord  Mayor's  Day* 
Members  of  the  new  Municipality  atill  unable  to  find  room  at  the 


Banquet  shall  bo  supplied  at  the  Albert  IT  all,  the  Crystal  Palace, 
and  such  other  places  as  may  be  seleeted  for  the  purpose  by  the 
City  Reception  Committee,  with  precisely  the  same  dinner  as  that 
provided  to  the  Loiio  Mayor  and  his  more  fortunate  gtiests, 

6,  In  fatvirc,  Aldermen  will  sit  in  all  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Courts.  These  oiEcials  will  not  be  expected  to  interfere  with  the 
presidiiig  Magistrates,  they  will  be  merel]r  required  to  ttndertake 
the  same  functions  as  those  they  ])erform  with  so  much  credit  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court.  That  is  to  say,  they  will  be  invited  to  wear 
their  Robes,  read  the  newsjjapers,  and  look  diignified  and  amiable 

7.  The  Mansion-HouBO  and  G»iildliall  shall  be  removed,  before  the 
completion  of  the  century,  to  Richmond  as  a  more  central  8]K>t  than 
the  City. 

H.  The  effigies  of  Gog  and  Magog  shall  be  removed  from  Guildhall 
and  mounted  on  the  vacant  pedestals,  in  Trafalgar  Square.

12.  Finally,  the  meetings  of  the  Municipality  thall  be  bela  in 
Hyde  Park  until  such  time  as  Parliament  shaU  be  aboUahed,  and 
the  Palace  of  Westminster  shall  be  handed  over  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
with  a  view  to  being  used  as  a  Council  Chamber  for  London,  then 
grown  into  the  size  of  the  nation.

Now  that  the  delightful  Winter  Concerts  have  beffun» 
men  with  music  in  tneir  aouls  cannot  do  better  with  tneir 
bodies  on  a  Saturday  than  take  them  down  to  Sydenham, 
between  luncheon  time  and  dinner.  Many  may  prefer 
the  mufiic  of  the  whirring  of  the  partridge,  aa  it  rises 
from  the  turnips,  or  the  rustling  of  the  pheasant,  as  it 
soramblea  through  the  brakes.

Shunning  prudently  the  clap-trap  of  critical  skngo- 
graphy,  he  is  an  eltxjuent  exponent  of  the  beauties  of 
good  musict  andi  for  the  beneHl  of  i^oramuses  in  the  art, 
ei^xkunds  its  charms  with  elegant  simplicity  of  language. 

Moreover,  as  another  magnet  of  attraction^  Me.  Manns 
conducts  right  manfully,  or,  if  you  like,  nght  Manns- 
fullv.  Not  an  omnibus  in  London  boasts  a  oleverer 
oonauctor.  Practice  makes  perfeet*  say  the  copybooks 
at  school ;  and,  by  dint  of  daily  practice,  his  band  is  now 
as  perfect  as  any  one  in  Europe.  With  the  careful  aid 
aforesaid,  his  programmes  are  the  models  of  a  musical 
/;ie;»w.  Like  a  skilful  chef^  while  catering  for  widely 
varying  tastes^  he  prudently  abstains  from  monotony  of 
flavour*  Aflsnredly,  if  music  be  the  food  of  Love,  Cupid 
never  need  go  fasting  at  the  Crystal  Palace,

WAITING  FOR  A  BISE. 

As  it  would  appear  that  nothing  can  be  done  in  the  matter  of 
legislating  for  the  safe  carriage  of  explosive  substances  until  the 
meeting  of  Parliament,  it  really  would  be  as  weE  if  some  simple 
rules  (lor  the  guidance  of  the  explosionists  and  those  who  are  sub- 
jected to  the  results  of^  explosions)  could  be  conveniently  and 
promptly  published.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  bargemen  and 
other  persons  in  charge  of  gunpowder  will  tsJce  more  than  ordinary 
care  to  insure  safety  to  the  public,  and,  therefore,  it  is  incumbent 
upon  fathers  of  families  to  look  to  their  own  interests.  Until  the 
proposed  regulations  are  published,  Mr.  Punch  trusts  and  believes 
that  the  following  suggestions  will  be  found  useful,  both  by 
House -lifters  and  House-owners : 

HdTTS  for  HOU8E-LIFTEE8. 

Never  li^ht  your  pipe  with  the  gas  given  off  by  the  petroleum  j  as 
a  lucifer  will  be  founa  inlinitelv  more  agreeable  to  the  palate. 

A  lighted  candle  should  not  be  tixed  in  the  bung-hofe  of  a  barrel 
of  gunpowder,  unless  a  candlestick  or  an  empty  bottle  is  not  easily 
procurable. 

Casks  of  blasting-powder  should  be  used  as  little  as  possible  as 
stools  and  tables  in  cabins  in  which  lires  are  kept  constantly  burn- 
ings as,  at  their  best,  they  are  both  ungainly  and  unsightly. 

The  drivers  of  cars  carrying  explosive  substances  should  be  careful 
not  to  throw  their  red-hot  fusees  on  the  barrels,  to  avoid  damage  to 
the  wood^work. 

As  tobacco  can  only  be  thoroughly  enjoyed  in  moments  of  perfect 
ease,  smoking  on  barges  should  be  rarely  indulged  in  abaft  the 
loose  gunpowder. 

Hints  foe  HousE-OwiTEas. 

If  you  have  a  good  sized  front  garden,  it  will  be  as  well  to  erect 
in  it  a  sand-bag  battery  (if  possible,  bomb-proof},  to  resist  tlie  first 
shock  of  a  sudden  explosion. 

If  your  house  is  Duilt  over  a  canal,  you  should  see  that  the 


foundations  of  your  mansion  are  thickly  coated  with  india-rubber ;  so 
that,  in  the  event  of  an  explosion,  an  easy  descent  of  your  household 
may  be  looked  for  with  hopeful  confidence. 

For  obvious  reasons  all  your  furniture  should  be  portable. 

Never  cross  a  bridge  or  pass  a  closed  cart  without  opening  your 
umbrella— an  artiole  that  on  occasions  may  be  used  with  much 
beneEt  as  a  parachute. 

Small  captive  balloons  should  be  kept  suspended  about  two 
hundred  feet  from  and  over  the  roof  of  your  house.  They  will  be 
found  very  comfortable  receptacles  for  your  wife  and  family  in 
cases  of  sudden  emergency. 

Having  taken  the  above  precautions,  to  avoid  any  serious  incon- 
venience occurring  from  the  results  of  an  explosion,  you  should  (if 
possible}  rest  and  tie  very  thankful.

But  the  Touriat  must  b^in  with  tht 
troubles.  SupiH>9ing  him  to  have  settled  where  he  ia  going,  and  to 
have  dbcoTered  that  the  Keuohitel  in  Switzerland  is  not  toe  Nouf- 
chatel  in  France,  and  that  he  has  made  up  his  mind  to  viait  the 
former,  he  cannot  do  better  than  pack  up  and  00^  be^ire  some  one 
suggests  another  tour. 

As  to  hLi  route,  what  will  fix  him  for  onoe  and  ever  it  to  go  to 
Cook,  the  veritable  deacendant  of  the  great  Captaif  Cooi:,  wW 
''personally  conducted  himself"  (and,  I  believe,  properly  oonaucted 
himself )  all  round  the  world*  Coox  wiU  give  him  a  tour  de  foro&^ 
will  serve  him  with  a  menu^  in  the  shape  of  a  certain  *^  elnruW  " 
way,  from  which,  having  once  paid  nil  money,  th^e  economical 
ro^ftgcitr  will  not  care  to  deviate* 

Cook,  of  the  cordmi  hlm^  makes  up  your  mind  for  you,  ajid,  eren 
if  you  take  his  hotel  coupons,  direcU  you  where  to  lodge,  dine,  and 
breakfast  en  route.  An  exQellent  system  for  undwidM  people,  or 
for  those  whose  acquaintance  with  any  language  beyond  English  k 
limited*  But  ^  *  hotel  coupons  "  will  probably  only  hamper  the  travel- 
ler, who  has  fixed  notions  about  hotels,  and  who,  on  gmttiiig  bis  own 
country  for  a  hdiday,  wiihes  for  an  entire  change  of  surroiXudJiigs. 

The  Independent  Traveller  wiH  carefully  avoid  all  places  w£ae 
**  Eoglish  spoken  "  is  announced  as  a  recommendation,  and  will  rive 
a  wide  berth  to  aU  foreign  hotels  whoee  advertisement  informs  tdm 
that  '*  The  Proprietor  doei  his  best  to  proimie  Ms  gumtt  wUk^aU 
home  comforts*  **  Home  oomforte  "  mean,  generally,  roast  b«ef — 
ntd  the  roait  beef  of  Uld  England  and  0  the  Old  Engtiah  roul 
beef— and  plum^pudding  for  dinner,  with  the  additional  rarity  el  a 
Cheshire  cheese.  These  wiU  have  been  preceded  by  a  vermioelli 
soup,  and  fried  soles.  Now  the  heartiest  English  bagman  who  drives 
from  place  to  place  couldn^t  wish  for  any  better  sounding  Engli^ 
fore ;  but  the  bagman  wouldn^t^  stand  it,  if  he  could  help  it,  in 
France.  But  he  can't  help  it,  it  is  helped  for  him,  M&nwur  ie 
commk-rotj(i§mfr  finds  the  t^ihle  d^hote^  or,  as  he  would  prefer  to  call 
it,  *Hhe  ordinary,"  provided  for  him,  and  he  takes  it  humbly, 
imagining  it  to  be  French,  but  retaining  his  own  priyate  opinioQ 
that  **  they  do  these  things  muoh  better  in  England.*' 

The  Cook  system,  so  admirably  adapted  to  so  many  who  woiild 
otherwise  have  stopped  at  home  (and  would  to  Heaven  they  bad  j)]iaa 
within  a  certain  radius  assisted  to  lower-middle-class'EnglishiBe  the 
Continent.  I  invent  this  compound  verb  advisedly,  becauae  l^ngliffb 
society  is  not  divided  by  a  hard  and  fast  Mnc  into  two  sets ;  but  Uisn 
exists  a  sort  of  public- gchool  system,  which  puts  Royalty  in  the  nxili 
formr  and  then  goes  gradually  down  the  ladder,  beginning  with  titlei. 
The  enormous  Midole  Class  is  a  sort  of  **  remove,'*  only  with  as 
many  divisions  as  are  in  the  fifth  form,  and  under  th^  Lower-Middk 
come  those  who  haven't  yet  mastered  the  diifieolties  of  tha  letter 
"  h."  They  leave  *ome  to  go  via  Boolong  to  Parree,  stopping  &r 
lunch  at  Hay  miens  hcn^  rout.  If  very  odd,  they  go  into  a  ecfi 
and  say,  *'  Here  I  hi  I  Give  us  some  Baas'a  Beer,"  out  for  the  molt 
part  their  meniment  is  ecnftned  to  the  interior  of  their  tmilway 
carriage,  oc^castonaUy  breaking  out  on  the  platform  of  a  statitnit 
where  they  laugh  among  themselves  at  a  military-Iookiug  official  in 
uniform,  albeit  they  are  genuinely  overawed  by  his  oock^  hot,  and 
uncertain  as  to  what  he  might  do  with  his  sword  if  be  had  a  fancy 
for  suddenly  using  it.  They  are  also  rather  frightened  of  the  glio 
and  rapid  I'rench  Waiter,  That  is,  if  they  ever  happen  to  put  them- 
selves  m  the  way  of  being  served  by  one,  which  is  rare,  aa  they  ding 
with  desperation  to  their  second-rate  hotel,  where  English  ia  q^okoit 
where  they  are  underst^rod  and  can  understand,  and  wbenoe  they 
can  make  excursions  on  the  regular  beaten  tracks  of  a  great  city. 

It  is  evident,  as  I  have  already  said,  that  the  decided  Tomiti 
determined  upon  a  real  holiday,  does  not  want  to  kee^  ia  tlu  nm 
«^mpany  from  first  to  last ;  ana  jet,  if  he  is  a  Cookiatt  lie  tnm^ 
unless  he  temporarily  sacrifice  his  hotel  coupons,  detmiili  hiiDielf 
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£rom  these  ciroular  bores.  He  is  bound  by  his  yow  to  Cooe:,  as  it 
were,  to  Tisit  only  certain  Cookian  Hotels  mentioned  hj  his  CShef : 
well,  so  are  the  others.  At  the  first  hotel  he  meets  with  iJie  two 
Old  Maids  bent  on  rapid  sight-seeing,  with  a  honor  of  theatres,  and 
a  shrinking  dread  of  the  wickedness  of  foreigners  generally ;  then 
there 's  the  Military  Man,  of  no  partionlar  regiment,  but  with  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  **  tlungs  at  the  Horse  Guards."  llien  there 's 
the  middle-aged  Clergyman,  in  disguise,  who  is  pompous  in  his 
oonyersation ;  and  there  are  two  derioal  Turtle-dores  (&  male  and 
female  parson,  eyidently  **high'')  out  for  their  honermoon,  which, 
with  a  bad  cold,  thev  call  their  "  hulljbool ; "  and  of  course  tiiere 
are  the  usual  number  of  Irish  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  who  are 
annoyed  at  beiiiff  asked  if  the7  happen  to  know  some  other  Irish 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  in  Dublin,  and  who,  when  they  do  talk  of 
their  own  country,  never  oondesoend  to  mention  anyone  below  The 
Mulligan,  or  The  Knight  of  Kerry,  or  '*  me  grandfather,  Sorr,  was 
a  great  mend  of  the  late  Jook,  ind,  the  story  ye 'ye  heard  about 
the  present  Jook  isn't  anyway  true ;  I  'U  tell  you,"  &o.  Then  there 
are  the  regular  Tourists,  who  **  are  not  j^iog  there  "— whereyer  it 
may  be  you  'ye  asked  them  about—**  this  year,  because  they  went 
there  two  years  ago,"  and  who  are  ready  to  speak  of  eyerv  place 
under  the  sun,  ana  to  comnare  mountains  and  molehills ;  this  last 
class  are  in  great  force  at  Boulogne  at  a  certain  time  of  year,  and  I 
do  not  fancy  they  eyer  get  much  beyond  that  amusing  Anelo-Frenoh 
colony.  Then  there  are  the  entertaining  Old  Ladies,  trayeUing  alone, 
or  with  a  companion,  who  tell  of  what  they  reooUect  the  Continent 
to  haye  been  in  their  day ;  and  the  Confidential  People^  who,  on  the 
slightest  encouragement,  giye  you  their  priyate  histones,  with  the 
reasons  for  their  coming  abroad,  and  a  full  yiew  of  their  financial 
resources ;  and,  finally,  the  loud-yoiced.  Humorous  G^tleman,  who 
sees  something  exauisitely  absurd  in  eyerything  which  isn't  purely 
English,  and  who  has  a  few  good  stories  which  do  not  improye  on 
repetition.  If  all  these  are  Cook's,  and,  if  ytn*  are  Cook's,  in  this 
delightful  societ3r  you  must  trayel,  for  they  will  turn  up  at  all  the 
Cookian  hotels  with  the  certainty  of  a  roundabout  at  a  fair. 

But  the  Knowing  Tourist  who  has  allowed  the  Chef  to  make  up 
his  mind  for  him  can  ayoid  these  nuisances  by  referring  to  the 
inside  of  the  coyers  of  the  little  green  books  thoughtfully  proyided 
for  the  conyenience  of  the  trayeUing  ticket-holders,  where  he  will 
ascertain  to  what  hotels  Cook's  circuit  people  are  bound  to  go,  and 
these  he  can  carefully  ayoid. 

So  much  for  some  of  the  appliances  of  modem  trayel. 

Next  let  the  Tourist  mate  up  his  mind  what  he  will  take  with 
him,  or,  when  he  goes  to  buy  a  Bradshaw,  or  a  Murray,  or  some 
guide-Dook  (I  shall  haye  a  word  to  say  on  guide-books  and  train- 
Docks  anon),  he  will  find  himself  suddenly  struck  by  the  apparent 
absolute  necessity  of  proyiding  himself  with  a  portable  boot-jadc,  a 
reyersible  bath  (whien  will  also  do  for  a  white  waistcoat),  a  leg- rest, 
a  bag  with  compartments  for  eyerything,  a  system  of  trayeUing 
maps  (including  one  of  the  World  with  all  the  short  cuts  marked  on 
it),  penoUs  with  india-rubber  at  the  other  end,  umbrellas  to  fold  up 
and  go  inside  telescopes,  pocket  race-glasses,  pocket  chronometers, 
pocket  compasses,  and,  in  fact,  so  many  things  '*  adapted  to  the 
pocket,"  that  you  haye  to  finish  by  going  to  your  taUor  and  order- 
ing a  suit  of  pockets  aU  oyer,  in  order  to  adapt  yourself  to  your 
purchases. 

WhUe  you  're  about  it,  if  you  want  to  amuse  your  f  eUow  trayeUers. 
yon  had  better  haye  one  pocket  made  large  enough  to  hold  a  bowl 
of  gold  fish^  and  then  jou  can  do  that  trick  en  route,  and  if  nobody 
knows  it,  pick  up  a  tnfie  to  help  you  along.  At  aU  eyents,  you  wlU 
show  yourself  an  agreeable  comx>anion.  Ventriloquism  can  also  be 
aoquiri9d,  I  belieye,  without  injury  to  the  health ;  and  then,  if  in 
addition  to  the  gold  fish,  you  can  imitate  the  growling  of  a  dog 
under  the  seat,  or  the  yoice^of  somebody— say  **  Tommy,"  as  usual— 
who  wants  to  come  in  throiigh  the  hole  in  the  roof  where  the  lamp 
is,  you  wUl  be  *' capital  company,"  and,  perhaps,  get  so  much  a 
year  from  Mb.  Cook  to  go  round  the  world  with  nis  Tourists,  and 
keep  them  amused.

French  country  people  dance,  or  take  any  pleasure  in  the  little 
niggling  steps,  which  they  are  so  fond  of.  But  I  soon  got  used  to 
their  style.  Among  the  people  were  a  great  many  of  my  old  friends 
the  Bajfgages ;  and  ^'ery  well  they  looked,  with  their  great  white 
<saps  stiifened  out  on  their  heads  like  moons  ;  their  long  gold  ear- 
rings ;  their  gay-coloured  shawls  folded  over  black  booits ;  their 
short  bright  skirts,  and  well*fitting  shoes  and  stookings. 

I  was  loc<king  at  a  party  of  them,  and  thinkhig  now  weU  they 
danced,  when  suddenly  Madamie  Picnou  cried  out,  **  Ah^Jtate  del !

Sm^— I  haTd  repi^seoted  You  with  considerable  aft tiaf action  in 
the  ^y  holiday  capital ,  Paris.  1  have  sat  in  the  seat  of  the  Bcornful, 
if  1  may  so!  express  it,  when  witnessing  the  performance  of  tlie 
French  artistes  of  a  certain  school,  and  comparmg  it  with  that  of 
those  English  actors  who  maj  b^  considered  as  belonging  to  the 
same  branch  of  their  profession.  I  mention  particularly  Opim- 
Btjuffe^  that  enunently  Parisian  entertainment,  which  can  no  more 
be  given  by  an  English  Cbmpany,  however  good  in  their  particular 
line  they  may  be,  than  an  elephant  can  be  a  hutterHy.  The 
elephant  mi^ht  aing  ^^  Fd  be  a  Butterfly ,**  and  try  to  be  one,  but 
be  couldn't  do  it. 

Your  Representative^  among  many  other  things,  went  to  see  La 
Jolie  Farfumeitse.  This  piece  was  done  in  English  at  the  Albambra. 
Most  i>eople  said  it  was  dull,  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  must  have  been* 

Firstly,  any  English  adapter  of  La  Jolie  Parfumt'itse  undertook  a 
hopeleaa  task.  It  is  just  one  of  those  delicate  winea  (delicate,  I 
adinit,  ifl  not  exactly  the  word,  hut  it  V  near  enough)^  which  will 
not  bear  the  sea  voyage. 

At  the  Bouti'es  Parisiens  it  ia  marveUqusly  weU  acted,  but  it  must 
have  been  evident,  even  to  the  most  unintelligent  English  dramatic 
capacitXt  that  the  scenes  on  which  La  Julie  Parfumeust  depended 
for  ita  ffuooeM  could  not  be  reproduced  here,  any  more  than  could  its 
story  be  originally  written  lor  our  stage,  or  any  more  than  you 
ooiild  ^et  two  English  actresses  to  play  its  two  principal  rohs  with 
the  chic  and  finesse  of  the  French  actreflses  Mesdames  Tufx^  and 
O&ivoT,  the  latter  bearing  a  strong  personal  resemblance  to  Mabiz 
WuTOSf  who  alone  among  our  actresses  might  have  nlayed  the  part 
of  Ba volet  satiafactorily.  But  then  the  music  would  have  been  an 
obstacle,  and  where,  I  ask,  on  the  Engliah  stage,  are  the  voices 
combined  with  the  acting  which  we  find  to  the  manner  bom  among 
the  French  ? 


Well^  we  hate  got  them,  I  believe:  few,  and  Boattered.  United 
we  oould  oolleot  a  capital  opfra-bouffe  team:  it  ia  the  koiBest 
opinion  of  Your  Representative  that  we  oould,  without  havixL^  re- 
course to  foreign  composers  or  foreign  HbrettiBts.  produce  an  ongi&al 
work,  which  should  neither  have  the  olowmBlmefii  of  mere  t>ur* 
lesque,  nor  the  elements  of  weariness  oommon  to  mild  oomio  orpm. 
We  should,  in  fact,  have  our  own  English  Opiru  Bo^ffe^  retaining 
this  title, /aiiftf  de  mieux^  but  owing  nothing,  no,  not  eTen  &  djince, 
to  French,  Italian,  or  Belgian  sources.  It  coM  be  done,  if  ooe 
good  company  could  he  got  together,  and  if  our  burlesque  acton  and 
actresses — specially  the  latter— would  give  up  all  their  absurd 
notions  of  *  ^trying  t4>  be  like  the  French.'*  ^ot  one  of  them  can 
touch  a  French  buaffe  actress  in  her  own  peculiar  line.  In  faot«  it 
is  scarcely  praise  to  an  ordinarv  French  houffe  actress  to  say  that 
she  does  it  well,  so  little  trouble  aoes  she  appear  to  take,  so  naturally 
do  all  opera-houffe  parts  appear  to  suit  her.  At  many  tbeatreft  in 
London  we  are  doing  more  or  less  clumsily  what  we  ought  not  to 
attempt  at  all. 

Then  as  to  the  cancan— yv^Vi.^  I  did  see  one  cancan,  just  onei,  la 
Paris ;  it  was  in  the  new  revised  and  «7iimproved  edition  oi  Orph^ 
aux  Enfers^  The  youn^  ladv  who  played  Cupid  indicated  all  that 
was  necessary  to  be  indicated  in  the  space  of  a  flash  of  Ughtxung ; 
and  for  the  rest  of  the  characters,  they  dashily  sketched  the  ontlmfli 
of  the  dance  ;  which  was  all,  and  enoti^h.  But  here,  I  oare  not  who 
attempts  it,  whether  or  no  they  be  professed  English  dancers  trying 
to  diBgaise  their  nationaKty  under  rrenoh  names,  or  the  actors  and 
actreasca  in  the  piece,  the  cancan  is  made  a  groaa  and  butcherly 
affair,  and  the  sooner  it  is  hissed  off  our  boiMa  the  better.  In 
England,  in  fact,  Parisian  Opira-Buuffe  becomes  English  Opim- 
Bwnf. 

Then,  too,  consider  the  audiences.  What  children  the  Freckdh 
are  in  their  amusements ;  what  children  they  are  altogetber.  and 
sometimes,  alas,  what  naughty  children !  How  little^  mil  done, 
amuses  them,  and  when  they  go  to  a  place  of  amusement,  bow  m* 
f  eotly  satisfied  they  are  with  their  amusement.

OM PASSIONATELY,  the  Members'of 
the  Brussels  Congress  haTe  at 
length  ^published  their  report. 
In  this  important  dooument  it  is 
deoreed  that  fortiiied  places  alone 
are  to  be  besieged,  that  buildings 
consecrated  to  Religion,  Art,  and 
Charity  must  be  spared,  if  they 
bear  a  flag  or  any  other  visible 
sini  denoting  the  purposes  to 
wnich  they  are  devoted ;  and  that 
Newspaper  Correspondents  are 
not  to  be  treated  as  spies  if  they 
possess  a  certificate  from  a  com- 
petent authority  proving  their 
quality.

Music— sacred  music  especially— has  charms  which 
might  prove  peculiarly  efficacious  in  a  House  of  Correction.  What 
wonders  mignt  not  Mozabt's  Masswij'for  example,  work  on  brute 
natures  P  And  certainly  music  must  be  granted  to  be  particularly 
requisite  for  Mass  when  Mass  is  sung  in  a  language  not  under- 
standed  of  the  people."

Of  thU 
piece,  it  was  aaid,  that  it  couldn't  he  done  here  on  account  of  the 
Btor5\  There  ia  no  Bort  of  harm  in  the  story  ;  it  ia  a  ^ood  farcical 
notion,  just  the  Tery  plot  for  the  purpose  ;  diifering  herein  from 
Let  Cent  Vterges  at  tne  Gaiety,  whicQ  has  been  pared  down  in  order 
to  lit.  By  the  way»  Mr,  Amntra  Cecilys  performatice  of  a  part 
which  doesn't  suit  him  is,  as  is  his  siu^Bg,  most  careful  and 
artiBtic,  The  French  fun  has  been  taken  out  uf  Zes  Cent  Vierges^ 
and  Eoglish  fun  has  not  been  substituted* 

At  the  Philharmonic  Mi^  Jcxu  Mattehws  plays  the  twin  siBters 
oapitally,  and,  of  oourse,  ain^s  the  music  equally  well,  t^he  shows 
a  tendency  to  exaggerate,  where j  howeTer,  eiag-geration  is  pardon- 
able, !.«♦,  in  the  eimggerated  situation  of  the  drinking'  a^og  and 
chorus  (you  see,  there  mmt  be  a  drinking  song  and  chorus  in  every 
opera),  which  belongs  to  what  may  be  termed  the  hurloBquo  portion 
of  the  opera, 

Mb.  F  I  shea  is  the  nearest  approach  to  that  French  spicialiiS^  the 
comic  tenor,  that  has  yet  been  seen  in  London,  He  pkycd  Mb* 
GL.u)9TOir£  in  the  Jlappy  Land  at  the  Court  Themtrei  where  his 
make-up,^  his  singing-,  a<^tmg^,  and  dancing,  were  good  et)eoiinenB  of 
our  English  burlesque  style,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  he  will  mar 
his  fortunes  by  attempting  to  be  too  much  of  a  tenor,  and  too  little 
of  the  comedian.  If  ne  once  thinks  it  necessary  to  adopt  the  tradi- 
tional tenor  style  ol  Impossible  action,  without  indicating  to  the 
audience,  that  he  is  intending  burlesque,  he  will  lose  the  special 
quallHcation  he  now  poaaesses,  and  which,  it  is  but  fair  to  him 
to  say,  be  alone  poseesBes  in  London  just  at  this  particular 
moment.  Ha  has  only  to  be  very  careful  in  his  musical  study,  to 
improve  in  fhfU  line,  aud  to  retain  all  that  is  natural  to  him  of 
genuine  burlesque  fun,  and  the  fame  and  fortune  of  an  English 
DuFina  are  before  him.  Mb,  Fishkb  is  not  as  eccentric  as  he  could 
be  (he  has  been  yerr  much  so  iu  the  provinceSf  long  before  he  had 
any  name  at  all)  in  his  present  character ;  perhaps  one  of  these  days 
he  may  find  something  with  greater  scope  for  his  burlesque 
powers,  and  when  that  opportunity  arriYes  I  hope  it  will  be  an 
original  part  in  a  succi'iisful  original  work,  by  an  English  librettist 
and  an  English  composer.  In  all  theie  reproductions  from  the 
French  we  can  hut  comj>are  our  people  with  tho  originals,  very 
much,  as  a  rule,  to  the  disadTantage  oi  the  former, 

Misd  EvEKARD  makes  a.n  tuergetiQ  Dame  Bolero ;  and  she,  too, 
has  a  good  notion  of  the  ridiculous,  Mr.  lto9EHTHAi.*B  31azook  the 
Moor  (I  do  not  know  whether  I  am  spelling  tho  name^ right,  having 
lost  my  biU  of  the  play)  is  from  iirit  to  last^  to  my  thinking,  excels 
lent.  It  might,  perhaps,  have  been  occasionally  more  grotesque; 
but,  remembering  what  I  ha^e  seen  Mb.  RosEFroAL  do,  and  what  a 
heavy  line  it  has  generallv  been  his  fate  to  appear  in,  lour  Rep^ 
ientative  could  not  but  oe  convulied,  when  he  saw  this  Othdto 


doing  as  comic  a  dance  with  I}anijR  Bolero^  aa  it  has  been  his  giKid 
fortune  to  see,  since  the  days  when  Demoiselles  Maei^  Wilton, 
and  CsaeijOIXE  SiUKBiEEa,  with  Messes.  James  EoGEn.'*  and 
Clajjke  used  to  do  such  wonderful  steps  at  the  Strand  Theatre, 
or  wheu  Misi  Outer  and  Mb.  DiirTKRa  sang  and  hounded  to  the 
six-timea-encored  nightly  tune  of  Pretty  Se^uBun  at  the  Little 
Royalty. 

If  that  eminent  Tragedian,  Mr,  Phelps,  conld  sing  and  dancet 
he  might,  perhaps,  astonish  Tour  Representative  as  muohf  if  he 
suddenly  broke  out  during  his  ^rformance  of  Othello,  as  did  Mb, 
Rosenthal  with  his  impersonation  of  Mazook.  The  little  people 
are  all  good  too— I  mean  the  Pages,  who  have  to  sing  a  little,  and 
speak  a  little.  In  fact,  it  is  well  done  all  round,  and  well  put  on  the 
Stage  by  Mr.  SllEFflBRnj  who,  by  hie  management  of  Op^m-Bouffe^ 
has  no  lesa  astoniahed  ^onr  Ilepreaentative,  than  Mb.  Kose^tbaj^ 
with  M%  Burlesguo*  Evidently  he  is  quite  the  gentle  shepherd  for 
that  part  of  suburban  London  which  ia  under  his  pastoral  care, 
yclept  Merry  Islington, 

As  for  the  musio  of  GirofiS-frirofiat  there  ia  nothing  in  it  which  we 
can  carry  away  after  a  first  hearing,  as  one  could  the  Ti'U^  Stati  /a 
nifjre  A  ngM  of  Lecocq^s  now  wom-to-death  Comic  Opera,  Giniffi" 
(rirufiu  will  grow  on  yon,  it  struck  me,  by  repetition.  The  Pirates' 
Chorus  sounds  like  a  prig  &om  the  Iiugmnol$^  and  doesn't  go  for 
any  thin  g,_  though  the  critics  werte  sure  it  would  be  one  of  fAe 
greatest  nita  in  the  Opera.  So  the  Opira^Boufft-  Comimw  of  Girojte^ 
Girtijfa  is  a  bright  pmicular  star  juBt  now  in  the  London  tirmainent 
of  this  sort  of  entertainment. 

As  to  the  opinions  of  critics  about  burlesque,  just  look  at  the 
Charing  Croas  Theati^.  It  is  merely  burlesque  oi  the  old  pattern, 
in  live  or  seven  scenes  (I  forget  which),  aucceeding  one  another 
rapidly,  though  each  ftepirately  occupies  far  too  Icmg  a  time,  and 
the  lirst  is  the  best.  It  is  not  Opira^SouW^^  it  is  horleiqne; 
and  it  is  American  burlesque,  too,  imported  by  a  favourite  Eng- 
liah  bnrlwqne  actress,  who  is  the  liic  and  soul  of  the  entire 
piece.  Exoept  Hr.  BEOtcE  as  Blue  JJ^rnif,  Mjss  Ltd  la  Thomp^s 
lAthe^  attraution,  for  without  her  manner  of  giving  them,  the  Ameri* 
can  importations  vrould  not  have  a  chance,  and  it  would  be  very 
dangerous  for  any  other  Manager  to  fancy  that  the  American  ele- 
ment would  eucoeed,  without  such  a  help  to  it  as  is  given  by  the 
ManagereBS  of  the  Charing  Cross.  There  is  an  American  soprano  at 
the  Gaiety— a  pretty  face,  an  elegant  figure,  a  well- trained  style  of 
vocalisation,  and  fairly  gifted  with  a  voice ;  but  there  ia  no  fun  in 
her  acting,  mid  not  the  slightest  approach  to  anything  humorous  in 
her  strong  Yankee  intonation,  we  send  out  Mh.  Tooi.£,  and,  in 
revenge,  the  Americans,  not  to  be  outdone  in  generosity,  send  such 
specimens  of  dramatic  humour  as  may  be  just  now  naet  with  in 
thia  country,  **  When  the  Popb  weeds  his  garden,  he  throws  the 
rubbish  over  the  wall  mto  ours,"  said  8ii>ne7  Smith  ;  and  this  is 
very  much  what  America  is  doing  with  us. 

But,  seeing  what  succeeds  at  the  Charing  Cross^  and  what  wai 
the  hit  of  tlie  evening  (namely,  Mazook  and  liame  Bohro'*^  dance} 
at  the  PhUhannonic.  Your  RepreaentatiTC  cau*t  help  asking,  snn- 
posing  we  were  to  get  together  such  a  comnany  as  the  Strona  or  die 
Royalty  once  had,  wouldn't  a  burlesque  like  Aiaddin^  for  example, 
sncceed  just  as  well  now  as  ever  it  did  f  What  a  cost  it  was ! 
Chablotte  Saunders  qb  the  Chinese  Emperor,  made  up  and  acting 
in  such  a  wonderful  way  that  the  eccentric  genUeman  who  now 
plays  the  **  Heathen  Chinee  "  ian^t  a  '^  patch  upon  her,"  nor  oiur- 
where  near  her ;  Mabi£  Wiitoh  as  the  Sctimp^  CjLamEE  ui 
Mugmanf  Fakny  JoaspHS  the  Handaome  Chinese  Prini»|  Itot 
BuitON  the  Prinoesa,  and— <jh— James  Rogers  as  the  Wickm 
TtCiinkay  ! 

Then  at  the  Royalty,  there  was  Mb,  Jaiies,  now  of  the  Yauderilla^ 
playing  Mercury y  and  Mjsa  Ada  CAVENDisfr,  in  aU  her  gkiTr 
playing  Venm  in  Ixhn  ;  with  another  Mb.  Rosees — Feux  Booebs 
— coming  out  as  a  wonderful  Minerva ;  and  later,  Mb*  Da5T£1S 
and  Me.  Dewab  as  JVidotc  and  Captain  Cro&stree  in  Mlack-Eytd 
SiiAttn,  I  mention  these  in  support  of  my  thesis,  viz,,  tbat  w©  have 
a  genuine  English  bottle  school  of  our  own,  and  can  colleot  together 
one  or  two  good  companies  of  hou^e  actors  and  aetresse^  whose 
only  want,  now,  ia  a  certain  amount  of  musical  training*  we  don't 
require  onr  English  composers  to  occupy  the  ground  oiOffes'BICB^ 
Herve,  or  Lecocq,  but  to  take  up  their  own  position,  which  shall 
be  a  good  one,  in  this  particular  lino  of  light  amusing  work.  That 
it  may  not  be  long  ere  sneh  a  chance  is  aSonled  by  a  far-seeing 
Managet,  is  tho  sincere  wish  of

Bon't  yon  think,  Mua.  OEUKDr,  that,  instead  of  going  about  and 
canting  and  saying  that  it  is  scandalous  of  a  Clergyman  to  keep 
racehorses^  and  urging  his  Biihop  to  reprove  him^  you  would  have 
done  better  to  try  and  i>ersuade  the  Bishop  to  attend  a  race  himself, 
say  at  Newmarket,  in  company  with  his  Archdeacon,  and  others  of 
his  Clergy  ?

PAEISIAN    INTELLIGENCE, 

It  is  generdly  admitted  b^  men  competent  to  judge  thatt  next  to 
its  enormous  circulation  and  its  world-graspinp^  intelligence,  extreme 
accuracy  of  detail  in  all  foreign  information  is  the  most  distinctive 
feature  of  the  Parisian  Press.  Here,  for  instance,  is  a  little  bit  of 
news  about  the  manner  wherein  funerals  are  managed  here  iu 
London,  which  we  faithfully  translate  from  a  recent, Paris  print  :^- 

*^  The  hfianei  arc  ^Mt  Gloied  ebe«ts,  upon  the  upper  part  of  wlikih  tha 
relatives  of  the  deceased  sit  with  thmr  legi  dtin^Enz  all  rounds  .  .  .  la 
rt^tummg,  the  some  relative*  come  back  vUU  upon  tas  ehest,  but  smoifing 
unceremoniouily  tlieir  cigan  or  pip«s/' 

This  is  U'uthful  enough,  as  every  English  reader  knows;  but, 
observant  as  the  writer* evidently  i@»  it  seems  a  thousand  pities  his 
deecription  is  so  brief.  Had  he  acquired  a  little  further  information 
in  the  matter,  he  might  readily  have  stated  that  the  driver  of  the 
hearse  is  always  the  chief  mourner,  and  is  easily  distinguished  from 
the  rest  of  the  relations  by  the  suit  of  deeper  mourning  which  he  is 
obliged  to  wear.  This  cousiata,  in  English  fashion,  of  a  blue  coat 
with  brass, buttona,  top  boots,  and  white  cord  breeches,  a  scarlet 
satin  waittoo&t,  and  a  variegated  shirt*  Tlie  writer  also  might  have 
addcdj  if  he  had  further  exercised  liis  genius  for  di aeo very ^  that  the 
tobacco  which  is  imoked  upon  the  homeward  journey  is  imported 
free  of  duty  hj  pennlition  of  the  Government,  and  is  expressly 
manufactured  lor  these  melancholy  ceremonies,  being  retailed  by 
the  name  of  ^*  i'unettd  Returns,"  He  likewise  might  have  learned 
that,  on  reaching  home,  the  relatives  solemnly  shake  hands  all 
round,  and  tenderlj  salute  each  other  on  both  cheeks,  iu  the  atf act- 
ing fashion  which  is  popular  in  France.  After  this  thcj  make  a  few 
set  speeches  in  praise  of  the  defunct,  and  then  sit  down  to  a 
sumptuous  liiuch  of  roaat  beef  and  plum-pudding,  washed  down 
with  plentiful  libations  of  strong  black  porter-beer.  Then  they 
sinff  a  song  or  two,  and  jov fully  depart,  savin g»  as  they  separate, 
'*  Howdedo,  old  fellow  1  ^*  which,  as  every  well -educated  Frenchman 
doubtless  knowBv  is  the  usual  phrase  in  England  for  bidding  frienda 
farewell.

PROGRESS  IN  JAPAN. 

Japan  has  of  late  been  evincing  remarkable  signs  of  progress. 
The  most  gratifying  of  these  is  the  establishment  of  an  inHuentiol 
periodical  oombming  Literature  with  Art.  The  Japanese  Govern- 
ment, a  short  time  ago,  meditated  sending  an  exi>edition  to  Formosa, 
for  the  Tmrpose  of  chastising  certain  pirates  who  infest  the  coasts  oi 
that  Isle  of  Beauty— and  brigandage.  This  design  was  spirited, 
but  imi)olitic.  Its  execution  would  have  cmbruiled  Japan  with 
China.  However,  the  Government  of  the  Mikado  had  gone  so  far 
as  to  enlist  recruits,  for  the  contemplated  operation  against  the 
piratical  islanders.  Having  premised  these  particulars,  the  Post 
adds  that—

The  preparations  for  the  onslaught  on  Formosa  were  immediately 
suspended.  It  is  thus  clear  that  Japan  rejoices  in  a  not  merely 
nominal  Punch,  The  popular  periodical  so  named  of  the  Japanese 
is  an  organ  in  which  the  ai^pearance  of  a  Cartoon  ia  enough  to 
change  the  counsels  of  a  Cabinet.  A  sense  of  delicacy  forbids  any 
further  enlargement  on  an  obvious  analogy  ;  Hutlice  it  to  remark 
that  the  possession  of  a  periodical  worthy  as  that  above  referred  to 
of  the  title  it  has  borrowed,  is  striking  evidence  of  the  civilisation 
which  boa  now  been  superadded  to  that  material  polLah,  which,  by 
its  simple  self,  was  heretofore  associated  with  Japan.

The  market 'plaoa  was  qnite  full  when  we  ^ot  there »  and,  what

1  had  never  been  one  to  hold  with 
going  to  other  people's  churches,  and  I  said  so :  hut  MAnAiiE  Picuou 
said  that  there  would  be  plenty  of  room,  and  that,  as  1  shouldn't 
understand  what  was  going  on.  it  oouldn't  do  me  any  harnu  Jewl 
didn^t  want  to  ^o  at  all,  and  when  he  heard  about  the  Procession  he 
just  snapped  his  fingers  and  said,  ^*  Je  m^enjiche  de  tout  cet  bara- 
gouinaget  which  meant  that  he  didn^t  approve  of  such  proceedings, 
and  was  very  sensible  of  him.  However,  as  I  had  agreed  to  go,  I 
gave  him  one  of  mt/  looks,  and  he  camo  along  with  iis. 

The  Cathedral  was  all  of  a  blaze  with  light,  especially  at  what  they 
called  the  High  Altar,  The  Clergymen  were  dressed  most  splendidly, 
and  the  musie  was  heavenly,  though  I  will  own  that  it  struck  me  aa 
queer  that  there  should  be  a  band  in  the  middle  of  the  Church,  with 
a  conductor,  just  the  same  as  at  the  Crystal  Palace.  While  I  waa 
looking  about,  I  noticed  vergers  going  about,  and  offering  oandki 
to  such  of  the  congregation  as  chose  to  take  them.  I  was  so  llnstered 
that  1  was  going  to  take  one  mvaelf,  hut  MajjamJ!  Picqotj  beckoned 
to  mo  to  let  it  alone,  and,  just  to  en,  the  Proces.'<iou  began. 

If  it  weren*t  for  one  thing  which  drove  everything  else  out  of  m^ 
head,  I  think  I  could  have  described  the  Procession.  Ah  it  is,  I  can 
only  say  that,  firi^ti  there  came  a  very  tall  man  in  a  uniform,  which 
would  become  Joair  very  well,  then  a  long  line  of  yuung  gentlemen 
in  white  frocks  and  scarlet  jjetticuats,  then  ever  so  many  young 
ladies  in  blue  and  whito,  carrying  trays  of  images  on  their  heads, 
then  ever  so  many  parties  of  nnnn,  some  in  black  and  sftme  in  whito 
flannel,  and  some,  who  Mabame  Pichou  said  were  the  Sisters  of  8ir 
Vincent  do  Paulf-^though  how  any  woman  could  have  had  so  many 
girls  and  only  one  hoy,  I  can't  think.  After  them  eame  the  Clerj^yf 
and  then  came  everv  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  congregation 
who  had  taken  a  eanale«  All  the  oandles  were  lighted,  and  all  the 
people  marched  solemnly  along  singing  as  they  went.  It  waa  very 
grand,  and  I  felt  half  inclined  to  ery. 

Of  course,  while  I  was  in  Elvaston  Place,  I  'd  often  been  to 
churches  where  they  tried  to  get  up  Processions ;  but,  bless  you,  if 
you  *d  seen  this  one,  you  *d  have  said  that  the  Ritualists,  as  they 
call  'em,  are  no  more  like  Catholics  than  the  Marionettes  are  like 
the  Drury  Lane  Company.  At  first  I  was  so  dszitled  with  the  lights 
and  the  dresses  and  the  music,  that  1  couldn't  see  anything  dis^ 
tinotly ;  but  when  the  Procession  came  by  me  the  sectmd  time,  as  it 
had  to  do,  I  said  to  myself,  *' Why,  if  there  isn't  a  face  I  knowl 
Whf,  if  it  Isn't  Mas>  BLAJHEnwiaK,  C.B.  I  always  heard  she  waa 
as  high  as  high,  hut  I  never  thought  she  *d  have  done  this." 

But  1  was  right;  for  there  she  came  sailing  alongt  ju^t  as  I^ve 
seen  her  sail  along  Queen's  Gale,  and  immediately  after  her,  with  ir 
Tery  taU  caodle,  whioh  he  was  trying  to  ke«pfrom  g nttering  oyir 
his'MLatress'B  velvet  mantle,  was  mt  Johk  I

The  proviiiona  of  th*  Wild  Birdi  Protection  At't  do  not 
At  pTCient  put  any  check  on  the  *  fancy/  and  they  purBnci  their  calling  with  impunity,  aniJ 
are  daily  nettinfc  large  flocks  of  goldfinohea,  larka^  linneti^  and  other  eongit^rsv  Ttioy  h^II 
th«m  for  exportation  to  New  Zealand.  SeTeral  conaignmenta  of  Bntkh  song-Mrdi  'have 
been  made  to  that  colony,  and  hrought  high  pricfa^  RobinB  are  mucb  aougbt  afttr  for 
exportation.'* 

During  tbe  interval  wbicb  must  elapse  before  a  Wild  Birds  Protection 
Amendment  Act  can  be  passed,  coold  not  all  ooeuniers  of  gardens  and  otber 
lands  about  London,  and  other  large  towns  as  well,  snp|>ly  the  defect  in  the 
existing  lei^al  protection  of  wild  birds  br  refuaing  all  birdcatehera  access  to 
their  premiBes,  causing  them  to  be  turned  off  thoir  ground  i,  and,  If  necessary, 
prosecutiag  them  for  trespass  ?  That  would  do  tolerably  well  until  next  Session ; 
and  then  could  not  Parliament  altogether  prohibit  the  capture  of  small  birds  at 
any  time  whatsoever  in  any  common  or  open  Epaoe,  or  anywhere  else  except  by 
persons  expressly  authorised  and  employed  by  the  landlord  or  tenant  f  Are 
a  set  of  slinking  cads  to  be  allowed  to  exterminate  our  little  birds  by  trans- 
portation P  Not,  let  ufl  hope,  if  the  birdcatohera'  proceedings  can  be  stopped 
ny  imprisonment  and  hard  la  Dour.

ANn  BhistoCp  announoed,

ing/* Ab  thia  Eaitem  quea  - 
tion  concerns  only  a  pusture 
in  relation  to  a  potnt  of  the 
aompass,  it  certainly  seeni^ 
a  nattiral  idea  that  the  in- 
temperate Clerjf^pmen  who 
have  disturbed  tho  Church 
aboTit  it  wonld  he  suitably 
enou|^b  dealt  with  hv  a  per- 
missive pnibibitory  law* 

At  BhelLieldj  aa  is  wdl 
known,  work  la  carried  on 
in  very  hot  places.  Con- 
sequentlyi  workmen  get  very 
thirsty;  and  they  are  said 
to  drink  twi  much  beer. 
The  AntnBisiior  of  York 
recommends  them  to  drink 
water  instead  of  beer.  But 
is  it  beer  that  they  drink 
too  much  of?  Perhaps,  if 
the  Arcbbishap  would  in-

cbnmpsgne— not  Basa  or  AlUopp  that  they  indulge  in,  but  P^rier- 
Joutt,  or.Mnet  and  Chandon,  or  some  still  higher  brand  of  "fizi^/'

*'  Re  knew  ft  man  aged  fifty,  a  worker  on  tht  river,  who  used  to  drink  fotir 
or  five  giiUoni  of  beer  a  day,  imd  the  coDBequenoe  was  ho  had  eavltita  ia  both 
lung*," 

Tbe&e  cavities  the  Doctor's  nnprofesaional  andient'e  jirobably 
understood  to  have  been  formed  of  necessity  to  contain  all  that  beer, 
which  its  normal  receptacle  could  not  hold* 

Deprt eating  exeesa  in  liquor,  Dr.  DRYsniLE  judiciously  further 
observed  that  ^'  lie  looked  to  persuasion  as  a  great  means  of  over- 
coming the  evil,*'  and,  in  conchmon,  amid  great  applause,  he  be- 
sought those  who  heard  him  *'  not  to  bring  np  their  babies  on  beer," 
Certainly,  beer  is  not  good  for  babies:  bringing  them  up  on  beer  is 
anything  but  traiiiing  them  in  the  way  they  should  go.  By  all 
means  interdict  babies  from  beer ;  but  don't,  Srn  Wilfhib — don't

Neither  house 
nor  stage  are  iitted  for  Opira-Bokiffe  :  and  if  a  success  is  obtained, 
it  will  be  lin  spito  of  the  place,  and  of  the  company  generaliv. 
Nexcmnrket,  at  the  Holbom,  a  few  doors  off,  would  make  %  much 
hotter  Op^ru-Bmiff0  than  thia  story  of  3M\mm. 

Then  there 's  a  Vomedj/'Bou^tf  at  the  St.  James',  whiok  generally 
luckless  hotise  has  been  re -opened.  By  the  way,  what  now  descrip- 
tive titles  will  be  next  invented?  At  the  Taudeville  ther«'i  *\a 
musical  improbability,"  called  a  Oreen  Old  Ape—t^  ha^ve  oaBed  it 
an  "Impossibility"  would  have  been  more  mteUigible.  At  the 
Prince  of  Wales's  "  a  Dramatic  Contrast  "—then  we  have  **Ecccii- 
trlcitiea,"  **  Absurdities,"  and  so  forth,  though  I  don't  nee  that  at 
present  the  eloquent  manager  of  tho  Lyceum  has  adopted  any  of 
these  titles  for  his  latest  production.  And  yet  he  might  well  have 
done  so,  if  it  ia  true  that  even  A*?  was  wavering  between  SnAESPEAEE 
and  Oji^ni-BoujTi'  until  at  laat  it  struck  him  that  there  would  be 
more  amaseroent  to  be  got  out  of  the  former  than  the  latter, 

I  do  not  know  whether  the  talented  compiler  of  the  Bhek  PritKi 
k  a  University  man  or  not ;  but  if  not,  he  has  certainly  earned  in  th* 
college  of  Dramatic  Authors  the  degree  of  B.A,,  i,**.,  Buld  Adapter* 
The  critics  have  discovered  that  the  Black  Prince  is  Le  V^y^ige  m 
Chine t  which  was  originally  a  comic  opera,  and  was  afterwards 
played  as  a  comedy.  Ze  Voyage  en  Chi  as  ^  in  your  Kepresentatire  « 
opinion,  had  in  it  the  suggestions  for  a  peculiar  sort  of  fun  which,  in 
an  English  adaptation,  would  exactly  hit  an  Engliah  Audience.  But 
tho  Bold  Adapter  has  done  more  than  this.  Not  contented  with  the 
characters  in  Le  Voyage  a  a  they  stand,  he  has  put  a  farce  called  I^ 
GrammaireundeT  contribution,  and  has,  therefrom,  cleverly  extracted 
two  characters,  the  Antiquary,  and  the  Tradesman  who  tinds  diffi- 
culties in  the  letter  '*  h»"  Tie  Bold  Adapter  has  acknowledged  his 
indebtednesa  to  the  French  authors  of  ie  Voyage t  but  has  not 
thought  it  worth  while  to  say  anything  about  the  authors  of  I* 
Grmnmaire^  bo  that  for  the  Antiquary  and  the  Tradetmttn  he  might 
have  obtained  the  credit  for  originality,  hut  for  the  acute  detective 
faculties  of  your  B^preaentative.  Of  course,  to  speak  delicately, 
*'  act  a  Dramatic  Author  to  catch  a  Dramatic  Author."  "What  does 
it  matter,  however,  to  me,  to  the  public,  or  to  anyone,  when?  thr 
fun  comes  from,  as  long  as  it  i^  fun,  as  long  as  the  audience  an 
tickled,  and  paylfor  being  tickled  ?  If  French  straws  wiB  ticklt 
them  more  effectually  than  Engliah,  use  French  straws  by  sll 
means. 

The  Receipt  just  now  for  making  a  new  Comic  Opera  for  the 
Engliah  market,  appears  to  be,— Take  a  few  French  farce*  and 
comediea,  extract  the  beat  of  theix  dialogue,  and  the  most  telling  of 
their  charactcra,  put  them  together  so  as  to  make  one  piece  in  twiJ  or 
three  Acta ;  take  a  lot  of  muaio,  aU  by  one  popular  composer,  if  f-as- 
sible,  because  it  will  tell  better  in  the  advertisement  to  say  '*  muaic 
by  Offejtbach,"  or  "  by  LECOCti,"  but  if  you  find  one  or  two  tn^piittJ 
by  other  compoiers  wnich  would  be  effective,  throw  tliem  in  and 
don't  mention  names,  as  it  would  do  no  good  aud  only  c^vnftiM 
an  otherwise  blissfully  ignorant  audience ;  and  thus,  with  the  aid  of 
about  four  or  more  French  authora,  and  one,  two,  or  three  foreign 
composers,  we  obtain  an  entertainment  which  is  ooinp&rmtiTely  inex- 
pensive tfl  the  Manager,  equal  in  value  to  an  oryinal  work  as  for 
as  the  author's  pocket  is  concerned,  and  if  succesaiul,  aa  it  is  pretty 
sure,  under  thaao  circumstances  to  he.  unltsa  there  are  too  zaany 
plums  in  the  puddmif,  when  it  mignt  be  heavy,  and,  like  mort 
puddings,  require  cutting— the  public  has  what  lY  wants  in  the  ihaps 
of  amuBement.  Who  can  complain  f  Not  the  Manager,  not  tae 
epecnl stive  musio- publisher,  who  it  is  most  likely  h««  bongM  np 
these  back  numbera  of  a  popular  oomposor's  work  for  a  m/6m  tfnfi 
not  the  author,  not  tht  pubm.

S  the  Fox  in  England,  so  the  Tiger  in  India  may  he  regarded 
in  two  characterfi,  as  game  or  as  vermin.

In  their 
eyes,  the  recent  appointment,  by  some  ot  the  Indian  Governments,  of  an  ofiicial  tiger-killer, 
just  as  in  the  wilder  departments  of  France  they  appoint  a  *'  Lieutenant  de  Louieteriet**  or 
official  wolf -slayer,  must  look  '*  fishy,"  to  aay  the  least  of  it.  For  the  Government  tiger- 
kiUer  is  not  eoniined  to  the  huDot.  He  may,  without  less  htjauti  to  his  brother  hunters  or 
his  game,  use  strychnine  or  corrosive  sublimate,  and  poison  his  quarry,  instead  of  shooting 
him  as  in  private  ehikar-duty  bound.  Kay,  we  read  of  a  Me.  Ceoom,  of  Madrasi  as  having 
invented  a  suit  of  tiger- armour  of  stout  buckram  set  with  steng  nails,  in  which  to  face 
the  Man-eater  without  danger. 

It  is  true  Mb.  Choom  has  as  yet  declined  to  put  himself  in  his  armour  into  the  jaws 
of  a  tiger,  but  believing  in  his  panoply,  as  did  Don  Quixote  in  his  hehnet,  he  has  no  doubt 
whatever  that,  if  he  did,  it  would  be  more  trying  to  the  tiger  than  to  him* 

A  Captain  Caclfleld  is  now  the  official  tiger-killer  for  the  Madras  Presidency,  and  we 
hear  great  things  of  his  proweps.  Among  other  incidents  he  reports  is  one  in  which,  a  Man- 
eater  having  been  disturbed  in  his  repast  on  a  native  he  had  killed,  the  body  was  baited 
with  strychnine,  and,  the  brute  returning  to  his  meal,  eat  and  died.

This  treatment  of  their  noblest  game— the  tiger— shows  it,  we  should 
say,  more  oonolusively  than  either  the  cremation  of  widows  or  their  seU-immolatioa  undex  the 
cor  of  Juggernaut.

Iir  a  pastoral  relatiTe  to  the  late  meeting  of  the  British  Association 
at  Belfast*  and  the  addresaes  of  Pbofessobb  Tyndall  and  HuxtEr, 
CABiinTAi.  CuXLEif  and  his  suhordinate  Bishops  and  Arcbhiahops  of 
Ireland  instruct  the  Faithful  and  the  Public  that  :— 

'^Enlightened  by  the  teachings  of  the  Church,  the  Catholio  miij  riew  in 
peace,  and  erren  with  delight,  the  proj^rem  of  scionco.  If  he  heon  of^s  contra- 
dietlon  between  Kiencc  and  religion^  it  will  toon  be  foimd  only  an  anpearwice 
of  oontndiction ;  or  if  a  conti^diction  reftUy  ciltts^  it  will  be  founil  that  the 
boasted  diaeoTeTy  which  creates  it  is  hut  an  ephemeral  theory*  and  not  the 
truth ;  or  if  lis  truth  be  beyond  gninsay,  and  the  contradiction  plain,  then  the 
doctrine  with  which  it  is  m  conllict  will  be  found  to  be  but  a  theological 
opinion  and  not  a  do^mn ;  or  if  it  be  a  dopna,  it  has  been  miaimdeTstood  or 
not  explained  according  to  the  mind  of  the  Church/' 

So  it  S4?em»  that  a  doctrino  which,  under  the  name  of  a  dogma, 
has  always  passed  for  true,  may  ultimately  prove  false.

me,  as  if  he  wondered  what  had  happened  to  his  bonne  pate  de 
femmct  that  my  soft  heart  quite  bled  for  him.  But  I  couldn't  talk 
for  all  that.  I  kept  wondering  how  it  was  that  John*  came  to  be  in 
France,  and  asking  myself  what  had  become  of  Mabt  and  the 
greengrocer's  shop,  for  it  was  quite  plain  that  he  wasn't  married, 
and  at  first  I  was  quite  frightened  to  think  what  would  happen  if 
ho  were  to  meet  me  and  Jewl,  when  we  were  out  walking.

DOCKYAED  EATS, 


A  CoNmiPOBABT  announces  **  Bad  News  for  Government  Ilats." 
The  news  is  that  the  Government  is  about  to  apply  the  School- Board 
system  of  payment  according  to  "results  **  to  the  situation  of  rat- 
catcher at  Chatham  Dockyard.  Instead  of  receiving  a  regular 
salary,  he  is  to  be  paid  on  the  pro  ratd,  or,  in  lower  but  more  appo- 
site phrase,  pro  rati  Is  principle,  at  so  much  a  head  for  all  the  rats 
hi^  destroys.  Is  this  arrangement,  though,  altogether  so  bad  for  the 
rata  P  It  will  doubtless  cause  the  ratcatcher  to  Iteep  the  rats  under, 
but  can  hardly  make  him  try  to  exterminate  them,  which  would  be 
abolishing  his  income,  like  killing  the  goose  that  laid  the  golden 
eggs.  But  when  those  rats  are  gone,  there  may  perhaps  be  others 
left  which  the  Government  recks  not  of.  The  late  Government  lost 
votes  in  the  dockyard  boroughs  through  ha\^g  dismissed  dockyard 
labourers.  If,  as  is  said,  the  present  Government  have  been  prac- 
tising the  same  retrenchment  in  the  dockyards,  they  may  apprehend 
the  same  ratting  as  that  which  heloed  to  unseat  their  preaeoessora. 
Whilst  endeavouring  to  promote  tne  destruction  of  rats,  they  may 
have  pursued  a  policy  by  which  rats  are  engendered.

Most  people  are  aware  that  Mb,  Touho  oomposed  his  Night 
Thoughts  in  the  broadest  of  broad  daylight ;  but  it  may  be  news 
to  some  few  of  our  Literary  Inatitutea,  that  the  poem  upon  Solitude 
was  written  by  Mr,  ZrawoMAMS^  in  the  intervals  of  business  as  a 
banker  in  the  City. 

A  doubt  has  leoenilv  sraBii  m  «mie  inteUBOttxal  minds,  as  to 
whether  Locks  waa  really  in  his  usual  sob^  ataaes  when  he  penned 
his  famous  work  upon  the  Understanding. 

We  learn  from  private  papers  in  the  hands  of  his  deeoendanta, 
that  the  Author  of  OuUtver's  Tramlt  was  an  exoeedini^y  slow 
writer,  although  hia  name  was  Swift. 

It  may  perhaps  be  interesting^  to  flfcudanta  of  their  works  to  hear 
that,  when  oomponiiSt  Hohhr  viB»aB«p»»i]Aaa  and  Sofhogx.es  a  wig. 

A  King  writes  wim  hia  sotptn,  oa  mrny  aehoolboy  knows  ;  but 
some  scholars  may  be  ignorant  that  an  ordinary  goosequill  was  the 
usual  writing  implement  employed  by  Kmo  Canute, 

RoussEAir  18  reported  to  have  written  his  Confessions  in  red  ink, 
but  the  reason  why  he  did  so  has  never  been  discovered. 

The  facts,  if  not  important  in  a  soientiiic  point  of  view,  at  least 
are  highly  interesting  as  matters  of  biography,  that  Hebscitel  wore 
top-boots  while  sitting  at  his  telescope,  ana  tnat  Sm  Isaac  Newtox, 
when  he  went  into  his  study,  always  put  on  a  Court  suit. 

We  believe  that  we  may  state  without  much  fear  of  contradiction, 
that  C^sAB  wrote  so  bad  a  hand  that  nobody  exoept  his  wife  could 
manage  to  decipher  it ;  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  her  untiring 
industry  in  fair-copying  his  scrawls,  the  world  would  probably 
have  lost  his  now  world -celebrated  work. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  author  of  the  Castle  of  Indohna*  was  an 
extremely  active  man,  yet  few  who  read  the  poem  would  guess  from 
its  contents  that  it  was  principally  written  on  the  back  of  a 
velocipede,  while  the  poet  waa  perfonning  a  journey  for  a  wager 
from  Penzance  to  Piccadilly. 

Plato  is  reported  to  have  used  a  peacock' s  feather  while  penning 
his  Republic  :  and  there  is  strong  mtemal  evidenoe  in  proof  of  the 
assertion  that  the  Tragedies  of  Sopmoclbs  were  written  mostly  in 
his  cups. 

Defoe  oomposed  his  History  of  the  Great  Plague  of  London  to  the 
appropriate  aooompaniment  of  the  grinding  of  a  barrel-organ, 

ALEXAifHER  THE  Gbeat— not  the  Emperor,  but  the  Pope— waa 
commonly  in  the  habit  of  writing  in  bed,  beginning  hia  work 

fenerally  a  little  after  midnight,  at  which  hour  he  always  dined, 
'o  facilitate  the  flow  of  his  pcbetical  ideay,  a  bottle  of  hot  gin  and 
water,  covered  carefully  with  flannel,  was  placed  beneath  his  feet, 
and,  as  it  was  usually  found  empty  in  the  momin|r,  there  seems 
reason  to  conceive  that  now  and  then  the  poet  raised  it  to  his  lipa 

Another  celebrated  Alexander— the  wond-reno  wned  Dumas,  while 
in  the  zenith  of  his  fame,  and  in  order  to  fulfil  his  engagements 
with  the  publishers,  used  irequeiitly  to  write  with  a  pen  in  either 
hand  and  one  tied  to  his  big  toe. 

MxLTOX  often  smoked  a  pipe  while  writing  Paradise  Ile^ainrd^ 
and  Dajstte  daily  burned  a  little  brimstone  in  a  brazier  at  his  side, 
to  aid  his  inspiration  while  compoBing  the  Inferno, 

VoLTAiBE  and  Dr.  Watts,  thoujfh  widely  differing  in  character, 
were  in  some  respects  alike.  They  both  were  ouick  in  rhyming,  ana 
fond  of  taking  ^nuff :  the  former  daintily  inhaling  it  in  freq^uent 
tiny  pinches  from  a  tortotsesheU  UiMiere,  tlie  latter  carrying  it 
loose  in  the  tail  pockets  of  his  coat.

A  WORD  FOR  WINCHESTER. 

The  sanitary  stat«  of  Winchester  bos  been  called  in  question  by 
a  letter-writer  in  the  Times,  affirminjf  the  City  to  be  unprovided 
with  sewers.  In  reply,  the  Mayor  states  that  the  sewerage  is  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Town  Council.  Whilst  the  sewerage  is 
debated,  the  pestilence  may  be  bred.  But,  if  Winchester  wants 
sewerage,  Southampton  does  not  want  sewage;  and  Winchester  might 
have  been  so  drained  as  to  send  that  superHuity  to  Southampton. 
Southampton  derives  its  water-supply  from  the  Itohen,  At  any 
rate,  as  Phteflen  would  say,  **  there  is  trouta.*'  in  the  Itchen — and, 
by  the  way,  **  there  is  salmons  "  too,  the  Wocni  Mill  "*  salmons  "  (cost 
half -a- crown  a  pound  on  the  ™t),  which  Southampton  gets  from  the 
Itohen,  but  womd  not  get  if  it  got  what  Winchester  might  have 
sent  it. 

If  Winchester  has  no  sewers,  it  sends  the  Itchen  no  tribu- 
taries to  poison  the  fish,  and  render  it  unfit  for  anything  but  to 
irrigate  the  adjoining  water-meadows.  Winchester  happens  to  be 
ventilated  with  particularly  good  air,  which,  sweeping  it  from  over 
the  surrounding  chalk  downs,  very  largely  dilutes  the  mephitis 
exhaled  by  its  undeniable  cesspools.  So  much  in  extenuation  of 
Winchester's  deficient  drainage.  But,  observe,  there  stands  a 
mrmument  at  Winchester  to  commemorate  a  certain  plague  by  which 
Winchester  was  ravaged  once  upon  a  time,  when  it  nad  nothing 
like  its  present  population,  Stop,  Traveller,  and  survey  this 
memorial,  situated  just  outside  the  Westgate,  hard  by  the  Railway 
Station.

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PUNCH    ON    HAMLET. 
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SHAKsPEAfiE'i  Hamkt^  wonder fnl  in  bo  many  ways,  ia  in  none  more  wonder- 
ful  than  for  its  power  oi  every  now  and  ilion  galvanising  the  town,  awaking 
even  oar  Sir  C harks  Coiddteains  for  a  moment  to  a  langTiid  interest  in  the 
theatre  &nd  its  doings,  and  ^ving  drawing^roomfi  and  dming^tablea  periodioal 
litt  oi  quite  liYely  critioiam. 

After  more  than  two  htmdred  and  fifty  years  it  is  still  the  stock  play  oftenest 
acted — taking  the  year  round— wher ever  English  is  spoken.  Pbysiciana, 
inetapihyaicianS|  ana  paycholoR'ists  are  still  diaciissiag  its  prohlemi;,  as  actors 
are  Btiil  jxjodt^nng  its  pomta.  The  most  enbtle  and  recondite  of  lill  dramatic 
poems  for  the  cloi^'t,  it  is  tho  drama  wliich  the  galleries  know  best^  and  follow 
with  tho  keenest  sympathy.  Humht  is  the  part  erery  aspiring  novice  drst 
fitiidies  and  dreams  of  making  his  d^but  in  ;  the  one  to  which  the  accomplished 
aetor  looks  forward  as  the  test  of  bis  art^  and  the  crown  of  his  ambition* 
Nobody  ever  feels  he  has  fathomed  the  play,  but  everybody  heaves  his  lead 
in  it, 

Tery  commonplace  critics  can  say  something  more  or  less  plausible  about 
MmnUtj  just  as  very  indifferent  actors  can  play  the  Printe  tf/J^^nmark  witt  a 
certain  creditableness.  No  player  has  ever  been  known  to  break  down  utterly 
in  the  part,  as  none  has  ever  yet  been  generally  admitted  to  have  topped  it. 

The  plaj  b  the  greatest  work  of  dramatic—if  not  of  all  imaginative— crea- 
tion ;  and  it  a  interest  for  public,  actors,  and  critics  has  the  incsliaustiblenesg 
whion  belongs  to  life,  and  like  life,  carries  in  it  the  germs  of  peri>etual  renewal. 

Mm.  Ibvino  deserves  the  credit  of  having  worked  one  of  those  periodie 
Sffw/ei-galvanismSj  which  we  bave  all  Been  reeurring, 

Thpre  has  been  no  such  atrong  and  general  senHUtion  produced  in  the  part 
siueo  Fechter,  And  lEvmo  has  the  advantage  over  Fechtee  that  be  is  an 
Englishman,  and  speaks  aa  a  native  the  tongue  in  which.  Sh^lkspeare  wrotx?. 
It  was  a  kind  of  tolerance,  impoasible  to  a  critical  publiCi  which  allowed  the 
poetry^of  SHAJcapEAE^  to  be  declaimed  on  the  stage  to  a  French  tune,  and  spoken 
with  a  French  accent. 

Think  of  an  English  actor,  who  should  speak  French  as  Fecbter  spoke 
English,  prestiming  to  appear  in  Eacdve  and  MoirtRS  before  a  Parisian 
audience  I 

_  Let  Jfr,  Punch  begin  not  only  by  reeording  Me,  Ieviko^s  ^eat  snceess 
with  the  public,  but  3Ir.  P.^s  own  feeling  that  the  success  is  genuine  and  well- 
deservcd.  Remembering  aU  the  Hamtds  of  bis  time,  from  Maceeabt  to  J,  S, 
Mackaye— whose  jJHjrformanee  of  the  part  in  the  Crystal  Palace  production 
of  the  play  last  year,  unequal  and  marred  by  inexperience  as  it  was.  showed 
tiipoughout  rare  originalltyj  and  in  some  scenes,  even  liigh  exeellence  — 
Jfn  Punch  can  recal  nouc  whose  impersonation,  as  a  whole,  has  displayed,  to  hia 
thinking,  more  consistent  conception,  and  more  sustained  intention,  ^rith  more 
intelligent  mastery  of  the  utterance,  demeanouTi  and  action  ef  this  many-sided 
character. 

So  intelligent,  indeed,  is  Me.  TEvn?cf*&  performance,  that  Mr.  Punch  feels 
it  Ms  duty  to  lay  aside  the  con  descending  and  omntscif^t  tone  ajiproprjato  to 
criticism,  and  to  admit  that  Me.  iuvntfo  ban  earned  the  right  to  an  opinion 
of  his  own  ;  so  that  where  he  diU'ers  from  Mr.  Punch  in  his  view  ot  how 
a  scene  shoold  be  presented  or  played,  it  is  possible  that  Me*  Irvoto  may 
he  right,  and  Mr.  Punch  wrong* 

But  there  m  a  preliminary  point  on  which  Mr,  Punch  must  take  iisu©  with 
Mb.  Ietikg.    That  an  actor  or  manager  is  free  to  alter  and  adapt  &  play  so  far 


as  abbreviating,  condensing^  and  even  altering  the  ordei 
of  scenes,  and  omitting  pernonagea  goes,  will  be  ad- 
mitted by  all*  But  is  he  at  liber^  to  alter  the  course  of 
an  action,  as  by  changing  an  nnhamiy  to  a  happy  ter- 
mination— or  to  modify  an  authors  intention,  as  by 
changing  the  lane  of  a  ohamctet  by  suppression  ol 
dialogue,  or  palpably  to  disregard  indications  of  inten- 
tion oonvoyed  in  parts  of  the  dialDgne  which  he  re- 
tains P 

Both  these  latter  liberties  Mb.  Tevhtg,  or  Ma*  Bate- 
HAVTf  has  taken,  and  I  should  think  the  actor  had  more 
to  do  with  them  than  the  manager. 

I  least  liked  J  and  least  went  along  with  Mn,  Ihvi^g 
in  hii  dealings  with  the  Ghost.  It  seemed  t^  me  that 
he  had  not  realiaed,  as  our  American  cousins  would  aay, 
the  effect  of  the  sight  of  a  real  ghost  on  such  a  man* 

I  do  not  see  how  this  ia  to  be  donCi  unless  he  ean 
contrive  to  believe  in  the  Qhoat :  and  to  do  thia,  even 
in  imagination  J  except  for  a  Spiritualist,  must  be  dilficult 
in  these  da  vs.  As  Coiebipqe  used  to  say  he  had  »een 
too  many  ghosts  to  believe  in  them  :  so  may  we  all  say 
In  these  times  of  spirit-hands,  dark  seance  ft  the  Patej?- 
POBT  Brother  a,  and  Mae.  Gnppr* 

I  say  nothing  of  the  utter  aacriiice  of  the  opening 
Bcene  of  the  play*  That  ia  in e^'i table  so  long  as  the 
scene  is  played  close  on  the  foot -lights.  In  the  Crystal 
Palace  ropresentatien  the  whole  stage  wai  opened  for 
it,  at  the  cost  of  a  brief  closing  of  tableau-curtains, 
before  the  Great  Hall  was  disoovered*  Only  in  thia  way 
can  the  ef ect  bo  imparted  to  that  wonderful  opening 
which  it  deiiervca  and  requires,  to  give  it  its  due  import^ 
ance  in  the  action.  But  the  sceile  being  in  the  nondf 
of  " utility'*  people*  what  manager  is  likely  to  put 
himself  out  of  the  way  for  lYanciscQ  and  BernardOf  and 
Miirceiius,  or  even  Ifofa^io  f 

Pasatng  by  this  blemish,  as  not  immediately  eonoeni- 
ing  Hamieii  I  did  not  gather  from  Mr.  Irviitg^^  manner 
of  interrogating  Horatio  and  the  l?tntinels,  when  they 
bring  him  the  nrst  news  of  the  GJmt^  that  his  questiom 
were  meant  to  test  their  opportunities  of  identif  ying  the 
Ghost  with  his  father,  till  he  has  made  up  his  mind  that 
it  is  hia  duty  to  aptak  to  !ht*  apparition  they  have  seen. 
This  is  the  key  to  all  JlamUt^s  quoBtioniog  till  be  comes 
to  *'  I  will  watch  to-night.^^  1  failed  to  see,  in  Mtt* 
Ievtnu^s  rendering  of  this  scene,  the  indication  of  this 
motive  for  HamhVs,  question,  till  his  doubt  passes  into 
the  determination  to  see  for  himself*  If  he  does  m  read  it, 
and  means  to  convey  thia  meaning,  I  wish  he  would  mark 
it  more  strongly. 

I  must  vehemently  protest  against  the  strange  innova- 
tion in  the  scenic  arrangements,  by  which  the  Ghost  is 
made  to  lead  Mmnkt  out  of  the  eastle  to  a  ii<>ok  amoag 
cliffs  with  a  blasted  tree.  To  take  the  apparition  nut  ol 
the  wintry  hold  on  the  sca-clif^',  is  to  break  the  thread 
both  of  the  imagination  and  the  action.  The  altera tton 
eeems  the  more  perverse  as  it  is  purely  wanton,  andlooki 
like  a  change  made  for  the  sake  of  change*  Perhapi 
it  is  a  tub  cleverly^  thrown  out  to  divert  those  dangerom 
cetaceans,  the  critics,  from  crashing  into  sometHnf 
more  vital  to  the  performance. 

But  now  comes  my  first  aerious  question  with  Ma, 
lEvn?G»  Has  he  a  right  to  leave  out  in  hia  personation, 
as  well  as  from  his  spoken  text,  all  that  SnAJCSPEinE  baa 
indicated  of  the  surging  up  of  a  wild*  hysterical,  half 
insane  mirth,  mingled  with  horror,  whicli  follows  the 
disappearaaceof  the  Ghost. 

1  cannot  think  so«  It  seem  a  to  me  that  this  is  an  ele^ 
ment  o£  the  psychology  of  the  part  essential  to  a  eompk'te 
personation,  and  not  to  be  eaori6eed  at  will,  nor  without 
losing  one  of  the  key-notes  of  Hamlets  character. 

Tiu'cughout  the  play  Me,  Ievin&  aims  at  bringing  out 
the  pathetic  and  more  gentle  side  of  the  Prince,  and  to 
win  for  him  our  sympathy  and  liking*  In  this  he  ia 
quite  justified,  aeemg  that  the  gentkr  element*  bive 
been  so  lavishly  wrought  into  the  character  bv  it4  creator. 
But  with  these  ia  intertwined  a  warp  of  latent  in- 
uanity,  developed  by  sensibility  oventrained,  net  ft* 
overtaxed,  suspicions  set  working,  aHectionA  hlighted, 
outraged,  and  resisted  to  the  death.  And  this  over* 
sensibility  overjlows  in  Hamhl  raving,  in  four  pasESf^ 
of  the  play,  at  least  where  be  swears  If  or  alio  and  Mar- 
cel f  us  to  seeresy  after  tbe  difiap[)earanee  of  the  Ghod, 
whe3%  he  vents  on  OpkeUu  his  wrath  for  all  the  sins  el 
her  sex,  where  he  rises  to  the  top  tide  of  passion  in  tk 
scene  with  his  Mother^  and  where  he  outraTea  Laertm 
at  the  grave  of  QpMia.    Hia  assamptum  id 
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as  a  cloek  of  hifldedgnB.  b  its«1l  evidence  of  latent  brain^Bioknefis  ; 
and  so  is  his  passionate  disclaiiner  of  madness  to  his  Mother. 

This  unsound  strain  in  the  oharaoter  of  Hamhi  Ma,  Ibtiko  keeps 
in  the  back^und  throughout — unduly  as  I  should  contend — 
BuppresBiog  it  altog'ether  wherever  he  etuif  softening  it  where  he 
cannot  quite  euppresa. 

In  this  respeet  the  performance  seems^  accordinflr  to  the  best  judg- 
ment I  can  form*  inoomnlete  and  unsatisfactory*  But  Me.  I  hying 
is  oonsihtent  in  his  reaoingt  though^  aa  I  caimot  but  think,  at  the 
expense  of  his  text,  sometimes. 

But  his  boldest  departure  from  his  author's  lines,  in  quest  either 
of  novelty  or  effect,  is  the  suppression  of  the  pictures  in  the  CIuBet 
Boene,  thus  reducing  Shaesfiia^s's 

**  Look  here,  upon  thii  picture,  and  on  thiA, 
The  oounterleit  prosentment  of  two  brother^,*' 

to  a  reouest  that  his  Mother  will  conjure  up  with  him  brain-pietureB 
of  the  King  that  was  and  the  King  that  is.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
words  will  not  fairly  carry  such  an  interpretation,  and  that  this  is 
as  wilfol  a  departure  from  the  guidance  of  the  text  as  the  carrying 
the  GhdAt  out  of  the  Castle  of  Elsinore.  Probably  Mb.  Ievino  wiil 
say  he  gains  freedom  and  picture squencss  of  action  by  the  change* 
If  ^!  '  *  ires  are  woven  in  the  arras  or  jjainted  on  * *.  l^  I  do 
IV  -Hamfoft  apostrophe  may  not  be  madej  five, 

ai .-  L  .  -  , .  ^ '.  are  as  striking,  as  m  the  present  orrangemt^L. . . , ;..  ?ccne. 
Another  departure  from  the  guidance  of  the  text,  which  seemed 
to  me  equally  wilful,  was  when,  on  the  disAupoaranoe  of  the  Uhoxt^ 
Hamhi  sinks  in  a  heap  at  the  foot  of  the  blasted  tree,  and  remains 
80  for  awhile,  where  bnAKSTEABJ:  has  put  into  his  mouth  words, 
which,  to  hn^'  *^  '  ■  full  effect,  should  evidently,  as  it  seems  to  me, 
be  spoken  n  i  t  pause  of  terrible  struggle  for  utterance,  but 

in  which  E>r  ceds  in  mastering  his  emotion  suificicntly  to 

stand  erect  aa  well  as  speak — 

*'  0  all  you  bMt  of  heaTen  I  0  earth  !  nrhst  else  * 
And  saall  I  couple  hell  ?    0  fio  1    Hold,  hold  my  heart ; 
And  you,  my  ainowi,  grow  not  iaatant  old, 
But  b^or  me  stiffly  up  1 " 

I  cannot  but  think  that  the  effect  of  such  words  is  strangely 
weakened  when  spoken  by  a  Hmnht  who  has  just  picked  himseft 
up  from  a  state  of  abject  collapse,  in  which  he  lias  fallen  physically, 
OS  well  as  mentally,  prostrate.  I  read  in  them  a  light,  but  a 
viotorioua  light,  of  will  with  tott42rring  limbs  and  reeling  brain^  in 
which  the  wul  steels  the  nerves  to  bear  up  the  body,  and  the  brain 
retains  command  of  speech,  though  shaken  to  its  centre, 

Mr.  Punch  woxild  earnestly  commend  reconsideration  of  this  point 

to  Me.  tBVTN'G. 

Ho  has  nothing  but  praise  for  Mb.  Ibvino's  soliloquies,  one  and 
all :  for  his  tender  agony  of  separation  £rom  Opheha^  and  his  piteous 
passion  of  remonstrance  with  his  Mother ;  for  the  kindly  courtesy 
and  ease  of  his  scenes  with  the  players:  his  wild  and  whirling  storm 
of  frenzied  emotion  after  the  play ;  and  his  scornful  dealings  with 
Jlih^rncrontz  and  Guddemtern,  All  these  scenes  of  Me.  livrN'o's 
seem  to  me  aa  truthful  in  conception,  and  as  complet-e  in  execution 
as  the  most  exacting  of  critics  oould  wish  to  have  them. 

The  Play  Scene  itself  I  disliked,  because  of  another  of  those  wil- 
fid  departures  from  the  guidance  of  the  text,  which  seem  to  me,  at 
the  same  time,  sacritices  of  effect  and  probability,  of  which  I  have 
already  complained.  I  mean  the  unaccountable  arrangement  by 
which  the  play  ia  made  to  take  place  in  a  hall,  or  rather  corridor, 
open  to  the  external  air,  bo  that  the  *'  murder  of  Goniago  "  is  en- 
acted in  the  moonlight,  outside  the  palace,  oyer  the  body  of 
Hamlet  who  lies  with  nis  back  to  the  players, 

1  con  only  say  to  Mh.  Batehait  of  this  scene  as  Hamlet  says  to  the 
players,  "  Reform  it  altogether.*' 

I  thought  I  had  seen  the  Graveyard  Scene  much  beftter  played. 
Notably  MB,  Mackatb,  at  the  Crystal  Palace,  was  very  much  easier 
and  more  natural  in  his  conversation  with  the  Gravedigger ;  and 
this  was  increased  by  an  arranj^ement  of  the  Scene,  which  allowed 
Hamki  to  sit  on  the  base  of  a  great  monumental  cross  while 
talking.  Nor  was  I  satisfied  with  the  passion  of  Mb,  Ibving, 
which  follows  the  discovery  that  it  is  Ophelia  they  are  burying 
with  such  maimed  rites.  Her©  he  seemed  to  me  below  the  passion 
of  the  part ;  and  his  indication  of  the  rising  tide  of  emotion,  which 
should  begin  at  '^  This  is  Zaertes^^*  when  the  thought  of  who  lies 
there  first  orosieB  his  brain,  to  culminate  in  the  frantic  confronta- 
tion of  Ophelia^ s  brother,  struck  me,  in  comparison  with  most 
passages  ot  the  performance,  as  tame  and  colourless. 

But,  all  cavil  and  question  apart,  let  Mr.  Punch's  estimation  of 
Mb.  Ikvino's  performance  be  measured  hy  the  space  he  has  given  to 
it,  and  the  fulness  and  freedom  with  which  he  has  pointed  out  the 
thiri^ra  in  it  to  which  he  takes  most  exception. 

lid  that  the  Ghost'^s  delivery  is  duly  solemn,  sonanjus, 
0:  we;  that  the  Ophelia  of  Miiss  BiLiBMAjf  is  graceful  and 

ttiiu'i,  Hi. J  ugh  it  loses  much  from  the  recitation  substituted  for 
singing  in  some  of  her  pathetic  snatches  of  old  melody. 

But  the  interest  of  Hamlet  must  id  ways  centre  in  the  Prince. 


Nor  is  there  anything  really  to  divide  the  interest  in  the  Lyceum 
performance  of  the  l^lo-y*  careful  as  it  is  throughout,  though  to  our 
mind,  requiring  more  allowanoo  than  Pwifh  is  prepared  to  give,  fur 
its  wilful  and  wanton  deviatioaB  from  the  verbal  and  soeoio  indica- 
tions of  the  immortal  text*

The  infallibility  of  Punch  was  always  a  doctrine  maintained  by 
every  rational  person.  It  has  now  Ibeen  formally  added  to  tbe 
Articles  of  the  British  Faith. 

Everybody,  except  outright  heretics,  had  all  along  believed  in  the 
infallibility  of  the  British  Public,  with  Punch  at  the  head  of  it, 
united  in  a  General  Meeting. 

About  four  years  a^o,  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Britisli  Pablic,

At  'on  extraordinary  Meeting  of  CVystal  Palace  Shareholdeffl,

HE  Committee  appointed 
to  inquire  into  tne  con- 
dition of  the  Britannia 
training-&hip  haye  J^^ 
issued  tneirfieport.  That 
thepublio  may  thoroughly 
un(kT8tand  tne  facts  of 
the  case,  Mr,  Punch  has 
much  pleasure  in  publish- 
ing a  little  additional 
eyidenoe,  that  would  cer- 
tainly hkye  been  added 
as  an  appendix  to  the 
document  in  question,  had 
•  not  the  Committee  con- 
sidered it  superfluous, 
having  adopted  part  of  it 
at  least  in  tneir  Report. 

Adhieal  Hsctob  Mab- 
TIVBX  examined  .'—He  did 
not  know  much  about 
bookf  I  and  therefore  be- 
lieved himself  to  be  the  better  qualified  for  ofering  an  opinion 
upon  Naval  Education.  A  Cat  was  the  best  tldng  that  ooold  be 
served  out  to  a  set  of  lazy  young  dogs.  He  did  not  intend  any 
play  upon  words  in  that  assertion.  He  had  never  seen  a  bur- 
lesque ;  he  had  never  read  the  play  of  Black  Eyed  Susan.  Now 
that  he  had  been  told  what  it  was  all  about,  he  thought  that 
Captadt  Cbosstbjee  must  have  been  an  excellent  officer.  He  had 
done  hia  duty  in  arresting  Able-bodied  Seaman  William.  He 
(tiie  witness)  would  have  hanged  Able-bodied  Seaman  William 
straight  off,  without  waiting  for  a  reprieve  to  arrive  from  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty.  He  thought  that  the  Lords  of  the  Admi- 
ralty frequently  deserved  the  Cat.  Here  the  witness  entered  into 
a  narrative  of  a  personal  grievance,  which  (as  irrelevant  to  the 
inquiry)  was  immediately  suppressed. 

Masteb  Peteb  Simple  examined  .—Was  a  Naval  Student.  Had 
been  working  very  hard  for  the  last  two  yearti  Knew  nothing 
about  Navigation.  Could  not  take  an  observation.  Could  make 
one— that  he  had  had  too  much  to  do.  Did  not  know  the  diifer- 
ence  between  Latitude  and  Longitude.  Thought  the  former  had 
something  to  do  with  Broad  Church  opinions.  Could  give  the  date 
of  the  Birth  of  Sdakspeabe.  Could  not  give  the  names  of 
Shakspkabe's  plays.  Had  seen  Hamlet  before  he  went  to 
school,  but  did  not  Know  by  whom  it  was  written.  Could  give  the 
dates  of  the  Norman  conquest,  the  creation  of  the  world,  and  the 
earthquake  of  Lisbon.  Believed  he  knew  something  about  Ma^a 
Charta.  Thought  it  was  the  name  of  a  ship  that  went  down  with  a 
lot  of  people  on  board.  Could  ^ve  the  datcs^  weights,  and  sur- 
names of  all  the  English  Sovereigns— if  he  might  repeat  them  in 
their  consecutive  order.  He  could  not  say  what  relationship 
existed  between  William  the  Thibd  and  William  tiie  Foubth. 
Thought  that  William  the  Thibd  was  the  son  of  William  the 
FouBTH.  Thought  that  William  the  Thibd  was  the  son  of  Wil- 
liam thb  Seoovd,  but  could  not  be  sure  of  it,  unless  he  was  allowed 
to  repeat  the  list  of  sovereigns  from  "William  the  Fibst,  sur- 
named  the  Conqueror,  1066,"  down  to  **  Victobia,  1837,  our  present 
Gracious  Queen."  Could  repeat  the  greater  portion  of  Paley's 
Evidences  of  Christianity  by  heart,  but  was  unable  to  give  the 
meaning  of  the  word  *'  Doctrme."  Had  learned  agood  dealof  Geo- 
mphy.  Could  not  say  what  was  the  caj^ital  of  Turkey  in  Europe, 
out  could  give  the  names  of  the  principal  inland  towns  in  the  island 
of  Bemeo.  Had  been  riffht  through  the  books  of  EucUd,  and  was 
now  leamingto  spell  words  of  two  syllables.  Thought  he  knew  the 
Articles  of  War,  although  he  had  never  been  tauffht  them.  The 
Articles  of  War  were  cannons,  swords,  and  gunpowder.  Had  never 
heard  of  any  other  Articles  of  War.  Believed  he  knew  his  duties 
as  a  Naval  officer.  He  would  have  to  wear  a  dirk,  would  have  no 
more  lessons  to  learn,  except  how  to  sail  a  ship,  and  would  have 
authority  given  to  him  to  treat  the  men  put  under  him  as  he  himself 
had  been  treated.  The  witness  expressed  his  surprise  at  lewning 
that  the  Cat  was  not  permitted  to  be  used  in  the  Navy,  and  then 
retired. 

Mb,  Coachinqton  Cbam  examined  .'—Re  prepared  young  gentle- 
men to  pass  the  necessary  examinations  for  the  Army,  Navy,  and 
the  Civu  Service.  He  thought  the  educational  oourse  pursued  on 
board  the  Britannia  admirable  in  every  respect  That  educational 
course  could  not  be  better.  It  appeared  to  him  to  be  founded  on 
the  system  abeady  in  force  in  his  own  establishment.  He  guaran- 
teed to  teach  a  pupil  enough  in  three  weeks  to  pass  an  examination 
lasting  three  days.  It  was  absurd  to  ask  him  how  long  the  boy 
wouldT  remember  the  fruits  of  his  studies.  He  had  heard  that  a 
pupil  of  his  had  forgotten  everything  he  had  learned  in  three  years 


in  less  than  three  months.  If  the  report  were  true  (and  he  con- 
fessed he  hod  reason  for  doubting  its  authenticity),  he  considered 
the  matt^^r  unimportant,  as  the  pupil  in  question  had  passed  the 
ncctssary  examinations.  He  woiud  not  wish  to  sail  in  a  ship  com- 
miioded  by  officers  who  had  reeelyed  instruction  in  navigation  on 
bis  ByBtetn.  That  was  merely  a  matter  of  common  sense,  and  he 
wished  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  he  attended  that  Committee 
merely  aa  a  professional  man  giving  his  opinions  upon  a  professional 
matter,  The  Govemmeut  Bxaminations  had  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  common  sense.  So  he  must  beg  respectfully  to  decline* 
answering  any  further  questions  of  a  character  similar  to  the  last 
that  had  Deen  put  to  him. 

Me.  Fitetch  examined: — ^Was  the  wisest  man  in  the  world.  He 
was  a  universal  authority  upon  everything.  He  had  inquired  into 
the  Bubjeot  of  the  Britannia  training-ship,  because  it  was  a  matter 
that  amictcd  the  future  greatness  of  England.  What  would  England 
do  without  her  ships  ?  and  what  would  the  ships  do  without  good 
olBcers  ?  He  was  of  opinion  that  the  number  of  subjects  studied  by 
the  eadetfi  was  far  too  great  to  allow  of  anv  being  properly  mastered, 
and  that  the  knowledge  acquired— especially  in  the  English  subjects, 
history,  Soripture  history,  geography,  grammar,  and  literature— was 
of  the  kind  which  taxed  the  memory  rather  than  the  reason.  More- 
ovor,  he  believed  that  the  midshipman  on  board  the  Britannia. 
instead  of  learning  seamanship  and  the  duties  of  an  officer,  and 
having  a  retfonable  amount  of  leisure,  had  to  devote  his  time  to 
ekmentary  studies  which  ought  to  have  been  firmly  fixed  in  his 
mind  yearB  before.  He  thought  that  many  a  lad  thus  acquired  a 
dialike  for  a  profession  which  appeared  to  him  rather  that  of  a 
sDhoolboy  tlian  of  an  officer.  He  (the  witness)  was  convinced  that  a 
man-of-war,  to  whatever  excellence  she  may  be  brought  as  a  place 
of  Fesidence,  is  not,  and  cannot  be  jnade^  a  desirable  place  of  educa- 
tion. The  necessary  presence  of  naval  discipline  was,  in  his  opinion, 
antagonistic  to  the  work  of  the  schoolmaster. 

Thfc  opinion  of  the  last  witness  was  received  with  much  enthu- 
siasm by  the  Committee,  who  immediately  embodied  the  wise  words 
he  had  ssuoken  in  the  Report  they  had  to  deliver  to  the  Admiralty. 
In  that  Eeport  those  words  of  wisdom  will  be  found  by  those  who 
search  for  them. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Punch  wishes  to  say  that  the  command, 
'^England  expects  every  man  this  day  to  do  his  duty,''  is  still  in 
force.  On  this  occasion  the  order  is  addressed  to  the  Members  of 
Parliament  in  general  and  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  in  particular.

WINTER  ALMSGIVING.  ' 

AxRBADY  we  have  had  a  touch  of  ©old  weather,  and  may  expect 
winter  to  set  in  at  any  moment  with  its  oooasional  leYerity*  A  few 
days  of  frost  will  siimoe  to  inortidt  the  ornamental  waters  in  the 
Parka  with  ioe,  on  which  the  British  public  will  congregate  in  their 
ibouBands  with  their  usual  promptitude  and  prudence.  It  is,  how- 
ever* only  the  oomparativel)'  wealthier  portion  of  them  who  can 
iflord  skating,  at  the  expense  of  buying  or  hiring  the  needful  appli- 
anoes,  and  even  the  more  humble  amusement  of  sliding  is  deniea  to 
the  poorer  class  of  boys  detained  at  school,  or  in  aerYice.  The  only 
opiwrtunity  8cho«il'lK»ys  and  errand-boys  have  for  enjoying  a  aeason- 
able  recreation  is  that  which  they  t^ke  as  they  run  to-and-fro,  and 
strike  out  slides  on  the  pavement.  This  practice  is  one  deserving  to 
be  particnlarly  encouraged  on  aceount  of  ^  the  great  extent  to  which 
it  promotes  that  of  surgery,  in  nroviding  its  practitioners  with 
remunerative  cases  of  fracture  ana  dislocation,  besides  those  which 
it  affords  the  Hospitals  for  the  professional  instmction  of  medical 
students. 

Eegarding  it  in  this  light,  many  whose  means  allow  them  little 
to  sparef  may  yet  feel  called  upon  to  devote  a  portion  of  that  little 
to  uie  benevolent  object  of  promoting  the  formation  of  street- slides 
by  out  metropolitan  youth.  The  police,  under  whose  superintend- 
ence these  alippery  surfaces  ore  created  on  the  pavement,  would,  no 
doubt,  readily  uodertake  the  duty  of  distributing,  aa  almonors, 
among  the  more  active  of  the  lads  they  see  producing  thera,  pecuni- 
ary rewards  in  littli  suras  of  a  few  pence  each,  sulHcient  for  the 
purchase  of  moderate  quantities  of  toffee  and  ooooa-nut.  As  Christ- 
mas approaches,  Christmas-boxes  of  that  kind  will,  in  the  view  of 
ail  genial  minds,  become  peonliarly  seasonable,  and  it  is  only  oburl- 
iah  natures  that  would  propose  to  substitute  boxes  on  the  esr.

HEALTH  QUESTION  AT  HAMPSTEAD. 

The  Vestry,  Board  of  Guardians,  and  Permanent  Committee  of 
Residents  at  Hampatead,  have  resolved  to  memorialise  the  Local 
Government  Board  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  contemplated  erection 
of  an  HospitsI  for  Contagious  and  Infectious  Diseases  on  the  site  of 
the  present  Imbecile  Asylum.  A  thinking  inhabitant  of  Ilamp- 
steaa  would  think  twice,  if  not  oftener,  before  he  signed  a  memorial 
for  that  puri>ose,  He  would  think  it  a  <iueation  whether  Hamn- 
atead  is  not  already  more  than  populous  enough.  Then  he  would 
consider  whether  the  horror  of  an  hospital  for  such  diseases  aa 
scarlatina^  typhus,  small-pox,  and  the  nemo  me  tmimne  lacesaetf  or 
Fidicula  Scotorum,  would  not  tend,  at  least,  to  check  population  by 

Sutting  a  stop  to  ail  building  in  the  neighbourhood.  Would  not  an 
ospital  whion  had  the  effect  of  arresting  the  spread  of  bricks-and- 
mortar  in  a  pleasant  suburb,  abate  an  evil  far  greater  than  any 
which  it  oould  possibly  cause  by  the  diffusion  of  communicable  com- 
plaints ?  Wonld  it  not  be  almost  certain  to  diminish  the  former 
evil  irreatly,  and  very  unlikely  to  cause  the  latter  at  all  ?  If  so, 
would  not  the  asylum  for  innoxiotts  tmbeoiles  be  advantageously 
replaced  by  an  institution  which,  |)erhap8  equally  harmless,  would 
ioBpire  a  wholesome  terror?  Having  come  to  tuis  conclusion,  the 
Hompstead  thinker  would  then  probably  think  that  the  only 
further  question  to  be  thought  on  concerning  the  Hospital  lor 
Contagious  and  Infectious  Diseases  was  whether,  instead  of  being 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  Imbecile  Asylum,  it  had  not  better  be 
established  in  the  Vale  of  Health.

From  a  statement  in  the  Times  it  ttppe^ra  that  poachers  and  pot- 
hunters ore  actually  in  the  habit  of  using  salmon  roe  for  bait»  inso- 
much as  to  have  created  so  great  a  demand  for  it  that  it  fetches 
from  five  to  six  fihillings  a  pound— truly  "a  moat  demoralising 
premium  for  cutting  on  the  river  supphes  at  the  fountain  head^ 
and  killing  the  Salmon  heavy  with  spawn."  Atrocious!  "Yet 
the  preponderance  of  Border  opinion  is  in  favour  of  repealing  the 
clause  *'  in  the  Fisheries  Act  relative  to  salmon-spawn.  ''^ which  for- 
bids its  employment.'^  This  is  one  phase  of  the  aemorali^ation 
Erevalent  in  the  North,  of  which  that  manifest  in  the  Lancashire 
iokin^  and  wife -beating  is  another.  Something  must  be  done  to 
check  it ;  and  at  any  rate  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  preventive 
that  ou^ht  to  be  resorted  to  for  putting  a  stop  to  the  abuse  and 
destruction  of  salmon  roe.

on  the  subject  of  the  completion   of  the  MetK»- 

politan  Cathedral,  it  may  he  expected  that  within  a  few  days  the  following 

oomnnmications  will  alao  be  sent  to  that  Yery  Reverend  Gentleman:— 

Beab  Mr,  Dean^  TJte  Feast  of  Satni  Btrinus,  1874, 

The  deep  interest  which  eyerr  educated  Engliahman  must  feel  in  the 
fortime*  of  the  nohlest  architectural  work  which  the  genius  of  a  feUow- 
oountryman  has  invented,  induces  me  to  address  to  yoU|  before  it  is  too  late/ 
some  practical  remarks  upon  the  pro^wsed  mutilation  of  your  Cathedral . 

Let  me  urge  ujjon  you  the  neoeasity  of  making;  St.  Paufa  worthy  of  its  site, 
and  its  mission.  Ihe  splendid  building  should  he  national  in  the  fullest  sense- 
it  should  appeal  to  the  sympathies  ol  viflit4)ra  from  every  clime.  The  plan  I 
wouldpropoee  is  simple  ;  nay,  more,  I  would  say  it  is  very  simple. 

A  partioQ  of  the  interior  fihonld  be  a  mass  of  unpolished  Istrian  stone, 
dfivotaof  ^ding,  but  exquisitely  tinished  and  omamezited.  The  panels  should 
b©  of  pobahed  marble,  of  high  quality,  and  there  should  be  construoted  a 
wooden  roof,  designed  in  ih&  most  imposing  and  best  style  of  the  Sixteenth 
Century,  richly  gut,  to  receive  the  Masterpieces  of  our  ifational  Gallery,  and 
these  pictures  should  form  the  climax  of  the  decorations.  This  part  of  St» 
Paulas  should  prove  a  worthy  rival  to  the  Scuola  St.  Rocco  in  its  pplendour  and 
originality. 

A  second  portion  should  he  purely  Gothic,  and  the  pillars  should  be  so 
altered  that  the  Abbey  of  St.  Albania,  with  its  many  periods  of  Church  archi- 
tecture! should  be  reproduced  in  miniature. 

A  third  portion  should  be  arranged  for  Spanish  visitori ;  and  the  masses  of 
ivory,  marble,  and  gorgeous  oohmring  of  the  Alhambra  should  live  again 
within  pistol'shot  of  BlaokiriiM  Bridge. 

Having  made  these  concessions  to  the  tastes  of  others,  the  rest  of  the 
Cathedral  sliould,  in  my  opinion,  be  decorated  after  the  fashion  of  All  Saints, 
Marguerite  Street,  or  St.  Alban's,  Holbom.  Let  there  be  pictures,  banners, 
altars,  lights,  and  Chapels.  Let  there  be  clouds  of  incense,  throngs  of  choristers, 
and  magnificent  voluntaries  on  the  splendid  organ,  and  tnen,  Mr*  Dean— yes^  I 
say  and  then — I  shall  be  delighted  to  tender  you  my  poor  services  as  an  bumble 
celebrant.

Sbsibant  Cox,  in  secon^g  ihh  motion,  said  that  all  the  argu- 
ments againat  the  jpanting  of  the  sutftvge  to  women  were  baaed  u^n  the 
impudent  assumption  that  it  was  intended  to  enfranehiae  erery  wife  and 
daughter,  which  was  a  monstrous  fidlacy.'* 

But  if  every  wife  and  daaght«r,  othsrwiM  legally  qualified,  are 
not  to  be  qualified  lor  voting,  will  sot  the  Azduiion  ot  those  thus 
still  excluded  be  ilijurimia  io  themP  What  wives  and  what 
daughters  should  be  ineluded  among  the  enfranchised?  Wives 
separated  from  their  husbands,  and  danffhters  who  have  left  their 
homes  ?  There  are  estimable  women,  to  be  sure,  in  both  of  these

PINGUITUDE  AND  PAUPEEISM, 

EKFtETTITE  Mb.   Pu^CH, 

Thk  other  day  I  paid  my  usual  yearly  visit  to  the  Cattle 
Show,  and  saw  the  usual  fat  people  staring  just  as  usual  at  the 
usual  fat  mgs. 

The  siKlit  of  eo  much  fatness  set  me  thinkiog  about  leanness; 
and  this  ipduot'd  the  thought  that  possibly  a  show  of  underfed  poor 
people  might  prove  as  interesting  as  one  of  overfed  fat  beasts. 
With  so  many  noble  workhouses  as  there  are  to  select  from,  it  would 
be  easy  to  assemble  a  number  of  competitors  for  any  prize  that 
might  be  offered  for  extreme  emaciation,  as  opposed  to  the  excessive 
pinguitude  for  which  the  Cattle  Show  is  famousi  and  whereof  so 
many  Ptg-breeders  have  reason  to  be  proud. 

Were  such  a  Show  eatabHahed,  a  pleasant  theme  for  meditation 
perhaps  might  be  suggested  to  the  reflective  mind,  in  considering 
how  far  the  victuals  which  are  wasted  in  the  foolish  over-fattening 
of  prize  oxen,  sheep,  aod  porkers,  might,  if  rightly  used,  alleviate 
the  pangs  of  hunger  suffered  by  the  wretched  ill-fed  creatures,  of 
whom  our  Parish  Ouardians  are  entrusted  with  the  care. 

From  this  the  meditative  mind  might  be  led  to  the  reflection  that  a 
Meat-maker  ought  not  to  be  a  TaEow- manufacturer  ;  aod  that,  in 
awarding  the  prizes  at  a  Cattle  Show,  the  judges  should  be  careful 
to  discourage  over-feediog,  by  imposing  heavy  fines  on  the  breeders 
of  all  animals  esteemed  to  be  too  fat.  This  not  merely  would  con- 
duce to  agricultural  economy,  but  would  save  much  needless  suffering 
to  poor  creatures  that  are  tortured  by  being  over-stuffed.

VIVISECTION  AND  SCIENCE. 

ALTHoroH  the  prosecution  instituted  bv  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Animals  against  certain  persons  charged  before  the  Norwich  Magistrates  with  having  been 
ooncemed  in  torturing  certain  dogs  at  the  Masonic  Hail,  Norwich,  one  day  lait  August, 
failed  for  want  of  evidence  against  the  particular  defendants,  yet  the  Btnch  remarked  that 
the  proceedings  taken  were  perfectly  juatitied.  In  the  interests  of  true  medical  science^  for 
the  promotion  of  which  the  dogs  had  oeen  subjects  to  experiments  attended  with  a  little 
suffering,  this  observation  is  to  be  deplored* 

The  dogs  alleged  to  have  been  tortured  were  but  two.  They  had  only  been  tied  down  to 
a  table  and  muzzled  with  tapes,  and,  thus  made  fast,  had,  the  one  aleohol  and  the  other 
abn&tJhe  ii^eoted,  through  an  inoision  in  the  inside  ot  the  thigh,  into  their  femoral  veins. 
This  little  operation,  of  which  the  importance  is  obviouslv  as  great,  as  the  pain  it  little^  was 
poKformed  by  a  French  iavant^  M.  Eueimt  Maonait,  of  Pans.  Its  object,  the  magnitude 
of  wMoli  no  ph)' Biologist  can  over-estimate,  was  to  prove  that  aloohol  injected  into  a  vein 
pffodnoet  insensibility,  and  absinthe  epilepay. 

That  alcohol,  when  it  renders  the  noman  subject  insensible,  doss  so  by  getting  from  the 
stomach  into  tne  blood,  ia  clearly  a  fact  of  pathology  whicn  was  by  no  means  so  well 
established  as  not  to  have  needed  further  connrmation  at  the  expense  of  anv  amount  of 
pain  which  could  be  inflicted  on  dumb  animals,  such,  of  course,  as  dogs  are  wnen  they  are 
properly  muzzled. 

It  is  pretty  well  known  that  enilepsy  may  be  occasioned  by  aLnaost  any  irritation 
affecting  the  nerves,  and  nobody  perhaps  ever  doubted  that  absinthe  put  in  the  olood  would 
affect  the  nerves ;  nevertheless  it  was  absolutely  neccBsary  to  demonstrate  these  points 
by  ii^eoting  absinthe  into  a  dog's  veins.  The  utility  of  this  expeiiment  is  visibly  all  the 
greater  that  physicians  already  Icnew  that  epilef  ly  in  man  waa  one  of  the  oonsequenoes  of 
excess  in  abnntne.

Asa  man  I  have  no  duties  towards  him.  I  point  out  to  Cazkll  that 
in  this  case  to  be  a  true  Mason  I  must  be  a  bad  citizen.  Cazkll 
says,  **  You  put  an  extreme  case  I''  **I  admit  that/'  I  retaim; 
**out  it  is  a  teat  case:  exceptions  prove  the  rule."  CAZKLLsays, 
**My  dear  fellow,  here  common  sense  stena  in;  besides—  here 
he  breaks  off  oheerfully,  and  with  an  air  of  assured  victory—'*  you 
can't  talk  of  what  Freemasonry  really  is  until  you  are  a  Freemason. 
And  I  can't  tell  you  what  it  is,  becauee  I  am  \mder  the  vows  of 
secreey.    You  become  a  Mason,  and  i^ou'// t€f."  ,    ..  ,    ^ 

**  I  >e  heard,'*  I  sav  in  order  to  show  I  am  not>igoted,  that 
Masonry  ia  very  useful  in  travelling.'*

It 's  of  great  use  if  you  get  into  a  difficulty.  You  pick  up  com- 
panions; and— in  fact— D,  there  are  heaps  of  instances  where 
Freemasonrj^  has  been  of  the  greatest  possible  service.  I  recollect 
a  man  saying,  how  he  was  had  up  before  a  Magistrate  m  Naples, 
and  the  case  was  just  going  agaiuat  him,  when  he  made  a  sign  to 
the  bench,  and  the  Magistrate  returned  it.
